May 3rd, 1944, First Day 


This being the day and place appointed by the 1943 Synod for holding 
the 26th Synod of the Province of the Pacific, the Bishops, Clerical and 
Lay Deputies to the Synod and the Delegates to the 23rd Session of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary assembled in Trinity Church at 7:30 A.M. for a Corporate 
Celebration of the Holy Communion. The Rt. Rev. Arthur W. Moulton, 
President of the Province was the Celebrant loeing assisted by the Bishop 
of Nevada, the Rev. Garth Sibbald and the Secretary of the Synod. By 
action of the Provincial Council the offering at this service, as also at all 
services in connection with this Synod will be devoted to the work of the 
Army and Navy Commission. 


The Opening Service of the Synod was also held in Trinity Church at 
Ten o’clock. The Bishop of Arizona read the office of Morning Prayer with 
the Chairman of the House of Deputies and the Secretary of the Synod 
reading the Lessons. The Rt. Rev. Louis C. Sanford, D.D., retired Bishop 
of San Joaquin was the preacher. 


The first business session was called to order at 11:30 A.M. with the 
Bishop of Utah, President of the Province in the Chair. The roll of 
Bishops and Deputies was called. Ten Bishops, Clerical Deputies from 
eleven of the Dioceses and Missionary Districts and Lay Deputies from six 
of the Dioceses and Missionary Districts answered the roll call. This being 
a quorum as fixed and defined by Article II, section 2d of the Constitution 
of the Province the Chair announced a quorum present and declared the 
26th Synod opened in the name of the Holy Trinity.

The Bishop of California, Chairman of the Department of Christian 
Education presented the report of that Department. On motion the report 
was received and adopted to be incorporated in the Journal. 

On motion the Synod recessed for lunch and resumed its session at 
2:00 P.M. 

Mr. George G. Entz read a lesson from Holy Scriptures and the Rev. 
George Argyle read the collects. 

The President read letters of greeting to the Synod and expressing 
regret at their inability to be present from the Rt. Rev. Edward L. Parsons, 
former Bishop of California and the Rt. Rev. John B. Bentley, Bishop of 
Alaska. The President presented to the Synod the Rt. Rev. Sumner F. D. 
Walters consecrated in January Bishop of San Joaquin. 

The Bishop of Eastern Oregon presented a resolution welcoming the 
Rt. Rev. John Ward former Bishop of Erie into the fellowship of the Province 
and commending him for taking up work in Alaska. On motion the reso- 
lution was referred to the Committee on Resolutions. 
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The Committee on Despatch of Business through the Bishop of Sacra- 
mento, Chairman presented the agenda for the afternoon session as follows:-

Mr. Morris Milbank, Treasurer and Chairman of the Department of

and on motion it was received and accepted. Appendix A, Page 17. 

2. He called attention to the new Canon making the fiscal year begin 
on May lst of each year and end on April 30th of the following 
year. His motion that the tentative budget for the fiscal year end- 
ing January 31st 1945 be increased 25% to take care of the necessary 
expenses in February, March and April of 1945 thus making the 
transition to the new fiscal year was adopted. 

3. The Tentative Budget for 1944 approved by the Synod of 1943 was 
on motion of Mr. Milbank made the permanent budget tor 1944 with 
the addition of $100 for the work of the College Commission. 

On motion the report as a whole was approved and adopted. 

The report of the Department of Missions prepared by the Suffragan 
Bishop of Los Angeles, Chairman, was in his absence read by the Secretary. 
On mction the report was received and adopted. Appendix F, Page 21. 

The Committee on Constitution and Canons through Bishop Sanford, 
Chairman, presented the following resolution:— 

Resolved: that Canon VI be amended \by the deletion of section  ‘b) 
reading “a Committee on Rules of Order to consist of one Bishop, one Pres- 
byter and one Layman,’ and that the section be relettered consecutively.

: The hour for the Joint session with the Auxiliary having been reached 
the Synod on motion adjourned until 9:30 Thursday morning.

The President ordered the ballot taken. 

While the ballot was being counted the Bishop of Arizona presented 
a resolution in regard to the Placement of Clergy which was referred to 
the Committee on Resolutions. 

The Publicity part of the Department of Promotion and Publicity 
presented its report through the Very Rev. James Malloch. Among others 
speaking on the same subject were Mr. Edward F. Colcock and the Rev. 
George Pratt. On motion the report was received and accepted. 

The Tellers reported on the first ballot as follows:— 

Mr. Milbank had received the concurrent plurality vote of the two 
Houses for Treasurer and the President declared him duly elected. 

The Bishop of Oregon, the Very Rev. Henry H. Shires, Mr. Edward F. 
Coleock had received the plurality vote for members of the Provincial 
Council Class of 1947 and the President declared them duly elected. 

That the Bishop of Olympia had received the plurality vote of the 
Synod for Trustee of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific in the 
class of 1949 and the Bishop of Oregon had received the plurality vote of 
the Synod for Trustee of St. Margaret’s House in the class of 1948 and the 
President declared them duly elected. That the Very Rev. Edwin S. Lane, 
the Rev. R. W. H. Hodgkin and the Rev. Garth Sibbald had received the 
concurrent vote of the two Houses for Clerical members of the Court of Review 
and the President declared them duly elected. The President ordered a 
second ballot taken for the offices for which there was no election. 

While the ballot was being counted the Ven. William F. Bulkley pre- 
sented his report as Chairman of the Commission,on Rural Work. Appendix 
G, Page 26. On motion the report was received and accepted. The Bishop 
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of California, Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions, presented the 
following resolutions recommending their adoption:— 


1. From the Bishop of Eastern Orégon,—Resolved: that this Synod of 
the Province of the Pacific meeting in Reno, Nevada, May 3rd extend to 
the Rt. Rev. John C. Ward, D.D., resigned Bishop of Erie its affectionate 
greetings and welcome to our happy comradeship in the work of Christ’s 
Kingdom in this Province. We wish to express our admiration for his 
example and devotion in volunteering his services to the Bishop of Alaska 
in that great missionary field of the Church. On motion the recommenda- 
tion of the Committee was approved and the resolution adopted. 


2. From the Bishop of Arizona,—Whereas, it is generally recognized 
that the present placement of Clergy is very ineffective, therefore be it,— 
Resolved: that the President be instructed to appoint a Committee on the 
placement of Clergy to study the subject and to report to the next Synod, 
and, also that the Dioceses and Districts comprising the Province be re- 
quested to appoint committees to study the subject. On motion the recom- 
mendation of the Committee was approved and the resolution adopted. The 
Chair appointed the Bishop of Arizona, the Ven. William F. Bulkley and 
Mr. Edward F. Colcock as members of this Committee. 


The Very Rev. Chas. E. McAllister made a verbal report for the Com- 
mittee on Radio. 

The Tellers reported the result of the second ballot as follows:—That 
the Bishop of Eastern Oregon had received the concurrent vote of the Three 
Orders for President and the Chair declared him duly elected. That Messrs. 
Dean Vincent, Mr. Agnew and Oscar Bryan had received the concurrent 
vote of the two Houses for Lay Members of the Court of Review and the 
President declared them duly elected. The President ordered a third ballot 
for Secretary with no election. On the fourth ballot the tellers reported 
that the Rev. Alfred Lockwood had received the concurrent vote of the two 
Houses for Secretary and the President declared him duly elected. The 
election of an Assistant Secretary being proposed the Chair ruled that the 
Constitutional procedure for the election of a Secretary would necessarily 
have to be followed. 

The Department of Promotion through the Very Rev. Charles EK. Mc- 
Allister, Chairman, presented its report which on motion was received and 
adopted. The report embodied the following resolutions:— 

1. Resolved: that the Synod authorizes the payment of expenses not 
to exceed an average of $59 for each Diocese or District for “Messengers” 
to visit such Dioceses and Districts as may find it desirable to use such 
assistance to hold three day conferences of Clergy, Vestries and Women 
according to the geographical possibilities of the Dioceses and Districts 
visited in an intensive effort to promote the program for 1945. On motion 
the resolution was adopted. 

2. Resolved: that each Diocese and District endeavor to present vital 
and financial statistics on the basis of a calendar year, dated January Ist 
to January ist. On motion the resolution was adopted. 

3. Resolved: that the Department of Promotion be authorized to request 
from each Diocese and District in the Province the number of letters of 
transfer granted and received in the year 1944 and also the number of 
communicants lost by other than transfer in 1944 and for the Department 
to present such information to the next meeting of the Synod. On motion 
the resolution was adopted. 

4. Resolved: that active participation in the United Church Canvass be 
left to the discretion of the various Dioceses and Districts and Parishes in 
the Province. On motion the resolution was adopted. 

5. Resolved: that the Department recommends that the Missionary 
Districts in the Province cooperate actively in the plan for each Missionary 
District to pay part of its Bishop’s salary annually. On motion the resolu- 
tion was adopted. Appendix H; Page -26. : 

The Department of Christian Social Relations through its Chairman 
the Bishop of Nevada presented its report. Appendix I, Page 27. The 
report was on motion received and accepted. _ : 

The Synod recessed for lunch and resumed its session at 2:00 P.M. 
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Mr. Edward F. Colcock read a lesson from the Holy Scripture and 
the Rev. Joseph M. Kitagawa read the Collects. 


The Bishop of California, Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions, 
presented the following resolution offered by the Rev. George Davidson to 
the Joint Session on Wednesday and referred to this committee:— 


Resolved: that this Synod in official session assemioled does hereby 
request the President of the Province of the Pacific to invite the Presiding 
Bishop of the National Council; the National Department Chairmen of each 
and all Departments; and the Diocesan Chairmen of each Diocesan or Mis- 
sionary Jurisdiction Departments within the Province to a meeting to be 
held the two days before or preceding the 1945 Synod meeting or at such 
time and place as may be designated by this Province or by its President. 
The Committee on Resolutions recommended that the Resolution be referred 
to the Provincial Council with power to act. On motion the recommenda- 
tion of the Committee was adopted. Archdeacon Bulkley presented the 
following resolution:— 

Resolved: that this Synod in official session assembled, does hereby 
approve the plan of Action of Forward in Service for 1944—1945 and com- 
mends its entire program to the Dioceses and Missionary Districts within 
the Province of the Pacific and urges full cooperation. The resolution was 
accepted by Dr. Davidson and on motion was adopted. 

Dr. Davidson presented the five points of the Forward in Service 
program for 1944—1945 as follows:— 

1. Need of Diocesan conferences of the Clergy to carry out the plan of 
Forward in Service Commission and report the results of the Conference 
to the National Council. 

2. Necessity for increasing the Fellowship by a larger number of 
Baptisms, Confirmations and Communicants. 

3. Establishing Schools of Prayer emphasizing the Fellowship of the 
Prayer Book. ; 

4, During Lent of 1945 study in all groups of the Christian Doctrine of 
God. 

5. Each Diocese and Missionary District to draw up its own plan of 
action and report to the National Council. 

On motion the Synod approved these five points to be mailed out to 
the several Dioceses and Districts. 

Invitations to serve as host to the 1945 Synod were received from the 
Bishop of Los Angeles to meet in his Diocese, from the Bishop of Arizona 
to meet in his District and from the Rev. T. H. Kerstetter to meet in Las 
Vegas, Nevada. 

On motion it was voted to refer the place for the 1945 Synod to the 
Provincial Council with power to act. 

The Synod recessed for a Joint session with the Woman’s Auxiliary 
to listen to an address by the Rev. Alwyn E. Butcher, Chaplain in the 
Armed Service on his work and experience as a Chaplain. He was followed 
by the Rev. Dr. Dakin speaking on the subject,—“The Conscientious Objector.” 

The Synod resumed its session with the Rev. Marius J. Lindloff, 
Chairman of the College Work Commission presenting the report of that 
Commission. Appendix E, Page 19. The report stressed the need of financial 
assistance from the Province if it was to meet the responsibility and 
opportunity presented it. On motion the report was received and accepted. 
On motion by Mr. Colcock the report was referred to the Provincial Council 
with power to act. 

Dean McAllister presented the following resolution:— 

Resolved: that the Synod request the Association of Theological Schools 
to contact the Veterans Administration with reference to the steps necessary 
to the end that Theological Schools may be placed on the list of accredited 
institutions designated as worthy of federal aid benefits in the education 
of returning veterans that there be no discrimination against returning 
veterans who desire theological training. As this resolution had been ap- 
proved by the Committee on Resolutions it was on motion adopted. 

Archdeacon Bulkley presented the following resolution: 

Resolved: that the Synod hereby express to the Bishop of Nevada and 
through him to the Clergy and people of his District our sincere appreciation 
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of the gracious courtesies extended us during our delightful stay in Reno 
and our gratitude to the Rector and People of Trinity Parish for the hospi- 
tality offered us in the use of this Church for our place of meeting. 

The Rev. Dr. Hodgkin presented the following resolution:— 

Resolved: that the Synod express its sympathy to the members thereof 
who are kept from attendance by sickness and that the Secretary send our 
greetings to them with our prayers for their complete recovery. We are 
thinking especially of the Rt. Rev. Edward L. Parsons, the Rt. Rev. Frank 
H. Touret, the Rev. E. A. McGowan and Mr. Ernst. 

_ These two resolutions had been approved iby the Committee on Reso- 
lutions and on motion were adopted seriatim. 

The Department of Youth through the Rt. Rev. Louis C. Sanford, 
Chairman, presented its report which on motion was received and accepted. 
Appendix J, Page 28. The report embodied the following resolution — 

Resolved: that the Department of Youth proceed to form a Provincial 
organization of the House of Young Churchmen in such a way that separate 
conferences may be held in two or three sections of the Province. On 
motion the resolution was adopted. 

Dean Springer presented her report of St. Margaret’s House for 1943 
which on motion was received and accepted to be incorporated in the Journal. 
Appendix K, Page 29. 

, Dean Shires presented a letter from the Rev. Harold Belshaw, Execu- 

tive Secretary for the Province of New England in regard to Provincial 
Boards of Examining Chaplains studying the question of uniform canonical 
examinations for candidates for the ministry. He presented the following 
resolution,— 

Resolved: that the President of the Synod appoint a Provincial Com- 
mission of Examining Chaplains and that such a Commission be asked to 
investigate the advisability of uniform examinations within the Province. 
On his motion the resclution was adopted. The President appointed on 
this Board,—the Very Rev. Herald G. Gardner of Utah, Chairman, the 
Very Rev. Edwin S. Lane of Arizona, the Rev. Schuyler Pratt of California, 
the Very Rev. Calvin Barkow of Idaho, the Rev. Perry G. M. Austin of Los 
Angeles, the Rev. Garth Sibbald of Nevada, the Rev. Elmer B. Christie of 
Olympia. 

The Committee on Necrology through the Bishop of San Joaquin pre- 
sented its report and at its close the Bishop bade the House to Prayer. 
Page 17. 

The Committee on Resolutions approved the following resolution pyre- 
sented by the Bishop of Eastern Oregon,— 

Whereas: after many years of distinguished and devoted service as the 
Missionary Bishop of Utah and for the past six years as President of the 
Province of the Pacific the Rt. Rev. Arthur W. Moulton gives up his office 
at this Synod, therefore be it,— 

Resolved: that the members of this 26th Synod express to Bishop 
Moulton their grateful appreciation of his services as President, and assure 
him that the ties of affection and respect which have bound him to the 
Bishops, Clergy and People of the Province of the Pacific will endure and 
that his happy, kindly and always considerate leadership has contributed 
much to our gatherings and joyous fellowship in Christ’s Kingdom. 

On motion the resolution was adopted unanimously by a rising vote. 

On motion it was voted that the President and Secretary certify the 
minutes of today’s session. 

On motion it was voted to adjourn after the usual devotions. 

The President bade the House to Prayer after which he pronounced 
the Benediction and the 26th Synod closed sine die. 

The closing service for the Synod and the Woman’s Auxiliary was held 
in Trinity Church at 8:00P.M. with Bishop Moulton presiding. The Office 
of Evening Prayer was read after which the Bishop of Los Angeles preached 
the sermon on the topic—‘The Church’s responsiloility for College Work. 
Bishop Moulton offered the closing prayers and the Blessing.

PROVINCIAL COUNCIL MEETING 


Thursday, May 4th, 1944 


The first meeting of the Council for 1944-1945 was held on the above 
day and date in the El. Cortez Hotel, Reno, Nevada. 

The Bishop of Eastern Oregon the newly elected President of the 
Province and of the Council called the meeting to order as its presiding 
officer. The following members were present:—Ex-officio,—The President, 
the Secretary, the Treasurer, the Chairman of the House of Deputies, The 
Provincial Representative on the National Council and the President of the 
Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary; Elected Members, the Bishop of Nevada, The 
Very Rev. Chas. E. McAllister, the Very Rev. Herald G. Gardner, the Very 
Rev. Henry H. Shires and Mr. Edward F. Colcock; Associate Members,— 
Mrs. Walter Mitchell and Mrs. W. L. Van Schaick. 

The first item of Business was the Resolution of the Rev. George 
Davidson which the Synod referred to the Council. After informal dis- 
cussion it was on motion voted that the President be authorized to extend 
the Presiding Bishop and the Department Heads of the National Council 
an invitation to hold a two day conference in conjunction with the Synod 
of 1945 and that the suggested dates be Tuesday and Wednesday, May Ist 
and 2nd 1945. On motion the President of the Province was appointed a 
Committee to confer with the National Council on his planned visit to New 
York later this month in regard to such matters as the expense of the 
Conference, possible visitation to some of the Missionary Districts either 
before or after the General Conference. 

On motion the President of the-Province was requested to contact the 
Bishop of Sacramento in regard to holding this Conference and the Synod 
of 1945 in Sacramento and in case the Conference and the Synod is held 
there the President is authorized to make all arrangements. 

The next item of business was the selection of Department Chairmen 
with the following appointments made:— 

Department of Finance,—Mr. Morris Milbank. 

Department of Christian Education,—The Very Rev. Henry H. Shires. 

Department of Mission,—Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles. 

Commissions of this Department,— 

(a) Rural Work,—Archdeacon Bulkley. 
(b) Indian Work,—The Bishop of Nevada. 

Department of Promotion and Publicity—Dean McAllister. 

Sub-Chairman in charge of Publicity,—Canon Vesper Ward. 

The Sulo-Chairman to have Dean Malloch to assist with Magazine 
Publicity and Mr. Edward Colcock with Newspaper Publicity. 

Department of Christian Social Relations,—The Bishop of Oregon. 

Department of Youth,—Dean Gardner. 

On mction the President was given authority to appoint a Committee 
to plan out the 1945 Synod arrangements in case there is no meeting of 
the Council in February. 

On motion the Treasurer was authorized to reimburse Bishop Block 
for expense of speakers on the Christian Education Day program from 
the balance in the Synod Expense allocation. 

On motion it was voted that the Treasurer be authorized to pay 
from any unexpended balance Seventy-five dollars for the work of the 
Department of Youth. 

On motion the Department of Finance was authorized to set up the 
Tentative Budget for 1945. 

It was suggested that this Tentative Budget based on the Budget for 
1944 be increased 30 per cent for an additional appropriation for the College 
Work Commission. Action on this suggestion was postponed until the next 
meeting of the Council. 

On motion the Council adjourned.

APPENDIX E 


REPORT OF THE COMMISSION FOR COLLEGE WORK 


CONFERENCES: After carefully weighing the problems involved in travel 
against the need for informed leadership in the midst of our present con- 
fusion on college campuses, the Commission sponsored two of its annual 
conferences. The College Worker’s Conference was held at the School of the 
Prophets from Sept. 14-17. The theme of the conference was “Our Job on 
the Campus in Wartime.” Adequate leadership for meeting the problems 
of the emergency was provided by the Rev. LeRoy S. Burroughs, D.D., 
College Chaplain at Iowa State College in Ames for twenty-five years. He 
was assisted by the Chairman of the Provincial Commission, the Bishop 
of California, the Rev. Bruce Maguire of Los Angeles, Mr. Bill Davis of 
the University of California, the Rev. Gilbert P. Prince of U.C.L.A., the 
Very Rev. Henry H. Shires, and Dr. Arthur C. McGiffert, President of the 
Pacific School of Religion. Nineteen college chaplains and workers were 
members of the conference and considered it one of the most helpful the 
Commission has ever sponsored. It was made possible by the financial 
backing of the national Commission for College Work. 


A one-day conference for College Women on Vocations within the 
Church was held on April 15, 1944, at Saint Margaret’s House. Ten care- 
fully. selected girls were present and considered Christian Vocation under 
the leadership of Dr. Edna W. Bailey, Professor of Education at the 
University of California; Miss Louise Rich, Director of Christian Education 
in Richmond; Miss Mary L. Cady, former social-worker in San Francisco; 
Miss Gertrude Selzer, former Supt. of Nurses at the church hospital in 
Wusih, China; and Mrs. George McP. Batte, member of the national Personnel 
Committee of the Woman’s Auxiliary. The conference was planned by a 
joint committee of Commission members and college students, and while 
limited as to both time and membership was. felt to keep before us and 
before some of our outstanding college women the need of the Church for 
trained leadership. 
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FIELDWORK: The Provincial Secretary reports visits to twenty-two (of 
our 156) campuses during the Synodical year, varying in length from a 
half day to three full days. These visits included talking to Canterbury 
Clubs or other student groups, conferences with faculty members, with 
presidents and deans of women, with the chaplains and college workers 
(both our own and other denominational and inter-denominational leaders), 
with members of the local and Diocesan Woman’s Auxiliaries, and with 
student leaders. The secretary made five trips to Rivers, Arizona, the 
Relocation Center for American Japanese from which fourteen of our church 
students have been relocated to colleges in the middle west and the east. 
She attended one Synod, one meeting of the Commission for College Work 
of the Diocese of California, the Diocesan Convention of California, the 
Convocation of Arizona and a meeting of the Executive Board of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary of Los Angeles together with the college workers of 
the Los Angeles area. In addition to the conferences mentioned above the 
provincial secretary attended and assisted in the leadership of the following 
conferences; Arizona Summer Conference at Prescott, the Intercollegiate 
Christian Conference at Tempe, the week-end conference of the Young 
People’s Fellowship of Arizona, the inter-denominational and inter-national 
Student Planning Conference held in Wooster, Ohio, during the Christmas 
vacation, and the biennial conference for provincial secretaries held in New 
York during the last two weeks in connection with the meeting of the 
National Council. One item of office work in addition to the correspondence 
occasioned by the visits and conferences should be mentioned. Each summer 
a directory of College Work in the Province is compiled and sent to all 
the clergy in the Province in early Septemlber so that communications about 
your students going away from home can be sent to the right people at 
-the correct address. (Relating the student from the home to the college 
parish is part of our job, as also is relating seniors to the church in the 
new community to which they go on graduation.)

RELATION TO THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY: In order to provide further 
education and promotion of College Work among lay people, the Commission 
is cooperating with the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary, through its Repre- 
sentative on the Commission, to work out the plan for a representative for 
College Work on the Executive Board of the Woman’s Auxiliary for each 
Diocese and District. Three such representatives have been active in Arizona, 
California and Los Angeles, and their work has been fruitful in increasing 
the interest and participation of our churchwomen in college work. We 
look to the time when the relationship will be a two-way one and our 
women students may on graduation find themselves at home in the work of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary, and THE CHURCH SOCIETY FOR COLLEGE

Salaries are available now for two other workers in strategic places 
as soon as the workers are found. In each of these cases the Diocese or 
District in which the worker is located provides either housing or a main- 
tenance fund for it (average value about $300.00). This means that including 
men and women we have only four full-time chaplains and women workers. 
We need nine to meet the urgent needs of our most strategic campuses. 
This also means that during the last year, including the $490.92 which has 
come to the Commission for the Secretary’s travel and for conferences, the 
Province of the Pacific is receiving during the current year $8890.92 from 
-the Church Society for College Work and from the National Division for 
College Work. In return we are meeting our obligations for obtaining 
memberships for the Society by having active memlcerships of thirteen 
organizations and 104 individuals. There are a number of other memloerships 
which are held in arrears at the moment but by people whom we know to 
be concerned and whose memberships will no doubt be renewed. The ‘prob- 
lem of reaching new members with the story of what college work is and 
what with God’s help it may become is still of real concern to the whole 
province. 


LOOKING TO THE FUTURE: The estimated needs of the Commission for 
College Work for 1945-1946 for carrying out an adequate provincial program 
of college work include;

APPENDIX F 


REPORT OF THE PROVINCIAL DEPARTMENT OF MISSIONS 
TO THE 
TWENTY-SIXTH SYNOD OF THE PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC 


ALASKA 

The work of the seventeen missions has gone forward in spite of the 
war and the many consequent distractions. It is amazing that it goes on 
so well. That it does so speaks volumes for the faith and courage of the 
missionaries and for the loyalty of the people. Alaska is an armed camp. 
Troops are everywhere in the largest centers of population and in isolated 
and unlikely places. The missionaries have lbeen able to minister to: men in 
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uniform. Our men have been able to see, generally for the first time, the 
Church actually at work in the mission field. It has done them good, and 
many times it has done the missions good. The Bishop Rowe Memorial Fund 
is now $36,000. Contributions have come from every part of the Church. 
Enough is now on hand to begin the construction of the memorial as soon as 
labor and materials are available. Bishop Ward, the retired Bishop of Erie, 
has taken charge of St.Peter’s Mission, Seward, for a year, where he is 
loved by the people and the men of the armed forces living there. St. 
Stephen’s Mission, Fort Yukon, is the largest mission in Alaska with 586 
names on the parish register. Here is a beautiful church and a splendid 
peep at: This work goes forward with a good staff and a faithful Indian’ 
eacon. 


ARIZONA 

Nothing startling has occurred during the year, but the work has gone 
forward. Money has been more plentiful, buildings have been put into good 
repair and bills paid. The congregation at Safford has bought a very 
desiralble piece of property with plenty of ground for expansion. There is 
a well built brick house on it which has been made over into an attractive 
chapel with sleeping quarters for the missionary. St. John’s, ‘Globe, has 
become a parish and has cleared the debt of its parish house. The work 
among Spanish speaking people is in a very satisfactory condition under 
the able and resourceful leadership of the Rev. Jose Gregori. The three 
Mexican Missions in Phoenix under his care are in excellent condition. 
There is a considerable measure of self-support and in proportion to their 
ability, our Mexican people do better in giving than anybody else. The 
need for more workers is very great. Given these workers there is no limit 
to the growth of the Church in Arizona. 


CALIFORNIA 

The outstanding item in the missionary report for 1943 was the ordi- 
nation of the Rev. Vincent H. Coletta and his institution of an Italian 
Mission at St. James’ Church, Monterey, California. Mr. Coletta was a 
Baptist clergyman, born in Sicily, who began his education for the Roman 
priesthood. For good reasons he abandoned that plan, came to America and 
was ordained to the Baptist ministry serving in Staten Island, in Oakland 
and finally in Monterey. He applied for admission into our Ministry and 
after two years of careful investigation and with the approval of all who 
knew him, he was ordained to the Diaconate on Novemlber 2nd. He will b 
ordained to the priesthood early in May. His parish is composed almos 
entirely of Sicilian-American fishermen. This adds to our ministry another 
cultural group. Four missions became ‘parishes at last Convention, and 
today, instead of allocating thousands of dollars for our missions of American 
background less than $500.00 is now used to support them. The Diocese 
has increased its giving to the National Church from $18,000.00 to $23,000.00 
for 1944. In the last two years every mission of the Diocese has paid its 
pledge for the missionary work of the Church. After thirty years of devoted 
service at True Sunshine Mission, the Rev. Daniel Wu was retired for 
disability, and the Rev. Clarence Lee of Vancouver,B.C., has taken his 
place. New missions have been established at Happy Valley in Contra Costa 
County and at Idria in San Benito County. The Diocese is awaiting the 
close of the war to institute a building program on lots purchased in Rich- 
mond and Albany, both in the Bay Area. 


EASTERN OREGON 

In spite of our failures and rather difficult war conditions, Eastern 
Oregon has moved steadily forward and solved some major problems. There 
have been clerical changes at Baker, Ontario, Vale, Nyssa. The Rev. Neville 
Blunt has been appointed Archdeacon with residence at Heppner. The 
resignation of Miss Catherine Peterson, the U.T.O. worker after a devoted 
service of eleven years was a very serious loss. Her place will be difficult 
to fill. The resignation of Miss Mabry Remington as Secretary to the 
Bishop and Assistant Treasurer, is another serious loss. The Conference 
grounds at Cove have been greatly improved. It was not possilble to hold 
the usual Youth Conference this year, but the Summer Vacation Church 
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School was held with the largest attendance in its history. Many improve- 
ments have been made to church properties. The most important was the 
removal of All Saints’ Church, Weston, to a fine location in Milton about 
ten miles away which is a rapidly growing community. It was no longer 
expedient to hold services in Weston. This old church was one of those 
built by Dr. Nevius under Bishop Morris and dates back to 1875. The 
financial situation is good and there is very little debt for which the district 
is responsible. The district has assumed $500.00 of the Bishop’s salary, 
according to the new canon on Missionary Districts. There is a real note 
of encouragement in the whole work of the district. 


HONOLULU 


On the Island of Kauai under the leadership of Archdeacon Henry A. 
Willey and the Rev. J. Thurlow Baker, a new work has been started among 
the Filipino plantation workers. Two small plantation houses have been 
converted into chapels where services and church school are held each week. 
A confirmation class of thirty-seven was presented by the Rev. Mr. Baker 
on March 27th. The chapels have been equipped with crude furniture made 
by the men of the plantation from any scrap lumber they could obtain. A 
lay reader, Mr. Tony Cacatian, is being trained to read the services. At 
the present time he serves as interpreter for the English service. The 
opportunity for our work among this Filipino group looks very promising, 
and we hope that we will be able to provide more suitable and attractive 
places of worship for them soon. 


IDAHO 


The reports of this district of twenty to twenty-five years ago indicate 
a rather serious shrinkage in the number of places in which the Church 
has regular work. While the work in some of the places has grown con- 
siderably in these years, there has been by no means a uniform growth 
and not a few of our missions are about where they were years ago. This 
is probably not the place in which to assess reasons for this decrease, and 
perhaps it would not be possible to state them all. The simple fact is 
that the Church has, through the years, diminished her lines. As a result 
of this policy, we now have islands of communicants, too few in numicer to 
maintain any semblance of organization. Another result has been the drift- 
ing of our people into other communions, and the lack of church schools 
has taken their children into other Sunday Schools. Linked with this is the 
decrease of missionaries in the field, either as cause or effect. The best 
we are now able to do with these people is to provide them with the 
Sacraments of the Church at as regular intervals as possible. In a number 
of towns the Church property has been sold, and so we are compelled to 
use ‘private homes or invite ourselves into other churches. Since our people 
should not withdraw themselves from the spiritual life of their community, 
it seems only fair to ask them to identify themselves with some religious 
group as attendants; in most instances this means the Community Church, 
since many cf these communities are predominantly Mormon and a community 
type of church is the only kind feasible. The shortage of missionaries has 
precluded any advance work since the Bishop has to do the work of a 
general missionary and for the present has to fill in at vacant missions. 
If we can secure two priests this summer, some advance work will be 
undertaken, but this will be largely confined to the under-churched com- 
munities of which we have a few. Mention should be made of splendid 
service rendered by lay readers in Pocatello and Weiser. Also in Weiser, 
Payette, Blackfoot, fine work has been done in maintaining Church Schools 
lby lay people. The resignation of Miss Florence Pickard as the director 
of the Church School by mail has been disastrous, and we certainly hope 
to have a successor before too long. 
LOS ANGELES 

Important factors in the missionary program of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles for the past year are 1—the remarkable progress from dependence 
to independence of many of our missions, five missions having become 
parishes at the last diocesan convention. This progress followed a similar 
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progress of the previous year when four missions became parishes. 2—the 
work of Captain and Mrs. Conder with the Trailer Chapel and that of 
Chaplain and Mrs. Riddle in connection with the Navy Family Chapel in 
Long Beach, is unique. The former work gives promise of the development 
of permanent missions in the desert area as well as definite shepherding 
of the isolated members of the Church in rural areas. The latter work at 
the Navy Chapel represents a remarkable care for the families of Navy 
personnel. 3—there has been serious effort to increase the stipends of the 
missionaries to meet the increased cost of living. The definite minimum 
standard has been raised $15.00 per month. The response of the missions 
has been most encouraging, with the Department meeting the proposals 
of the missions on a fifty-fifty basis up to the former minimum standard 
of $150.00, where a vicarage is provided, $175.00 where such a dwelling is 
not furnished. When this is exceeded, the Department pays an increase 
of $5.00 per month when the Mission makes an increase of $10.00. per month 
with minimum standards of $165.00 and $190.00 per month respectively. 
4—the Department has realized the larger freedom in planning as a result 
of higher percentage of payments of missionary assessments. Our chief 
opportunity lies in new areas to be developed as a result of the extraordinary 
war-time growth in this southland area. 


NEVADA 


The last year has seen a significant advance in the missionary work of 
the Church in Nevada. A most important achievement has been the 
addition of six priests to the active staff of the District and the loss of only 
one, whose resignation was due to illness. This has meant an increase in 
the effective ministry of the Church in Nevada which reaches almost every 
activity. Only one mission field is vacant at this time and that ought to 
be filled in the near future. The greatest advance has been in the improve- 
ment of our ministry to the Indians. The Order of the Holy Cross has taken 
temporary supervision of our work on the Pyramid Lake Reservation and 
although Indian work develops slowly, the results at Pyramid Lake already 
indicate that progress has been made and that the future holds great pos- 
sibilities of a solution to our Indian problem. 

The addition of a second priest, under National Council appointment 
for a war area, to our Clark County staff has aided our ministry in Boulder 
City, Las Vegas, and Moapa. Here again results are already apparent and 
the possibilities of further development are most promising. Mention ‘should 
also be made of the great advance at Hawthorne, our second area of war 
industry. After months of difficulty and discouragement the work of the 
Reverend Nelson Brockmann is showing results. The Church School has 
increased largely, a fine young people’s group has been established, and 
pledges for the support of the church are five times those of the previous 
year. , 

The work among the isolated has been growing splendidly and there 
are now about eighty children in “The Church School of the Desert.” .- The 
Church Schools of the District show approximately a 10 per cent increase 
over a year ago, Baptisms were up 25 per cent, Confirmations about 15 per 
cent, total gifts for all purposes showed an advance of almost $4,000.00 and 
almost every mission field in the District undertook some improvement 
project for their property. The outlook for the future is very encouraging. 


OLYMPIA 


One woman worker has done a splendid piece of work in calling upon 
numerous families and ferreting out the Church people in our defense areas. 
The clergy have not, in all instances, done the necessary follow-up work,. but 
the efforts of this woman have 'prought about increased Church School 
enrollments in.some cases. Two missions have recently taken on parochial 
status, one of them being St. Poul’s Church in Bremerton, which city has 
probably the largest influx of population of any community in the Diocese. 
Two new missions have been admitted to union with Convention, and a third 
is now in process of organization. Last year the Didcese showed a growth 
in communicant strength of 6 per cent. This was largely due, not to an 
abnormal increase in confirmation, but to the many new church people 
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coming into the diocese. Indications from confirmations this year so far are 
ask that it does not appear that we shall be reaching anything like a normal 
gure. 2 


OREGON 

Good progress has been made toward debt reduction for building 
projects. In two fields, Grants Pass and Roseburg, self support has been 
attained and they are applying for admission as parishes. The ministry 
of Bishop Jenkins who is living in a remote area since his retirement has 
resulted in the Port Orford congregation becoming an organized mission. 
In spite of the loss of five mission clergy who have become army chaplains, 
all fields have lbeen filled though one field is served by an archdeacon until 
a man can be placed there. With some help from the National Council a 
pee priest has been placed at Vanport City where 40,000 shipbuilders are 

oused. 


SACRAMENTO 

The persistent stress on the ‘privilege and responsibility of supporting 
the work of the whole Church is at last bearing fruit, for during 19438, 
virtually 100 per cent of the parishes and missions paid their quota in full. 
During the past year new work has been started at three places—Alturas, 
Greenwood and Arcade District of Sacramento. For the instruction largely 
of our people in isolated sections, a simple booklet entitled “Confirmation 
Outlines” has been prepared by the Bishop and widely circulated with encour- 
aging results.. Real missionary work is being done among the influx of 
defense workers at Vallejo and Mare Island. Among other things the parish 
at Vallejo operates a Station Wagon to take the children of defense workers 
to Church School. An increase in Church attendance is noted all over the 
Diocese, and the year 1943 has been a notable one in the history of the Diocese. 


SAN JOAQUIN 

The status of Miss Olive Meacham, District of San Joaquin, has been 
changed from that of Secretary for Christian Education to Rural Worker. 
This year she is giving her full service to rural visiting, supervising, teaching 
and to other forms of domestic missionary work, among the isolated and 
with migratory and other seasonal groups. This change was suggested 
to the national office by Bishop Walters. Missionary work of an educational 
character is being done by Deaconess Isabel Ormerod, an expert in 
educational pioneering. Her task is to go from one community to another 
building church schools where they have not previously existed, with the 
consent and help of the nearest Episcopal clergyman or the bishop. Deaconess 
Ormerod once belonged to Bishop Walters’ parish in St. Louis. As soon as 
possible a Mexican mission will be started in Hanford where the rector, 
the Rev. Torben R. Olsen, cordially sponsors the plan. 


SPOKANE 

The missionary work has gone forward in a quiet way with nothing to 
report out of the ordinary. The great difficulty is the man-power shortage 
and until that can be overcome any advance work is impracticable. 
UTAH 

The most notable advance in the Utah domestic field is that of St. 
Mary’s Church, Provo, Utah. The opening up of the Geneva Steel Plant 
together with other War Agencies has increased the population of the Provo 
Area tremendously. The Geneva Steel Plant appears to be permanent, and 
it has brought into Utah many additional people who are not Mormons. 
Of this numloer, many of the high salaried executives and workers are 
eommunicants of the Episcopal Church, and they have aligned themselves 
with St. Mary’s. A geod deal of enthusiasm for the Church seems to have 
been generated, and if this condition should become permanent, as there is 
some evidence at present, St. Mary’s should be in a position to relinquish 
all missionary aid and become a self-supporting ‘parish. This same statement 
might be made in regard to the Missionary District of Utah, if Utah becomes 
an industrial center. It will bring into the state people who are not 
Mormons and many will be communicants of the Church. The Rev. James 
W. Hailwood, a Congregational Minister, was recently admitted to the 
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Sacred Order of Deacons in this Church. He has been a minister of the 
Congregational Church in the Uintah District where he is still living and 
has already revived the work which was languishing for want of clergy. 
Having been a minister of the Congregational Church ministering to the 
Presbyterians also in that district, he will still be acceptable to the people 
of those churches. They appear to be pleased that Mr. Hailwood has taken 
orders in our Church. Three thousand Japanese have moved into Utah into 
a territory where there were formerly 300. We have a Japanese Priest ready 
to take up work among these people when arrangements can lbe completed. 


APPENDIX G 
RURAL COMMITTEE 


Your Committee on RURAL WORK in the Province of the Pacific 
reports as follows; 


Last summer we held in conjunction with the Pastors Institute at the 
University of Washington at Pullman, Washington a most successful school 
for Rural Workers. Some forty Episcopalians were present during the 
sessions and 27 remained for the whole school. The Rev. Clifford Samuelson 
gave a course of lectures being present as representing both our National 
Council and the Federal Council of Churches. This was one of the best 
Rural Schools that I have ever attended. We will hold another session next 
summer from July 17th to 28th. Through arrangements made with the 
Bishops of this Province and the help that was given by our National 
Office and the Woman’s Auxiliary it was possible to handle the financial 
end so that the full expenses for travel and also board and room of those 
taking the course was met and our rural workers received the courses 
without cost to themselves. I am sure that this is a most desirable way 
of handling such a school and have hopes that we will be able to make 
the same record for the school held in July 1944. Already several hundred 
letters have been sent to the Bishops and Clergy of the Province in 
preparation for the coming summer school. 


The last day of the Synod of 1944 will be given over to a rural pro- 
gram. We have a most interesting program prepared and thope for a 
goodly attendance. We also hope that it will be remembered thdt this rural 
programn is given under the direction of the Provincial Council and should 
program is given under the direction of the Provincial Council and should 
be considered a part of the Synod program. 

In response to the request of the Rural Committee all the Bishop’s of 
the Province have sent in lists of those that they consider as workers in 
the Rural Field. We try to keep this up-to-date and hope that as changes 
in personnel are made the information may be sent to the Rural Committee. 
This list is also sent to the National office in (New York so they also may 
have an up-to-date record.

APPENDIX H 
REPORT, DEPARTMENT OF PROMOTION AND PUBLICITY 


Owing to travel difficulties there has been no meeting of the Department 
this past year, and the work was promoted by correspondence and by coopera- 
tion with the National Council. The sending of specially appointed ‘“Messen- 
gers” by the Presiding Bishop to the various Dioceses and Districts to tell the 
story of General Convention in the promotion of the every member canvass 
made the holding of Field Department conferences unnecessary. Such Messen- 
gers” visited every Diocese and District in the Province with encouraging 
results. The quotas suggested by the Budget and Program Committee of 
General Convention were accepted throughout the Province. 


Increased giving due to war prosperity has been the general rule and 
not only have quotas been met but needed parochial improvements and 
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additions have been financed and long standing indebtedness reduced in 
many instances. 

_ However, we must guard against a false sense of security induced by 
an increased income which may easily prove temporary. With the increased 
quotas for 1945 it is of great importance that a sound groundwork be laid 
in each Diocese and District in the Province for the conduct of the canvass 
in the Fall of 1944. The Commission, therefore, recommends that each 
Diocese and District in the Province be given Opportunity to invite one 
of the Presiding Bishop’s “Messengers” to conduct a three-day visit, holding 
at least six meetings in the interest of promotion of the response to the 
appeal for the Missionary Program in 1945. 

The Commission is very conscious of losses in communicants due to 
failure to observe the canon on letters of transfer. 

The Commission feels that active participation in the United Church 
Canvass should be left to the judgment of the individual dioceses, districts 
and parishes. j 

The Commission sees evidence of improvement in the methods and 
results of the Children’s Lenten Offering and urges the necessity of full 
cooperation of Diocesan Field Departments with the Woman’s Auxiliary in 
promoting the United Thank Offering. It is the judgment of the Commis- 
sion that a real step forward in the direction of self support was achieved 
in the plan for each Missionary District to contribute annually toward the 
payment of a part of its Bishop’s salary: (Resolutions of the Department in 
Thursday’s minutes). 


APPENDIX I 


REPORT OF THE PROVINCIAL DEPARTMENT OF 
CHRISTIAN SOCIAL SERVICE 


Two matters of chief concern come within the ken of the Department 
of Christian Social Service in reporting on the past year of work. The first 
is the work of the Church on behalf of the Army and Navy and the families 
of the men in the Services. The other is the work among the war industrial 
areas in which we are concerned with ministering to a migrant population 
of labor; for whom housing, juvenile delinquency and recreation are the 
primary problems. Beside all this the Church has been carrying on her 
regular institutional-work in the various jurisdictions and her consciousness 
of social responsibility has been sharpened by the emphasis of the year’s 
program of Forward in Service. 

It is almost impossible to sever truly the work of this department 
from that of the others, and the problems and work of the past year clearly 
indicates it. Both the work with Service men and in Defense areas is 
deeply involved with worship and the opportunities for it. Forward in 
Service clearly shows the social implications of the Prayer Book. The 
development of missions in new population centers certainly is a part of 
the work of missions and Church Extension. The appalling problem of 
presenting the Christian religion effectively to migrant families whose 
church school, stucy group and bible class contacts are fleeting at |best, 
falls on the shoulders of the departments of Christian Education. While 
the enlistment of the Church’s resources for these needs, and the enrollment 
of these people in the extension on the Church is a problem of field and 
publicity or promotional work. With this overlapping or interlocking of 
relations among the departments we present a few facts of special interest 
from the various jurisdictions in the Province of the Pacific. In every case 
work among service men and in war industry areas is the center of the 
picture, and that sort of contribution is only mentioned when some unusual 
or outstanding piece of work is apparent in the report. 


ARIZONA. In addition to war work of all sorts the Department of 
Social Service has been endeavoring to secure a bill for premarital exami- 
nation and a bill taking the board of pardons out of politics. Both are much 
needed for the social welfare of Arizona and progress has been made. 
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CALIFORNIA. The sale of the old and ‘purchase of the new and 
excellently equipped St. Andrew’s Inn, and the retirement of Mrs. Lincoln 
and the transfer of St. Dorothy’s Rest to the Sisters of the Transfiguration 
at Mrs. Lincoln’s suggestion are the chief changes in the institutional 
scene in California. Outstanding among contributions to the war problems 
is the extensive work lbeing done at the General Noble center at the 
Cathedral. Some 32,000. service men have registered there, great numlbers of 
books and magazines have been sent out. The Diocesan House is also the 
distribution center of supplies and material of all sorts and under the Dio- 
cesan Altar guild it also sends out much material for the chaplains including 
those of many faiths who arrive in San Francisco without their equipment. 
There are a number of other centers, too, including the one at Monterey 
where the Church has been very active. 


LOS ANGELES. Los Angeles has published a superb pictorial report 
of the extensive work done there for both service men and civilians. The 
booklet is entitled “An Investment in Humanity” and covers the work of 15 
agencies with text and pictures. It deserves wide use and recognition. 


OLYMPIA. Like so many areas on the Coast Olympia has felt the 
full force of the war in both ways and the Diocese has done wonders in 
reaching the new population and providing for their needs. 


OREGON. Real Social work is a part of the ministry of the Church 
at Vanport and other industrial centers. 


SACRAMENTO. Vallejo has been perhaps the biggest problem and the 
Rev. H. Ray and the Church of the Ascension have /been doing everything 
possible to meet the needs there. 


NEVADA. Recreational and educational work have been done along 
with a growing ministry at Hawthorne and in Clark County. The usual 
ministry at the prison continues and one man was confirmed there. Much 
work needs to be done in the institutions. 


SAN JOAQUIN. St. Jon’s Stockton has a branch of the Seaman’s 
Institute. Dean Malloch and the Cathedral have been large contributors 
to community work. The Dean has served as a member’of the Mayor’s 
Committee on Juvenile delinquency, and as president of the Council of 
Social Agencies and of the USO. The Canterbury Club has a canteen every 
Sunday night and other special events. Extensive Red Cross work is being 
done through the Auxiliary all through the Valley. 


UTAH. The work among soldiers and the families in Utah centers 
perhaps in the War Shrine at the Cathedral. The Sacrament is reserved 
there and it has become a center of prayer for all sorts of people and is 
used constantly. The clergy are working in cooperation with the Chaplains 
and special mention should be made of the Ogden Council of Churches and 
of the Salt Lake Ministerial Association in which agencies our Church takes 
a very active part. Special work in finding homes for soldiers families also 
deserves mention as crowding has been terrific. 


APPENDIX J 


REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF YOUTH 


The Department of Youth has had no meeting since the Synod of 1943, 
and has carried on no provincial activities. Restrictions on travel have pre- 
vented conferences of a Provincial scope and have interfered with diocesan 
gatherings except in those jurisdictions with a metropolitan area. The 
induction of young men and women into the armed services has deprived 
us of young leadership and has focused attention upon the younger group 
in our parochial forces. This will be probably to the advantage of the 
entire youth movement. 
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In the absence of any gathering of young people at this Synod, it 
seemed wise to present a picture of the provincial status of youth organi- 
zation. Accordingly a questionnaire touching diocesan organization and ac- 
tivities was sent out to the twelve continental jurisdictions within the 
Province. Twelve replies were received. 

From these it appears that there is a diocesan organization in all the 
Dioceses and Districts save one. Any one familiar with the extent and 
topography of the jurisdictions where organizations have not yet been 
effected will appreciate the difficulty of holding, even in normal times, 
those conferences or conventions without which associational work languishes. 

In seven jurisdictions the diocesan societies have adopted the name,— 
The House of Churchmen,—in two,—The Young Peoples Fellowship is pre- 
ferred. Two have not yet selected a name. 

Since the last Synod diocesan conferences have been held in all but 
four dioceses and districts. Sectional conferences have met, however, even 
when it was not possible to get a representation from the entire jurisdiction. 

The variety of organizations of young people in the Province is revealed 
by the number interested in the conventions and sectional conferences. 
Beside the Young Peoples Fellowship the only society formed on the prin- 
ciple of an association of young people merely as young people, there are 
many groups united because of specific interests or objectives, such as the 
Canterbury Club, the Junior Brotherhood of St. Andrew, Junior Daughters 
of the King, Girls Friendly Society, Acolyte Guilds, Servers Guild, Junior 
Altar Guilds, Junior Choirs, Order of St. Vincent, Gamma Kappa Delta, 
and Servants of Christ the King. The diocesan organizations, however, in 
each area, intends to include all youth groups and individuals not included 
in societies. 

Plans are being made in nearly all dioceses and districts for a summer 
conference to be held in camp and a midwinter conference to take place 
in some céntral parish. 

Two items of special interest deserve mention. The Diocese of California 
has found during the last three years that the Use of Flying Squads (visiting 
Committees) is an effective method of stimulating young peoples activities 
and the Diocese of Los Angeles has appropriated $3,000 to finance a worker 
who will devote all his time to the young people. 

The Rule of Life, a simple statement of Joasic Christian duties was 
mentioned by a few only of our correspondents, but there is reason to 
believe that it has been widely circulated and is being used by members of 
Confirmation classes and Ycung Peoples Groups.

APPENDIX K 
SAINT MARGARET'S HOUSE 
DEAN’S REPORT TO THE SYNOD 


Two important developments have affected Saint Margaret’s House 
since the last Synod. In June, 1943, the National Council announced that 
intensive effort must be made to find women workers for China. In coopera- 
tion with the Woman’s Auxiliary, six scholarships were offered to young 
women who would volunteer to prepare for post-war work in the Orient. 
The requirements for a scholarship were that the candidate should be a 
graduate of an accredited college, not over twenty-six years of age, willing 
to undergo one or two years of training and to pledge at least three years 
of active service. In March of this year, with a similar emphasis on Oriental 
needs, a plan was formulated under the auspices of the Foreign Missions 
Conference of North America, a national organization of the mission boards 
. of the larger religious denominations including the Episcopal Church, for 
the establishment of an East Asia Training Center which should coordinate 
and utilize the resources of the San Francisco Bay Area in the preparation 
of both men and women for work in the Orient. Available for this program 
are several valualble libraries in Oriental subjects; courses offered by the 
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Oriental Department of the University of California; “California College in 
China” (evacuated from Peking and now located in Berkeley), a school 
devoted entirely to Chinese studies; the post-war training courses at the 
Pacific School of Religion; the missionary departments of the theological 
seminaries. Church training for Episcopal men will be secured at the Church 
Divinity School of the Pacific; and for the Church women, at Saint Marga- 
ret’s House. One of the National Council scholarships to cover cost of 
training for China has already been awarded. 

Since the last report to the Province, certain changes have taken place 
in the staff at Saint Margaret’s. After Miss Frances Young left California, 
Miss Louise E.. Rich acted as adviser in Christian Education to the students. 
During the summer of 1943, Miss Mary Louise Cady supplied in the absence 
of other members of the staff on holiday. The Reverend Marius J. Lindloff, 
who has had charge of the course in college work, has recently resigned. 
For over a year we have been without the advantage of a resident woman 
college worker. In April, Miss Vesta C. Sweitzer, who had served for 
eight years as secretary and accountant, left to take up residence in Massa- 
chusetts... We are sorry indeed to lose these helpers. We have also missed 
from the: neighborhood several clergy who formerly took charge of Chapel 
services.: 

In 1943, too, a change was made in the fiscal year of the corporation, 
which now extends from July first to the end of the following June, con- 
forming more closely to the academic year and thus giving a truer picture 
of the work statistically and financially. Corresponding with this change, 
the annual meeting of the corporation is now held in September. 

During the past year, the house has been filled to. capacity (26). One 
deaconess, one returned missionary, and five lay women have been enrolled 
in the training courses; not to mention three divinity students and two 
Chinese teachers who have attended classes. All current expenses have 
been met and some progress made towards reducing the mortgage debt. It 
is our earnest desire that the $21,000 in outstanding obligations on the 
original purchase of the property may soon be met. Last year there was 
received from the Provincial Treasurer the sum of $244. We are grateful 
for this amount; but we feel that as an important Provincial institution we 
may appeal for a larger appropriation. s 

Apart from the need for money to place Saint Margaret’s House on an 
assured ibasis, however, is the urgent need for more women workers 
throughout the Church. Floods of literature are passing through the mail 
daily indicating the need for women in secular positions—in public services 
and in war industries. All too little is said about the need for women to 
supplement the work of clergy; to uphold the ideals of democracy for which 
we are fighting; and to support, through active religious work, those 
principles of brotherhood and goodwill, to which the Church, more than 
any other agency, is committed.

CHURCH DIVINITY SCHOOL OF THE PACIFIC 
REPORT TO THE SYNOD OF THE PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC 


Gentlemen: 


INCREASED INTEREST IN THEOLOGICAL EDUCATION 


Increased interest in theological education is one of the hopeful signs 
of the times. Evidence of this interest is reflected in editorial and news 
items in all the church papers, in the interest and action of General Con- 
vention itself, and in the increased recognition of theological education as 
ie ce major interests of the Church in every diocese and parish in 

ve land. 
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The causes for this resurgence of interest are many. One of the factors 
in this country-wide interest has been the growth of the American Associa- 
tion of Theological Schools, and another, the attempts of the theological 
seminaries themselves to raise the standards of theological education both 
in the United States and Canada. The publicity naturally accompanying 
the efforts of the Association to work out its problems has done’ much to 
develop a real seminary consciousness such as never before existed. Still 
another cause, undoubtedly, is the financial condition of the seminaries as 
revealed by the depression. In view of their imperiled resources the 
seminaries were forced to be vocal about their needs. The work of the 
Theological Commission and its impact on General Convention accounts 
in some measure for the greater interest in our own Communion in the 
problems of the seminaries. And very probably an increasing realization 
of the important part that theological education has to play in solving the 
practical problems of the Church is in part responsible for this interest. 

Whatever the causes, the fact remains that there is a wide-spread 
interest in theological education. It has had such tangible results as the 
appraisal of the seminary situation in our Church by a competent commis- 
sion appointed by General Convention with definite suggestions as to how 
the seminary work can be strengthened. It has even been the subject of 
editorial comment. Interestingly, in every case, wherever a definite re- 
alignment of seminaries has been suggested, the Church Divinity School 
has been singled out as one of the most. strategic spots in theological 
education, and it seems to ‘be the unanimous conclusion of the Church 
that whatever happens to our work here in the West must be enlarged 
and strengthened. 

Another practical result has been the establishment of Theological 
Education Sunday. For four years the churches of the nation have been 
taking offerings for the benefit of the seminaries and there has been a 
growing response each year. Our own offering has increased from approxi- 
mately $1,800 last year to over $3,200 this year. At the Church Divinity 
School we are all grateful for the splendid way in which the bishops and 
clergy of the Province under the leadership of Bishop Moulton have put 
themselves behind the Divinity School in this matter. We are most grateful 
that the clergy generally, whatever their own divinity schools, are recogniz- 
ing the necessity for the Church in the West to get solidly behind our 
western Divinity School. Nearly 150 parishes in the Province have partici- 
pated in this offering. 


THE EFFECT OF THE WAR ON THE SEMINARIES 


The first effect of the war on theological education was to stimulate 
acceleration, and several of the seminaries immediately began to speed up 
the rate of study, not because they were sympathetic with this increased 
tempo, but largely because of the feeding of the men already in the semi- 
naries. Some of these men felt that since the courses of the men in the 
universities were being speeded up, they too should accelerate their educa- 
tion. The faculties as a whole are definitely against such acceleration as 
a normal practice, lbecause they believe that time is of the essence of 
theological education and at present only one of our seminaries is operating 
on a fully accelerated program. At the Church Divinity School we have 
offered acceleration to those who wish it; but we have not encouraged it. 
We have had two summer sessions already and plan another one this year. 

The second effect of the war has been to decrease the number of 
students in the seminaries. At present most seminaries have only one-half 
to two-thirds of their regular enrollment and this has been due to the fact 
that many men who would normally have come into the seminary have 
chosen to go into the armed services. In some cases the bishops have not 
encouraged any postulants during this period, preferring the men to go into 
the armed services. Another cause of the decrease has been that, whereas 
in the past a large number of our men had not decided for the ministry 
until their junior or senior year in college, at the present time there have 
been practically no men in these classes open to such an appeal. 

The local selective service boards have been as a whole willing to 
grant deferments where a man could establish the fact that he had intended 
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to study for the ministry before Pearl Harbor. Up to now, men who have 
been granted such deferment have |obeen coming into the seminary in limited 
numbers. After July 1st of this year, however, even this source will be 
cut off because of the recent action of the National Selective Service Board 
in directing the local boards to grant no deferment to pre-theological students 
after July 1, 1944. 

As a result of this action the theological seminaries of the American 
Association are prepared to take into the seminaries before July Ist all men 
in college who have completed their junior year, as well as those who are 
finishing their college work this spring. 

It seems evident, therefore, that there will be few men entering 
seminary from now until the end of the war, because the normal 
channels have been definitely blocked. A few men who have been 
discharged or deferred for physical reasons may find their way into 
the seminaries but other sources are not readily discernible. Some alarm 
has been expressed by the Federal Council of Churches at the impending 
shortage of clergy and some representations are to be expected from them 
to the National Selective Service Board to take measures to ease the 
situation. 


STRENGTHENING OF THE FACULTY 

Several developments in the affairs of the Church Divinity School 
of considerable moment have taken place this year. The first has to do 
with the building up and strengthening of the faculty. As a result of the 
fact that we have had some increase in the number of unit subscribers the 
Board of Trustees has voted to increase the faculty by offering to Dr. 
Pierson Parker an assistant professorship in Biblical Literature. Dr. Parker 
has accepted and is to take his place regularly on the faculty July™lst. He 
comes to us with a splendid tradition of scholarship behind him and a good 
deal of practical teaching experience at the Pacific School of Religion, 
where he earned his doctorate in theology some years ago. Dr. Parker is 
to receive orders in our Church at an early date. For several years he 
has been in part-time employment by our Boardyand has won the devotion 
and respect of students and faculty. He will be a great addition to our 
teaching staff. 

We regret to announce that Professor Everett E. Bosshard, who has 
been with us for nine years, has resigned in order to take over a parish 
in Los Angeles. He has been of real assistance in these formative years 
and has contributed greatly to the progress of the School. No definite action 
as yet has been taken to name his successor. 

The adding of another full-time man on the faculty will give us four 
men in, full residence, and this indeed is a great forward step. In addition 
to the four full-time men we have four others who are regularly employed 
part-time. 

The faculty during the past year has been active in a literary way 
and two new books have /been published, one by Dr. Miller and one as a 
joint faculty enterprise. In addition to this the faculty has contributed a 
large number of articles to religious periodicals. 


NEW BUILDING PURCHASED 


Another important event in the life of the School has been the 
acquisition of a new building to take care of the problem of the housing 
of students and to make provision for more adequate offices and class rooms 
for the work of the School. The building purchased is a fraternity house 
immediately adjacent to the school property and is of recent construction. 
It has twenty-four rooms. Of these fifteen are dormitory rooms and the nine 
other large rooms can serve our other needs. The building is to be known 
as the Charlotte S. Denniston Hall, in memory of Mrs. Denniston, a recent 
benefactor of the School. This recent acquisition brings up to six the 
number of buildings now owned ‘by the School and considerably enlarges the 
campus area. The new building, it might be said in passing, was secured 
at a little more than half of its assessed valuation and was greatly desired 
by the Pacific School of Religion for dormitory purposes. They would 
have acquired it had we not had a former option. 
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JUBILEE CELEBRATION 


ye The present year has marked the observance of the fiftieth anniversary 
of the School. As part of the plans of the observance the faculty collabo- 
rated in producing a book, called Christianity and the Contemporary Scene. 
The book formed part of the academic observance and has. 'been- well 
received throughout..the Church as an indication of the awakening of 
theological learning on the Pacific Coast. The specific celebration took 
place in the chapel on St. Luke’s Day, the actual anniversary of the School. 
Students, friends and visitors from the surrounding theological schools took 
part in the simple but beautiful service. The financial aspect of the cele- 
bration was the effort to increase the number of unit givers on the basis 
of five yearly gifts of $10.00 or multiples of ten. The endeavor was a 
relative success, falling short of our hopes but yet registering a real increase. 
This unit giving still remains the basic financial structure of the Divinity 
School and we take this occasion to stress its fundamental importance. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 


During the course of the year two new scholarship funds have been 
set up, one to be known as the Grace Cathedral Scholarship Fund, of $5,000; 
and the other to be known as the Blanche Pauline Goudy Scholarship Fund, 
of $2,000. The Trustees have declared it their purpose to enlarge the 
Cathedral Scholarship Fund from time to. time as circumstances permit so 
as to make it somewhat adequate to the needs. The Monteagle Scholarship 
eee of $12,000 is the only other source of scholarship aid in the gift of 
the School. 


STUDENTS 


During the past year twenty-two men have been registered for regular 
work, three of whom were special students. This does not include those 
registered in the summer session. We have had nineteen men from the 
Pacific School of Religion registered in various courses at the Divinity 
School, four from St. Margaret’s House and two from the Starr King School 
for the Ministry, making a total of forty-seven under instruction during 
the course of the year. These total figures compare favoraloly with those 
of other years in the immediate past. At the present time two or three 
regular students have withdrawn for service in the armed forces and else- 
where. We shall lose three more at graduation time. 


FINANCES 

The budgeted expenses for the year have been met, even though they 
were higher than the previous years. The budget for next year will be 
even higher because of the new salary involved, which we trust will be 
taken care of by the increased number of units and other sources of 
promised support, particularly All Saints Parish, Santa Barbara. The 
Endowment Fund has been augmented from $57,000 to $134,000, largely as 
the result of the Denniston bequest. The School is gradually acquiring 
more financial stability ‘out, as said before, we are depending greatly on 
the number of units that can be obtained and the Theological Sunday offering 
to maintain our advance. 


DEGREE TO BISHOP KENNEDY 

At the suggestion of many in various parts of the Province, an honorary 
degree of Doctor of Sacred Theology was conferred upon the newly elected 
Bishop of Honolulu, the Right Reverend Harry S. Kennedy, at a special 
convocation for that purpose in All Saints Chapel, in February of this year. 


CHANGE IN SCHEDULE 

The calendar of the School was changed this year to conform more 
nearly to that normally in operation in other portions of the country. We 
began our sessions in the latter part of September, a month later than usual, 
and completed one quarter before Christmas. The two other quarters of 
the regular academic year are now placed after the Christmas holidays, 
with graduation occurring normally around the middle of June. Commence- 
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ment this year is scheduled for Thursday, June 15th, in St. Mark’s Church, 
Berkeley, with the newly elected Bishop of San Joaquin, the Right Reverend 
Sumner D. Walters, D.D., as' the Commencement speaker. All the other 
activities of Commencement will be carried on as usual at this time. 


SUMMER SESSION 

The summer session of the past two years, instituted generally for the 
sake of the few students who wished to accelerate, has now become, with 
this year’s summer schedule, a full quarter of ten weeks, and is open to 
the clergy and others who are qualified to take accredited work in a summer 
school. This summer session is the joint effort of the Berkeley Baptist 
Divinity School, the Pacific School of Religion and the Church Divinity 
School. It will begin June 19th and continue to August 25th, and will be 
divided into two terms of five weeks each, the more readily to permit the 
clergy and others to attend one or both sessions. 

In conclusion, it seems to me that the year as a whole has been one 
of marked progress, with steps taken toward the strengthening of the 
faculty and the provision for additional dormitory space. Despite the fact 
of the war, the student enroliment has not lbeen too badly shattered and 
we have reasonable hopes for an increased enrollment as soon as the war 
is over. And it is for the new responsibilities that the School is endeavor- 
ing to prepare itself. Each step that we have taken forward it has been 
our desire to substantiate it so as to avoid the recessions that might accom- 
pany any over-reaching of ourselves. The most encouraging aspect of the 
situation is in the increased and generous support of the bishops and clergy 
in all that pertains to the progress of the School, their interest in supplying 
the School with students and in assisting with regular financial support. 
The goodwill of the Church as a whole, and its sustained interest in our 
progress are also a definite encouragement. We are especially indebted 
to the Presiding Bishop and to Bishop Strider, President of the Theological 
Commission, both for their public utterances on our behalf and for their 
material help.

The twenty-third annual meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary to the 
National Council, Province of the Pacific, was called to order by the 
President, Mrs. W. L. Van Schaick, in Trinity Parish House, Reno, Nevada at 
11:30 Wednesday morning, May 3rd.

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON 


The afternoon, session was called to order at 2:15 and was opened by 
prayers offered by Deaconess Sime. 

The report of Mrs. Wilson Johnston, chairman of the Mothers’ Memorial 
for retired Missionaries, was read and accepted. A discussion on pensions 
as they now stand followed and two policies for the distribution of this 
fund were considered: gifts, and additional help to Deaconess House in 
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addition to the present contribution of $10 monthly. A committee, with Mrs. 
W.B. Stevens, chairman, Dean Ethel Springer and Mrs. William Remington 
ate eed to consider future policy and to bring in a report to this 
meeting. 


Mrs. George Batte, Provincial representative on the National Executive 
Board told of the recent fooand meeting and of action taken on many im- 
portant matters, all of which she will cover in her letter to the Diocesan 
and District presidents. These letters are sent quarterly, following the 
meetings of the National Executive Board and keep the Province in touch 
with the policy and action of the National meeting. 


‘ Greetings were given by Bishop Lewis of Nevada in which he spoke of 
his appreciation for the help the Woman’s Auxiliary had given in Nevada. 


The meeting adjourned, to meet in joint session with the Synod to hear 
the report on Forward in Service given by Dr. George Davidson,D.D. He 
stressed fellowship with God through Worship, Education, and Service and 
suggested starting the practice of Christian fellowship in our own parishes, 
as it is from these beginnings that world fellowship grows. 


THURSDAY, MAY 4TH 


: The meeting was called to order at 9:30 in St. Stephen’s Church. Father 
Tiedeman of the Order of the Holy Cross gave a very helpful and inspira- 
tional devotional service on prayer. 


A welcome was extended to the Woman’s Auxiliary by Father Holt 
of St. Stephen’s Church. 


Dean Springer gave a report on St. Margaret’s House and stressed the 
need for trained women workers. This was followed by the report of the 
Provincial chairman for St. Margaret’s House, Mrs. William Remington, 
which was accepted on motion. 


Miss Marion Barclay, student worker at the University of Washington, 
gave the viewpoint of the trained worker and said that four girls from the 
Diocese of Olympia were now in training for church work. A student worker 
must be informed about college work, must make it possible for the women 
to know about this work and must have renewed zeal for the job. Miss 
Williams, a special worker in Nevada for college work, told of the setup 
for personal committees as planned by the National Executive Board. 
Material will be issued every six months from the National office, giving 
the list of positions open and information relative to them. She emphasized 
the careful recruiting of young women for this training. 

The report of the Credentials committees as presented by Miss Louise 
Freeland, showed 40 delegates, four alternates, three Provincial officers, two 
deaconesses and three visitors from out of the state present, with the 
following tabulation:

THURSDAY AFTERNOON 


The afternoon business session was held in Trinity Parish House with 
the following report of the Budget Committee being the first order of 
business: 

“Since the budget of $285 presented is inadequate, and, whereas, by 
law No. 10 on finance calls for classification of dues iby Dioceses and 
Districts as the only means of raising money, which can only be amended 
in the regular way; therefore, be it 

Resolved, that we accept an increased budget of $350, the difference 
of $65 to be expended on vote of the Executive Committee to meet future 
needs; furthermore, be it 

Resolved, that each diocese and district board be asked to do its share 
in raising this added amount, it being the duty of the delegation here 
present to bring this matter before their respective boards.” On motion 
duly seconded and carried, this report was accepted. 
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The special committee on the Mothers’ Memorial for Retired Mission- 
aries submitted the following recommendations: 
“That the Provincial President of the Eighth Province appoint a 
committee of three women, and, that the President and Secretary-Treasurer 
act as members ex-officio of this committee; 
That this committee lbe empowered to act in the three following ways: 
1—Give publicity to the fund and request gifts for the same 
2—Disperse the fund in occasional outright gifts to individuals 
or groups, where it will benefit retired missionaries now living 
in this Province, such gifts not to exceed $50 at any one time 
to the same person or object 

3—Report annually to the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary at the 
time of the Provincial Synod. 

That, in rare cases of need, gifts of emergency may be given in the 
form of regular monthly assistance for the period of one year only, by vote 
of the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary at their annual meeting at Synod, 
and suggest, that in case such action is taken, the year shall be considered 
for such gifts as from June ist to June ist. We suggest that where help 
is given to individuals, their names be not made public. In the case of the 
request received from Honolulu and being the request to help an individual, 
the problem would fall under the jurisdiction of the newly appointed 
committee. 

The committee makes the further recommendation that, in their judg- 
ment, the need for assistance for Deaconess House in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles is so urgent that, for one year, the gift shall be $25 per month, 
starting the Ist of June, 1944. In the case of a gift such as this, the fund 
would be assisting not one person; but six retired Deaconesses. 

On motion, duly seconded and carried, this report was accepted and 
it was also moved and carried that the fund continue to pay $10 monthly 
to the two persons now receiving such aid. 

In the absence of Miss Mary Melvin, her report on the work of the 
Florence Baxter Memorial was read and accepted. The secretary was 
instructed to send greetings from the meeting to Miss Melvin. 

The report of the Rural Work was made !by the chairman, Mrs. E. L. 
Rolls. By motion this report was accepted with the recommendation that 
it be mimeographed, copies to be sent to Diocesan and District president 
and to the Provincial officers. 

Mrs. Evans Hammond gave a talk on the work and pension system 
carried on by the United Thank Offering Fund. 

Following this, the resolutions committee presented its report through 
the chairman, Mrs. Colcock. The courtesy resolutions were adopted as a 
whole. 

The other resolutions were read and adopted singly. A recommenda- 
tion was made to have copies of the resolutions mimeographed. 

‘The election of officers followed. There being no further nominations 
from the floor, the nominations were closed and the secretary was instructed 
to cast a ballot for the persons named by the nominating committee as 
follows—

No further business appearing, the president declared the 23rd annual 
meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary to the National Council, Province of 
the Pacific adjourned. Closing devotions on prayer were given by Father 
Tiedeman. ;

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23RD ANNUAL MEETING OF THE WOMAN'S AUXILIARY TO THE 
NATIONAL COUNCIL, 
PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC — 1944 


We come together as women of the 8th Province in the third year of 
war. I like to think we have gained a little something in the months that 
lie behind us. We have had to meet problems. We have had to meet changes. 
Some of us, very drastic changes in our daily living. Some of us have had 
to meet adjustments. We have learned to go ahead, not to give up doing 
things because the doing of them is often difficult. We have, I feel kept 
up our morale; we have been cheerful, and have helped: others to be 
cheerful. A real contribution to life in these days. Many of us have learned 
to do more than has seemed possible, which seems to be what is demanded 
of us as Christians in these days in which we find ourselves. 


Certainly nothing has been solved, either in our individual lives, in 
the life of the nation, or in the world. Rather have problems multiplied 
around us. In the wider sphere of things certain things have been accom- 
plished. As a nation we have shown courage and accomplishment for which 
we can be justly thankful. In the life of our Church we have taken hold 
rather courageously of problems of helping our armed forces. Parishes 
throughout the Province are doing very helpful things for service men, and 
we have furnished some able chaplains. We have made some effort to meet 
the needs of those in crowded defense housing areas, although I do not feel 
we can point with any great degree of satisfaction to our efforts along these 
lines. The women’s groups in our Churches have kept their loyalty and a 
fair amount of activity, in spite of the clamors of Red Cross work, Civilian 
Defense (Now somewhat in abeyance since our increased feeling of security 
on this coast) War Bond Drives, etc. 


All this is good. We are thankful for it, but it is not enough. Do we 
realize that we are engaged in the most vital thing in the world today? Do 
we realize that upon us the small group of Christ’s followers, “the peculiar 
people, zealous of good works, redeemed from iniquity, purified unto Him- 
self,” of which St. Paul speaks in the 2nd Epistle to Titus, and of which 
we of the 8th Province are a part, that upon US rests the hope of the world 
of the future? How absurd that sounds. That upon us, a small number of 
seemingly insignificant people rests anything of importance. Surely it is 
upon the great spectacular activities of the world that the future rests. The 
great activities of the war effort have their place. We revere, God knows, 
those who are giving their best, too often their lives, to some of the great 
activities of these war torn days. But all this cannot bring what the world 
needs, what mankind needs, unless God be in the victory, and in the peace 
it will be no real victory, no real peace. As the Archbishop of York said 
recently in his address to the American people, “The world has tried to live 
without God. It cannot continue to do so.” ‘Civilizations have passed away. 
Our’s may do just that, unless we, Christ’s followers, humble and insignifi- 
cant though we may seem, can through His power, His grace and wisdom, 
bring God into the hearts and minds of men, and their PLANS. 


So, dear friends, “When two or three are gathered together in His 
Name,” let us never feel that what we do is of no importance. Let us 
realize its great importance, if He is with us. It means clear, hard thinking, 
not emotion and prejudice. How hard this is for us; without Christ we 
cannot attain to it. It means courage. It means HOPE. We do not see 
too much of this among Christians today. It means forgetfulness of self 
and “unconditional surrender to Christ.” How hard all this is for us. As 
we say as one of the “objectives” in our parish Woman’s Auxiliary program 
“unconditional surrender to Christ THROUGH worship.” It cannot come 
in any other way. “In Thine house and at Thine altar, in fellowship with 
Thy people, new power to do Thy will.’ We must be on our knees {before 
the cross if we would be worthy disciples in these critical days. Hate and 
revenge cannot bring a better world. The unconditional surrender of our 
enemies cannot bring it, even though this is one of our military objectives. 
Only when friend and foe alike we kneel brokenhearted at His feet, then 
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and only then a better world will come. God help us to do our part, no 
matter how hard that part may be, or how seemingly small that part may be, 
to bring about such a day. 


How can we do this? How can we begin? Only by doing the small 
day-oy-day things. Again as St. Paul says, “as well as lieth in you.” I 
heard an amusing book quoted not long ago in which a woman’s plan for 
a better world was set forth as, “that everyone should behave themselves.” 
And, dear friends, that is just about the answer. May you and IJ, with God’s 
help ‘behave ourselves” each day, be cheerful, be kindly, be friendly, 
especially with lonely people, try not to have hate in our hearts, and try 
to help others, just in little ways, perhaps, not to hate. As Fr. Bayne told 
us in his devotional talks at the Triennial Meeting, may we die to self a 
little in the small day-by-day choices. During the six years as your Presi- 
dent it has been my privilege to visit many parts of the Province, and to 
learn to know many of you much better. That is what we Christians need 
—to learn to know each other right in our parishes and missions, as well 
as farther afield. We need. both. I have found many things that interest 
me in the Province—a fine educational institute in one diocese, a service 
of dedication for newly-elected diocesan officers in another, United Thank 
Offering boxes among isolated women, work among Japanese in a relocation 
center, a fine Chinese mission in another. When I was in Idaho recently 
I was so interested among other things to learn that the first Provincial 
President of the Woman’s Auxiliary had been elected at a meeting in Boise 
some twenty-three years ago. Yes, we all need each other in the 8th 
Province, and in the larger field of the nation and the world; we are all 
part of a greater world. Friendship and mutual esteem strengthen us for 
greater service. 


Miss Mary Melvin, as Chairman of the Florence Baxter Memorial Work 
Among the Blind, is helping us to find ways of helping, especially in the 
Sight Restoration and Conservation Program. This was lbrought before us 
at our 1943 meeting in Santa Rosa. We will want to hear Miss Melvin’s 
report to us which, I hope, will include ways in which groups have been 
active in this work. 

More needs have been met by the Mothers Memorial for Retired 
Missionaries than in any previous year. We will be anxious to hear Mrs. 
Wilson Johnston’s report and to discuss some phases of the work. 


We are always anxious to hear the report of St. Margaret’s House. 
We are grateful to the Chairman of the Provincial Committee, Mrs. William 
P. Remington, and to Dean Springer for keeping us in touch with the 
activities and needs of St. Margaret’s. We must not forget our responsibility 
as a Province to St. Margaret’s and all it stands for. 


We deeply regret that a call to a parish in Colorado Springs for the 
Rev. J. Lindsay Patton has taken Mrs. Patton, the Woman’s Auxiliary Rep- 
resentative on the Provincial Commission for College Work, out of the 
Province. As ‘Chaplain Leslie Glenn, well known for his work among young 
people, said to us at the Triennial Meeting in Cleveland, “If the Church has 
nothing to say to the college student and youth at this time of stress, it 
can be pretty sure it will not be given much opportunity to speak to them 
in later years. This work must go forward.” 

The Altar Department, under Mrs. Frank A. Plum; the Church Periodical 
Club, for a number of years under Mrs. H. G. Gardett, but now under the 
leadership of Mrs. H. Vernon Harris; the Girls’ Friendly, also under Mrs. 
Vernon Harris’ leadership, are all provincial activities which have our 
interest and support, and about which we will want to hear. 

Rural Work, with Mrs. E. Leslie Rolls, as chairman, holds an important 
place in our Province. We must learn more ways of actively taking part 
in this much needed field of work. 

Mrs. 'George McP. Batte, our Provincial Representative on the National 
Executive Board, plays a very important part in the work of our Province. 
We are grateful for her and all she does for us in keeping us in touch with 
the work of our Church at this time. We want to hear from her, as we 
meet together. 
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This meeting in 1944 must necessarily be quite different from our more 
formal meetings of prewar days. Your Provincial secretary, Mrs. C. V. 


Bowman, has done the major part of the work of preparing for this meeting. 
As always we are grateful to her, and to all who have helped to make it 
possible. ‘Only a small number of us have found it possilble to be present 
today. It is hoped that you who are present will take our greetings and 
good wishes to those who were not able to be with us. 


As my time as your Provincial President comes to a close, I want to 
express my deep appreciation of your loyal support during the past six 
years. Many fine women are working for our Lord in this small part of 
His Kingdom. We are grateful for this. But we must remember the 
challenge of our Triennial. Meeting, “The last person in the last pew in the 
smallest church farthest out, and the person not in the pew at all. Better 
ways must be speedily found for every woman within reach of the Church, 
to be presented with the opportunity to share in the Church’s whole program. 
A great task awaits the Church.” 


May we have the grace and power to go forward, trusting only in 
Him. Through earnest consecrated lives may we bring many who do not 
know Him to Him, and to a part in the task. Let the message which comes 
from this 1944 Provincial Meeting be, “Go labor on, spend and be spent.” 
And Christ's own words, “Lo, I am with you alway.”

REPORT OF THE CHURCH PERIODICAL CLUB 


Throughout the Eighth Province emphasis is laid on procuring sub- 
scriptions and remailed magazines for Army and Navy chaplains, the 
servicemen, clerical and lay missionaries, isolated people and Church and 
secular institutions. Also a great number of magazines in quantity are 
collected and distributed. Yet the demand for Church and other good 
peYiodicals and books is so great that though many are sent the supply is 
far from adequate. 


In the Diocese of California books, games and magazines are given for 
men in the Armed Forces and sheet music, records, etc., are contributed 
to various officers’ and servicemen’s organizations. Paper dolls, ‘books, 
games, and similar material are sent to missions, hospitals and other places 
where they are needed, 


The Diocese of Los Angeles in addition to caring for the needs of the 
men in the service, supplies as far as possible, books and subscriptions to 
magazines helpful in carrying the message of the Church to isolated districts 
for the Trailer Chapel. The men of the Merchant Marine are provided 
with reading material through the Seamen’s Church Institute and continued 
interest is taken in building up libraries in Japanese Relocation Centers. 


Cc. P. C. work in the Diocese of Oregon is mostly with men in the 
service. Books and a number of subscriptions are given for several camps 
in Oregon and Alaska, the U.S.O. and the U.S.O. servicemen in the 
Y.M.C.A. Magazines in quantity are distributed to the Union Depot Red 
Cross Canteen and Y.M.C.A., U.S.O., Homes, hospitals, etc. One hundred 
fifty scrap books were made for the Red Cross to be given to men in the 
service. 


I am sorry that reports from two Missionary Districts were not received 
in time for this report as I believe that work is done in both of them. 


Everywhere an earnest effort is being made to keep up the work and 
while it. may increase more slowly in a material way in these difficult 
times, a sturdy frame work will be ready for rebuilding after the war. 

As this is my last report to the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Province, 
I wish to thank the officers who have always been most cordial and co- 
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operative and to express my appreciation of the work of the Diocesan 
Directors. I shall greatly miss my very pleasant association with you. I 
am sure that the same welcome will be extended to my successor, Mrs. 
H. V. Harris, newly elected Provincial Representative on the C. P.'C. National 
Executive Board, and that you will go on together to greater accomplish- 
ment. My prayers and good wishes go with you.

REPORT OF THE MOTHERS 
MEMORIAL FUND FOR RETIRED WOMEN MISSIONARIES 1943-44 


Again it becomes my duty to report to you—the Woman’s Auxiliary 
of the Province of the Pacific—on the state of the Mothers Memorial Fund 
for Retired Women Missionaries. 

For your Secretary the past year has been a strange and sad one. The 
long illness and death of my beloved husband and a sojourn of several 
months on the east coast with my dear children has tended to break in 
upon any plans I may have had to arouse interest in the Province for the 
Fund. I feel that I have functioned very poorly on. its promotion and had 
it not been for the faithful cc-operation of your President and: the Treasurer 
of the Fund, Mrs. Bowman, I fear I should have had very little to report. 
I want to thank them and all of the representatives who in District and 
Diocese have helped maintain an interest in the Fund which has aceumu- 
lated in spite of my inadequacy. 

We are now contributing regularly ten dollars a month to each of 
three beneficiaries; 

1—Mrs. Clancey, a devoted worker from the District of Honolulu who is 
practically a war refugee in this country, 

2—Deaconess House in the Diocese of Los Angeles where we help to 
pay the wage of certain kitchen help and more recently 

3—to Mrs. C. Y. Shim, the widow of a Chinese priest and herself a 
missionary at Kula on the island of Maui also District of Honolulu. 

All of these recipients have expressed their heartfelt thanks to you 
for the help rendered. 

We had to turn down a request for a monthly allowance to a retired 
U.T.O. worker who was already receiving a pension from the United Thank 
Offering because we feared it might be setting a precedent which would 
some time be difficult of fulfillment. We did think, however, that a grant 
from the Fund for some specific purpose might be given but no action in 
this particular case has yet been taken. It might well be that a definite 
policy on the granting of benefits should be taken at this Synod meeting 
which would serve as a guide for future action.

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REPORT OF THE PROVINCIAL COMMITTEE. 
SAINT MARGARET'S HOUSE 
MAY 3rp, 1944 


At the General Convention in Cleveland we were told many times 
that there were places open for forty to fifty trained church girls and no 
girls to fill these places. From London came word that an extensive 
recruiting campaign has been started to alleviate the growing shortage of 
trained women church workers. Our own Saint Margaret’s is the only 
training school for women church workers west of the Mississippi River 
and the most important responsibility on the shoulders of your committee 
is to make Saint Margaret’s and its training known to our finest girls. 
Girls who are leaders physically, morally and spiritually—girls with a sense 
of fun and joy—girls who know that they must sit quietly at times and 
let the Christ speak to them. There never was a time when qualified 
women: were so needed; to help in carrying on the church’s work. 

Your provincial committee has been more active this year in writing 
Saint Margaret’s in their convention budgets. Bonds have ‘oeen sold—teas 
have been given—letters have been written. 

It is with regret that we report the resignation of Mrs. Northrup of 
Utah, Mrs. Stevens of Idaho, Mrs. Luther of Los Angeles. Their places are 
being filled by Miss Janice Overfield of Utah, Mrs. Hewitt Reynolds of 
Santa Barbara and Mrs. Allison Baer of Idaho. The especial love of your 
committee goes to Mrs. Brockmain of Nevada on the arrival of a son. 

Reports have been received from eleven of the fifteen Dioceses and 
districts. Your chairman has written eighty-two letters and given two talks 
on Saint Margaret’s. She was allotted $3.00 postage which has been spent. 

She wishes to express the help and inspiration which she has received 
from the reports and many personal letters from Dean Springer. It’s been a 
great joy to be the “go between” from Saint Margaret’s to the Province.

WORK AMONG THE BLIND, 1943-1944 


During the year seven dioceses have expressed their interest in the 
work of this committee through financial contributions as contrasted with 
six making such contributions for the previous year. These dioceses and 
districts are as follows: District of Arizona, Diocese of California, District 
of Idaho, Diocese of Los Angeles, Diocese of Olympia, Diocese of Oregon, 
Diocese of Sacramento. These contributions were made in amounts from 
five dollars to thirty-four dollars and fifty cents.

For these contributions of money we are all grateful. For the develop- 
ment of interest and understanding among our women, all of us are also 
glad. Several presidents of districts or dioceses have written that there is 
some special study being done by a few women, reading books or magazines 
about the special problems and needs of the blind. Mrs. H. F. Griswold 
of Phoenix, Arizona, wrote an article entitled, DO WE UNDERSTAND THE 
BLIND?, which embodies her generous ideas. Mrs. Bowman of Portland 
sent in the following report on general work for the blind done in her state: 
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STATE AID—OREGON 


Blind ‘persons have been assisted in Oregon since 1936 through the 
Social Security Act program designed to aid any needy person whose 
impaired eye sight prevents him from following a gainful occupation and 
performing ordinary activities for which eye sight is essential. There is 
no statutory limitation on the amount of the grant. Provision is made for 
surgery and treatment as recommended by an opthalmologist. Available 
to all blind persons are the talking book machines supplied them iby the 
federal government at no-charge. The Library Association of Portland has 
over 1000 volumes of Braille books which are circulated without charge 
through agreement with the Oregon Blind Commission. The blind trades 
school of Oregon is located in Portland. 

In San Francisco there is a newly organized Center for the Blind, 
opened under the board of private citizens, for the educational and recrea- 
tional advancement of the blind of that large city, and your chairman 
enjoyed a pleasant visit there early in April. In San Jose and in Sacra- 
mento there are small “sheltered shops” for the blind established under 
the department of Institutions where a few can be employed with remunera- 
tion in broom making, machine sewing, and some small crafts. These are 
all developments during the year. Your chairman has visited both of these 
two new “sheltered: shops.” 


At Letterman General Hospital in San Francisco the Army has estab- 
lished a center for blinded soldiers where they will he taught braille 
during their convalescing period. So far about fifteen or sixteen men have 
received braille instruction there. This hospital is the center for the Pacific 
area, and there is another such hospital chosen by the Army in the East 
for blinded soldiers. The training in these two centers lasts only during 
their hospitalization, and fortunately the number requiring this special 
work is not large. Your chairman also visited Letterman General Hospital 
last September. 


As to our Braille Library of Church Literature, four books have been 
added to our collection at the State Library in Sacramento during the past 
year, two books being transcribed ‘by Miss Nelson of Alhambra, one by 
Deaconess Knepper of Monrovia, and one by Mrs. Darling of San Diego. 
Three other books, being transcribed) also by these same three volunteer 
transcribers, are now under way. Miss Nelson attended to the multigraphing 
of a number of book lists, and Miss Gillis of the State Library has kindly 
consented to see to it that copies reach those who express themselves as 
most interested. Mrs. C. B. McKee of Sacramento has kindly attended to 
the shellacking and covering of the books, and has also contributed the cost 
of the covering material which is stensil (board. The Chairman has written 
to publishers to secure permission to transcribe books for which they own 
copyrights, and also to the different volunteers who do the transcribing 
so generously. 


Some special transcribing of a few of the ee was done for a blind 
braille reader in Northern California, and she expressed her appreciation 
for this in an interesting letter, stating that she is Indian, was born and 
educated in Oklahoma, and that she desires to learn crafts. 


It was expected for the year that one large project would be partici- 
pating in a sight conservation program of the Social Welfare Department 
of the State of California. However, as the Social Welfare Department 
is at present engaged in a study as to the exact needs of persons who can. 
benefit from Sight Conservation work, the sum of money voted last June 
for this purpose has not as yet been called upon. Miss Smith, Medical 
Social Worker, writes that the State Ophthalmologist is reviewing cases 
county by county, and that she wishes that we retain the money until such 
time as it is to be disbursed to some hospital or agency. 

In this connection, it is also doubtless necessary to state that the funds 
available through the Federal government for medical rehabilitation work 
under Public Law 213 may be allowed only for such cases whose 
employability can be enhanced ‘by such medical eye care, and while this 
provision, passed last July, limits the need for a fund such as was voted 
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by the women at Synod last June, it does not cover the entire field. Jn 
this matter we can merely await developments. 

In addition there are, I know, many ‘cases of anonymous kindness to 
the credit of many of our church women, expressing their sympathy and 
desire to be helpful to the blind. As an example, just last week the mother 
of a deaf-blind woman whom I have ‘been teaching to knit a sweater, told 
me of the great kindness of a San Jose Episcopalian to herself and her 
daughter. The mother and her deaf-blind daughter Alice were hurrying 
to Mass one Sunday morning and the car refused to go. The San Jose 
lady, whose name had been forgotten by the narrator, took much time, 
went out of her way to help these two strangers to get to Mass on time 
‘by seeing to it that they received garage help. ‘She knew all about our 
church just as well as if it was her own, all the names of things, and at 
what times the Masses came, and everything. And she was so loving and 
kind; you could tell that she was a fine Christian lady” said the mother 
to me. 

While in San Jose your chairman has been able to make three addresses 
concerning work for the blind, a short one before the student residents of the 
Y.W.C.A. here, another short one before one of the Circles of the Presby- 
terian women here, and a very long one of two hours before the advanced 
occupational therapy students at San Jose State College. Through the 
occupational therapy shop which the college conducts to give the students 
experience, the chairman has also been able to make a few demonstrations 
to the young students, helping them with suggestions as how best to teach 
the few sightless patients who come to the shop as clients. 

The Braille Edition of Forward Day by Day contained, in one of its 
bi-monthly pamphlets, a notice of our religious books at the State Library, 
and Mr. Gilbert Symmons has promised to put in another notice, mentioning 
by name and author, some of our more attractive transcriptions. It is, 
of course, very important to keep books in circulation as that is the purpose 
of making the book. 

Because I have been busy with my special studies at San Jose, I have 
not been able, always, to write special notes of thanks to those making 
financial contributions, but Mrs. Bowman has been so kind as to do that 
in my stead in several, or in most, of the cases. There is a great deal of 
correspondence in all such work, as you all realize, and if I were staying 
on at college next year, I should feel that I ought under no circumstances 
continue with this committee work. Thanking you all for your help and 
interest, and regretting very much that Reno is so far away, I am:

REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN FOR RURAL WORK 
1943-44 


Your Chairman for Rural Work begs to submit the following report, 
compiled from letters received from the various Dioceses and Districts, 
describing their activities in this field. 


ARIZONA: Arizona reports a keen interest in their rural areas, and 
have $150.00 in their Woman’s Auxiliary Budget for literature, and mailing 
expense in connection with radio talks given by one of their Clergymen. 
Due to conflicting arrangements at the Radio Station, these talks have been 
temporarily discontinued, but they hope they may be resumed) before long. 
Then, if/and/when a Rural Chairman can be found, the rural item in the 
Auxiliary Budget will be used to mail cards and lesson material in con- 
nection with the radio talks. They await the coming of a worker to take 
over this part of the work. 


CALIFORNIA: Mrs. Livermore reports that their Auxiliary has taken 
care of the expense of mailing literature to the children on Miss Brookman’s 
Rural Church School; and look forward to the time when part of a legacy 
they have may be used for a woman worker in the rural areas. She also 
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reports a good piece of volunteer work having been done formerly among 
children of the Salinas Valley by Mrs. J. W. Mitchell of Palo Alto. 


HONOLULU: Mrs. Fraser sent a splendid report which seems to cover 
their whole program and may not be entirely rural; though she says all 
their work, except in Honolulu, is really of a rural nature; the women 
coming miles for services and meetings (when gasoline permits). Not hear- 
ing from Honolulu very often, I thought it might be acceptable for me to 
give you their full report. All branches have assessments, as well as vol- 
untary offerings on All Saints’ Day, for Altar requirements for the Missions 
in need of such things. Assistance has been given for years to rural clergy 
for their cars. Plane fare is paid for the wives of the Clergy to come to 
Convocation and the Annual Meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary. Monthly 
letters are sent every Branch keeping them in touch with the action of the 
District Board, items of interest from the National Executive Board meetings 
and general Church news. A scholarship is given each year for a student 
at St. Andrew’s Priory School who is sometimes from~-the rural areas. 
“Pointers” is sent to each branch. Frequent assistance is given for repairs 
or new buildings in the rural areas. For years the Woman’s Auxiliary has 
assisted with the salary of a male lay worker in the Archdeaconry of 
Kauai who, among other things, has helped in conducting a week-day 
school for 84 pupils and is superintendent of a Church School of 92. 


IDAHO: I regret to report for Idaho that since Miss Florence Pickard 
left us last Fall for the Diocese of Nebraska, very little has been done for 
our isolated Church people. The Educational Secretary has triedi to keep 
in touch with the women on the list left by Miss Pickard and has mailed 
them each issue of the “Idaho Messenger.” Before Miss Pickard left, she 
had made a start toward the organization of a rural branch of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, with an enrollment of 24 women. These women have Blue Boxes 
and participated in the last presentation for the first time. We have just 
written them regarding the Spring presentation and hope for a good 
response. If/and/when we can procure another U.T.O. worker, we hope 
to draw these women into further participation in the Woman’s Auxiliary 
program. We have an item in our Budget of $75.00 toward the expenses 
of this work and the correspondence Church School, and give $25.00 each 
year for scholarships to our young people’s conference for boys and girls 
from the rural areas. 


LOS ANGELES: Mrs. Quinton reports that Los Angeles does no rural 
work except through the St. Christopher Chapel-Trailer which they support 
in every way possible. This work is unique in the Province, but it is 
thrilling to know about it, and it gives us all something to aspire to. This 
Chapel-Trailer is in charge of Captain and Mrs. Conder, who are Church 
Army Workers. They visited 38 communities last year, in areas having 
no resident Episcopal Clergyman, and in Churchless regions of the Southern 
California deserts and mountains, conducting 174 services and classes, and 
making 784 home visits. The Forward leaflets are mailed to 350 homes— 
11 persons were Baptized, 20 Confirmed and 337 Communions made through 
the cooperation of local Clergy. The Chapel “congregations” include 342 
Baptized persons, 254 Confirmed and 132 Communicants. A Bible School 
by Mail, sponsored lby the Diocesan Assembly of the Daughters of the 
King, serves 85 rural children. Three branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
one Church School and one Acolyte’s Guild have been organized through 
the efforts of the Chapel-Trailer. They hope to add a second such Trailer 
this year—possibly by early Summer. 


NEVADA: Mrs. Ennor reports that at present the District organization 
is giving no financial help toward the rural work in Nevada, but plans to 
resume such help as soon as the Budget will permit. A Church School by 
mail is being conducted by their U.T.O. worker, who is the Rural Chairman 
on the District Board. They report organized groups in all towns where 
such is possible and these groups do all one can to assist the Clergy 
reach the isolated in their section. 
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OLYMPIA: The Diocesan Woman’s Auxiliary supplements the salary 
of Dss. Peppers in the amount of $200.00 for her work among the Japanese 
at the Hunt Relocation Center, many of whom were formerly active members 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Diocese of Olympia. Five hundred dollars 
is given toward the Diocesan work in the smaller Missions—$100 toward 
the Educational Foundation, a home for children on Mercer Island—and they 
have assisted the U.T.O. worker in organizing a branch of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary in Sedro Woolley. The former President says she hopes soon 
to so arrange her affairs that she may volunteer to conduct some rural work 
by ‘correspondence. 


OREGON: Mrs. Bowman reports that since the departure of Miss Jane 
‘Chase, the work among the isolated Churchwomen of Oregon has been con- 
ducted loy Mrs. R. R. Brand of Roseburg. They carry an item in their 
Budiget for help with the correspondence Church School, but this year have 
been waiting to see where this money will be most needed. Mrs. Brand 
reports sending the Forward publications, Bibles, and Prayer Books to an 
adult list with whom she keeps in as close touch as possible by mail. There 
are 450 on a general list, of whom 57 are receiving regular lessons for adult 
study. There are 235 children in the correspondence Church School, to 
whom are sent all the aids possible in Religious instruction, with material 
graded from two to twenty years. Mrs. Brand also has a Confirmation 
Course through which rural people are prepared for presentation to the 
Bishop by the nearest Clergyman. Contact is maintained with the Periodical 
Chairman so that any rural people wishing to receive a Church magazine 
may have one sent to them. As yet, nothing has been done among the 
isolated with the United Thank Offering, but Mrs. Brand hoped something 
might soon be done to try and reach some of the women with Blue Boxes. 


SACRAMENTO: Mrs. Castledine reports that Sacramento has no Rural 
branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary as such, but they help with the work in 
the rural areas in every way that they can. The Diocesan Altar Committee 
helps supply the needs of the small Missions and the Diocesan Board has 
an item in their Budget each year for helping with education and general 
development. This year they have ibeen helping with the new work in 
North Sacramento. Mrs. Castledine would like information about a Church 
School by Mail. 


SAN JOAQUIN: The work with the isolated in the District of San 
Joaquin is carried on under the chairmanship of Mrs. Edgar Metcalf of 
Linden, a volunteer worker. Mrs. Metcalf is allowed $10 by the District 
Auxiliary and has built up a list of some 20 people with whom she corres- 
ponds regularly and sends the Forward leaflets. She also has a list of 
young men and women in the Services with whom she corresponds, and 
she reports having received many appreciative letters. Mrs. Metcalf says 
this sort of work takes a good deal of time, but costs very little money and 
from the replies she has received, she feels it is very worthwhile. Perhaps 
here is an answer for some of the rest of us who feel we can’t do anything 
without a paid worker. 


SPOKANE: For the District of Spokane, Dss. Corbett reports they 
have a “Mission of the Good Shepherd” which ministers to the scattered 
church people who are out of reach of the organized Church life. Contact 
is maintained by correspondence with 300 individuals, including 150 families, 
in over 100 communities. Forward Movement literature, Bible studies, 
material on personal religion, confirmation instruction, Church School lessons 
and pre-school material are furnished. The Woman’s Auxiliary brings this 
work to the attention of the women’s groups and they are beginning to 
make some contribution to its support. Eleven groups have responded to 
date. For a District project, the Woman’s Auxiliary works toward the 
support of the Bishop’s automobile replacement fund—automobiles being 
vital to the carrying on of rural work. The Rev. James A. Palmer, a retired 
clergyman, does a great deal in connection with the work for the isolated, 
and in addition transcribes material into Braille for the blind. At present 
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he is preparing books for the Baxter Library for the Blind in Sacramento. 
Of the 53 congregations in the District, all but ten are in rural communities, 
so that most of the work carried on by Churchwomen is in rural fields. 
One of the U.T.O. workers in the District assists with the work of the 
Mission of the Good, Shepherd, sending out the Church School lessons. 


UTAH: Mrs. Northrup reports an interesting experiment being made 
in the District of Utah. They have organized a “Missions Contact Com- 
mittee” under the co-chairmanship of the two Vice Presidents; they to 
appoint an Auxiliary member, preferably one of the Board, to contact one 
of the Missions and through correspondence learn what they are doing and 
what help the District Auxiliary can be to them. They also plan to have 
a “friend” appointed for each Mission, who will keep them advised regarding 
what is being done in other places. This, they think, should interest and 
inform many women in the city parishes. The success and discoveries of 
this initial step will determine what future action shall be taken. 

Of the $2.00 allowed me for postage, I have used only 68 cents so 
herewith return the balance—$1.32.

RURAL CHURCH WORK IN THE MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF 
EASTERN OREGON 


APRIL 28, 1944 


Except for the thirty families which I have on my mailing list, our 
Episcopal church families living in the rural areas are ministered to by the 
clergyman in charge of the parish or mission nearest to each rural area. In 
three rural areas there are small church buildings, namely: Summer Lake 
which is 75 miles north-west from Lakeview; St. Barnalbas’s, Langell Valley, 
which is 35 miles south-east from Klamath Falls; and St. Peter’s, Cross 
Keys, which is about 70 miles north-east of Bend. In all three of these 
missions the congregations come from the farms in the surrounding 
country. There is no town near them. In a number of other places there 
are small towns in which the mission churches are located, and in several 
there are congregations but no church buildings. In every rural community, 
practically, where our church ministers there are organized women’s Guilds 
or Auxiliaries, and they carry-on heroically, even though in some places 
the church services are not regular. 


The Rev. J. M. B. Gill of Lakeview has charge of the mission Church 
of Our Savior in Summer Lake. There is no town of Summer Lake, only 
a store and a Post Office. The Community is scattered over a large rural 
area. Mr. Gill writes: ‘“‘The work is in no way specialized, just ordinary 
Church work: Sunday School, Church Services and the Woman’s Guild. 
Services and Sunday School are held in the afternoon on the first, third 
and fifth Sundays. The Guild meets once a month on Tuesday afternoons. 
At the Guild meetings there are devotions, some form of study or informa- 
tional talks on the Church; work, and light refreshments. There is little 
in the way of expansion of the work now owing to the drain of defense 
jobs and the armed services on the community personnel.” 

Six years ago when work was first started in Summer Lake, I regularly 
visited in the area and helped to organize a Sunday School. Also I attended 
a Community group of women which called themselves, The Our Afternoon 
Out Club, and they met regularly once a month. They were an enthusiastic 
group; and when several years later under the leadership of the Rev. Mr. 
Gill a church building was erected, with a gift of $3,000 from the United 
Thank Offering, this same group of women became the Women’s Guild of 
The Church of Our Savior. Several young people from this mission have 
attended our Church Summer School in Cove. 

The little mission church of Cross Keys has continued mainly through 
the faithful efforts of the women of St. Peter’s Guild there. They have 
regular services but do not have an organized Church School.

St. Barnabas’ Church, Langell Valley, is situated at a cross-roads in 
the center of a farming district. The Rev, F. C. Wissenbach, rector of St. 
Paul’s Church, Klamath Falls, holds regular services there every other 
Sunday at3 p.m. While Mr. Wissenbach conducts the service in the Church, 
I have a class for small children out in the kitchen of the parish hall (the 
kitchen being more or less sound proof) while their parents attend the 
Church service. For the in-between Sundays when there is no service I send 
the lessons out to these small children ‘by mail. We find that this method 
helps to solve the transportation. problem where Sunday School is concerned. 
The older children attend the regular church services. There is a very 
active Women’s Guild in St. Barnabas’ Church. 

Since the Rev. Mr. Wissenbach came, a little over a year ago to be 
Rector of St. Paul’s, Klamath Falls, I have assisted him with the religious 
education work, secretarial work, young peoples work, and the general 
Church work in St. Paul’s and the surrounding rural areas which include 
Merrill, 14 miles south; Langell Valley which is 35 miles south-east, Chiloquin 
and Klamath Agency which are about 35 miles north; and Sprague River 
about 40 miles east. In each of these areas there are a smaijl number of 
church families. Langell Valley numbers between thirty and forty families 
who are connected with St. Barnabas’ church. We have been, and still are 
working on the development of St. Paul’s parish as a center from which 
we work out in the rural areas nearby. Bulletins, Forward Day by Day 
booklets, materials for the special seasons, etc., etc., are sent out from the 
Church office of St. Paul’s in Klamath Falls. 

On the correspondence list for the district of Eastern Oregon I have 
30 families to whom I send the Forward Day iby Day and other literature 
regularly. To seven of these families I send Church School materials at 
regular intervals and in several instances I have sent confirmation instruc- 
tion materials and prayer books. 

The Woman’s Church Service League (District organization including 
all women’s groups) doesn’t have any special project of work among women 
living in isolated areas. I think it might help if some plan could be worked 
out for keeping in touch with the women who live on isolated farms or 
in the more rural areas where there is no organized Church or Mission.

WHEREAS her contributions to the advancement of the work of the 
Auxiliary cannot be adequately expressed in words, 


BE IT RESOLVED that we extend to her our loving appreciation and 
that we thank her for her very fine, inspiring and challenging message. 


WHEREAS Mrs. James Northrup, our third vice-president, was unable 
through illness to be present at the 23rd annual meeting of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary of the Eighth Province, 

BE IT RESOLVED: that we send to her our greetings and our regrets 
that she was unable to be here with us. 

WHEREAS, the National Executive Board of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
has requested each Diocese and District in the Province to set up a 
Diocesan Personnel Committee, and 

WHEREAS, the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary elects its own represen- 
tation on the Provincial College Work Committee who has considered it 
her principal job to encourage the appointment of a College work represent- 
ative on each Diocesan and District Board of the Woman’s Auxiliary and 
to supply that representative with literature and information to be used 
in educational and promotional work in the area of college work, and 

WHEREAS, the Provincial Committee of Saint Margaret’s House is 
greatly concerned in recruiting for trained leadership for all phases of the 
life of the Church, and 

WHEREAS, this need for adequate and trained leadership and therefore 
for recruiting is becoming more and more the urgent concern of all Church 
people and especially of Churchwomen, 

BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED: that the Annual meeting of the 
Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary strongly urge that each Diocese and District 
set up a joint committee on personnel, two of whose members will be the 
representative for St. Margaret’s House and the representative for College 
work, to help meet. the need of the Church for adequate trained 
leadership. 


WHEREAS the youth are the hope of the Church, and 

WHEREAS the present and future Diocesan and District youth organi- 
zations need adult leaders and adult interest, 

BE IT RESOLVED: the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Eighth Province 
recommend that each District and Diocesan Board of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
have one member whose responsibility is that of encouraging and sponsoring 
youth organizations 

WHEREAS, our president, in her annual message, specifically reminded 
us of the challenge given us at the Triennial Meeting, “The last person in 
the last pew in the smallest church farthest out, and the person not in the 
pew at all.” Better ways must be speedily found for every woman within 
reach of the Church to be presented with the opportunity to share in the 
Church’s whole program, 

BE IT RESOLVED: that this meeting authorize the Provincial Executive 
Board to conduct a survey of the Woman’s organizations in the Province 
to determine: 

1. The percentage of women in each Diocese and District who are 

actively sharing in the program of the whole Church. 

2. What methods are proving most successful in reaching all of the 

women. 

3. How completely are the women sharing in activities in their own 

parishes such as: 
Church School Work 
Youth leadership and interest in Youth Activities 
Every member canvass, roll calls and parish calling 
Choir and Altar work. 
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4. How effectively are the women witnessing to Christ in their 
Community by ; 

a. Co-operating with the Interfaith and council of Church work, 
the Red Cross, Community Chest, etc. 

b. In providing for the needs of men and particularly the women 
of the armed forces 

ec. In providing recreational and educational activities for the 

: prevention of juvenile delinquency 

d. By breaking down racial prejudices and developing a deeper 
understanding of the problems of all people. 

5. What Diocesan and District projects are the women supporting and 

how representative is the interest in these projects. : 

6. How information concerning the Provincial and National projects 

is distributed asd support solicited. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: that the information so compiled be 
used as a basis for planning the program for the next annual synod meeting 
for women,

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CONSTITUTION AND CANONS 


ORSTHE 


PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC 


SUPPLEMENT TO THE 
1944 JOURNAL 


ARTICLE ONE 
OF THE TITLE AND ORGANIZATION OF THE PROVINCE 


This Province, organized in accordance with the provisions of the 
Constitution and Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in the United 
States of America, shall 'be known as the Province of the Pacific. 


ARTICLE TWO 
OF THE SYNOD 


Section 1. The Synod of the Province of the Pacific shall consist of a 
House of Bishops and a House of Deputies which Houses shall sit and 
deliberate separately or together. Either House may originate legislation, 
but the concurrent action of both Houses, sitting separately or together, 
shall be necessary for the adoption of legislation. 


Section 2. Every Bishop of this Church having jurisdiction within the 
Province, every Bishop Coadjutor, and every Suffragan Bishop within the 
Province, and every Bishop whose episcopal work has been within the 
Province but who, by reason of advanced age or bodily infirmity, has 
resigned, shall have a seat and vote in the Provincial House of Bishops. Five 
Bishops entitled to vote shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. . 


Section 3. (a) Each Diocese within the Province shall be entitled to 
representation in the Provincial House of Deputies by four Presbyters 
canonically resident in the Diocese, and four Laymen, communicants of this 
Church, having domicile in the Diocese. 


(b) Each Missionary District within the Province shall be entitled to 
representation in the Provincial House of Deputies, lby three Presbyters, 
canonically resident in the District, and by three Laymen, communicants 
of this Church, having domicile in the District. 


(c) Each Diocese and Missionary District shall determine the qualifi- 
cations of its Deputies and the manner in which they shall be chosen. 

(d) To constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, the Clerical 
order shall be represented by at least one Deputy in each of a majority 
of the continental Dioceses and Missionary Districts in the United States 
entitled to representation and the Lay order shall be represented by one 
Deputy in at least three of the continental Dioceses and Missionary Districts 
in the United States entitled to representation. 

Section 4. On any question the concurrent plurality vote both of the 
Bishops present and the Deputies present, shall suffice unless otherwise 
ordered by canons of the General Convention or by this Constitution; 
provided, however, that on any question other than the election of a 
President, a vote by Orders, in the House of Deputies, shall be had upon 
the request of one-third of the members present and voting; in all cases of 
a vote by Orders, the two Orders shall vote separately, each Clerical Deputy 
having one vote in the Clerical Order and each Lay Deputy one vote in 
the Lay Order. The concurrence of the vote of the two Orders \by not less 
than a plurality of those voting in each Order shall be necessary to 
constitute a vote of the House. 


ARTICLE THREE 


OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE PROVINCE 


Section 1. The President of this Province shall be one of the Bishops 
of the Province elected by the Synod by the concurrent vote of the Three 
Orders and by a plurality in each Order. The President shall hold office 
for a term of six years and until his successor is elected. 
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Section 2. The Vice President of the Province shall be the senior Bishop 
of this Church in the order of consecration among the elected members of 
the Provincial Council, and in case of a vacancy in the office of President 
caused by death, disability, resignation of his office as such or resignation 
of his episcopal jurisdiction shall become President of the Province until 
the next annual Synod, when a new President shall be elected to fill out 
the unexpired term. 


ARTICLE FOUR 
OF THE MEETING AND ORGANIZATION OF THE SYNOD 


Section 1. (a) The Provincial Synod shall meet annually on the first 
Wednesday in May at such place as the previous meeting of the Synod may 
determine unless that be the day immediately preceding Ascension Day. 
In such case the Synod shall meet on the last Wednesday of April. 


(b) For sufficient reasons the President of the Province with the 
consent of a majority of the Ex-officio and Nine Synodical Memlbers of the 
Provincial Council, may change the time and place of the Annual Meeting. 


(c) Special Meetings of the Synod may be called by the President 
at any time with the consent of a majority of the Ex-officio and Nine 
Synodical members of the Provincial Council, and shall be called upon a 
written request of two-thirds of the Ex-officio and Nine Synodical members 
of the Provincial Council. 


(d) Thirty days’ written notice of the time and place of each meeting 
shall be mailed to each member of the Synod. 


Section 2. (a) The President of the Province shall be Ex-officio the 
President of the Synod and shall, if he be present, preside at all meetings 
of the Synod. In his absence the Vice President shall preside. 


(b) There shall be elected at the first meeting of the Synod after the 
General Convention, by the concurrent plurality vote of both Houses a 
Preslbyter canonically resident in the Province, as Secretary of the Synod 
who shall continue in office for six years and until his successor is elected. 
When not a deputy he shall be entitled to a seat and voice on the floor of 
the Synod and of the House of Deputies. In case of a vacancy in the office 
of Secretary of the Province it shall be filled by the Ex-officio and the 
Nine Synodical members of the Provincial Council, who shall appoint some 
Presbyter to serve until the next Synod, when a Secretary shall be elected 
to fill out the unexpired term. 


(c) At each annual meeting of the Synod, a Layman, a communicant 
of the Church, having domicile in the Province, shall be elected by the 
concurrent plurality vote of both Houses, to be the Treasurer of the 
Province, who shall also be the Treasurer of the Synod, who shall hold 
office until his successor is elected. When not a Deputy he shall be entitled 
to a seat and voice on the floor of the Synod and of the House of Deputies. 
In case of a vacancy in the office of Treasurer of the Province it shall ibe 
filled by the Ex-officio and Nine Synodical members of the Provincial 
Council who shall appoint some Layman who shall hold office until the next 
regular meeting of the Synod. 


ARTICLE FIVE 


OF THE HOUSE OF BISHOPS 


The President of the Province shall be the Chairman of the House of 
Bishops ‘and shall preside over its deliberations when meeting separately. 
In his absence the Vice President shall preside. 


When sitting separately, the House of Bishops shall elect its own 
Secretary; and may adopt rules of order for the transaction of business. 
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ARTICLE SIX 
OF THE HOUSE OF DEPUTIES 


When sitting separately, the House of Deputies shall, at its first meeting, 
elect a Presbyter, one of its members, as its Chairman. He shall hold office 
during the entire session of the Synod and until his successor is elected. 


The Secretary of the Synod shall be the Secretary of the House of 
Deputies. 

The House of Deputies may adopt rules for the transaction of its 
business. 


ARTICLE SEVEN 
OF THE PROVINCIAL COUNCIL 


Section 1. There shall be a Provincial Council to administer the work 
of the Province, subject to the direction of the Synod. 


Section 2. The Council shall be composed of the President of the 
Province, the Chairman of the House of Deputies, the Secretary of the Synod, 
the Treasurer of the Province or the Acting Treasurer if there ibe one, the 
Provincial Representative on the National Council, the immediate Past 
President of the Province, and the President of the Provincial Woman’s 
Auxiliary, ex-officio, together with nine members elected by the Synod, 
of whom three shali be Bishops having canonical Residence within the 
Province, three shall be Presbyters having canonical Residence within the 
Province, and three shall be Laymen communicants of the Church, having 
domicile in the Province, and three Associate members, who shall be women 
communicants of the Church, having domicile in the Province, and elected 
by the women of the Province, through the Provincial Branch of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, and who shall have seats in the Council with voice and 
vote, except as otherwise provided by this Constitution. The Nine Synodical 
Members of the Council shall be chosen in the following manner: at each 
Annual Synod, One Bishop, One Presbyter, and One Layman shall be elected 
joy the concurrent plurality vote of the Synod for a term of three years and 
until their successors are elected; they shall be ineligible for re-election 
until one year after the term for which they were elected has ended. The 
Synodical members of the Council shall have power to fill vacancies caused 
by the death, resignation or removal of any of the Nine Synodical Members, 
and such appointees shall serve until the next meeting of the Synod, when 
their vacancies shall be filled by election for the unexpired term. At each 
Annual Synod one Associate Member of the Council shall be elected by the 
Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary for a term of three years and until her 
successor shall be elected; she shall be ineligible for reelection until one 
year after the term for which she was elected has ended. The Executive 
Committee of the Provincial Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary shall have 
power to fill vacancies caused by the death, resignation or removal of any 
elected memiber and such appointees shall serve until the next annual 
meeting of the Provincial Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary when the 
vacancies shall be filled by election for the unexpired term. 

Section 3. The Provincial Council shall have power to organize such 
Departments for the conduct of its work as the Canons of the Synod or the 
exigencies of the Business may require, provided that the Chairman of each 
Department organized shall be chosen from the Ex-officio and Nine Synodical 
members of the Council. The Council may also, at its direction, appoint 
Commissions for the study and furtherance of special subjects not directly 
connected with the work of any established Department. 

Section 4. The President of the Province shall be Ex-Officio the 
President of the Council and a member of the Departments thereof, and the 
Secretary of the Synod shall be Ex-officio the Secretary of the Council. 
The Council shall have power to appoint such other officers as it may deem 
necessary and may adopt rules of order for the transaction of its business. 
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Section 5. The Council shall hold at least one stated meeting annually 
which shall be held as soon as may be after the first day of September 
and shall meet at such other times as it may appoint. It shall make a report 
of its proceedings to the Synod. 


Section 6. Any member of the Provincial Council who shall be alosent 
from three successive meetings, except for illness or some grave cause, 
shall be considered as having automatically terminated his or her membership, 
and the Council shall declaré his or her place vacant and proceed to elect 
a successor for the remainder of the unexpired term. 


ARTICLE EIGHT 


OF THE NOMINATION OF CANDIDATES TO THE PRESIDING 
OFFICER OF THE HOUSE OF BISHOPS FOR ANY 
VACANT MISSIONARY EPISCOPATE 


Section 1. In the event of a vacancy occurring in the Episcopate in 
a Continental Missionary District within the Province the Synod shall in 
accordance with the provisions of Canon 15, section II, sub-section 2 of the 
Canons of General Convention proceed to nominate to the Presiding Officer 
of the House of Bishops of the Church not exceeding three persons for that 
office. If there be no regular meeting of the Synod after the vacancy 
occurs and prior to the meeting of the House of Bishops of the Church at 
which the election is to take place, the President of the Province shall call 
a special meeting at some central point within the Province. The Synod 
shall be convened not less than thirty days before the meeting of the House 
of Bishops of the Church, and the call shall be issued thirty days in advance 
and shall specify the purpose of the meeting. If there be a regular meeting 
of the Synod the call to such meeting shall specify that the business of that 
meeting shall include nominations for the vacancy in the Episcopate. 


Section 2. The procedure for choosing nominees whose names are to 
be presented to the House of Bishops of the Church shall be as follows: 


The House of Bishops of the Province shall present to the Synod the 
names of not exceeding six (6) persons. Not exceeding three of these shall 
be chosen as the nominees of the Synod iby the concurrent majority vote of 
the three orders in the Synod voting separately. 


Section 3. The nominations thus made shall be transmitted to the 
Presiding Officer of the House of Bishops of the Church in accordance with 
the provisions of Canon 15 to be in his hands at least 25 days before the 
meeting of the House of Bishops of the Church at which the election is to 
take place. 


Section 4. The Deputies elected to the preceding Synod shall be the 
Deputies to any special meeting of the Synod, except in those cases in 
which other Deputies shall have been chosen, in the mean time, by any of 
the Diocesan Conventions or Missionary District Convocations. 


ARTICLE NINE 
OF THE PROVINCIAL MEMBER OF THE NATIONAL COUNCIL 


At the last annual meeting prior to the General Convention, there 
shall be elected ‘by the concurrent plurality vote of both Houses, one member 
of the National Council who may be a Bishop having canonical residence 
within the Province, a Presbyter canonically resident in the Province, or 
a Layman, a communicant of the Church having domicile in the Province. 
The Provincial member of the National Council shall hold office for three 
years and until his successor is elected. In case of a vacancy in the office 
joy reason of death, removal or resignation, a successor shall be elected at 
the next annual meeting of the Synod to fill out the unexpired term. 
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ARTICLE TEN 
OF THE PROVINCIAL COURT OF REVIEW 


The Synod, by a concurrent plurality vote of Both Houses, shall elect 
triennially, at its first meeting after the regular meeting of the General 
Convention, one Bishop, having canonical residence within this Province, 
three Presbyters canonically resident in one or more of the Dioceses and 
Missionary Districts included within this Province and three Lay communi- 
cants of this Church, two of whom at least shall be men learned in the law, 
having domicile in the Province, to be judges of the court of Review, in 
this Province. The persons so elected, except in case of death, resignation, 
refusal or inability to serve, and as provided in Canon 30, Sections III 
and IV, of the Canons of the General Convention, shall continue to be 
cpepaebes of the Court for the term of three years and until their successors 
be elected. 


ARTICLE ELEVEN 
OF AMENDMENTS 


Section 1. This Constitution may be amended at any regular meeting 
of the Synod by a concurrent vote of both Houses. 


Section 2. The Committee of the Synod on Constitution and Canons 
shall appoint two of its members who shall, at the close of the Synod, 
certify all changes and corrections made in the Constitution and Canons, 
and report the same to the Secretary of the Synod, who shall include them 
in the report of the proceedings. 


Section 3. This Constitution shall take effect immediately. All amend- 
ments to this Constitution hereafter enacted unless otherwise specifically 
ordered, shall take effect at the close of the Synod at which they were 
enacted or adopted. 


CANONS 


CANON I. 
THE ROSTER OF THE HOUSE OF BISHOPS 


The name of every Bishop having jurisdiction within the Province, 
every Bishop Coadjutor and Suffragan Bishop residing in the Province, 
and of every Bishop whose episcopal work has been within the Province, 
but who have resigned by reason of age om bodily infirmity, shall be recorded 
in a book, together with the date of his consecration, the name of his see, 
and the date of his resignation, if he shall have resigned. This book shall 
be known as the Roster of the House of Bishops and shall be kept in the 
custody of the Secretary of the Synod. 


CANON IL. 
THE ROSTER OF THE HOUSE OF DEPUTIES 


At least sixty days before the regular meeting of the Synod the Sec- 
retary of each Diocese and Missionary District within the Province shall 
forward to the Secretary of the Synod a certified copy of the testimonials 
of the Clerical and Lay Deputies elect and of the Alternates. Such names 
when entered in a list to be compiled by the Secretary of the Synod shall 
be known as the Roster of the House of Deputies. 
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CANON IIL. 
VOTING 


a. All elections shall ‘be by ballot. Nomination may be made on the 
first or second day. Elections shall be the first order of business on the 
morning of the day following the nominations. 

b. When the House of Bishops and the House of Deputies sit anda 
deliberate together, except as elsewhere provided, all questions shall be 
decided ‘by a plurality vote of those present. 

ec. It shall be competent, however, for three members of the Synod 
to demand a vote by Houses at any time, when a concurrent plurality of 
both Houses shall decide the question under consideration. 

d. Upon the request of one-third of the members present, a vote shall 
be taken by Houses and Orders, when a concurrent plurality of the House 
of Bishops and of both Orders in the House of Deputies shall lbe necessary 
to decide the question. 

e. At each Annual Synod a Nominating’ Committee shall be appointed 
by the Chair consisting of two from each Order whose duty it shall be to 
submit to the Synod the names of two persons for each office to be filled, 
such nominations, however, shall not preclude other nominations from the 
floor. 


CANON IV. 


THE DUTIES OF THE SECRETARY OF “THE SYNOD 


It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Synod to prepare the roster 
of the House of Bishops and the House of Deputies, to send notices of all 
meetings of the Synod to the Members thereof, to record and keep the 
minutes of the Synod and of the House of Deputies, to publish and distrib- 
ute, subject to the direction of the Synod, the Journal of the Proceedings 
of the Synod, to report to the Synod, all matters referred to it by the Gen- 
eral Convention or by the Dioceses and Missionary Districts within the 
Province, to communicate to the officers of the General Convention, of 
Dioceses and Missionary Districts the action of the Province on matters 
referred to it, and to notify the officers and members of committees of their 
election or appointment, and to perform such other duties as may be laid 
upon him by the Canons of the General Convention, the Constitution and 
Canons of the Synod or either cf its Houses and of the Provincial Council. 
He shall be paid such stipend as may be fixed by the Provincial Council. 


CANON V. 
DUTIES OF THE TREASURER 


It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive and disburse all monies 
eollected under the authority of the Synod, and to make a complete report 
of the same at each regular meeting of the Synod. He shall close his books 
on the thirtieth day of April. He shall give bonds in such sum and manner 
as the Council shall provide and his accounts shall be audited at the end 
of the Calendar year by a certified public accountant or a member of the 
American Institution of Accountants to be appointed by the Council through 
the President. 


CANON VI. 
COMMITTEES OF THE SYNOD 


The regular committees of the Synod shall be: 


(a) A Committee on Constitution and Canons to consist of one Bishop, 
two Presbyters and two Laymen. 
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(b) A Committee on Despatch of Business to consist of one Bishop, 
one Presbyter and one Layman. 


(c) A Committee on Resolutions to consist of one Bishop, one Presbyter 
and one Layman. 

(d) A Committee on Conduct of Religious Services, to consist of one 
Bishop, one Presbyter and one Layman. 

(e) A Committee on Necrology to consist of one Bishop, one Presbyter 
and one Layman. 

The President of the Province shall appoint all committees except 
as otherwise ordered by the Synod and may appoint any or all of the 
Regular Committees previous to the sitting of the Synod. 


CANON VII. 
DEPARTMENTS 


The Provincial Council shall organize a Department of Missions, a 
Department of Christian Education, a Department of Christian Social Rela- 
tions, a Department of Finance, a Department of Promotion and Publicity, 
a Department of Youth and any other Departments necessary for the 
development of its work in accordance with the provisions of Article VII, 
section 3 of the Constitution. 

Any representative of the National Council assigned for work in the 
Province shall be an ex-officio member of the Provincial Department corre- 
sponding to the National Department which he represents. 


CANON VIII. 
COMMISSIONS 


The Provincial Council shall appoint annually such Commissions as 
may be deemed necessary to the furtherance of the work of the Church 
and of the Province. 


CANON IX. 
ASSESSMENTS AND APPORTIONMENTS 


The fiscal year of the Province shall begin the first day of May of each 
year and shall end on the thirtieth day of April of the succeeding year. 

B. The Department of Finance shall present, through the Treasurer, to 
the stated meeting of the Council a Budget of Contingent Expenses for 
the following fiscal year, to be known as the Maintenance Budget, 
together with a talble of assessments upon the constituent Dioceses and 
Missionary Districts, which shall be prorated in accordance with such 
method as the Synod approves. 

C. At the same time the Department of Finance shall present to the Council 
a budget of appropriations for missionary or educational purposes, to be 
‘known as the Program Budget, which shall be apportioned to the Dioceses 
and Missionary Districts in the same manner as the Maintenance Budget. 

D. These budgets, as approved by the Council shall be communicated 
immediately after the adjournment of the stated meeting to the several 
Dioceses and Missionary Districts for their information and action 
thereon. 

E. At the succeeding annual Synod the burgets shall be presented by the 
‘Council and as adopted by the Synod shall become the operating budgets 
for the current fiscal year. 

F. It shall be competent for the Dioceses and Missionary Districts to pay 

_ to the Treasurer of the Province monthly one-twelfth of their respective 
assessments and apportionments, provided that the total amount due 
to be paid not later than April thirtieth.

CANON XI. 
AMENDMENTS 
These Canons may be amended at any regular meeting of the Synod 


by the concurrent vote of both Houses. 
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RULES OF QRDER 


1. The daily sessions of the Synod shall be opened with prayer. 


2. The President having taken the Chair, the roll of members shall be 
called on the first day of the session and whenever so ordered, without 
debate, ly a majority on subsequent days. The minutes shall then be read, 
though by like vote, the reading may be omitted. In absence of roll-call any 
member may advise the Secretary of his personal attendance on the Synod. 


3. When the President shall be in the Chair, no member shall continue 
standing or shall afterwards stand up, except to address the President, nor 
shall he address the Synod or make any motion until after recognition by 
the President. 


COMMITTEES 


1. All committees shall be appointed by the President unless otherwise 
ordered. 


MOTIONS AND THEIR ORDER 


1. Except by leave of the Synod, no member shall speak more than 
twice in the same debate, nor longer than five minutes at one time. 


; 2. Al resolutions shall be reduced to writing and shall be presented 
to the Secretary, and by him read to the Synod. Unless seconded, no motion 
shall be deemed to be before the Synod. The name of the mover of each 
resolution shall appear thereon and on the minutes of the Synod. 


3. When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be received 
except (1) to lay it upon the table, (2) to take a vote thereon immediately 
or at a time certain, (3) to extend the limits of debate, (4) to postpone it 
indefinitely. Motions for any of these purposes shall have precedence in 
the order named. 


4. The motion to adjourn shall always be in order, provided that the 
same shall not be offered when another member has the floor. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 


1. Whenever so ordered by a vote. of a majority of the members 
present, the Synod may go into Committee of the Whole for the consideration 
of any matter. The President shall designate some member of the Synod 
to act as Chairman of the Committee of the Whole, which, when in session, 
shall Ibe governed by these rules as adapted by the Chairman subject to 
appeal to the Committee, and also to the following provisions: 


(a) A motion to rise and report to the House, with or without request 
for leave to sit again, may be made at any time, and shall take precedence 
of all other motions, and shall be decided without debate. No such motion 
once made shall be renewed until after further proceedings shall have been 
had in the Committee of the Whole. 


(b) A motion that a vote upon any pending proposition shall be taken 
at some designated time may be made and disposed of without debate at 
any time but as before provided, a motion to report to the Synod shall take 
precedence. No motion to lay on the table shall be entertained. 


(c) No debate shall ibe allowed in the Synod on any motion to permit 
the Committee of the Whole to sit again. Request for such permission shall 
take precedence of all other business and the motion therefor shall be put 
immediately without reference.

GENERAL REGULATIONS 


1. As an indication of our humble dependence upon the Word and 
Spirit of God and following the example of primitive Councils, a copy of 
the Holy Scriptures shall always be reverently placed in view at the meeting 
of this Synod. This rule is to be carried into effect under the supervision 
of the President and Secretary of the Synod. 


2. Prayer for Missions shall be the Standing Order at noon daily. 


8. Nominees for any office within the gift of the Synod shall be denied 
the privilege of declining the nomination save that for good and sufficient 
reasons proposed withdrawal may be submitted to the Synod by the President 
before the printing of the ballot. 
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FOREWORD! 


Inasmuch as we were unable to hold a Synod this past year, it seemed 
advisable to the Provincial Council to issue an Interim Journal which will 
serve as a record of business transacted, reports and surveys and the budget 
adopted for the coming year. We have reorganized the Commissions of the 
Province and wish to call your attention particularly to reports on College 
and on Youth work. Bishop Gooden’s fine report on Church Extension serves 
as a rather complete survey of missionary work throughout the Province. It is 
a most encouraging report and deserves careful reading. The Dioceses and 
Missionary Districts are to be congratulated upon the progress they have made 
and the splendid note of faith and courage with which they are facing the 
difficult Post-war years. We believe that the whole Church is moving for- 
ward, and that this great Province will do its full share not only in Recon- 
struction program but in building up those reserves Diocesan and local with 
which we can meet the future in sure confidence that we are traveling rapidly 
towards greater self-support in all of our missionary work. 


May I add just one personal word to our Interim Journal. As I write this 
I am faced with a big decision which will be answered before this comes into 
your hands. I have been called back to my old Diocese of Pennsylvania as 
Suffragan Bishop. If my answer is favorable it will mean my resignation as 
President of the Province and the breaking of ties not only in Eastern Oregon 
but throughout this vast territory, which have become very dear and strong 
to Mrs. Remington and myself. Such a break will interrupt many plans which 
were in my mind for the strengthening and forwarding of our work. These 
will be carried on by my successor so I have no fear on that account. 


Mrs. Remington and I have rejoiced for twenty-three years in the fellow- 
ship and happy comradeship of Synod and its work which we have enjoyed. 
There is no Province in the Church like the Province of the Pacific. We are 
entrusting to Bishops Parsons and Sanford and the Secretary the compilation 
of a history of the Synod from the beginning. Its a grand record and with 
that in our past we shall go forward with renewed courage.

Provincial Council Meeting 


Monday, April 30th, 1945 


This meeting began with a Celebration of the Holy Communion. The 
President of the Province, the Bishop of Eastern Oregon was the Celebrant 
Bonne ce by the Rev. Mortimer Chester, Acting Rector of St. Paul’s 

arish. 

The Business Meeting was called to order at 10:45 A. M. with the Pres- 
ident in the Chair. 

The roll call showed the following members present: Ex-officio, the 
President, the Secretary, the Treasurer, the Chairman of the House of Deputies, 
the Immediate Past President of the Province; Elected Members, the Bishop 
of Nevada, the Very Rev. Herald G. Gardner, Judge J. A. Howell. Also present 
was the Rev. A. Ronald Merrix, Field Officer of the National Council for the 
Province of the Pacific. The President of the Woman’s Auxiliary was repre- 
sented by Mrs. J. A. Northrup who on motion was given a seat and voice in 
this meeting. Among visitors present were Mrs. Sweet, Miss Janet Overfield, 
the Rev. Mortimer Chester and the Rev. John Leacher. 

As a quorum was not present it was on motion voted to proceed with the 
business to come before the Council and then transmit the minutes to the 
absent members requesting their approval of the same. 

The minutes of the September 20th, 1944, meeting were read and on 
motion were approved as read. 

The first order of business was the Treasurer’s report for 1944. He 
stated that previous to 1944 the fiscal year closed on January 31st. An amend- 
ment to the Canon was adopted fixing the fiscal year as of May ist to April 
30th of the following year. The 1944 Synod then voted an increase in the 
budget of 1944 of 25% in order to care for the months of February, March and 
April in making the change over in the fiscal year. Mr. Milbank then stated 
that his report covered the 15 months period from February Ist, 1944, to April 
30th, 1945. (The full report is Appendix A to these minutes). 

On motion of Dean Gardner it was voted that the unexpended balance 
in the allocation to the Department of Youth be carried over to the credit of 
that Department. 

On motion it was voted that the unexpended balance in the item “Synod 
Expense” be used in whole or in part to meet the expense of those members of 
the Council outside of Utah in attending this meeting. 

On motion the Treasurer’s report was approved and adopted and ordered 
transmitted to the Bishops of the Province and the Members of the Council. 

Mrs. Northrup representing the Woman’s Auxiliary presented the Pres- 
ident’s report for 1944. (This report will be incorporated in the Interim Jour- 
nal). In this report Mrs. Colcock suggested the names of certain women as 
members of the several Provincial Departments as representatives of the 
Auxiliary. The Council approved this suggestion but in order to conform with 
the Canons of the Province requested that these names be transmitted to the 
Chairman of each Department for his approval and when so approved be 
transmitted to the President to be appointed by him. On motion the report 
was approved and adopted. 

Several suggested amendments to the Constitution and Canons of the 
Province were made. On motion Judge J. A. Howell and the Secretary were 
appointed to prepare and submit to the Committee on Constitution and 
Canons such proposed changes when the Committee is appointed at the 1946 
Synod. 

y The report of Dean Springer of St. Margaret’s House was read by the 
Secretary. The report was on motion received and approved with the request 
that the report which covered the year 1944 be brought up to May Ist, 1945. 
(This report will be incorporated in the Interim Journal). 

The Bishop of Utah read the noon day prayers for missions. 
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The Council recessed for lunch being the guests of the Women of St. 
Paul’s Church and resumed its session at 2:00 P. M. 

The Bishop of Nevada, Chairman of the College Work Commission, 
presented the report of that Commission. It was a splendid report covering 
among other items a survey of the great need and responsibility that rests 
upon the Church for College Work. It also stressed the demand upon the 
Church and the Commission for a full time Secretary to carry out the object- 
ives of the Commission. The request for an allocation in the budget of a 
sufficient fund to provide a full time Secretary was deferred until the budget 
for the year May Ist, 1945, to April 30th, 1946, was reached in the agenda of 
this meeting. The report closed with four recommendations which on motion 
were severally adopted:— 

1. That the Commission restudy its organization and its relation to the 
Provincial Council. 

2. That the Provincial Organization of College Work be revised to 
correspond to the new division of College Work under the National Council. 

3. That the program and budget of the College Work Commission and 
the selection of the members of the Commission be directly under the Provin- 
cial Council and Synod. 

4. That Diocesan and District College Commissions may be established 
which will be represented on the Provincial Commission and which may aid in 
promoting local College Work within the Dioceses and Districts themselves. 

On motion this report was approved and adopted to be incorporated in 
the Interim Journal. 

Miss Margaret Williams who has been serving as part time Secretary of 
the Commission having resigned it was on motion voted that the thanks and 
appreciation of the Council be extended her for the faithful service she has 
rendered in that office. 

The Very Rev. Herald G. Gardner, Chairman of the Department of 
Youth, presented the report of that Department. This, too, was a valuable 
report and will be incorporated in the Interim Journal. He presented the 
following resolution:— 

Resolved: that the Provincial Council of the Province of the Pacific in 
regular meeting assembled in Salt Lake City, Utah, on April 30th, 1945, here- 
with expresses its appreciation of the service being rendered the youth of the 
Province by the members of the National Youth Commission of this Province, 
and urges their continued effort toward making effective the U. M. C. Y. 
Program. Further, the Council acknowledges the need for a meeting and 
organization of the Youth of the Province and promises support of such pro- 
jects at the earliest date that conditions make feasible. On motion the reso- 
lution was adopted. 

Dean Gardner also presented the following recommendation: — “The 
following are recommended for appointment to the Department of Youth of 
the Province of the Pacific to compose the complete personnel of the De- 
partment” :— 

Miss Janet Overfield of the Missionary District of Utah 

Miss Priscilla Hannah of the Diocese of Los Angeles 

Miss Beverly Connor of the Diocese of California 

Mr. Evan Williams of the Diocese of Oregon 

The Rev. Kenneth Mann of the Diocese of Los Angeles 

The Rev. John Craine of the Diocese of Olympia __, 

The Rev. Raymond H. Clark of the Missionary District of Spokane. 

On motion this recommendation was approved and adopted by the Council. 

The Rev. A. Ronald Merrix, Field Officer of the National Council for 
this Province, who at the September 1944 meeting of the Council was made 
coordinator of certain surveys the Council authorized to be made presented the 
report of the survey on Defense Housing Projects. This report was most 
suggestive and helpful. It cannot be released, however, until it has been ap- 
proved by Dr. Douglas. It will be incorporated in the Interim Journal. 

Canon VII of the Canons of the Province provides that “any representa- 
tive of the National Council assigned for work in the Province shall be an 
ex-officio member of the Provincial Department corresponding to the National 
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Department which he represents.” The Chair ruled that Mr. Merrix represent- 
ing the National Council and not one particular Department was automatically 
an ex-officio member of each and every Department of the Province. 


On motion the Council voted to express to the National Council its 
sincere appreciation of the continuous and intensive work of the Rev. A. 
Ronald Merrix in this the largest geographical Province, and, in view of the 
splendid surveys he has made coupled with other constructive measures he 
has undertaken we request the National Council to appropriate whatever 
amount is needed in order to provide him secretarial assistance. 

The Rev. Mr. Merrix presented the following resolution:— : 

Whereas: the Provincial Council in September 1944 was requested to 
arrange for surveys of College Work, Youth Work, Woman’s Work and Work 
in new Housing and industrial areas in the Province and that the National 
Council be asked to permit its Field Officer the Rev. A. Ronald Merrix to 
coordinate the conduct and results of these surveys, and, 


Whereas: the College Work Commission has made its survey, the Provin- 
cial Youth Department has completed studies preparatory to launching a 
survey of the Church’s work with youth, the Provincial Officers of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary are continuing the survey of Woman’s Work, and a limited 
survey of six metropolitan areas has been made its report to be published a 
little later, therefore, be it:— 


Resolved: that it is the judgment of the Provincial Council that it would 
be of the greatest value to the postwar planning program of the Provincial 
Synod and of all Dioceses and Missionary Districts within the Province if 
these surveys could be supplemented by a survey of the Church’s work, needs, 
and opportunities in every Diocese and Missionary District; and that the 
President of the Province be requested to write to the Bishop of every Diocese 
and Missionary District inviting his cooperation by appointing a Committee 
to make a survey of his jurisdiction, in consultation with the National Council 
Field Officer, the Rev. A. Ronald Merrix in order that results may be coordina- 
ted and presented in a composite report to the Provincial Council and the 
Synod, giving particular attention to the total needs of additional Clergymen, 
and Women Workers and such other information as may advance the postwar 
planning and development of the Episcopal Church’s work throughout this 
area and that these surveys be completed and coordinated before the next 
annual meeting of the Provincial Council and Synod. On motion the resolution 
was adopted. 

Archdeacon Bulkley, Chairman of the Commission on Rural Work, 
presented the report of that Commission which on motion was approved and 
adopted. This report will be incorporated in the Interim Journal. 

On motion it was voted that Archdeacon Bulkley and the Secretary be 
appointed a Committee to prepare a minute on the death of the Rt. Rev. 
Julius W. Atwood, D. D., Bishop of Arizona from 1911 to 1925 whose death 
occurred in Washington, D. C., on April 10th, 1945, the same to be sent to his 
daughter Mrs. Ellen Ines, Arlington, Virginia. 

On motion it was voted that a message of greeting and best wishes be 
forwarded to the Rev. Arthur B. Kinsolving 2nd, D. D., Bishop elect of 
Arizona. 

On motion the following resolution was adopted:— 

Whereas: the Rt. Rev. Walter Mitchell, D. D., has resigned as Bishop of 
Arizona and his resignation has been accepted, — therefore, be it:— 

Resolved: that the Council extend its affectionate greeting to both the 
Bishop and Mrs. Mitchell with sincere appreciation of their fine comradeship 
and their valued and constructive service for nearly a score of years. The 
Council further expresses the hope that their future residence may be within 
the bounds of the Province that the happy relationship of the years of their 
active service may be continued in the quiet and well earned days of their 
retirement. 

On motion the following resolution was adopted:— 

Whereas: April 29th, 1945, marked the 25th anniversary of the consecra- 
tion of the Rt. Rev. Arthur W. Moulton, D. D., Bishop of Utah, therefore, 
be it:— 
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Resolved: that as we recall his quarter of a century in the Province of the 
Pacific for six of which years he served as President we extend him our sin- 
cere felicitations on this happy anniversary and hope and trust that his rela- 
tionship with the Province may be continued for many more years. 


The Department of Finance through Mr. Morris Milbank, Chairman, 
presented (1) the Budget for the fiscal year May 1st, 1945. to April 30th, 1946; 
(2) the Assessments and Askings from the Dioceses and Missionary Districts 
for financing this budget. (These are given as Appendices to these Minutes). 


Mr. Milbank presented the following four resolutions which on motion 
were severally adopted. 


1. Resolved: that all unexpended budget items of the previous year and 
Interim Quarter be transferred to the 1945-46 Budget and be rebudgeted in 
accordance with the recommendation of the Department of Finance as ap- 
proved by the Council. There was $317.33 from previous Maintenance Budgets 


and $375.00 from previous Program Budgets to be added to and included in the 
1945-46 Budgets. 


2. Resolved: that the tentative Budget as approved by the Provincial 
Council on September 20, 1944, and amended by the Provincial Council on 
April 30, 1945, be made the Permanent Budget for 1945-46. 


3. Resolved: that the Assessments and Program Askings be pro-rated 
among the members of the Province based upon their respective percentage 
using the average of their three year (1941-42-43) current expense as set forth 
in the accompanied table. 


4. Resolved: that the annual audit of the Treasurer’s records be made as 
soon as practical and that a certified copy of said audit be filed with the 
Secretary. 


As this Budget provided an allocation sufficient as the College Work 
Commission stated to finance a full time Secretary for the Commission it was 
on motion voted that the College Work Commission be and hereby is given 
full and complete authority to engage a full time Secretary to serve under 
the guidance and direction of the Commission. 


On motion it was voted that from the allocation in the Budget, “Printing 
and Mailing the Journal” a sufficient amount be appropriated for printing and 
mailing an Interim Journal to contain the reports and other matter coming out 
of this Council Meeting. 


On motion it was voted that Bishops Sanford and Parsons with the 
Secretary be requested to write a brief history of the Province of the Pacific. 


The Council on motion voted its appreciation to St. Paul’s Parish for its 
hospitality and to the women of St. Paul’s for the lunch they generously 
provided. 


On motion the Council stood adjourned sine die. The President dis- 
missed us with the Benediction. 


Note: While a quorum was not present, enough of the absent Council 
members approved by mail these minutes to give more than a majority 
approval of them.

SURVEY OF COLLEGE WORK COMMISSION. 


The Provincial Council, meeting last fall, asked for an inquiry into the 
College Work situation in the Eighth Province. You asked the Rt. Rev. William 
F. Lewis, chairman of the Provincial College Work Commission, the Reverend 
A. R. Merrix, Field Officer of the National Council, and Miss Margaret Wil- 
liams, secretary of the Provincial Commission, to work together in preparing 
the findings and presenting them to the Council. We have made as much 
of a survey as war time conditions permit. Letters and questionnaires have 
been sent to all those interested in college work and further use has been 
made of published statistics and of the knowledge of the field gained by Miss 
Williams in her travels in the Province. 


There are 159 colleges and universities in the 12 Dioceses and Districts 
which comprise the Province but we included only those where some Episcopal 
students were registered with the addition of a few campuses which we felt 
were strategically important to the Church’s future. We also included a 
number of the junior colleges although many of them offer little campus life 
and have few students living away from home. We believe the Provincial 
College Work Commission should be concerned with work among students 
above high school on any campus where a considerable number of them do 
not live at home. 


Restricting our inquiry to places that met these conditions we included 
59 colleges and universities and 64 junior colleges. We had some report from 
80 out of the total of 123 but unfortunately in a number of cases the report 
simply stated “no work being done’. From those reports and from other sources 
we estimate that there are about approximately 43,500 students in the colleges 
and universities considered in this inquiry and 21,300 more in the junior col- 
leges. The exact total of both groups is 64,833. Before the war there were 
142,000 students in these same schools. This is the college population and 
the extent of our college work opportunity in the Province. 


The number of Episcopal students is less certain. Only 35 of the reports 
received showed how many Episcopal students were enrolled in those colleges. 
Their total was approximately 4,000. In pre-war college surveys, including a 
survey of this Province, the normal proportion of Episcopalians to the total 
college population was 1 to 10. Our figure is only 1 to 16. Your committee 
does not feel that our Episcopal college students have decreased in that pro- 
portion. We believe that as our work has become less adequate because of 
lack of workers we have lost track of an increasing number of our students 
and that probably there are at least 2,500 Episcopal students (more than a 
third of the total) not included in this report and practically untouched by 
present college work. 


Experts’in college work consider the number of Episcopal faculty 
members as important as the number of Episcopal students. The returns on 
this item are so fragmentary that they are scarcely worth tabulating. This, 
too, is an indication of our failure even to know our field. At present we have 
three full time workers and one woman worker on half time, and 45 parish 
clergy who accept some responsibility for students on campuses within their 
parochial area. The National Council College Work Commission grants 11 
additions to salary or full-time salaries for college workers, clerical and lay; 
On only 30 of the 123 campuses included in the inquiry is there a serious 
attempt at real college work.

This inquiry was requested by the Council to show either a need or a 
lack of need for a full time college secretary and a larger appropriation of 
Provincial funds to support the work of the College Commission. Your com- 
mittee considers that the figures reveal an ignorance of our opportunity on the 
campuses of the Province. We do not really know what needs to be done or 
what can be done in many places. We are doing SOME work on less than a 
fourth of the campuses where work is possible yet there are more Episcopal 
students in our universities than there are communicants in any of the Mis- 
sionary Districts of the Province save one. Here is a still neglected mission 
field at our doorstep and it is the field from which community leaders and 
Christian vocations must be secured. 


What could a full time Provincial Secretary for College Work do to 
meet this need? Your committee and the College Work Commission would 
emphasize that our first purpose must always be to strengthen local work. 
Any program worth money and support must strengthen the Church’s work 
with students themselves, and aid in the integration of individual students 
in the life of the Church’s fellowship. Improving local work requires expert 
supervision and advice. The College Commission obviously cannot and does 
not desire to gain authority over student workers, but visits by a trained 
worker familiar with college techniques and college problems can help greatly 
in making our work more effective. 


Such visitation also insures recognition and increasing usefulness to 
priests and lay workers doing expert work in this field. No National Secre- 
tary could be familiar with the 1,600 campuses in the country and advise or 
recommend methods in personnel even for those campuses on which the 
church is at work. Bishops know their field better but often have little 
specialized knowledge of student needs or campus technique. Someone 
should know the local situations, the leading church people, college adminis- 
trative officers and Episcopal faculty members as well as the student leaders 
themselves. 


One great enemy of adequate church life in college communities is iso- 
lation. A-full time Provincial Secretary for college work would be invaluable 
in meeting this problem. Students and workers, both clerical and lay, on 
many campuses are out of touch with other student groups and other workers 
in their field. Their loyalty is local and hard to transplant to other parishes 
at the end of college days. One remedy is conferences. This should include 
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conferences for students to assist in developing Christian vocations and other 
conferences to relate local groups to similar groups on other campuses and 
to larger student groups like The World Student Christian Federation. Con- 
ferences are also needed for active and potential college workers and for 
Christian faculty members. Conferences do not arrange themselves. 


In these times our Church must not be isolationist herself. Someone must 
represent her in inter-church student affairs and programs, taking a partners 
share in student Christian enterprise. Our students need some experience in 
Christian fellowship to prepare them for adult leadership. 


College work must be shown to be a great missionary opportunity, and 
not the private concern of a few workers, a few more parents and the 
National Secretary in New York. Some one should lead in pleading the 
cause of this great opportunity before clergy and lay people in all sorts 
of congregations large and small. The church needs to know about college 
work as a part of the great Christian opportunity and responsibility. On the 
other hand some one must keep before the eyes of students and workers their 
part in the larger program of the Church. They should know how the 
students elsewhere plan to work and pray and give for the Kingdom and 
unite the local groups in the larger aims and program. 


No chairman of a College Commission, not even a part time secretary, 
can begin to undertake this varied task. A letter from Dr. Kelley states flatly, 
“It is my conviction that the Eighth Province needs a Provincial Secretary. 
Part of my reasons for feeling this are as follows: 


1. The fine results achieved in New England where we have had for 
some time a full-time Provincial Secretary and where this work has com- 
mended itself beyond any possibility of doubt to those in New England who 
first opposed the idea. In some ways New England would seem to be the 
least likely place to need such assistance because it is fairly small and close 
knit. But the results of the work of Helen Turnbull there were to show 
how many loose ends and unrelated (and even unknown) situations needed 
the kind of counsel and direction which an outsider coming in occasionally 
to represent the Provincial Commission could bring. 


2. The Eighth Province is geographically the most remote from New 
York which means that the sort of personal visitation and attention which 
might be made available from national headquarters is bound to be drasti- 
cally limited. When I was Secretary for College Work I spent more time 
on the West Coast than any of my predecessors (during the six years I made 
four trips—Dr. Wedel was there once, Leslie Glenn once, and Brooke Stabler 
never). My experience on the West Coast made me feel that the whole 
work would profit immensely from having some one person who could keep 
in touch with everything that was going on in the Province and then could 
help the College Workers to keep in touch with each other. 


3. The Eighth Province is so very large that there are no natural ties 
or cohesion within the Province. As a result the college worker at the 
University of Washington knows nothing of and feels that he has no relation- 
ship with what goes on at the University of Arizona. The distances being so 
great the college workers in that area suffer most of all, I think, from a sense 
of loneliness which is the common ailment of all college workers. 


4, Experience has shown that unless there is some one person who is 
free to actually do the work and carry out the ideas of the Commission, the 
best Commissions in the country will get little or nothing done. College 
Work Commissions are made up of the very best people who have many other 
responsibilities who gather together for a day’s meeting several times a year 
and then go home where their regular routine makes it impossible for them 
to give any time to carrying out through action the fine ideas which have 
come up in the Commission meetings. Someone has got to do the work 
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needed in planning and carrying out the Provincial program itself. This in- 
volves correspondence, many personal interviews and lots of travel. Who is 
going to give the time to it if you have a Provincial Secretary who is only 
able to work on a part time basis?” 


Miss Helen Turnbull, director of Windham House and formerly full- 
time college secretary of the First Province also writes, “You ask the question 
does the College Commission consider that a Provincial Field Secretary’s 
work is an effective plan for coordinating the college work program? I think 
it is fair to answer unequivocably yes. Province III is now looking for a full- 
time woman Provincial Secretary for College Work to attempt to build up 
the work in all of the colleges, not only women’s as Barbara Arnold is now 
doing in New England.” 


How would such a worker be supported? Dr. Kelley writes, “I think 
it is most unlikely with the present shortage of clergy that a man could be 
found free and able to do the work. Therefore, it is my feeling that you had 
better look for a woman. You ask about the possibility of funds. I think 
there would be no difficulty in getting an appropriation from U.T.O. funds 
through the National Council for such a full-time worker. The only problem 
which you might have to face would be that of travel and office expense. We 
could continue to make a grant from national funds on a 50-50 basis up to, 
say, $300.00 per annum for such a secretary’s work”. 


Therefore, the Survey Committee recommends that a full-time secretary 
for College Work in the Eighth Province be requested by the Provincial Col- 
lege Commission for the Provincial Council and the National Division on 
College Work. This appointment is subject to the following provisions. Dr. 
Kelley assures us that a salary would be available from the National Council 
to match Provincial funds up to $300 from each. The Council this year 
has granted approximately $400. The estimates of funds needed for the 
expenses of this Secretary amount to $1,150. a year. In the First Province 
the Woman’s Auxiliary is so convinced of the miportance of the work of the 
full-time secretaries that they provide $500 a year to help meet this. $750 
more than is given at present will pay for a full-time secretary and provide 
some allowance for various types of conferences. If this amount could be 
divided between the Provincial Budget of the Council and The Woman’s 
Auxiliary we believe that these additional sums would not seriously over- 
burden either budget. This appointment should also be made with the pro- 
vision that the full-time secretary be supervised and directed in her work 
by a Field Committee of three members of the Provincial College Work Com- 
mission to whom she should report regularly and to whom she should look 
for direction in planning her work.

1. That the Commission restudy its organization and its relation to 
the Provincial Council. 

2. That the Provincial organization of College Work be revised to 
correspond to the new division of college work under the National Council. 
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3. That the program and budget of the college work commission and 
the selection of the members of the commission be directly under the Pro- 
vincial Council and Synod. 


4, That Diocesan and District College Commissions may be established 
which will be represented on the Provincial Commission and which may aid 
in promoting local college work within the Dioceses and Districts themselves.

WORK OF THE PROVINCIAL SECRETARY FOR COLLEGE WORK 


1. Know the colleges in the province, the situation, the church people, 
the administrative officers, faculty members, student-leaders, etc. There are 
156 campuses in the Province. The present secretary has been to 48 of these in 
five years because there has only been time to hit the high spots. There are 
students in all of them. It has been suggested that the C. S. C. W. and the 
National Office handle the question of the right worker for the right job, ete. 
The national officers must get their information from us. No executive secre- 
tary can know 1600 campuses, but a full-time regional worker could know 150. 


2. Give special attention where no work is being done. It is often pos- 
sible to do things through the Dean’s office even in places where we have no 
church, or clergyman. 


3. Promote and organize the Commission’s Conferences: 
(1) For college workers and clergy (retreats, too) 


(2) For faculty people-possibly week-ends arranged by 
faculty members for faculty members with perhaps a chaplain 
chosen by the faculty members. 


(3) For students. Vocational conferences for men and 
women, and after the war regional Canterbury Councils to provide 
mutual encouragement to student groups through intercollegiate 
activities. 


(4) A Summer work leadership program for students. 


4. Give the Woman’s Auxiliary a better understanding of College Work 
in the Province and help them find where and how to give the help needed 
from the women of the Church. 


5. Represent the Commission and so the Episcopal Church in general 
student activities such as the regional conferences being held in May by the 
newly organized United Student Christian Movement. 


, 6. Tell more people about the Church Society for College Work and get 
those others to tell others. 


7. Stimulate congregations, vestries, faculties, students and all laymen to 
the realization of the importance of college work for the future of the church, 
and how to set about implementing their wish to further the work. 


8. Do whatever else is necessary to carry out the plans and work of the 
Provincial Commission for College Work, and of the Division for College Work 
of the National Council. (Lenten offering, etc.)

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF YOUTH 
Given by Dean Herald G. Gardner 


Two meetings of the members of the Youth Commission, which consists 
of three young people and myself as.an adult advisor, have been held. The 
first in January, in San Francisco, with the Rev. Fred Arterton and the Rev. 
A. R. Merrix present. At that meeting was expressed the need for a Provincial 
Youth organization, which is not as yet in existence, together with a demand 
on the part of the youth for Provincial Youth Conferences. Preparation for 
such a Conference to be held in May, in the period between the two Regional 
Conferences, was planned, at which it was expected there would be two youth 
representatives and one adult from each Diocese and District and in which 
Conference there would be the help of Mr. Arterton, Mr. Merrix and Bishop 
Remington. The National Youth Division was willing to subsidize expenses to 
the extent of $600.00, the balance of the expense to come from the Dioceses 
themselves. 


A second meeting of the members of the Provincial Youth Commission 
was held in Racine, Wisconsin in April. Again the youth insisted upon some 
sort of Provincial organization as well as Provincial-wide Youth Conference. 
So interested are they in this that they were almost insistent in going ahead 
with it regardless of our backing, — even to hitch-hiking their way to such 
meetings. In this I discouraged them, with the feeling that the time was not 
quite right for such a meeting. 


The youth do feel that they have not been given the proper place in 
Provincial organization. With further study the Department will suggest def- 
inite steps to provide for this lack in the near future. It is our conviction that 
although the College Group is important, that in a sense the younger group 
represented by this Department is even more basic, inasmuch as in most cases 
the imagination of young people, as far as the Church is concerned, is captured 
long before they reach college and it is in the teen age that they are won or 
lost. 


The three young people and myself on the present Youth Commission 
are dividing up responsibility for Dioceses and Districts in the Province and 
attempting to maintain contact with whatever Diocesan organization exists 
with particular emphasis at this time on getting into the Summer Conferences 
leaders who can explain U. M. C. Y. and its program for 1945-1946. We draw 
attention to the fact that there has now been trained in this Province a group 
of nine volunteer youth leaders who are committed to do some of the promo- 
tional and educational work that the Executive Secretary in New York has 
attempted heretofore. These volunteer youth leaders should be used by our 
Dioceses and especially in the Summer Conferences. They have agreed to 
give two weeks of their time each year on a voluntary basis, in any work they 
are called upon to do. Further, the National Division of Youth is prepared to 
pay their expenses to other Dioceses. It is merely a matter of making a place 
for them and inviting them in. I have that list of names and will attempt to 
advertise it throughout the Province. 


THE SURVEY: 


We are two steps behind the College Commission and are sorry inasmuch 
as we feel our field more basic. However, the Survey is now ready to be 
launched. Questionnaires have been formulated and revised. We request the 
release during the next month of the $100.00 provided in the budget for the 
Survey. It is our conviction that this Survey will clarify the needs of our 
young people’s work and show that we are far behind other denominations in 
organization and promotion. 


At Racine findings were brought in pointing to the eventual hope of 
full-time Provincial Youth workers throughout the Church. At present there 
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is too big a gap between New York and the Dioceses and Parishes themselves, 
and to bring fully the young people’ s work to the Diocesan or local unit will 
require a full-time person. This is looking rather far ahead but it is a progres- 
sive point of view. 


It is encouraging to note that the Provincial Auxiliary is offering its 
assistance to each Diocese in completing the Survey, with the plan to have one 
woman in each Diocese, and in turn one woman in each Parish, appointed 
Youth Counsellor to stand by other leadership of youth in each instance. 


The Department feels that at present there is a gap of twenty odd years 
in proper representation both in Dioceses and Provincial organization and this 
gap includes the older youth group who should be recognized by representa- 
tion. To await the time when their age will make it possible for them to be 
elected as adult delegates is delaying representation too long and losing the 
chance to train them when that training is most effective. We hope that an- 
other year we can make concrete suggestions on this point. 


The Department requests that appropriation of $150.00 be placed in the 
budget, plus the unexpended amount in last year’s budget, the total to be 
available for the work of youth during the next year, — this total I understand 
to be $225.00. 


I offer the following resolution: 


“That the Provincial Council of the Eighth Province, in reg- 
ular meeting, assembled in Salt Lake City, Utah, on April 30th, 
1945, herewith expresses its appreciation of the service being 
rendered the youth of the Province by the members of the National 
Youth Commission of this Province, and urges their continued 
effort toward making effective the U. M. C. Y. program. Further, 
the Council acknowledges the need for a meeting and organization 
of the youth of the Province and promises its support of such pro- 
jects at the earliest date that conditions make such feasible.”

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DEAN’S REPORT ON CHURCH DIVINITY SCHOOL 
For Year 1944-1945 


My report this year is an encouraging one as we review what has 
happened in the past year in all departments of the School’s interests. The 
war, of course, has decreased the number of students slightly and there seem 
to be few replacements for the men who are graduated this year, but there 
are signs that conditions more favorable to our purpose are developing slowly. 
It may be that some of the men to be released from the armed forces will 
find their way into the Seminary to relieve the situation. It is practically 
the only source to which we can look for relief in the near future. The 
decreased number of men graduated from the nation’s seminaries is beginning 
to create a serious shortage of clergy for the Church and the situation may 
easily worsen in the next few years. As far as seminary enrollment is 
concerned next year will be the worst as generally experienced so far in the 
course of this war. 


ENROLLMENT 


Exclusive of the Summer Session nineteen students have been regularly 
enrolled for the academic year 1944-1945. Five women from St. Margaret’s 
House have taken most of their work at the Divinity School and ten men 
from the Pacific School of Religion have been taking some work with us. 
Twelve men were registered for the Summer Session, of whom four were 
not of the regular student body. 


The Student body has been well knit and cohesive, and the general 
spirit and morale have never been at a higher level. We have had excellent 
student leadership and the program of student activities has been well 
thought out and executed. The students have cooperated excellently in the 
Dining Room, Library, and in the care of the grounds to offset the shortage 
of help everywhere experienced, and the quality of academic work has been 
notable. Fewer incompletes have been registered than ever before in our 
Deanship and when these have occurred they have been quickly resolved. The 
five theses written for the B.D. degree are indicative of the generally high 
level of performance. In the field of inter-seminary cooperation our men have 
taken a leading part. 


FACULTY 


Perhaps the greatest step forward has been the acquisition of another 
full-time professor during the year. After Prof. Bosshard left Prof. Pierson 
Parker was added to the teaching group on a full-time basis and after teach- 
ing in the Summer Session left for the East to spend the time in residence at 
Eastern seminaries for a term. He returned at the beginning of the year to 
take up his work as Professor of Biblical Literature. The Rev. Charles F. 
Whiston was elected and later accepted the post of Professor of Church His- 
tory. This gives the School four full-time men in residence. Other regular 
instructors on a part-time basis have been Bishop Parsons in Liturgics and 
Theology, Rev. George Morrel in Theology, Rev. Henry M. Shires in Church 
History, Rev. Arthur Farlander in Church Music, Rev. Arnold Nash in Social 
Christianity and Mrs. Henry Veazie in Expression. Together with the facili- 
ties available at the Pacific School of Religion the student at the Church 
Divinity School thus has been provided with a rich offering of courses and 
instruction. 


LIBRARY 


The facilities of the Library have been greatly increased during the year 
by the making over of a portion of Denniston Hall into a Stack Room. This 
was not done without considerable expense but it provides the School with 
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additional space for 10,000 volumes. A corridor was built connecting the 
Library with the new Stack Room. During the year Dr. Parker has assumed 
his duties as Librarian with student assistants. Over 600 volumes were added 
by purchase, gift and Faculty Review service. Noteworthy gifts were sev- 
eral hundred volumes from the Diocese of Oregon, the library of the late 
Rev. William Bours, money gifts from Bishop Parsons and the Alumni 
Association. Many other clergy and lay friends have given books also from 
time to time. The Library is now quite adequate in itself, and in addition 
the student has access to the resources of the Pacific School of Religion and 
the University. 


ACCELERATION 


In order to provide opportunity for the men to accelerate their course 
when necessary to retain their draft status the Divinity School again had a 
Summer Session in 1944 and is planning another for this summer. Last sum- 
mer the School was joined by the Pacific School of Religion and the Berkeley 
Baptist School in planning for the summer course with the result that a very 
rich offering was added to our curriculum. The Summer Session was made 
available to the clergy in the field and several availed themselves of the 
opportunity of coming here to study. The Dining Room was kept open for 
both terms of the Summer Quarter. All three of our resident faculty taught 
in the summer and will do so again this year. It will not be the policy of 
the Divinity School to encourage regular students to accelerate in the event 
that the Summer Session is continued after the war with Japan is over, for 
it is our conviction that due to the character of the work time for reflection 
periodically is of the essence of good education. 


DENNISTON HALL 


Denniston Hall which was acquired last spring was not turned over to 
us for some time after the purchase, but was used by the Army for a few 
months. After their departure, the fraternity took considerable time to move 
out their belongings. Some of their furniture was purchased by us and the 
last few months have been given over to revamping the house throughout 
and refurnishing it. The money for the furnishing of the fifteen student 
rooms has been given by individual friends of the School and Church organi- 
zations throughout the Province. The work of making the house ready will 
soon be completed, and it is expected to be used for the first time for a Pro- 
vineial conference of College Workers around the first of September. The 
addition of this unit to our equipment has given us a plant which will be 
adequate to our needs for years to come, and which compares favorably with 
any of the other Seminaries of the Church. It will enable us to house a 
School of forty men. 


INTER-SEMINARY RELATIONS 


A fine spirit of cooperation exists among the seminaries in this area. 
The faculties of all the institutions meet together twice a year, once as 
members of the Pacific Coast Regional Association of the American Associa- 
tion of Theological Schools, and again as members of the Learned Societies. 
Dean Shires has been president of the Associated Schools for the past year. 
The fine relations between the Pacific School of Religion and St. Margaret’s 
House, our nearest neighbors, continue to the mutual advantage of all. The 
sharing of all facilities, close collaboration on policies affecting the Schools 
and the real fellowship of students and faculty members alike have added 
depth and breadth to the education progress. 


FINANCES 


Our finances have’ been quite satisfactory during the year. Income for 
operating expenses has been higher than ever, due largely to the increased 
gifts from the parishes of the Province and elsewhere in the Theological

Sunday offering. Three parishes, All Saints, Montecito, St. Paul’s, Kansas 
City, Mo. and St. James, Los Angeles, have put us in their budgets for $1000 
for the coming year. The Theological Offering, approximately $5200, repre- 
sents a large increase over the preceding year. Unit giving has held its level 
around $5000 annually. Other items are normal. : 


To our endowment little has been added during the year, only $2000 
approximately, in cash and war bonds. The School has been notified by her 
executors that Miss Caroline E. Cameron of Pasadena has made the Divinity 
School the residuary of a trust fund, after the death of certain living bene- 
ficiaries, of an amount’ close to $40,000. Another gift of importance is from 
Mr. J. A. Dickinson of San Pedro consisting of real estate and cash in excess 
of $10,000 in all. This fund is to be known as the Hanetta E. Dickinson 
Scholarship Fund. The cash only has been made immediately available. 


The immediate need for the finances of the School is a larger list of 
Unit givers and an increase in the endowment fund, which now totals about 
$140,000 exclusive of the Scholarship Funds. 


FACULTY ACTIVITIES 


The members of the Faculty have all rendered service to the parishes 
during the war emergency, taking week end responsibilities in near-by 
churches. All have given courses at Clergy and Diocesan conferences in 
various parts of the Province, and they are scheduled for similar service this 
summer. Increasingly the Seminary is being called on for such service. Dr. 
Miller has produced another book, “The Challenge of the Church”, and several 
articles for national religious periodicals. Dr. Parker is working on a book 
in the new Testament field. Rev. Arnold Nash has produced a large selling 
book, “The University and the Modern World”. It is with regret that we 
shall see Mr. Nash leave to take the chair of Church History at McCormick 
Seminary. He has served us well, and our heartiest congratulations go to him 
on this splendid recognition of his abilities. Mr. Farlander gained much 
recognition for a recent lecture tour of the East in the field of Church Music. 
Bishop Parsons has had notable articles in “Christianity and Crisis”. We wish 
also to recognize with much appreciation special lecture courses by the Rt. 
Rev. W. Bertrand Stevens, D.D. on Church Art and Architecture and Dr. 
Rankin Barnes on “Pastoral Theology”. 


PUBLICITY 


The School has been well publicized by frequent paragraphs of news 
interest in the national Church magazines and in the local press. The book 
reviews by members of the faculty under the editorship of Dr. Miller have 
been featured in several national and diocesan magazines, about seventy books 
in all being thus reviewed. The catalogue published this year is the best 
ever published by the School, especially in the section dealing with the records 
of the School for the graduates and non-graduates. This year the School 
has joined forces with the other seminaries of the Church in their joint adver- 
tising venture. This advertising in no small degree has stimulated giving 
on Theological Sunday. 


FORMER STUDENTS IN WAR SERVICE 


A fairly large proportion of our former students are serving their 
country in one capacity or another. Sixteen of these students are Chaplains 
and three are serving otherwise. Several of these men have visited the 
School during the course of the year. Our plans for the post-war period in- 
clude an opportunity for these and other clergy in the service to come to 
us for re-orientation either in regular class work or in faculty-directed reading 
courses.

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DEAN’S REPORT ON DEACONESS TRAINING SCHOOL 
For Year, 1944-1945 


Saint Margaret’s House can report another prosperous year. Since the 
1944 meeting of the Provincial Synod seven young women have been enrolled 
in the Church training classes—three special and four regular students. Mrs. 
Lois Cox, who began her studies in the summer of 1944, left in May, 1945, 
to become secretary to the Bishop of Alaska. 


The house has been filled to capacity (25) since 1941, including, during 
the past year, 32 students whose home addresses were:

The “other States” represented were Arizona, Idaho, Missouri, New Mexico, 
Ohio, Oregon and Washington. Rooms are sought by many more than Saint 
Margaret’s can accommodate. Girls and their parents seem to appreciate the 
value of Christian influences. Of the undergraduates who have been in resi- 
dence during the past year two have been admitted to the Church training 
courses and another has declared her intention of preparing for Church work. 
We have been gratified that among the inquiries about training have been 
several from women now in military service. A number have asked about 
preparation for work in the Orient. 


With cooperation from all parts of the province and especially from 
members of the Woman’s Auxiliary, Saint Margaret’s House is today on a 
sounder financial basis than for many years. The recent Campaign to reduce 
the debt on the property has brought the obligation down to $16,000. A 
glance at the financial report shows that the money raised for the reduction 
of the debt has always been kept entirely separate from operating expenses, 
and has never been drawn from income received from residents. Contributions 
are used to supplement income from endowments, to carry on the training 
school, the burden of the overhead expenses being lightened by being shared 
by the combined group of graduates and undergraduates. The debt has now 
reached a figure sufficiently low to justify the hope that, counting on amounts 
already pledged and on the help of annual subscribers, there should be little 
difficulty in raising enough to eliminate the entire obligation. 


Saint Margaret’s House has reason to be grateful for the generosity 
of many contributors who have enabled the Board to decrease the indebted- 
ness; for the fortunate circumstance of a full house, making it possible to 
operate within the budget (albeit closely calculated!): grateful also for the 
continued cooperation of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific and other 
seminaries through which the training program is enriched; and finally, that 
the Board of Trustees have secured a fine, well-qualified woman to take 
charge of Saint Margaret’s next September. 


Saint Margaret’s House is beautiful in its physical setting. We ask the 
prayers of the Province that it may be filled with inward beauty and may 
grow in usefulness to the Church and to our Lord.

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REPORT OF THE PROVINCIAL DEPARTMENT OF MISSIONS 
OF THE PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC 
FOR THE YEAR 1944 


ALASKA 


Regular services are maintained in seventeen missions, and occasional 
services are held in thirty outstations, as opportunity offers. Two missions 
have been self-supporting: the Church of the Holy Trinity, Juneau, and All 
Saints’ Church, Anchorage. They are the first missions in Alaska to reach 
this status. 


The name and title of the Cathedral was withdrawn from Holy Trinity, 
Juneau, in November, 1944. Juneau is no longer the home of the Bishop and 
a Cathedral organization seemed unnecessary in Alaska. With this change 
the title of Dean was lapsed. 


Christ Church Mission at Anvik was established in 1887, and is the oldest 
mission in Alaska. It has the distinction of being served for fifty-seven 
years by two priests only, the Chapmans, father and son. They have insured 
a continuity of policy and of effort, and have established a splendid tra- 
dition of service at this isolated outpost of the Church on the lower Yukon. 


St. Mark’s Mission, Nenana, is losing the services of Miss M. L. Bart- 
berger after twenty-five years work in Alaska. She will be greatly missed. 
Her cheery disposition and deep devotion to her duties have endeared her 
to everybody. This mission has the largest institutional work in Alaska, 
next to Fort Yukon. Some 525 souls are listed on the rolls of the mission. 


The Bishop Rowe Memorial Fund has reached a total of more than 
$45,000. It has been decided to build the Memorial in Fairbanks. A site 
has been selected and purchased, and the plans for the building are nearly 
completed. Work will not begin until after the war. 


A stone marker has been placed over the grave of Bishop Rowe in 
Sitka. It is a simple granite slab and covers the whole grave. It bears 
the inscription: }

CALIFORNIA 


In the Diocese of California the policy of gradual devolution of aid 
to missions has resulted in increased iocal support to the point where es- 
tablished missions have become parishes; thus financial aid being extended 
to opening new missions. Last year eight missions became parishes and 
relinquished their call on financial aid. At the present time the greatest 
outlay for missionary work is among racial groups (Japanese, Filipino, Negro, 
Chinese). Four white congregations are receiving aid. 


In the last year an Italian congregation has been developed in Mon- 
terey which has made such magnificent advancement as to merit special 
mention. Up until last year there was no Italian work. The Rev. Vincent 
H. Coletta is in charge of this work. His inadequate physical plant is 
operating at capacity seven days a week. Services are chiefly in Italian. 
In addition to the regular church program with a local congregation, he has 
a considerable army and navy program — suppers for the service men every 
Thursday and Sunday, dinner on Sunday noon and an evening service on 
Sundays for them. Among the service men to whom he ministers there 
are some 35 Italian P.O.W.’s who come to him. He has two young men who 
aspire to become candidates for Holy Orders. Monterey has many foreigners, 
so Mr. Coletta has started Americanization classes at the Church. In these 
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classes he has Portugese, Italians, Spaniards, Greeks, and Mexicans. Last 
year 83 were presented and all but one passed his test for admission to 
citizenship. The Court publicly commended Mr. Coletta on his fine work. 
He also had a Red Cross Unit of some eighteen women. The Woman's 
Auxiliary meets twice a month and they have undertaken and completed 
the painting of the church building. This church has had phenomenal growth. 
Last year at his Christmas service he had ten—this year 120, with 80 at 
Communion. In 1944 he contacted and served 15,000 persons. 


The Chinese missions support quite extensive week-day classes in 
religious training for their young people—virtually a parochial school. One 
unit in Oakland and one in San Francisco. The negro congregations are 
nearly self-supporting. There has been a tremendous influx of population 
among the negroes, but being from the “deep South” they are not easily in- 
terested in the Episcopal-Church. The Filipino men are largely in the war, 
and that has decreased the congregation. On the other hand the Japanese who 
have been evacuees are gradually returning. 


A war worker has been maintained in the Richmond area where the 
shipbuilding population is huge. Then in collaboration with the Northern 
California Council of Churches aid is given to the work they are doing in 
scattered areas. 
$13,000, distributed about as follows: Racial work $8,000, Italian $1,000, War 
work (work among the mobile population) $1,300, and some $2,500 for white 
work and miscellaneous. 


EASTERN OREGON 


The Eastern Oregon country of 65,000 square miles, touches the borders 
of California, Idaho and Washington. Almost from the beginning this interior 
country east of the high Cascades was mainly a stopping place. Even today 
the population is only 200,000, less than half that of the City of Portland. 
However, these men and women of the woods, of the farms and ranches, have 
become and will continue to become leaders in a rapidly growing civilization. 
If the Church does not reach out to them and nurture them with wise and 
loving care, the conquest of the Pacific Northwest will be incomplete. 


Before Pearl Harbor, the flow of population had begun to be towards 
rural areas, but all that was changed when war production demanded workers 
in plants located in our large coastal cities. Hardly a parish or mission in 
Eastern Oregon remains which during the past few years has not lost one-third 
or more of its communicant members. The District ministers to a migrant 
people, but what happens to them while they are with us will determine their 
future status in the Episcopal Church. The religious habits which people de- 
velop in small towns or rural areas are carried with them. In this sense, 
Domestic Missionary Districts cannot hope to become self-sustaining Dioceses, 
at least until the trend of population changes again and decentralization takes 
place. Many acute observers of American life believe that the post-war 
world will see the beginnings of that shift. There are now in Eastern Oregon 
the roads and airways; the Columbia River is being developed as a source 
of transportation from Lewiston, Idaho, to the sea; hydro-electric power will 
bring new industries; and more irrigated lands will open up new areas for 
diversified farming. So the District continues to keep its service stations 
open and to plan for expected settlement and growth. 


In spite of removals and the serious loss of so many young people to 
the armed services and to industry, there has been, in 1944, perhaps the best 
response to the work of any year in the history of the District. Financially 
the results are better with all apportionments and assessments paid, and two 
organized missions bécoming self-supporting parishes, paying a Rector at 
least $2,000 a year and providing an adequate rectory. This makes six self- 
supporting parishes now in the District, and, with every mission reducing 
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its sudsidy yearly, new outposts and centers of Church life and influence 
can be established. 

Three new missions are deserving of special mention: St. James’, 
Milton; St. Andrew’s, Prineville; and St. Mark’s, Madras. Milton, which is 
only thirty miles from Pendleton, now has a lovely church and guild hall, 
and has regular Sunday morning services conducted by the Rector of the 
Church of the Redeemer in Pendleton, the Rev. Eric O. Robathan, and his lay 
readers; and one service a month by Archdeacon Blunt. Since June there has 
been a resident missionary and his wife in Prineville, the Rev. Edward M. 
Cook, working with the Rector of Trinity Church, Bend, in building up mis- 
sions at Cross Keys, where there is a church, and in Prineville and Madras, 
where services are held in town halls. In the latter places builders will begin 
just as soon as government restrictions permit. In Milton, Prineville, and 
Madras, Church Schools have been organized which look definitely into the 
future. These are all towns which we feel sure have promise of steady 
growth, Properties are in excellent condition, necessary repairs and im- 
provements being made with all bills paid, and reserves being established for 
future building. 


HONOLULU 


Forward steps have been made in the missionary work of the District 
of Honolulu. Three new clergy have been added to the mission field—two 
on the Island of Hawaii and one in Honolulu. Seven communities on the Island 
of Kauai are ministered to by the Rev. Andrew Otani, who is accomplishing 
‘yuch among the older as well as younger members of his race—the Japanese. 
On this island the Filipino mission work is steadily going forward. Kauai, 
under the leadership of Archdeacon Henry Willey and the Rev. J. Thurlow 
Baker, is doing much to press forward the growth of the Church. A new 
church is soon to be opened at Kekaha, and Christ Church, Kilauea, has been 
given a residence and school by a plantation and this will aid greatly the 
work there. On the Island of Molokai regular services are now being held 
at the Shingle Memorial Chapel, the only non-leper hospital on the Island 
and the only place where the Church has established work on this island. 
On the Island of Oahu new work is being started at Wahiawa, where we have 
Jong neglected to establish the Church. This is in the Schofield Barracks 
area, a tremendous field for service. A great work is being done by the 
Rev. Noah K. Cho, in our Prisoner of War camps among Korean prisoners. 
Censorship forbids too much publicity in regard to this, but it is an outstanding 
work. Many of the churches are making strides in building projects on the 
island of Oahu—St. John’s by-the-Sea, Kaneohe, will soon start building on 
a site near the highway, and will continue to minister to the Hawaiian con- 
gregation there; St. Peter’s Church—with a Chinese congregation—is promot- 
ing a $90,000 building fund; St. Luke’s—Korean—has a $20,000 fund started; 
and Holy Trinity and Good Samaritan—Japanese—a $75,000 and $10,000 or 
more respectively. The former is composed of young Japanese who are doing 
a remarkable piece of work. There were 666 Confirmations during the year 
—a preat tribute to the zeal and labor of the clergy in the Paradise of the 
Pacific. A gigantic task still confronts the Church of Hawaii, but we look 
with confidence to the future. 


IDAHO 

It might be a source of discouragement to note that for two years the 
Missionary District of Idaho has reported a decrease in its number of com- 
municants. Several explanations are offered for the continued decrease, 
Idaho lost more than ten per cent of its population to war industries outside 
the State; another ten per cent or more entered military service. Another 
practical.explanation lies in the revamping of parish lists. Communicants 
are now counted by name rather than by number, and a master list is main- 
tained in the Bishop’s office, so that, instead of counting seventy communi- 
cants in a congregation, their names are read off. In this way it is hoped 
to reduce the loss to the Church through removals not properly followed. It 
also fives us a working acquaintance with our own people. 
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Confirmations for the year 1944 were sixty-two in excess of the last ten 
year average—reflecting sincere pastoral work. In common with all areas 
there is a continued shortage of priests. This means that the Bishop must do 
the work of an Archdeacon, which is much to his liking, but does interfere 
with advance work. There are no large communities in the District which are 
underchurched, but there are a number of small rural communities which 
should be served. Work among the isolated has suffered through loss of a 
director, and none could be found. An experienced worker has been promised 
in the Fall of 1945, but in the meantime valuable time is being lost. A director 
of Religious Education to advise our Church Schools is needed. One congre- 
gation, the Church of the Ascension, Twin Falls, of which the Rev. E. Leslie 
Rolls has been the-Vicar for three years, became a self-supporting parish on 
November ist. Two other congregations, Grace Church, Nampa, and Trinity 
Church, Pocatello, plan to achieve parochial status in 1945. The Gooding field, 
comprising Shoshone, and Calvary Church, Jerome, has made a remarkable 
progress under the Rev. Norman E. Stockwell; congregations have increased 
markedly, and the financial support has been more than doubled. The Mission 
of the Good Shepherd, Fort Hall, Indian Reservation, is developing a new type 
of work. Since the boarding school was closed the work has diminished. It 
is now being built up by Deaconess Sime by stressing the evangelistic note, and 
by making the Mission House a social center for the neighborhood. It is a 
joy to see this congregation composed of Caucasians, Indians and Japanese, 
happily living together. One man was lost through the year, the Rev. William 
Appel, Deacon, who transferred to the Missionary District of Wyoming. The 
Summer Conference for Youth was most satisfactory. One of the happiest 
features was the inclusion of a Jewish Rabbi, Rabbi Fineberg, of Butte, Mon- 
tana, on our faculty. His humble, gracious spirit added much to our life 
there. Later in the Fall there was a splendid Youth Conference for the Boise 
Deanery in St. Michael’s parish, with Dean Gardner, of Salt Lake City, as 
director. Bishop Daniels of Montana gave a helpful Clergy Retreat two days 
in the Fall. There are many indications that there is a real opportunity ahead, 
given a larger staff with which to meet it, when under God a stronger witness 
for Him and His Church in Idaho will be presented. 


LOS ANGELES 


In every way the missionary work of the Diocese has progressed in 
a remarkable manner. Increased activity is in evidence in many quarters; 
new work has been undertaken with vigor; the work already established has 
been strengthened. 


One matter of interest and importance is the division of the Los Angeles 
convocation into three parts, the two new areas being named the Long Beach 
convocation and the Pasadena convocation. Each of these newly established 
convocations has approximately twelve missions, and this arrangement has 
meant a closer supervision of the work. Already it is evident that the at- 
tendance at convocational meetings is as great as it was before such division 
was made. The solidarity of each group is apparent. 


The specialized work of the Department of Missions continues to be 
noteworthy. St. Philip’s Church has undertaken parish status and represents 
the largest colored congregation west of the Rockies. The work both in Watts 
and Pasadena is going forward apace. The Spanish-speaking congregation 
in North Hollywood is important, especially in its social service work. The 
Trailer Chapel work under the leadership of Capt. Conder has developed to 
such a degree that a second Trailer Chapel has been purchased and awaits 
the coming of a new man for this important undertaking. The service ren- 
dered to isolated areas and the development of new Church congregations is 
indeed significant. In speaking of specialized work, mention should be made 
of the splendid care given by two Missionary Priests of the Diocese, the Rev. 
Dr. John H. M. Yamazaki and his son. These men have done a most im- 
portant work among the Japanese, as they have been relocated in various 
areas of the east and mid-west, the father being located in Chicago and the 
son in Cincinnati. 
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F 
: The Diocese notes with pride the increase in the Missionary stipends, 
with the mission congregations undertaking their important share; in addi- 
tion there has been strong evidence of the strength of the Missions in their 
reduction of indebtedness, their establishment of building funds for the 
post war period, and for the most part, special attention to the youth work. 


Two important measures have been undertaken by the Department; 
one is the establishment of a special reserve fund to be used in the immediate 
post-war period, for the use of the reestablishment of returning chaplains, 
and second, the provision, made early in the year, was the plan for a General 
Missionary. This plan calls for a man of special ability to undertake new 
work in areas as yet untouched by the Episcopal Church. This all calls for 
careful survey and planning, but it means that the Church will not be the 
last to enter rapidly growing areas of the Diocese. All in all, the progress 
of the missionary work in the diocese is particularly encouraging and cer- 
tainly full of promise and challenge. 


NEVADA 


Missionary work in the District of Nevada made steady progress in most 
fields during the past twelve months. Statistics for baptisms and confirma- 
tions, communicants and church schools all show notable gains for the mis- 
sion congregations. These results are largely due to the excellent staff and 
the small number of vacancies. 


The program of improvements for church mission property has continued 
and, thanks in part to the efforts of local people and in part to the generosity 
of friends elsewhere, almost all property is now in excellent condition. 


Perhaps the most notable gains are to be found among the Indian mis- 
sions. Miss Alberta Booth arrived in June 1944, and has taken charge of the 
Indian work at the Indian school in Stewart. In this way children from 
the various reservations. coming to Stewart for further education, can con- 
tinue their religious training under Church direction and are not lost to the 
Church during these important formative years. A much closer cooperation 
among all the Indian workers has resulted. 


OREGON 


Progress in missionary work was indicated in 1944 in the Diocese of 
Oregon. A fine parish house for St. Philip’s, Portland, was begun and well 
financed. This is for colored people. All Saints’ Mission, Portland, applied 
for parochial status and was admitted as a parish at the 1945 Convention. 
St. Barnabas’, McMinnville, was also admitted at the April Convention as a 
parish. A building site was purchased in Oswego for the congregation which 
had been meeting in the Masonic Hall. A new mission in the Eastern out- 
skirts of Portland was organized. A parish house was begun and is now near- 
ing completion for all Saints’ Church, Hillsboro. 


Twelve missions have begun the accumulation of funds which will be 
used for improvements or new buildings following the war. They have about 
$20,000 set up as a reserve fund for these things. 


SACRAMENTO 


The past year was a banner year in the Diocese of Sacramento with a 
considerable increase in Confirmations and virtually every parish and mis- 
sion paying its quota in full. At Annual Convention one new mission was 
admitted into Union, and also two new parishes. While several fields are 
vacant, yet the people, with the help of Lay Readers and Supply Clergymen, 
have loyally carried on. Debts have been removed from a number of places, 
and three churches were consecrated. Plans are being made for missionary 
extension just as soon as the right type of missionary priests can be secured. 
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SPOKANE 


It appears that in the main the Church has moved forward. This is 
specially true of parishes in the larger centers of population, where the very 
problems created by more people have presented opportunities for growth, 
encouraging increase in attendance, and a better financial backing, both as 
to current budgets and the anticipation of building programs in the prayed-for 
near future. However, there are notable exceptions where good progress 
has been made, even where Church and general-population trends have been 
the other way. 


At least five more clergy are needed, and it has been next to impossible 
to fill these vacancies with men young enough to do the work required. 
Next to impossible, because there has been the occasional opportunity to 
bring a man to the District, but only at serious cost to the work he would 
have to leave. Christian conscience requires that as much consideration be 
given where a man is called from as where he is called to. This shortage of 
clergymen will grow a little less acute in the years immediately ahead—even 
with the prayed-for early return of some six hundred men in military chap- 
laincies. Right now there are many more vacancies than could be filled by 
the men in the Service; and quite understandably seminary graduates are 
far below pre-war numbers. 


Vacancies cannot be mentioned without a word about the fine group 
of laymen in the District. The average is high in comparison with the best 
anywhere. Indeed it is inaccurate to speak of vacancies, even where there 
are no clergymen, when the work being done by Lay-readers is remembered. 
This is no mere “gap-stopping”’; it is an honest-to-goodness ministry. There 
is a demonstration in the District of Spokane of the “priesthood of the laity” 
in action. Indeed, the future of the Church in this section is to be increasingly 
in the hands of the laymen—good laymen working with good clergymen for 
the building up of the Church, for the extension of the Kingdom of God, for 
the salvation of men. Here are the instruments, the method, the purpose. 
They cannot fail! A good hold on the Diocesan status goal has been taken, 
even if at this time it seems far removed. Last year over $4,500 was contributed 
toward the Endowment Fund. This is at least a start. A special committee 
on the subject of ways and means toward the Diocesan status has been 
created. That committee is now also a part of the Department of Promotion 
and Finance. 


UTAH 


The corner stone of a new building at St. Christopher’s Mission, in Bluff, 
Utah, was laid last June. This is a part of the development of work among 
the Navajos, undertaken under the direction of the Rev. H. Baxter Liebler 
and members of the Franciscan Order. There is also a welfare worker in 
the mission. This work appears to be developing, and is not only benefiting 
the Navajos, but appears to be of great assistance to the white people in 
that section. A class will be confirmed this month. In that section of Utah 
which lies between Ogden and Salt Lake City, a great many Japanese have 
taken up residence. They are mostly farmers. With the help of the National 
Council and the Japanese people themselves a Mission has been organized 
at Layton, Utah, known as Holy Cross Mission. The Rev. Kenneth W. Nakajo 
is in charge of the work. There have been Confirmations already, and there 
is little doubt as to the success of the work. Where there were perhaps a 
few hundred Japanese in this area, there are said to be 3,000 now. This may 
be an exaggeration, but the number has greatly increased and made the 
work essential and necessary. Visits have been kept up to the Military En- 
campments, when possible, and the great Defense Work organizations have 
been helped by the Church ministrations. 


Services have been resumed at St. John’s, Logan, although as yet there 
is no resident clergyman there. Services have also been resumed at St. 
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Paul’s, Plain City. Here a little group worships in the old School House built 
by Bishop Tuttle when he came into this section in 1867. The District has 
assumed an extra $1,500 to develop its own work within the District, thus 
relieving the National Council by that much. In 1944, the number of Con- 
firmations was far ahead of other years. 


SAN. JOAQUIN 


Among the noteworthy improvements in 1944 are these: St. Thomas’ Avenal, 
now has its own building for the first time, having purchased a house, which 
has been remodeled as a chapel and classroom building. All Saints’, Mendota, 
has been having the interior walls covered and the woodwork painted. St. 
Luke’s, Merced, has been having much renovating done. Among the additions 
to St. Matthias’, Oakdale, have been the purchase of large lots adjoining the 
church and an unusually fine organ for a building of this size. St. John’s, 
Porterville, has purchased a residence for the vicar, more suitable than the 
one which has served for many years. St. John’s, Tulare, is experiencing a 
resurgence of power. The exterior has peen painted, the roof and foundations 
renewed, and the interior is in course of being redecorated. The Mission 
of St. Francis of Assisi, Turlock, has purchased one of the finest locations in 
the city for their new church. The present chapel is located in an office build- 
ing, provided through the generosity of one of their devoted families. In 
the past few months $25,000 has been given, including two gifts of $5,000 in 
eash, for a new church. St. James’, Sonora, has completed plans for raising 
a minimum of $20,000 to restore, make permanent and beautify this oldest 
Episcopal Church building in the State. To St. James’, Lindsay, has been 
deeded by Mrs. Charles Mills her home, but to be occupied by her while 
she lives. Fourteen hundred dollars or more in bonds have been given by 
various people for St. James’ building fund; and sixteen hundred dollars to 
St. Paul’s, Visalia. 


The Rural Work Commission, the Rev. Maxwell Brown, chairman, has 
done good work since it was created in the spring. One of its principal ac- 
tivities is that of searching for suitable places for starting new Episcopal 
churches. Under the immediate direction of the rural deans, several places 
are being carefully studied, including Corcoran, McKittrick, Tracy, Manteca 
and Patterson. Deaconness Ormerod is developing the program of Church 
School by mail, sent to children who live many miles from the nearest 
church. Mrs. Edgar Metcalfe has carried on a similarly helpful service to 
shut-ins and other rural isolated people. This coming year the services of 
a general missionary may be secured, not to act as archdeacon, but, as the 
National Council advises for missionary districts, an experienced priest who 
will take charge of three or more missions and will do everything possible 
to enlarge them and increase their measure of self-support. 


By all odds the largest war work area in San Joaquin is Stockton. Early 
in 1944 the National Council recognized this need by helping pay the salary 
of an assistant at St. John’s Church, to give most of his time ministering to 
those living in war housing sections. Mr. W. F. Robey, for eight years execu- 
tive secretary for Bishop Mitchell and the District of Arizona, and now a 
candidate for Holy Orders, has been doing a most acceptable piece of pastoral 
work and Christian teaching in several of the Stockton housing projects. 


There are two great needs of a material sort in San Joaquin. Most 
of our church properties need replacing, because of insufficient size, tem- 
porary construction, or age and dilapidation. Most of our congregations have 
limited, inconvenient facilities for Christian education and general parish ac- 
tivities. -It cannot be said too loudly or emphatically that now is the time 
not only to amortize debts but to accumulate funds, in cash or in bonds, to 
use after the war, for such purposes as the above. 


The other great need in San Joaquin is the building of an endowment 
fund, to relieve the national church of having to pay most of the salary of 
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the bishop of this District, and thereby open the door to San Joaquin’s be- 
coming a diocese instead of a missionary district. 

Under the Deaconess three daily vacation church schools were held 
in the summer. At Mendota, with less than a thousand population, there 
was an enrollment of 65 and a daily average of 42. Twelve schools are al- 
ready planned for 1945. 


Since the first of the year the churches at Porterville and Lodi have 
assumed the obligations of parish status.

To the Provincial Council: 
Your Commission on Rural Work makes the following report— 


Since the last meeting of the Synod we held a rural school in connection 
with the Pullman Institute for Small Town and Country Pastors. Some forty- 
four of our Clergy and workers were there for full or part time. It was a 
most successful school. In addition to the regular work the Very Rev. Charles 
McAllister gave a talk and led a discussion on the work in the Field Depart- 
ment or Promotion Department. At this school as with the one the previous 
year all the expenses of our workers attending were fully covered so that 
there was no cost to any of them. In doing this the National Council through 
the Rev. Clifford Samuelson gave $417.41 and the National Woman’s Auxiliary 
the sum of $88.08 with the Bishops of the province who had workers there 
contributing to the amount of $501.24. I am very proud of our Province in 
this and know that the National Department also highly approves of us. 
We paid over half of the expenses and they will continue to back this work 
as a result. 


In January, 1945, I rebuilt the directory of the rural workers of the 
Province by having the Bishops send in the list of those in Rural Work. All 
the Bishops responded with one exception and I now have on my list the 
names of 165 men and women who are considered by their Bishops to be 
really rural workers. In addition to this as the Pullman Institute covers 
Montana and Wyoming I have a list for those two Jurisdictions to which 
I also send notices. I have made a duplicate list of these rural workers 
and have that on file in the office of Mr. Samuelson in New York. 


In some way our National Workers have cleared summer Institutes for 
our Rural Workers with Washington and we are allowed to hold them this 
year. The plans for the Pullman Institute are all made for July 9 to 20 and 
Dr. Landis there writes me that he will have the detailed programs out soon. 
All those on my lists have been notified that we will hold the school and as 
soon as the programs come out they will receive them from me along with 
the statement of the financial arrangements for the school. I have arranged 
with Mr. Samuelson that the National Office and the National Woman’s Aux- 
iliary will advance support fully as they have for the past two years. They 
feel we have recognized and done our share both in building up the member- 
ship and in their financial assistance and they are ready to assist fully. 


For years we have felt the need of having another Institute for the 
Southern part of this Province. Pullman is far too far from the center and 
makes attendance from the South both difficult and expensive. I have been 
trying to get a school founded somewhere in the South. This spring the 
University of Nevada has decided that they would like to hold such a school, 
July 23 to Aug. 3, along with their other summer activities. I have arranged 
with them to do this. Dr. Mosley, the new president, has told us that he 
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would like to start this year even if there ‘should be! but a small attendance. 
He has also asked me to work out the courses of studies, etc. The Homes 
Missions Council of the Federal Council of Churches furnishes one leader for 
each of these Institutes. They are sending Dr. Benson Y. Landis for the 
Pullman Institute and Mr. Peelstick of Chicago for the Reno Institute. Dr. 
H. H. Shires of the Divinity School of the Pacific will send a teacher from 
his staff, Dr. Pierson Parker, to give a refresher course on the New Testament. 
I have asked Mrs. F. B. Shotwell of Los Angeles to give a course on Migrant 
Work and Dr. Buell Gallagher of the Pacific School of Religion to give a 
course on “Post War Rural Problems.” Mrs. Shotwell and Dr. Gallagher have 
not yet accepted. In addition to these courses I expect to have the faculty of 
the University of Nevada lead in enough other courses to give a balanced 
program. I have also asked Dean Gardner of St. Mark’s Cathedral, Salt Lake 
City, to meet with the Episcopalian group and lead in a number of discussion 
meetings on Forward in Service and Youth Work. The Rev. Clifford Samuel- 
son has promised to assist from the National Department of Missions in the 
same way that he has aided the Pullman Institute. He would like to be 
with us but has to be with the opening of the new work in Kansas. 


Notices of this Institute at the University of Nevada have been sent to 
all the Bishops in the southern part of the Province and a letter covering 
the plan has been sent to all the Clergy on my Rural list in Utah, Nevada, 
Sacramento, California, San Joaquin, Los Angeles and Arizona. We hope for 
a goodly attendance from our Church. Notices have been sent to leaders of 
other Church groups and I have told them that I will see that announcements 
will be sent to the ministers that they suggest. I hope that they will send 
a considerable, number of men and women. I might close this account of 
the Institute at the University of Nevada by saying that I have had favorable 
response from most of the Bishops of this part of the province. One Bishop 
wants to know how many men he can send.

FIRST DAY 


This being the day and place appointed by the Provincial Council for 
holding the 27th Synod of the Province of the Pacific, the Bishops, Clerical 
and Lay Deputies to the Synod and the Delegates to the 24th session of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary assembled in St. Mark’s Church, at 7:30 A. M., for a 
Corporate Celebration of the Holy Communion. The Rt. Rev. Robert B. 
Gooden, President of the Province was the Celebrant being assisted by the 
Bishop of Oregon, the Bishop of Spokane, the Rector of St. Mark’s Parish 
and the Secretary. By action of the Provincial Council the offering at this 
service, as also at all services in connection with the Synod, will be devoted 
to the Advance and Reconstruction Fund. 


The Opening Service of the Synod was also held in St. Mark’s Church 
at 10:00 A. M. The Bishop of San Joaquin read the office of Morning 
Prayer with the Chairman of the House of Deputies reading the Lessons. 
The Bishop of Nevada was the Preacher. 

The first Business Session was called to order at 11:40 A. M., with the 
Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles, President of the Province, in the Chair. 
The Roll of Bishops and Deputies was called. 14 Bishops, Clerical Deputies 
from 12 of the Dioceses and Missionary Districts, and Lay Deputies from 10 
of the Dioceses and Missionary Districts answered the roll call. This being 
a quorum as fixed and defined in Article II, Section 2d, of the Constitution 
of the Province the Chair announced a quorum was present and declared the 
Synod opened in the name of the Holy Trinity. 

The Chair announced through the Secretary the personne! of the Synod 
Committees: ‘

Mr. Colcock, Chairman of the Committee on Despatch of Business, pre- 
sented report No. 1 which in substance was this: 1. An afternoon ses- 
sion from 2:00 until 5:00; 2. Synod to be governed by the Rules of Order 
as laid down in Synod Journals; 3. All reports, petitions, resolutions, memo- 
rials, etc., to be presented not later than 3:30 this afternoon; 4. No new 
business to be considered, nor time allotted in accordance with foregoing 
except upon a favorable vote of the House. On motion the report was 
adopted. 

_The Secretary presented the report of the Provincial Council for the 
period May 3, 1944 to April 30, 1946. The report on motion was received 
and accepted. Page 20 ff. 

The Bishop of Oregon read the noon day prayers for Missions. 

The Synod recessed for lunch and resumed its session at 2:00 P. M. Mr. 
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George G. Entz read a lesson from Holy Scriptures and the Rev. Thomas 
Jessett read the Collects. : 

The Chairman of the Committee on Despatch of Business presented 
report No. 2 detailing the agenda for the afternoon session. On motion this 
was adopted. 

The Chair introduced to the Synod the Rev. Russell B. Staines, host 
Rector, who made a brief address of welcome. 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas presented certain proposed amendments to the 
Constitution and Canons which were referred to the Committee on Con- 
stitution and Canons. 

Bishop Parsons presented a resolution on Unity which was referred to 
the Committee on Resolutions. 

The Rev. Mr. Trimble presented a resolution on the Placement of 
Clergy which was referred to the Committee on Resolutions. 

The Chair introduced to the Synod the Bishop of Arizona, this being his 
first Synod. He made a brief address. 

The Committee on Nominations presented its report as follows: 

For President—The Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles and the Bishop 
of Spokane. 

For Treasurer—Mr. Morris Milbank and Mr. H. Ivor Thomas. 

Provincial Council, Class of 1949—Episcopal Member the Bishop 
of Arizona and the Bishop of California. 

Clerical Member—The Rev. Perry G. M. Austin and The Rev. Morti- 
mer Chester. 

Lay Member—Mr. A. G. McBride and Col. B. C. Allin. 


For Representative on the National Council—The Bishop of Oregon 
and the Bishop of Idaho. 

For Trustee C. D. S. of P. Class of 1951—Mr. Robert Bullard and Mr. 
A. C. Cooke. 

For Trustee — St. Margaret’s House Class of 1950—The Bishop of 
Sacramento and Dean Gardner. 

For Members of the Court of Review to fill two clerical vacancies 
caused by the death of two members of the Court,—The Rev. Ernest Bart- 
lam, Diocese of Oregon, the Rev. Mark Rifenbark, Diocese of California, 
The Rev. F. A. Schilling of the Diocese of Olympia and the Rev. James 
Malloch of the Missionary District of San Joaquin. 

Mr. Milbank, Treasurer of the Province, presented his report for the 
fiscal year, May 1, 1945-April 30, 1946. (Appendix Al Page 26.) 


On motion the report was received and accepted. 
Mr. Milbank, as Chairman of the Department of Finance, presented the 


Tentative Budget as approved by the Provincial Council for the fiscal year 
May 1, 1946-April 30, 1947. (Appendix A2 Page 27.) 

He also presented the Assessment upon the several units of the Prov- 
ince for financing this Budget. (Appendix A3 Page 27.) 

Mr. Milbank offered the following resolutions: 

1. Resolved: that all the unexpended budget items of the previous year, 
totaling $1,240.91, be transferred to the 1946-47 budget and be rebudgeted in 
accordance with the recommendation of the Department of Finance as ap- 
proved by the council. 


2. Resolved: that the Tentative Budget as approved by the Provincial 
Council on October 23, 1945 and ratified by the Provincial Council on April 
30, 1946 be made the permanent Budget for the Fiscal Year 1946-47. 
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3. Resolved: that the Assessments be pro-rated among the members of 
the Province based on their respective percentages using the average of 
their three year, 1941-42-43 current expenses, this being the same basis as 
used in the previous fiscal year. 


4. Resolved: that the annual audit of the Treasurer’s records be made 
as soon as possible and that a certified copy be filed with the Secretary and 
copy printed in the Journal. These resolutions were considered seriatim and 
on motion were severally adopted. 


Bishop Sanford presented certain preamble and resolutions covering 
Article VI and its three sections of the General Convention Constitution 
together with a proposed new Canon to be numbered 10 and bearing the 
title—““Of changes in the territory of Missionary Districts.” On motion 
this was made the Order of the Day for Thursday morning at 10:00. 


The Bishop of Los Angeles presented his report as Provincial Repre- 
sentative on the National Council. (Appendix I Page 44.) On motion the 
report was received and accepted with appreciation of his faithful service as 
the Representative of the Province for some twelve years. 


The Department of Missions, the Suffragan Bishop of Los Angeles, 
Chairman, presented its report through the Secretary. (Appendix E aes 
36.) On motion the report was received and accepted. 

The Rev. Mr. Wissenbach presented a resolution relative to the va- 
cancy in the Episcopate of Eastern Oregon which was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. 


Bishop Mitchell presented a resolution calling for the appointment of a ° 
Committee to make a survey of the entire matter of the future of Eastern 
Oregon which was referred to the Committee on Resolutions. 


Dean McAllister presented a resolution relative to Visual Education 
which was referred to the Committee on Resolutions. 


On motion of Mr. Denman the nominations were closed as no nomi- 
nations were made from the floor. 


Dean Shires presented the annual report of the Church Divinity School 
of the Pacific which on motion was received and accepted. (Appendix J 
Page 45.) 

The Bishop of Nevada presented the report of the Department of Col- 
lege Work which on motion was received and accepted. (Appendix C 
Page 32.) 

Bishop Sanford, Chairman of the Committee on Constitution and 
Canons presented Report No. 1 of that Committee as follows :— 

Article IV of the Constitution, section 2b and 2c. In 2b delete in the 
second line the word “‘concurrent” and change the words in the same line 
“both Houses” to “the Synod.” In 2c delete in the third line the word “con- 
current” and change the words in the same line “both Houses” to “the 
Synod.” 

Article VII of the Constitution, section 2, line 17, delete the word “‘con- 
current.” 

Article IX of the Constitution, line 2, delete the word “Concurrent” 
and change the words ‘“‘both Houses” to the word “Synod.” 

Article X of the Constitution, line 1, delete the word “concurrent” and 
change the words “both Houses” to the word “Synod.” 

Article XI of the Constitution, section 1, line 2, delete the word “con- 
current” and change the words “both Houses” to the word “Synod.” 

On motion this report of the Committee was adopted, by the vote of 
the House of Bishops and the House of Clerical and Lay Deputies voting 
separately. 

On motion it was voted that these amendments take effect immediately 
and shall govern the elections of this present Synod. 
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Dean Shires, Chairman of the Department of Christian Education, pre- 
sentend the report of that Department which on motion was received and 
accepted. (Appendix D Page 34.) 


On motion Synod adjourned until 9:30 Thursday morning. 


The evening of this day was devoted to a Missionary Mass Meeting in 
St. Mark’s Church. 


The President of the Province presided and addresses were delivered 
by the Rev. Charles F. Whiston, D.D., and the Rev. A. Ronald Merrix, Field 
Officer of the National Council for this Province. 


Thursday, May 2nd, 1946 
SECOND DAY 


The Bishop of Olympia was the Celebrant at the 7:30 A. M. Communion 
Service, being assisted by Bishop Mitchell, the Rev. Mr. Staines and Arch- 
deacon Bulkley. 

The Business Session was called to order at 9:30 A. M. with the Presi- 
dent in the Chair. 


Mr. George G. Entz read a lesson from the Holy Scriptures and the 
Bishop of Idaho read the Collects. 


On motion of the Chairman on Despatch of Business it was voted that 
the reading of the Minutes for the first day be dispensed with and that the 
President and Secretary be authorized to certify both the Minutes of the 
first day and those of today’s session. 


The Chairman of the Committee on Despatch of Business presented the 
agenda for the Morning session which on motion was adopted. 


The first Order of Business was elections. The Chair appointed as 
tellers, for the Episcopal vote, The Bishops of Nevada and Sacramento; 
Clerical Tellers, the Rev. Messrs. Driver and Wissenbach, Lay Tellers, 
Messrs. Anderson and Fisher. Judge of the Election, Mr. H. Ivor Thomas. 
The Bishop of Los Angeles raised the question as to the procedure of the 
Provincial Council as shown in its report at yesterday’s session in extending 
the terms of elected officials for one year due to the cancelling of the 1945 
Synod. He moved a reconsideration of the Council report as presented and 
accepted at yesterday’s session. The motion was adopted. He then moved 
that that part of the report extending the terms of elected officials for one 
year be deleted, The motion was adopted. He then moved that the report 
of the Council as amended be adopted. The motion was adopted. He then 
moved that the report of the Nominating Committee be referred back to the 
Committee for correction. The motion was adopted. The Nominating Com- 
mittee after consideration of the matter moved that for the Provincial 
Council the Class of 1947 as listed in the Journal of 1944 remain as there 
given, that the Class of 1946 be made the Class of 1948 and the Class of 1949 
will be elected by this Synod; that for Trustees of the Church Divinity 
School Mr. Robert Bullard be listed as the Class of 1951 and Bishop Gooden 
be listed as the Class of 1950; that for Trustee of St. Margaret’s House 
Bishop Gooden be listed as Class of 1949. The motion was adopted. 

The ballots were cast and the Tellers retired to count the same. 

The Order of the Day was Bishop Sanford’s Amendment to Article VI 
of the Constitution of General Convention together with his resolution and 
the proposed new General Convention Canon to be numbered 10. 

WHEREAS: the Constitution adopted by the General Convention 
authorizes the House of Bishops in Article VI, section 1, to change, increase 
or diminish the territory included in a Missionary District established in an 
area not organized into a Diocese, “in such manner as may be prescribed by 
Canon,” and, 
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WHEREAS: there is not and never has been a Canon enacted to pre- 
scribe the manner in which the territory of such a Missionary District may 
be changed, and— 


WHEREAS: Article II, section 2, permits the General Convention to 
within such Missionary District, therefore be it, 
retrocede the territory of a Missionary District to the Diocese from which 
its cession has been accepted, without obtaining the consent of the Parishes 


RESOLVED: that the Synod of the Province of the Pacific, assembled 
in Berkeley, California, on May 1, 1946, does hereby petition the General 
Convention in order to simplify Article VI of the Constitution and to 
achieve the evident purpose of recent amendments thereto to place all Mis- 
sionary Districts in one category so far as changes in their territory are con- 
cerned, to amend Article VI of the Constitution in the following particulars, 
to wit:— 

1. In the first line of section 1 substitute for the words “House of 
Bishops,” the words ‘‘General Convention.” 

2. Omit the second sentence of section 1, viz, the sentence beginning, 
“Tt may also from time to time,” etc. 


3. Amend Article VI, section 2, lines 6 and 7, by adding after the word 
“Parishes” in both lines, the words “and Organized Missions.” 

4. Repeal the second paragraph of section 2, beginning, “Any Terri- 
torial Jurisdiction,” etc. 

5. Enact a new section to be numbered section 3, and to read as fol- 
lows :— : 

The General Convention may increase, diminish, retrocede, or other- 
wise change the territory included in a Missionary District in such manner 
as may be prescribed by Canon, provided that such action shall be by a vote 
of two-thirds of all the Bishops present and voting, and by a vote of two- 
thirds of the House of Deputies voting by Orders. 

6. Renumber present section 3, section 4. 


Be it further RESOLVED: that the Synod of the Province of the 
Pacific does hereby petition the General Convention to amend the Canons 
by the enactment of a new Canon to be numbered Canon 10, and to have as 
its title —OF CHANGES IN THE TERRITORY OF MISSIONARY 
DISTRICTS—and to read as follows :— 


Section 1. Whenever it is proposed to increase, diminish, retrocede, or 
otherwise change the territory of a Missionary District within the United 
States, no action shall be taken by the General Convention until the proposal 
has been submitted to the Bishop and Convention and the Bishop and Con- 
vocation of each Diocese and Missionary District involved. 

Section 2. Any action taken by the Convention or Convocation upon 
such proposal as prescribed in the foregoing section shall be certified with- 
out delay to the Secretary of the House of Bishops and the Secretary of the 
House of Deputies, whereupon the General Convention may proceed to act 
in accordance with Article VI, section 3, of the Constitution. 

Renumber succeeding Canons consecutively. 


On motion it was voted that the preamble, the resolution and the Canon 
be adopted. 

On motion it was voted that the President appoint a Committee on 
Evangelism consisting of one member from each of the constituent units 
of the Province. 

The Rev. Arthur W. Farlander, Chairman of the Radio Committee, pre- 
sented the report of that Committee. (Appendix G Page 43.) On motion the 
report was received and accepted and the following resolution was offered 
and on motion adopted :— 
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RESOLVED: that the Radio Committee of the Province of the Pacific 
be continued with the request that it explore the possibilities and ascertain 
the possible costs of carrying out the two recommendations contained in its 
report at the morning session, and further be it instructed to report its 
findings at the earliest possible date to the Provincial Council for its con- 
sideration and action. 

Bishop Sanford, Chairman of the Committee to prepare a History of 
the Province, presented an outline of what the History would contain when 
completed. The Outline was on motion approved and adopted. 

The Rev. Perry G. M. Austin, Chairman of the Seamen’s Institute Com- 
mittee, presented the report of that Committee. (Appendix H Page 43.) On 
motion the report was received and adopted. 

The Ven. William F. Bulkley, Chairman of the Commission on Rural 
Work, presented his report. (Appendix F Page 42.) The report was on 
motion received and adopted. 

The hour of 11:30 being reached the Synod recessed for the Joint- 
session with the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary. The President of the Prov- 
ince was the Chairman. Mrs. Edward F. Colcock, President of the Pro- 
vincial Woman’s Auxiliary, presented the survey of Woman’s Work in the 
Province authorized at an earlier meeting of the Provincial Council. Bishop 
Stevens spoke on the Advance and Reconstruction Fund. Before beginning 
his address he offered the noon day prayers for Missions. The Rev. A. 
Ronald Merrix spoke of the additional quota given the Province for the 
Advance and Reconstruction Fund. 

The Joint session recessed for lunch and the Synod resumed its session 
at 2:00 P. M. Mr. George G. Entz read a lesson from the Holy Scriptures and 
the Rev. Mr. Trimble read the Collects. 

Mr. Colcock for the Committee on Despatch of Business presented his 
fourth report giving the agenda for this final session of the Synod which on 
motion was adopted. 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas, the Judge of Elections presented the report of the 
ballot showing the following elections :— 

President, for the term ending at the Synod of 1950, the Rt. Rev. Robert 
B. Gooden. 

Treasurer, for term ending at the Synod of 1947, Mr. Morris Milbank. 

Council Members in the class of 1949—Episcopal Member, the Rt. 
Rey. Arthur B. Kinsolving 2nd. 

Clerical Member, the Rev. Perry G. M. Austin; Lay Member, Mr. 
B. C. Allin. 

Provincial Representative on the National Council for term ending at 
the Synod of 1949, The Rt. Rev. Benjamin D. Dagwell. 

Provincial Court of Review to fill two vacancies in the Clerical Mem- 
bership Class of 1947. 

The Rev. Mark Rifenbark and the Rev. Ernest S. Bartlam. 

Nominee to the Trustees of Church Divinity School for membership 
on that Board in the Class of 1951, Mr. Robert Bullard. 

Nominee to the Trustees of St. Margaret’s House for membership on 
that Board in the Class of 1950, The Very Rev. Herald G. Gardner. 

Miss Katharine Grammer, Dean of St. Margaret’s House, presented 
the report of that School. On motion it was voted that the report be received 
with approval and this motion be adopted by a Rising Vote as a token of the 
Synod’s approval. (Appendix K Page 48.) 

The Bishop of Olympia, Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions, 
presented the resolution of Bishop Mitchell and referred to the Committee: 


Resolved: that the President of our Synod be instructed to appoint a 
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Committee consisting of two Bishops, two other Ministers, two Laymen and 
the Field Officer of the National Council for this Province who shal! make 
a survey of the whole matter of the future of the Missionary District of 
Eastern Oregon and to report their findings to the Bishops, Clerical and Lay 
Deputies to General Convention who shall report to General Convention as 
they may see fit. The Committee recommended its adoption and on motion 
it was adopted. 


The Committee also reported that the resolution of the Rev. Mr. 
Wissenbach also dealing with the Missionary District of Eastern Oregon 
had been withdrawn as being unnecessary in view of Bishop Mitchell’s 
resolution. 

The Committee also reported on the resolution of Bishop Parsons and 
referred to the Committee :— 

“Resolved: The Synod of the Province of the Pacific regrets that the 
report of the Commission on approaches to Unity to General Convention 
has not as yet been made public. It would seem therefore unwise because 
of the brief time left for discussion that the Convention should be asked to 
commit itself upon the details of any Plan of Union with the Presbyterian 
Church of the U.S.A. The Synod however urges upon the Commission to 
propose to the Convention such action as will make it clear that this Church 
is taking a step forward in the process of achieving organic Unity with the 
Presbyterian Church. Such action shou'd therefore go further than the 
mere reaffirmation of the Declaration of Purpose of 1937.” 


The Committee recommended its adoption and on motion it was 
adopted. 


The Committee also reported on the Resolution of the Rev. Mr. Trimble 
of the Placement of Clergy asking that action on the same be deferred until 
the report of the Committee on this subject had been received. On motion 
the request was granted. 


The Committee also reported on the resolution of Dean McAllister on 
Visual Education and referred to the Committee :— 

Resolved: that the Synod of the Province of the Pacific embracing 
Episcopal Churches in the States of Utah, Washington, Oregon, Idaho, 
California, Arizona, Nevada, respectfully request the Executive Committee 
of the Motion Picture Producers and Distributors to give consideration 
to plans and methods of financing the use of visual aids in connection with 
the application of religious principles to contemporary life. The Committee 
recommended its adoption and on motion it was adopted. 


The Committee on Constitution and Canons through Bishop Sanford 
presented the following report :— 


AMENDMENTS TO CONSTITUTION 

Article IV, section 1d. Delete words THIRTY DAYS so that it will 
read—Written Notice of time and place of meetings mailed, etc. 

Article VII, section 2. Delete in line four the words, IMMEDIATE 
PAST PRESIDENT OF THE PROVINCE, BECAUSE THERE is not 
nor will be for some time such an official. 

Article VII, section 5. After the first sentence of this section add a new 
sentence as follows—Seven members of the Council shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of Business. This provides a fixed number fora 
quorum for Council Meetings. 

Article IX. Add a closing sentence as follows:—He shall make a report 
to each Synod of the Province. This provides a report at each Synod from 
the Representative of the Province on the National Council. 

These Four Constitutional Amendments were considered seriatim and 
on motion were severally adopted. 
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AMENDMENTS TO. THE CANONS 


Canon 2, Delete the words, AT LEAST SIXTY DAYS. Refers to 
Secretaries of Dioceses and Districts sending list of Delegates to Synod 
to the Secretary of the Synod. 


Canon 3a. Make this section read :—All elections shall be by ballot. Nomi- 
nations shall be made at the afternoon session of the first day. Elections 
shall be the first order of business on the morning of the second day. This 
clarifies this Canon. 

Canon V. Add the following sentence to the first paragraph of this 
Canon:—The Woman’s Auxiliary shall designate one member of its organi- 
zation for membership on each of the several Departments and Commis- 
sions with equal rights and privileges with those chosen by the Provincial 
Council as the personnel of the Departments and Commissions. This will 
assist in unifying the work of the Province and the Auxiliary. 

Canon 7, Add to the second paragraph the following sentence:—If, 
however. such representative shall serve in the Province as the representa- 
tive of the National Council and not as the representative of a particular 
Department thereof he shall be an ex-officio member of each of the Pro- 
vincial Departments and Commissions. 

Canon 7. After the word YOUTH in line 4, add the words:—A Depart- 
ment of College Work. This makes the College Work Commission a De- 
partment. 

Canon 10. Section a remain unchanged. 

Section B. Amend to read as follows:—The Department of Finance 
shall present through the Treasurer to the Stated Meeting of the council two 
budgets, (a) a budget of contingent expenses for the following fiscal year 
of the Province, and, (b) a budget in a definite fixed sum to be applied on 
the contingent expenses of the two Provincial Institutions, to wit, the 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific and the Deaconess Training School of 
the Pacific, commonly called St. Margaret’s House. In determining the 
assessments upon the constituent units of the Province for financing these 
budgets they shall be consolidated and combined into a single unified 
Budget. 

Section C. The assessments for financing this single unified budget 
shall be prorated upon the dioceses and Missionary Districts on the basis 
of their average current expense for the immediate three years preceding 
the year for which the budget is drawn. 

Section D. This proration when completed shall be submitted to the 
Council for approval and when so approved shall constitute the definite 
fixed assessment upon each Diocese and Missionary District. This single 
unified Budget and the Assessments for financing it shall be communicated 
immediately after the adjournment of the Stated Meeting of the Council 
to the several Dioceses and Missionary Districts for their information and 
action thereon. 

Section E. At the succeeding Annual Synod of the Province this single 
unified Budget together with the Assessments for financing it shall be 
presented to the Synod and when so adopted shall become the operating 
Budget for the current fiscal year. 

Section F. Delete the words in the third line, “And Apportionments,” 
leaving the rest unchanged. 

These six amendments to the Canons were considered seriatim and on 
motion were severally adopted. 

NEW CANON to be numbered 9 and to have as its title :— 


PROVINCIAL INSTITUTIONS 
The Church Divinity School of the Pacific and the Deaconess Training 
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School of the Pacific (commonly known as St. Margaret’s House) are 
hereby recognized and acknowledged to be Provincial Institutions for the 
support of which the Province shall give such assistance financial and other- 
wise as the circumstances permit or the need requires. A definite fixed sum 
shall be included in the Provincial Budget of each and every year to be 
applied on the maintenance expense of the two Institutions. In addition each 
Annual Synod shall nominate to the ‘l'rustees of the Church Divinity School 
of the Pacific for membership on said Board one candidate for a tive year 
term on said Board. In addition the President of the Province shall be an 
Ex-Officio member of said Board of Trustees. Each Annual Synod shail 
likewise nominate to the Trustees of the Deaconess Training School of the 
Pacific (commonly known as St. Margaret’s House) for membership on said 
Board ot Trustees one candidate for a four year term on said Board. Both 
the nominee to the Trustees of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific 
and the nominee to the Trustees of the Deaconess Training School of the 
Pacific (commonly known as St. Margaret’s House) shall be elected by the 
plurality vote of the Synod and shall be eligible for reelection. In case of 
the death, resignation, removal from the Province or other cause of the one 
or ones so nominated the Council shall fill the vacancy or vacancies so 
created until the next Synod of the Province when a successor or successors 
shall be elected to fill out the unexpired term or terms. The Deans of 
each of these two Institutions shall make a report of their respective Insti- 
tution to each Annual Synod of the Province. This Canon on Motion was 
approved and adopted. 


As this will be Canon 9 renumber the following Canons as 10, 11, 12. 


The Committee on Constitution and Canons also presented the follow- 
ing amendments :— 


Resolved: that Article IV, section 2c of the Constitution be amended 
by the deletion of the following words from the opening sentence:—‘At 
each Annual Meeting of the Synod,” and the following words substituted 
there-for:—‘‘At the first meeting of the Synod after the General Conven- 
tion;” and then insert the words:—‘for a term of three years.” This will 
make the section read :—At the first meeting of the Synod after the General 
Convention a Layman a communicant of the Church, having domicile in the 
Province, shall be elected by the plurality vote of the Synod to be the Treas- 
urer of the Province, who shall be also the Treasurer of the Synod who 
shall hold office for a term of three years and until his successor is elected, 
etc. On motion this amendment was adopted. 


Resolved: that Canon 4 shall be amended by the following additional 
paragraph:—The Secretary of the Synod may select a Presbyter canonically 
resident in the Province to serve as Assistant Secretary. The Secretary 
may make this selection immediately following his election and submit same 
to the Provincial Council for approval. The Assistant Secretary shall serve 
for such time and be assigned such duties as the Secretary and Council shall 
order. On motion the resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Colcock presented the following resolution — Whereas: the Synod 
has approved many revisions of the Constitution and Canons now 

Be it resolved: that the Secretary be instructed to have printed a revised 
edition of the Provincial Constitution and Canons and the Treasurer be 
authorized to appropriate sufficient funds for this printing from the Budget 
item entitled:—Reserve Fund. On motion the resolution was adopted. 

The Committee on Placement of Clergy through Bishop Mitchell, 
Chairman, presented its report which on motion was withdrawn with the 
request that it be rewritten and presented to the Synod of 1947. 

The Committee on Resolutions through Bishop Huston placed before 
the Synod the resolution of the Rev. D. C. Trimble on the Placement of 
Clergy without recommendation. 
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Resolved: Inasmuch as the majority of the Bishops now in office in 
this Church on the basis of a recent questionnaire circulated among them 
by the Clergy Placement Committee of the Missionary District of Arizona 
ae dissatisfied with the present method of Clergy Placement in the Church, 
and, 

Inasmuch as a majority of these same Bishops in said questionnaire are 
of the opinion that the Clergy remain subject to their ordaining Bishops for 
a period of years following their Diaconate, therefore, be it 

Resolved: that this Synod of the Province of the Pacific meeting May 
1-2, 1946 in St. Mark’s Church, Berkeley, California, recommend for study 
to the Joint-commission on Clergy Placement of General Convention the 
preparation and submission of a Canon for Priests similar to Canon 47, sec- 
tion 1 of the General Convention regarding Deacons, which would require 
Priests to remain subject to the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese or 
Missionary District of their ordination for a period of at least three years 
following their Diaconate, with the provision that this three year term may 
be shortened at the discretion of their ecclesiastical authority. On motion 
the resolution was adopted. 

Dean Gardner, Chairman of the Department of Youth, presented the 
report of that Department. It was a challenging report and will appear in the 
Journal as Appendix B Page 28. The report on motion was received and 
adopted. 

The Bishop of San Joaquin, Chairman of the Committee on Necrology, 
presented the report of that Committee. The report listed two Bishops, nine 
Clergy and three Laymen as having entered the larger life since the Synod 
of 1944. The full report is on page 25 of the Journal. After reading the re- 
port the Bishop bade the House to Prayer using some very appropriate 
collects. 

The Committee on Resolution through Bishop Huston, Chairman, pre- 
sented the following report: 

Whereas: this twenty-seventh Annual Synod of the Province of the 
Pacific has been privileged to be the guests of St. Mark’s Church in 
Berkeley, and, 

Whereas: the arrangements for our comfort and entertainment have 
more than fulfilled our expectations, now, therefore be it 

Resolved: that we hereby express our grateful appreciation to the Rec- 
tor, the Rev. Mr. Staines, and to Mrs. Fred Williams and Mrs. Robert 
Vickery, who have been of invaluable assistance to him in the mass of 
detail work which the arrangements for our meeting here have required. 
We feel that no resolution adopted by us can adequateely express our thanks 
for their efficient efforts on our behalf. 

We desire also to record our appreciation of the gracious and kindly 
manner in which Bishop Gooden has presided over the sessions of this 
Synod. Also our indebtedness to Bishop Lewis for his helpful opening 
sermon in which he urged the subjection of self in the wider interest of 
united and cooperative Christian effort. 

Weare grateful also to the Rev. Dr. Whiston and to the Rev. Mr. Merrix 
for their presentation at the Missionary Mass Meeting of the spiritual moti- 
vation of the individual and the corporate extension of Christ’s Kingdom 
in this war-stricken world. 

We feel also that this Synod is indebted to Dean Shires and his staff 
and students and to Dean Grammer and her coworkers for their gracious 
hospitality in throwing open the Church Divinity School of the Pacific 
and St. Margaret’s House for our inspection on Tuesday night. We venture 
to hope that this wider acquaintance of our Church people of the Province 
with these two splendid educational institutions will result in a deeper and 
more generous appreciation of their great service to the Church. We feel 
t hat the Province is to be congratulated on the acceptance of Miss Grammer 
of her call to the Deanship of St. Margaret’s House. 

We desire also to record our thanks to Mrs. Edward F. Colcock, the 
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Provincial President of the Woman’s Auxiliary, to Miss Ellen Gammack 
and to Bishop Stevens for their respective contributions to the program 
of the Joint-session held this morning. 

We are certain also that we shall be equally obligated to Mrs. Walter 
Mitchell and to Bishop Kinsolving for their addresses at the closing service 
of the Synod and to Bishops Moulton and Parsons for their addresses at 
the Synod banquet tonight. 

To all in fact who have helped make this Synod such a helpful and edu- 
cational feature of our Church’s life here in the Province of the Pacific we 
say again:—Well done and thank you. 

Finally the Committee moves on behalf of the Synod that we send to 
Bishop Remington, Past President of the Province, our affectionate greet- 
ings and our recorded desire to remind him that we cannot forget his long 
and faithful service to the Synod in the many capacities in which he served 
it and in the fellowship which he so generously shared with us during his 
long residence in our midst. 

On motion this report was adopted by a rising vote. 

On motion the twenty-seventh Synod stood adjourned sine die.

Immediately following adjournment the closing devotional service was 
held in the Church. The President of the Province conducted the service and 
very helpful and inspirational addresses were delivered by Mrs. Walter 
Mitchell for the Auxiliary and Bishop Kinsolving for the Synod. 

The evening of this day was devoted to the Synod dinner held in the 
Berkeley Women’s City Club. The President of the Province was Toast- 
master and Chairman with the final addresses being delivered by Bishop 
Moulton and Bishop Parsons. So closed the largest attended Synod in the 
history of the Province of the Pacific and, we are certain, one of the most 
successful. 


Report of the Provincial Council 
Presented to the Synod on May 1, 1946 


With the Synod of 1945 cancelled this report covers the period from May 
3rd, 1944, to May 1st, 1946. At the close of the Synod held in Reno May 3-5, 
1944, the Council met and set up the Provincial Departments and Commis- 
sions for the new Synodical year. The second Council Meeting of the year 
was held in Portland, Oregon, on September 20, 1944. The Treasurer, Mr. 
Milbank, presented an ad interim report of receipts and disbursements from 
February 1, 1944, to September 20, 1944. The report showed total receipts 
plus balance on hand to be $3,339.95. The disbursements to be $2,255.47, the 
balance on hand to be $1,084.46. The balance to be divided as follows: 
Unexpended Budget items, $519.40; Program Asking, $15.00; Special Field 
Account, $550.00. On motion it was voted to increase the allocation to the 
two Provincial Institutions by $250.00 each, making the allocation to the 
Church Divinity School, $1,500.00 and to St. Margaret’s House $500.00. The 
College Work Commission through its Chairman, the Bishop of Nevada, 
presented the request the Commission made to the Synod of 1944, namely, 
that the allocation made to the Commission be increased from $250.000 to 
$1,150.00 in order to provide for a full time Executive Secretary for College 
Work. After careful, thoughtful and sympathetic consideration of this re- 
quest, and an appreciative recognition of the great importance and value of 
the work the Commission is doing the following resolution was on motion 
adopted: Resolved: that the College Work Commission be informed that it is 
the considered judgment of the Provincial Council that a survey should be 
made of the opportunity, and responsibility presented the Church for College 
Work in the Province. In the light of such a survey the Council can then 
review the question of a full time Secretary, the plan of work for sucha 
Secretary and the expense involved in addition to the salary paid, and so be 
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able the more intelligently to consider the request for this additional alloca- 
tion to the Commission. 


The Council then on motion decided it would be most helpful for our 
Provincial program if three other surveys were carried on at the same time. 
These surveys to cover the Housing Problem in the War Industry areas of 
the Province, Youth Work, and Woman’s Work. The Rev. A. Ronald Merrix, 
Field Officer of the National Council for this Province was named as Co- 
ordinator of these surveys and to be Chairman of the Survey of the War 
Industry Areas. Dean Herald G. Gardner, Chairman of the Provincial De- 
partment of Youth was placed in charge of the survey of Youth Work; Mrs. 
Edward F. Colcock, President of the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary was 
named Chairman of the Survey of Woman’s Work, and the Bishop of Nevada, 
Chairman of the College Work Commission was named Chairman of the Sur- 
vey of College Work. Realizing that certain expenses would be necessary in 
making these surveys the Council on motion transferred $400 from the 
Special Field Fund to the General Expense Account and allocated $100 for 
expenses of each of these four surveys. The National Youth Commission 
through the Provincial Youth Commission submitted to the Council a plan 
for a Provincial Youth Commission which cailed for the appointment of one 
adult and three members in the age group from 14 to 25. The Council on 
motion accepted this plan and appointed Dean Gardner, Chairman of the 
Provincial Department of Youth as the adult member and Evan Williams, 
Diocese of Oregon; Beverley Connor, Diocese of California and Priscilla 
Hannah, Diocese of Los Angeles as the other members. The Council gave 
considerable time at this meeting in arranging for a Conference in the North- 
ern part of the Province at Spokane and in the Southern part of the Prov- 
ince at Fresno these conferences to be led by the Secretaries of the several 
Departments of the National Council. After the arrangements had been prac- 
tically completed an order issued by the O. D. T. made necessary their post- 
ponement to a later date. The council at this meeting appointed a Planning 
Committee for the 1945 Synod with the President as Chairman. This Com- 
mittee met in Portland on January 11, 1945. After canvassing the situation 
created by the O. D. T. in its travel and hotel restrictions it appeared abso- 
lutely necessary to cancel the 1945 Synod. The Fourth meeting of the Council 
was held in Salt Lake City on April 30, 1945 in connection with the Z5th an- 
niversary of the consecration of the Rt. Rev. Arthur W. Moulton, Bishop of 
Utah. So much business was transacted at this meeting that this report with- 
out taking too much time can only catalog the more important items. First of 
all the very challenging report of the College Work Commission presented 
by its Chairman, the Bishop of Nevada. It was the completed survey of 
College Work authorized by the earlier meeting of the Council. The sta- 
tistics incorporated in the survey clearly indicated the serious neglect of the 
Province in meeting the opportunity and responsibility of ministering corpo- 
rately to these college groups. The report stated that the survey covered 59 
colleges and universities and 64 Junior Colleges. The enroliment totaled 
64,833 but in prewar days the total was 142,000. The survey also disclosed 
that the normal proportion of Episcopalians to the total college population 
was | to 10. This survey also revealed that we have lost track of an increasing 
number of students due to a lack of college workers. The survey clearly and 
definitely emphasized the great need of a full time Secretary for Coliege 
Work serving under the guidance and direction of the College Work Com- 
mission if this challenging opportunity and responsibility was to be accepted 
as a MUST in our Provincial program. The survey then presented a budget 
covering the salary and expense of a full time Secretary. As this budget was 
considerably increased at the next meeting of the Council the final figure 
will be included in the minutes of that meeting. The Chairman of the Com- 
mission announced that Miss Margaret Williams (now Mrs. H. W. Thomp- 
son, wife of the Vicar of Morenci, Arizona) had resigned as part time 
Secretary of the Commission. The Survey closed with the following reso- 
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lutions: 1. That the Commission restudy its organization and its relation to 
the Provincial Council; 2. That the Provincial Organization of College 
Work be revised to correspond to the new division of College Work under 
the National Council; 3. That the program and budget of the College Work 
Commission and the selection of the members of the Commission be directly 
under the Provincial Council and Synod; 4. That Diocesan and Missionary 
District Commissions may be established which will be represented on the 
Provincial Commission and which may aid in promoting local college work 
within the Dioceses and Missionary Districts. These resolutions were con- 
sidered seriatim and on motion were severally adopted. The Commission wiil 
have a further report for you at this Synod. Another important report at this 
meeting was that of the Department of Youth presented by Dean Herald G. 
Gardner, Chairman. The report called attention to two Youth Conferences, 
one in San Francisco, with the Chairman, Mr. Fred Arterton and the Rev. 
A. Ronald Merrix as Leaders, the other meeting, National in scope, was held 
in Racine, Wisconsin. At both meetings youth itself was most insistent that 
some kind of a Provincial organization be set up and Provincial-wide Youth 
Conferences be held. The Chairman presented the following resolution: Re- 
solved, that the Provincial Council herewith expresses its appreciation of 
the service being rendered the youth of the Province by the members of the 
National Youth Commission of this Province and urges their continued 
effort toward making effective the U.M.C.Y. program, and further, be it 
Resolved: that the Council acknowledges the need for a meeting and organi- 
zation of the Youth of the Province and promises its support of such projects 
at the earliest date that conditions make such feasible. These resolutions 
were considered seriatim and both on motion were adopted. The Council also 
received a progressive report by Archdeacon Bulkley, Chairman of the Rural 
Work Commission of the Department of Missions. He gave the outline of the 
plans for a summer conference on Rural Work to be held in the North at 
Pullman, Washington, and a similar conference in the South at Reno, Nevada. 
The Department of Missions through its Chairman, Bishop Gooden, pre- 
sented its report for 1944. This is a valuable report in which 13 of the 
Dioceses and Missionary Districts report progress made, problems faced and 
solved, and programs for greater missionary activity developed. Mr. Mil- 
bank, Treasurer of the Province, presented his report for the fiscal year 
1944. The fiscal year which covered the period from February 1st to January 
31st of the following year was at this 1944 Synod changed to cover the period 
from May 1st to April 30th of the following year. This report, therefore, 
covered the period from February lst, 1944, to April 30th, 1945. The Synod 
of 1944 increased the budget for that year by 10% to finance the three 
months, February, March and April in the change over to the new fiscal year. 
The total receipts for the 15 months were $4,216.73 with disbursements of 
$3,406.47, with balance on hand of $810.26. This balance was in the following 
funds: Maintenance Assessment, $164.31; Program Asking, $195.95; Special 
Field Department, $450.00. As the report had been duly audited and certified 
to the Secretary as being correct, the Council on Motion received and ac- 
cepted it with sincere appreciation to the Treasurer for his faithful and 
devoted service. As Chairman of the Finance Department he presented the 
Budget for the fiscal year, May 1, 1945 to April 30, 1946. The Maintenance 
Assessment Budget will require $1,828.21, less the amount of $328.21 to be 
received from the interim quarter, that is February, March and April, making 
the net maintenance assessment Budget $1,500.00 and the Program Asking 
Budget will require for the Church Divinity School $1,828.21 and for St. 
Margaret’s House $562.50, a total for the two Institutions of $2,375.00 less 
amount of Interim Quarter Asking of $375.00, making the net Program 
Asking $2,000.00. This makes the grand total of Maintenance Assessment and 
Program Asking $3,500.00. On motion the Council voted to make this the 
permanent Budget for the fiscal year that ended yesterday, April 30. Mr. 
Milbank then presented the Provincial apportionment upon the Dioceses and 
Missionary Districts for both the Maintenance Assessment and the Program 
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Asking which apportionment is based upon the average current expense of 
each Diocese and Missionary District for the 3 years preceding the year for 
which the Budget is drawn. The reports received and the business transacted 
at this Council meeting were so important and constructive that the Council 
felt they should be put in permanent form and on motion voted to issue an 
Interim Journal containing in full the acts of this meeting. This has been 
done and many of you I feel certain have received a copy of the same. The 
fifth meeting of the Council was held at the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific on October 23, 1945. Between the fourth meeting of the Council and 
this fifth one an important change took place in the administrative head of 
the Province. Bishop Remington elected President at the 1944 Synod ac- 
cepteed his election as Suffragan Bishop of the Diocese of Pennsylvania and 
removed from the Province. Under the provision of Article III, Section 2 of 
the Constitution of the Province Bishop Gooden became President and pre- 
sided at this fifth meeting. Brief reports were submitted by Bishop Dagwell, 
Chairman of the Department of Christian Social Relations and Dean Mc- 
Allister, Chairman of the Department of Promotion and Publicity. The De- 
partment of Christian Education through its Chairman, Dean Shires, pre- 
sented its report. This report has as its title: The need of a rebirth of 
Christian Education. It was so suggestive and challenging that the Council 
on motion voted to have 1,000 copies printed for distribution to the Bishops, 
the Clergy and Lay Leaders of the Province with copies for sale to Church 
School Teachers and those of the Laity wishing to have the same. A copy 
was sent to the Rev. Dr. McGregor, Secretary of Christian Education of the 
National Council who commended it most highly saying that if the Clergy 
would put into practice the suggestions it offered it would mean much to 
the educational work of the Province. The Department of Missions through 
its Chairman, Bishop Gooden, presented its report for 1944 at an earlier 
Council Meeting and at this time presented as an addendum to that report 
a tribute to the progressive and constructive work of Bishop Mitchell, the 
retiring Bishop of Arizona. Mr. Milbank, Treasurer, presented an interim 
report of receipts and disbursements from May Ist to October 15th. This will 
be included in the report he will make to this Synod for the full fiscal year. 
As Chairman of the Department of Finance he also presented the tentative 
Budget for the fiscal year May 1, 1946, to April 30, 1947. This, too, will be 
presented later for the Synod’s action. On motion the Council voted to fix 
the budget allocation for the Church Divinity School of the Pacific at 
$2,000.00, an increase over the previous year of $500.00 and for St. Margaret’s 
House at $600.00, an increase of $100.00. This will be submitted for the 
Synod’s approval when Mr. Milbank presents the budget. Bishop Lewis, 
Chairman of the College Work Commission, presented a report which in 
brief was this: At an earlier meeting of the Council, the Chairman in his 
survey emphasized the urgent need and necessity of securing a full time 
Executive Secretary if the Problem of College Work was to be solved. At 
that time he presented a budget for the present fiscal year calling for $700 
plus the amount in the Provincial Budget for the Commission. With this sum 
the Commission hoped to secure some trained young woman for this post. 
Having been given the green light by the Council the Commission after 
correspondence with the officials of the Church Society for College Work 
was told two things: 1. that the Budget was too small, and; 2. that the 
Society did not know of any young woman trained for this type of work who 
was available. The College Work Society was definitely interested in secur- 
ing a Secretary for this Province without which it did not believe the prob- 
lem could be solved. The Commission also believed that the stumbling block 
in the securing of a Secretary was that the College Work Society knew that 
the budget allowance was too small. The Commission after further study 
and careful consideration of the problem stated to the Council that to secure 
a trained and competent Secretary would require a budget of Five Thousand 
Dollars a year for at least three years for it would be both unwise and unfair 
to guarantee a tenure of the office for a less period than this. Further the 
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Commission stated that the Leaders of the Church Society for College Work 
have so definitely indicated their interest in this Province securing a full 
time Executive Secretary as to lead to the belief that the Society may be 
willing to assist in financing a budget of Five Thousand Dollars for securing 
such a Secretary. The Commission presented to the Council the following 
resolutions: Resolved: 1. that the Church Society for College Work be re- 
quested to make a grant of one-half of the budget for salary and expenses for 
said Secretary to the amount of $2,500.00 each year for a period of not less 
than three years, and, 2. that the Provincial Commission on College Work, 
through its Chairman, be requested to contact the Bishops of the Province 
to secure from the Dioceses and Missionary Districts contributions over and 
above their Provincial Assessments and Program Askings each year for a 
period of at least three years a sufficient sum that will in addition to what- 
ever may be written into the Budget for College Work match the $2,500.00 
provided by the Church Society on College Work. A further report on this 
very important matter may be expected from the Commission during this 
Synod. On motion these resolutions were adopted. The following are a few 
miscellaneous items from this Council Meeting: 1. That the Synod of 1946 
be a two day Synod with the cancellation for this year of the usual Christian 
Education Day held the day preceding the opening of the Synod and that 
the Synod be held in St. Mark’s Church and Parish House, Berkeley, Cali- 
fornia; 2. From the Department of Youth a resolution as follows: Resolved: 
that if practicable a Young Peoples Conference be held in 1946 under the 
direction of the Department and at a time to be fixed by the Department with 
expenses shared by the National Youth Commission and the Province of the 
Pacific. On motion the resolution was adopted; 3. That certain amendments 
to the Constitution and Canons of the Province presented to and approved 
by the Council be submitted to the Committee on Constitution and Canons 
when appointed for the 1946 Synod; 4. A letter of affectionate greeting was 
ordered sent to Bishop and Mrs. Remington and a letter to Bishop Binsted, 
Bishop of the Philippine Islands, a unit of this Province, on the destruction 
of so much of the Church property in his District and the sincere and genuine 
sympathy of the Council and the Province in the untold suffering he and 
many of his people experienced in the holocaust of war and assuring him that 
the Prayers and gifts of the Province will be offered to alleviate his deep 
distress. The Sixth Meeting of the Council was held in St. Mark’s Parish 
House, Berkeley, California, Tuesday Evening, April 30, 1946. The report 
of the Provincial Council from May 3rd, 1944 to May Ist, 1946 was presented 
by the Secretary and on motion was approved and ordered referred to the 
Synod. Certain amendments to the Provincial Constitution and Canons were 
on motion referred to the Committee on Constitution and Canons when ap- 
pointed by the Synod. On motion of Mr. Colcock it was voted that the 
Council authorize the creation of a Committee on Evangelism to consist of 
a Chairman appointed by the President and one representative from each of 
the constituent units of the Province. On motion of the Bishop of Nevada it 
was voted that the offerings received at the services to be held in connection 
with the Synod be devoted to the Advance and Reconstruction Fund. On 
motion of Bishop Stevens it was voted Mr. Merrix be requested to make a 
report to the Synod on the Advance and Reconstruction Fund and that the 
Church in this Province be urged to increase its gifts to this fund from 
$435,000.00 to $500,000.00. Mr. Milbank, Treasurer, presented his report for 
the fiscal year, May 1st, 1945 to April 30th, 1946. On motion the report was 
received, accepted and referred to the Synod. As Chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Finance he presented the budget for the present fiscal year which 
on motion was approved and referred to the Synod. Two amendments to the 
By-laws of the Church Divinity School reducing the number of Trustees 
meetings in a calendar year from three to two and fixing the third Wednes- 
day in February and October as the time for the meetings were approved by 
the Council. Proposed amendments to the By-laws of the School do not 
require Synod, action only action by the Council. A letter was laid before 
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the Council from the Rev. Dr. Wieland, National Council Secretary for 
Domestic Missions requesting the appointment of a Committee to make a 
survey covering the future of the Missionary District of Eastern Oregon 
in view of the fact that the District is now without a Bishop. The Council 
received the Departmental reports by title and on motion referred them to 
the Synod.

APPENDIX B 


THE PLACE OF YOUTH IN THE PROGRAM OF THE CHURCH 


The Department of Youth accepts major responsibility for the problems 
of all other Departments of the Church’s work. We humbly feel that our 
College Work is weak, our candidates for Holy Orders insufficient, many 
of our present Clergy ineffective, and our Adult Churchmen lacking in deep 
religious understanding, devotion and vital Christian practice because of 
the failure of the Department of Youth in its responsibility to Young 
Churchmen at the age when the pattern of their entire future religious life 
is molded. Much is being said these days about juvenile delinquency, and 
much more could be added concerning juvenile religious delinquency, and 
much in addition should be said about the Episcopal Church delinquency 
in the proper care of her youth. It is high time to realize that the teen age 
is the period when a certain job must be done or never can be wholly done. 
Our failure to capture the imagination and loyalty and to mobilize the 
idealisms of Young Churchmen between the ages of fourteen and twenty- 
five is a major responsibility for all other problems in the Church, with 
which we are so much concerned and about which so much of our effort 
seems futile. Our plight would be even more serious were it not that other 
denominations are doing a better job with their youth, and from these 
denominations a sizeable proportion of both our candidates for Holy Orders 
and for adult Confirmations are recruited. Until our Church becomes 
thoroughly Youth-centered, Youth-conscious, and more Youth-successful 
there is small chance that we will become self-perpetuating. 


THE YOUTH INQUIRY OF THE PROVINCE 

During the past fifteen months your Department has conducted an 
inquiry throughout the province. This has covered three fields: first, the 
Diocesan or District set-up. A one hundred per cent response was received. 
Second, the Parish and Mission status. Sufficient response was forthcoming 
to enable us to draw a fair picture of conditions. Thirdly, an inquiry of the 
individual opinions of young people themselves. There were enough of 
these to enable us to make valid generalizations. Copies of these three 
inquiry forms are attached to this report. 


DIOCESAN SET-UP 


Youth work in the Diocese, in general, is administered either through 
Departments of Youth or Committees of the Department of Christian Edu- 
cation. In some cases there is a tie-in with College Work. There is no 
standard of administration, and, in many places considerable confusion. 
The membership of these administrative bodies are most often appointed 
and frequently are adults only. This is a weakness, as young people them- 
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selves, even though lacking in maturity, should have a part in serving 
themselves, should be elected democratically by their fellows and should 
have the training in leadership therein involved. Adults must guide and 
work with them but it is a fallacy to do all their thinking for them. To give 
them a part is a lot of bother, and slow, but our failure here is partly re- 
sponsible for willing, but dumb, vestries later, as well as ineffective Lay 
Leaders in our women’s work. In too many Jurisdictions the only represen- 
tative of youth on the Diocesan Council is through an adult usually appoint- 
ed. Again the warning, we are thereby missing an opportunity for leadership 
training, and democratic representation. Youth comprises twenty per cent 
of the entire communicant strength of the Church. Our older young people, 
at least, could be given a place in our Church councils. Their voice would 
be feeble, but we might be surprised. Diocesan leaders reporting on the 
success of the youth program as they see it in their field runs trom the 
characterization of “pitiful” to an “optimistic fifty per cent”. I would 
emphasize the word “optimistic”. Through diocesan sources, in the main, 
we provide little or nothing in the way of financial backing for the program. 
Jurisdictions who do budget an item set aside but a nominal! sum, $100 the 
average. The only exception is where a full-time diocesan youth worker is 
provided, and even then his work is handicapped by the necessity of doing 
a half-dozen other jobs. We run true to form in the planning of summer 
conferences, the youth themselves having little voice or participation. 
Diocesan leaders of youth universally request help in program planning 
and leadership from both the Province and the National Church. Half of 
these leaders favor a full-time paid Provincial youth worker. We are not 
consistent or thorough in any effort to recruit and train leaders for youth 
work in the diocese. Little is being done and that little spasmodically. 


PARISH AND MISSION 


The first question put to Clergymen in charge of parishes and Missions 
tells a volume. In a great majority of cases clergy do not know how many 
young people between fourteen and twenty-five they have. A surprising 
number claimed they had none in contradiction to the national average ot 
one-fifth of our total communicant strength in this age group. A clergyman 
who cannot offhand think of any young person in his parish in this age 
group or at most cannot record more than half a dozen should question 
himself seriously. The conclusion might be made, by any one critically 
minded, that that priest may not be youth-conscious or that he is wasting 
his time in a field already dead. If there is a parish or mission in this prov- 
ince without any young person in this ten year age range, unless it be an old 
lady’s home, we suggest that the priest in charge had better search out the 
unattached youth of his community and attempt to do something with them 
to make his ministry justifiable. Other questions lead to the conclusion that 
not more than twenyty-five per cent of our youth constituency have even 
a nominal connection with any organized parish group. When we attempt 
to discover the number of active members, the percentage drops even lower. 
It is fair to say that even in parishes alive to their problem, making a serious 
effort to organize their youth and to keep them active, that not more than 
one out of every ten of our young peopie can be classed as active. It appears 
that lay adult leadership in this field is almost nil. Few of our groups meet 
with any other Church or Race. Most of those with organized units have 
found some help in UMCY material, but the complaint is general that it is 
geared to a too advanced age level, and is put out too late to be of greatest 
use. Incidentally, it might surprise you to know how many of our clergy 
cannot even say what the initials UMCY stand for. In desperation almost 
all clergy ask for help from both Diocese and Province. Many indicate that 
if a full-time Provincial worker could be secured, it would be helpful. 
Others think on a Provincial basis this help would be spread too thin, but 
that a Diocesan worker could make his contribution felt. It is, however, in- 
teresting to note that where youth work seems to be going best there is the 
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consciousness of a need of Diocesan or Provincial specialists in this field. 
We draw attention of the clergy who have had little success in organized 
work for their young people, to the fact that UMCY does not limit itse'f to 
suggestions for groups, but adapts its program and material to unaffiliated 
young persons, as well as existing units. Your Provincial Department makes 
these specific suggestions. That the first responsibility of each c ergyman 
is to know his young people, to love them, to spend some time with them, 
to consider their potential worth in comparison to adults, and to do some- 
thing for them. The clergyman who has no young person in his church had 
best go out and borrow, beg or steal a few. Take your youth to summer 
camps. Become familiar with the help that UMCY can offer. Make use of 
the trained volunteer youth leaders scattered throughout the Province. The 
National office will give you information as to who these leaders are, and 
help you secure them. To quote from one Diocesan youth leader, conscien- 
tious and well-informed about his field, “I should say that the average ciler- 
gyman knows nothing about youth work and cares less. He is ignorant or 
untrained in this field, perhaps all too often too lazy to be bothered, and 
frightened in facing a difficult task and the effort involved. Paid leadership 
and national planning will never take the place of honest to goodness in- 
terest and personal leadership on the part of the parsons. They are the 
bottleneck.” On the side it is interesting and illuminating to note in how 
many cases where little or nothing is being accomplished, that the program 
is being “reorganized” or that “a constitution is being written”. God be 
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merciful or as a teen-ager might say, “It’s all confusin’ if not amusin’. 


INDIVIDUAL OPINIONS FROM YOUNG PEOPLE 


Responses were received from approximately 150 young people in half 
the Dioceses and Districts of the Province. I am sure this is sufficient to 
say that the inquiry is representative and typical and therefore served its 
purpose in revealing the mind of youth. Some of the most common responses 
are herein recorded. No names were asked for. On the whole the answers 
were honest, certainly frank and immensely revealing:

Adults to criticize less and help more. 

A more friendly Rector—he is nice but doesn’t know what it’s all 
about. 


IN CONCLUSION 


The value of a questionnaire is largely for the person answering it—the 
self-examination involved. The conclusions you read into this report are of 
more worth than the report itself. 

Your Department of Youth Asks You To Think on These Things. 

Our young people want provincial conferences—with the war over 
they should have them. Money and time are involved, the youth will give of 
both, sacrificially, with a little help from the Church itself. Is it all waste 
and nonsense? As adults let us ask the same question of ourselves as to 
many of our own Diocesan and Provincial gatherings. 

Personally, I will bet on the Youth every time, as far as serious- 
ness of intention and value received, and on the benefits accruing to the 
Church of tomorrow. 

A provincial news sheet is planned. 

We urge each Diocese and District to consider carefully the question 
of at least one young person in attendance at the Youth Convention at 
Philadelphia in the Fall. The cost for such a brief period, and the travel 
involved are both absurd and tremendous—but for the good of the Church, 
if a choice is involved—it might be wise for a Diocese to sacrifice, if neces- 
sary, a Clerical or Lay Deputy, or it may be its Bishop, to give Youth a 
chance. 

The Hope of the Church Is Not Its Bishops or Clergy or Present Adult 
Lay People, But the Youth of Today, Its Leaders of Tomorrow.

APPENDIX C 
REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT ON COLLEGE WORK 
to the 
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SYNOD OF THE PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC 


May 1 and 2, 1946 


The College Work Commission has held no meetings since the meeting 
of the Provincial Council in October. This report, therefore, is supplemen- 
tary to the report submitted at that time. 

In accordance with the action of the Council at the October meeting, 
the Chairman requested $2,500 a year for three years from the National 
Commission on College Work, to be contingent on a like amount being 
raised by the Province, to provide salary, rent and travel for a full-time 
Provincial Secretary of College Work. The Chairman made a special trip 
to the meeting of the Commission at Evanston, Illinois, in February to 
present this request. After discussion the National Commission voted to 
grant $2,000 a year for three years for this purpose with the assistance of the 
Church Society for College Work, to be contingent on the Province raising 
an amount of $3,000 a year for this purpose. 

The chairman regrets to report that pressure of other business has 
prevented his presenting this offer to the Bishops and others interested as 
ee by the Council but this will be done immediately following the 

ynod. 


The purpose of a full-time Provincial Secretary and the reason for 
his appointment may be described again briefly, His first duty is to aid in 
promoting and extending college work within the Province through the 
organization of conferences of various kinds: especially, (a) student con- 
ferences, (b) college workers conferences, (c) vocational conferences for 
students, and (d) faculty conferences. He is to act in advisory capacity to 
the Dioceses and local clergymen regarding the promotion and nourish- 
ment of all college work within the Province. He is to act as an agent of 
the National secretary in the surveying of various college campuses in order 
to find out the needs and existing opportunities for beginning new work. 
He is to act as a representative of the national office and the Church 
Society for College Work in the Province and to convey to the men and 
women doing college work in the Province the policies, programs, material, 
etc., of the National Division of College Work and the Church Society. 

Both the Provincial Commission and the National Division and its 
Secretary agree that the success of the undertaking requires a priest of 
special ability, tact, and college experience, and assures the Council and 
the Provincial Synod that no such appointment will be made until a man 
is found who can capably meet the objectives of this post. 


The Provincial Commission has approved and the National Division has 
made additional grants in aid for College Work as follows: 
$ 300.00 to the Rev. David Jones of Mesa, Arizona. 
$1000.00 to the Rev. L. J. Bailey for a full-time assistant at Christ 
Church, Seattle, for work at the University of Washington. 
This grant augments $2,000 from local and Diocesan sources. 
$1000.00 granted to the University of Nevada at Reno is to ter- 
minate at the request of the Chairman on July 1, 1946. 

The Chairman has received $100 from the former secretary of the Pro- 
vincial Commission, the balance of funds paid to her by the Provincial 
Treasurer. $35.37 has been spent in telephone tolls and travel by the Chair- 
man in connection with the work of the Department. A balance of $64.63 
remains in the hands of the Chairman.

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APPENDIX D 


REPORT OF THE PROVINCIAL DEPARTMENT OF 
CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 
Members of the Synod: 

Your Commission during the year presented a report entitled ‘“‘The 
Need of a Rebirth of Christian Education” to the Council. This report 
was later circulated generally throughout the Province and elsewhere in 
an endeavor to stimulate an interest in a full program of religious education 
in every parish and mission in the West, 

After the lapse of a year or two the Department has revived the custom 
of providing a program for the Tuesday before the official opening of the 
Synod Wednesday morning. The program was held at the Church Divinity 
School and the speakers and discussion leaders were Rev. Dr. Randolph C. 
Miller, Canon Vesper Ward, Rev. Russell Staines, Mrs. Alfred Tyson, Miss 
Katherine Grammer, Dean of St. Margaret’s House, and the Rt. Rev. Wm. 
Bertrand Stevens, D.D, of Los Angeles. 

The Department has been gathering material designed to give a picture 
of the true state of the educational program in the parishes and missions 
of the Province. To this end members of the department have been gath- 
ering data in various sections of the Province. The result of this effort is 
embodied in the remainder of this report. It is not an encouraging picture 
on the whole and substantiates our conviction that one of the weak spots 
in the work of the Church is the Church School. Both in standards and in 
numbers there is much room for improvement. Because of the strategic 
nature of Christian Education in any program of upbuilding of the Church 
it is evident that more money and more effort must be spent for this 
purpose in both diocese and parish church. 

The results are given below. 

In an attempt to get an accurate picture of conditions in the Province 
a questionnaire was sent out to the chairmen of the Departments of Chris- 
tian Education in each diocese. This report is a digest of the answers to 
eleven questions. 

1. Are there any trends developing in the selection of lesson materials? 

The two courses most often mentioned were the Cloister Series and the 
St. James Lessons, and there seems to be an increasing use of both. In one 
instance there was mention of the Christian Education Units as supple- 
mentary materials and one district mentioned the increasing use of visual 
aids. 

2. Are class sessions lasting forty minutes? 

No. Reports show class sessions lasting from 20 to 35 minutes and one 
diocese reports 40-minute sessions in about 10 per cent of the Church 
schools. 

3. Is there any plan for leadership education? 

There are no over-all plans of leadership education. There has been 
a successful teachers institute in Seattle. Arizona reports that about 50 
per cent of its teachers are trained. In the Diocese of California the 
“Ward Plan” of week-end visitations at various parishes is a new, unusual 
and unique type of leadership education, reaching not only Church school 
teachers but parish leaders and families. It is to be hoped that the Ward 
Plan will commend itself to all Dioceses and districts who have directors 
of Christian Education. Some teacher training is done in summer confer- 
ences in the various Dioceses and districts. 

4. What is being done to reach high school students? 

This seems to be one of the worst weak spots in the total program. 
The reports show that work with high school students is being “revitalized”, 
or that “beginnings are being made’’, or that it is “spotty”, or that there is 
“very little’. One report made the statement “most high school young 
people in this Diocese seem to think it is childish to study religion after 
Confirmation. Unfortunately too many parents and rectors support them 
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in this view.” 


5. What is being done to reach youth groups? 

Some Dioceses feel that youth work and high school work are identical 
and bracketed the two questions. All of them reported that something was 
being done and California and Los Angeles have half-time directors of 
youth work but details are lacking of any specific accomplishments. 


6. Is there any adequate program of adult Christian Education? 

The unanimous answer is “no”, except for Women’s Auxiliaries. Of 
course it must be realized that every parish activity has educational possi- 
bilities and therefore there is at least a good deal of badly done educational 
work with adults. 


7. To what extent do rectors lead Church School worship? 

Wherever it is possible, but as one report said, “unwisely”. In the 
larger parishes most kindergarten and primary departments are led by 
women ‘who in most cases have been poorly trained for their work”. In 
mission stations it is almost impossible for the clergy to conduct Church 
school worship. 

8. Are there any new developments in educational philosophy? 

This is the area of abysmal ignorance. The only factor mentioned, and 
in only two cases, was the use of visual aids. In all other cases there was 
no evidence whatever of any educational philosophy. One report indicated 
promise when it was said “personally I am convinced that boys and girls 
cannot be saved in a social vacuum. The parish and the home are the funda- 
mental educational units through which we must work. The Church school 
is merely a symptom of the educational health of the parish.” 

9. Are diocesan policies of Christian education being developed and fol- 
lowed in the parishes? 

There are three instances of some developments in this direction but 
otherwise there is no connection whatever between diocesan policies and 
the parish educational program. 


10. We would like information as to the actual growth of Church schools 
in each area. 

In two cases specific figures were given. Olympia shows an increase in 
total enrollment of pupils from 3,999 to 4,145 for 1945-46. Eastern Oregon 
says there has been an increase of 35 per cent in the last two years. Arizona 
shows an increase among smaller children. San Joaquin is holding its own. 
Idaho is steady. California and Spokane suggest that the increase is fol- 
lowing the population trend. 


11. Has week-day released-time education been supported by the Epis- 
copal Church? 

In Olympia and Spokane it is illegal but the Church is backing the 
movement to have the law changed. It has been passed once and vetoed by 
the governor. In Idaho there is no released time although it is legal. In 
Eastern Oregon the Episcopal Church has not backed it to any great ex- 
tent. In Arizona and San Joaquin there has been some support. In the 
Diocese of California approximately five communities report successful 
projects from the point of view of the Episcopal Church. In some areas the 
Church has withdrawn its support from community projects. In a number 
of other communities our clergy have refused to cooperate from the begin- 
ning. In Salinas the children have been released directly to the Episcopal 
Church and a succssful program has been developed. In this field the 
Episcopal Church has shown little understanding of the difficulties and 
barriers that must be overcome in order to get along with our fellow 
Christians. 

The total picture given us by the answers to these questions is that not 
very much is happening. Our educational work is particularly weak in 
leadership education, reaching high school students and in adult education. 
There is little use in knowledge of educational philosophy and not much is 
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being done to develop diocesan policies. But because of the inherent value 
of the Church school there have been increases in enrollment following 
population trends. It is suggested that the Province take seriously the 
interim report of the Provincial Commission on Christian Education which 
suggests the main steps in developing an education policy.

APPENDIX E 


REPORT, DEPARTMENT OF MISSIONS 
ALASKA 


The year 1945 marks the Golden Jubilee of the Missionary District of 
Alaska. On St. Andrew’s Day in 1895, in St. George’s Church, New York, 
Peter Trimble Rowe was consecrated the first Bshop. The work of the 
district is carried on in seventeen permanent missions by a staff of eighteen 
clergy, one deaconess and eighteen lay workers, who carry on work at about 
twenty-eight out-stations, as opportunity offers. During the war the Bishop 
visited the Aleutian Islands and ministered to the United States troops 
wherever they were stationed. 


CALIFORNIA 


The following items are significant for the year 1945 and to date in the 
matter of missionary development in the Diocese of California: 

1. The Rev. Gordon Reese has been appointed as Youth Worker and 
Canon to the Ordinary. He will help the Bishop in the administration of 
the Missionary work. 


2. Anew Mission was developed at Concord, California, where a cor- 
ner lot 100 x 300 ft. has been purchased. Worship is now being held in the 
auditorium of the Civic Center of Eniwetok Village. 

3. In addition a new property has been purchased at Willow Glen, 
outside San Jose, and the work which is almost spectacular in its develop- 
ment, is growing there. 

4. The Diocese has adopted a new principle in its inter-racial work, 
namely integration of national groups. Thus, instead of re-organizing the 
Christian Japanese Mission, the churchmen of Japanese ancestry will be- 
long to the Cathedral congregation, and the Rev. Joseph Tsukamoto, the 
priest who has had charge of this group until re-location, will properly 
become a minor Canon of the Cathedral in the reorganization. A Commis- 
sion on inter-racial work has been established, its members associates of 
the Department of Missions. They will study contemporary trends and en- 
deavor to assist in this process of integration. 

The Chinese Missions have made a notable advance in assuming a 
large measure of self support. Many new sites are being discovered for 
future work, the purchase of which will be partly financed by the Recon- 
struction and Advance Fund of the Diocese. 


5. St. Alban’s, Albany, which has been worshipping in a store, is now 
about to undertake construction as soon as materials are available. The 
Diocese is contributing $8,000 toward an overall expense of approximately 
$35,000. This Mission has grown apace under the fine leadership of Dr. 
Randolph Miller. 


HONOLULU 


The past year has seen many changes in the Missionary District of 
Honolulu, the most encouraging of which has been the addition of nine 
new clergy, including the new headmaster of Iolani School and Canon 
Anson Phelps Stokes, Jr., rector of St. Andrew’s Cathedral Parish. 

New work has been opened up at St. Stephen’s Church, Wahiawa, 
Oahu, with the Rev. Sydney H. Croft, Vicar. St. Christopher’s Church, 
Kailus, Oahu, is another new mission that has been started under the 
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charge of the Rev. W. Arthur Roberts. The Rev. J. Thurlow Baker, Eleele, 
Kauai, has begun a new work at St. Paul’s Church, Kekaha, Kauai. 

Eleven of the churches and missions are forging ahead with building 
projects and it is felt that this is a wonderful step in the right direction. 
The former residence of the Bishop has been turned into a Diocesan House 
and Army and Navy Center and has been completely refurnished through 
the aid of the American Red Cross. The Bishop and his family have moved 
into a very lovely residence removed from the Cathedral Close, which was 
purchased by the District. 

The Bishop’s Endowment Fund has been increased by over $5,500 and 
the Diocesan debt has been decreased by $12,000 this past year. Shingle 
Memorial Hospital, the only non-leper hospital on the island of Molokai, 
has added new equipment this past year, which includes an operating table, 
sterilizer, X-ray, etc. Through a war agency the nurses home has been 
given to the hospital, which is a fine addition to it. A tremendous amount 
of charitable work is done each year by the Hospital. Two very substantial 
gifts have been received this year from friends of the Church amounting 
to $40,000 and $20,000, the former to be used toward the purchase of proper- 
ty now encroashing on the Cathedral grounds and the latter to be used for 
the erection of a new parish house and church for one of the missions. 

St. Andrew’s Priory School for Girls, under the direction of the Sis- 
ters of the Transfiguration, has an enrollment of over five hundred girls. 
They are doing a fine work and have a complete faculty this year. The 
sisters have also opened a home, St. Michael’s Home, for girls of our faith 
from other islands, who are attending the University of Hawaii. The Iolani 
School for Boys has an enrollment of 600 this year. The faculty has been 
increased so that all grades and high school are now being taught for the 
first time since the “Blitz”. Through the aid of the Churches and parishes, 
eight kindergarten and day schools are being conducted in the City of 
Honolulu, 

One was ordained to the Diaconate and three to the Priesthood this 
past year. 

Through the courtesy of the Army and Navy the Bishop was able to 
make a 10,000 mile trip to Guam, Saipan, Tinian, Iwo Jima, Ie Shima, Oki- 
nawa and Kwajalein, for the purpose of administering confirmation and 
conferring with the Chaplains. A unique dedication service was that for 
an “AJA” (American with Japanese Ancestry) window, at St. John’s 
Church, Eleele, Kauai. The main figure had the face of one of the Orientals 
who was from this mission and had become a member of the United States 
Army. We ended the year with 611 confirmations—an encouraging number. 


IDAHO 


Two missions reached parochial status in this District: Grace Church, 
Nampa, and Trinity Church, Pocatello. It is quite an advance, making four 
self-supporting parishes. 

The man power problem has eased off a little, with only two fields 
vacant at the close of the year. One of these, Salmon, presents a real prob- 
lem, due to its isolation and inability to be linked up with another place. The 
Rev. Joseph F. Hogben has returned to Idaho after a term of service in the 
chaplaincy of the U. S. Army; he takes over St. Paul’s, Blackfoot, and what 
is quite important, the Church of the Good Shepherd, Fort Hall. He is a true 
missionary, and will roam far and wide in his work. 

Miss Virginia Gesner has taken over the position of District Director 
of Religious Education and Rural Missionary. For the time, she is living in 
Idaho City, where she is making a real impress upon the life of the com- 
munity. There are forty children in the public school, thirty-five in St. 
Mark’s Church School. 

One new Mission has been started—Horseshoe Bend—thirty miles north 
of Boise, a sawmill town. Services are limited to one a month, because of 
the Bishop’s engagements elsewhere, but the response has been encouraging. 
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This is but one community along the north and south highway in which we 
ought to be working. 

There is a proposal under consideration to join with the Missionary 
District of Utah to place a man in Logan and give him the southeastern 
corner of Idaho. The present missionary policy is to look out for the smaller 
communities untouched by any religious work. 


ARIZONA 


The most important event in this District during 1945 was the retire- 
ment of the Rt. Rev. Walter Mitchell, after twenty years of indefatigable 
missionary work throughout this State. Bishop Mitchell offered his resigna- 
tion at the meeting of the House of Bishops in January, 1945, but continued 
supervision of the District until his successor took up residence in June. 
This Bishop found a struggling work and was faced immediately with many 
vacancies. Ever since that time he never really rested from his zealous 
efforts to start and maintain missions, almost where two or three were 
gathered together. 

As there are today seven parishes in the entire State there remains a 
widely scattered missionary work, with twenty-three missionary clergy, 
who labor with heroic devotion in fields that are always difficult, sometimes 
desperate, and where the work is, therefore very real in its sacrificial 
devotion. 

The Good Shepherd Mission among the Navajo of the Northeastern 
part of the State has existed for fifty years, having given an example to the 
Government in schools, hospitals and orphanage work. The mission is in no 
small sense responsible for demonstrating to the Department of Indian 
Affairs the need for these various institutions. The Summer Program of 
orphan care continues as a responsibility of this mission, under the leader- 
ship of the Rev. David W. Clark and a devoted staff. There is also a lay 
Evangelist of singular personality, who keeps the flag of our Church flying 
in the romantic valley among the Navasupai people. 

There are two Missions being carried on in Phoenix among the Mexi- 
can-American citizens. The District is particularly fortunate to have the 
services of a Spanish Priest to direct this most interesting work among this 
minority. 

No report of the missionary work of the District would be compitete 
without mention of the Arizona Health League, which is the parent organi- 
zation of St. Luke’s Home, Phoenix, and St. Luke’s-in-the-Desert, Tucson, 
both institutions dedicated to the care of tuberculosis. God has given to this 
State its wonderful curative climate for this particular human scourge. We 
could do nothing greater in the Name of the healing example of Christ than 
to help with this God-given gift. 

There are dreams and visions in the District. It is hoped that within a 
short period of time at least three Missions may be able to apply for parish 
status. There are dreams of quite a few people coming into the district, and 
of availability of consecrated clergymen who may see the high romance 
of gathering Christ’s sheep in this thinly populated area. 


LOS ANGELES 


A second Trailer Chapel has been placed in the rural area for work in 
the San Diego Convocation more particularly. It will be in charge of a 
Church Army Captain. Under the Church Army the work at Brawley has 
been revived and is now in a thriving condition. With the exception of the 
northern part, every town and hamlet in the Diocese will be reached by the 
Trailer Chapel. They are called by the name of St. Christopher. New 
churches at Balboa, East Hollywood and South Gate are under construction. 
In the latter place the men, themselves, are building a stone church with 
steel reinforcement. The Church at Logan Heights, San Diego has been 
moved to Pacific Beach, which is a much more strategic area. St. Martin’s 
(colored) Watts, has purchased a Baptist Church and moved it to a new 
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location, and the work there shows great promise. New Vicarages have 
been secured for Firestone Park and Colton. A large new parish house is 
being erected for San Marino, a mission which has recently become a parish. 
A number of vicarages have become free from debt. The difficulty in se- 
curing permits is holding back the construction of a number of new churches 
and parish houses. New work has been started at Twenty-nine Palms and the 
mission at La Mesa has become a parish. The mission at San Fernando has 
sold its property and purchased a fine site in a more suitable location, and 
building wiil start as soon as materials are available. The Spanish work in 
North Hollywood, at the Church of the Holy Family is thriving. About 
twenty-five were confirmed recently. Much work of a social nature is done 
there under Fathers Alorda and Cladera. Fiestas sometimes bring together 
around the Church as many as a thousand people. The Navy Chapel at Long 
Beach under Chapiain Riddle, U. S. N. Retired, reaches thousands of Navy 
people and children in three locations. It is a unique work and flourishes 
remarkably. The mission work of the Diocese at present goes forward in an 
encouraging way. The only difficulty is that we cannot keep up with the 
opportunties. 


NEVADA 


The outstanding events in the missionary progress of the Missionary 
District of Nevada in the year 1945 were first of all, the rapid increase in 
numbers and self-support in the missions in Clark County. As of January Ist 
two missions: St. Christopher’s, Boulder City, and Christ Church, Las 
Vegas, both became self-supporting, and Christ Church has already taken 
the preliminary steps in becoming an independent parish. Meanwhile the 
work at Henderson, also in Clark County, has increased sufficiently to war- 
rant calling a priest to take care of its opportunities and it is hoped to have 
a man in residence in the near future. Pledges for local share of his mis- 
sionary stipend were approaching the total necessary in the 1945 canvass. 

Another event of special missionary interest is the placing of a resident 
priest in Smith Valley. This was made possible by a cooperative agreement 
between the iBshop of Nevada and the Bishop of San Joaquin. Under this 
agreement the mission of Coleville is attached to the Smith Valley field 
for the present and sufficient salary aid made available to support the work. 
There was no minister resident in either Smith Valley or Coleville prior 
to the present arrangement and the work is alrady showing real promise. 
Smith Valley is devoted to ranching and includes no towns of any size, so 
that the work there constitutes an experiment in a completely rural com- 
munity. The work in the other mission fields continued during 1945 much 
as in previous years. Confirmations increased and efforts are being con- 
tinued to reach even the smaller places in our State. 


OLYMPIA 


, The Diocese of Olympia is able to report consistent growth in communi- 
cant strength and in generous support of the Church’s Program. Even in the 
matter of Church School enrol!ment there has been growth. 

Confirmations for the last two years have exceeded all previous records, 
and this in spite of the difficulties of keeping the field manned. 

Building debts have been considerably reduced. Two new rectories have 
been purchased. Three new missions have been established, two new mission 
churches erected, and a third is in process of erection. 

Present indications are that the Diocese will exceed its Reconstruction 
and Advance Fund expectations. 


OREGON 


Several new missions have been established in the past two years. The 
missionary at Newport has established regular services at Nelscott, twenty 
miles north of Newport and at Waldport, fifteen miles south of Newport. 
Lots have been given for Churches in both of these communities. There 
are no immediate plans for building. Services are maintained in a Com- 
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munity church at Nelscott and at a Presbyterian church at Waldport. 

On the Southern Oregon coast a resident minister has been placed at 
Gold Beach and he has developed a new work at Brookings, near the Cali- 
fornia line. This work with that of Port Orford has the helpful guidance and 
direction of Bishop Jenkins. A building site has been obtained at Gold 
Beach. At present services are being held in a small building which under- 
went conversion from a butcher shop to a Chapel. Bishop Jenkins’ strong 
right arm was a potent factor. 

In Portland a building site has been found for St. Matthew’s Mission, 
just beyond the city limits on the Columbia River Highway. St. Philip’s 
Church, the Negro work, is rejoicing in the completion of a fine parish house 
and in the construction of a new church. The large increase in the colored 
population has made it necessary the improvement of their facilities. 


PHILIPPINES 


The work in the Philippines, save for that carried on by two faithful 
Chinese priests, two Igorot priests and one Igorot deacon, was very limited 
during the first half ot 1945. After release trom internment Bishop Binsted 
sent all the missionaries to the States. Three priests who were on fur- 
lough when the war broke out have now returned, and we have American 
priests in Sagada, Baguio and St. Luke’s Hospital, Manila. Bishop Wilner 
was the first of the interned group to return to the Islands, and Bishop 
Binsted was the last to leave, which is as it should be. Others are returning 
constantly and the work will again go forward. Bishop Binsted was able to 
visit the Church in Japan, and he has a report of great interest and encour- 
agement to make to the National Council as a result of that visit. 

“The knowledge that our friends at home were constantly remember- 
ing us in their prayers enabled us to endure the privations of the war years 
and the rigors of the internment camp. God was good to us and brought us 
through safely. 

“Our people behaved magnificently during those difficult years and cc 
merit all the help we can give them.” 


SACRAMENTO 


During the year 1945, the missionary work in the Diocese of Sacramento 
went forward both spiritually and materially. 

Two items of new work stressed were: 1. The Community Church (St. 
Matthew’s Mission) in the Arcade District of Sacramento, and 2, The 
Mission in the Mountain area at Alturas. The first has an enrollment of 
over 150 children of all denominations and is under the auspices of our 
Church. A temporary building was secured and plans for a much needed 
larger building will be started immediately, if building conditions permit. 
A resident man is being secured to shepherd this challenging opportunity. 
There are now three good Parishes and two strong Missions in the City of 
Sacramento. At Alturas a resident clergyman is being secured, in conjunc- 
tion with Eastern Oregon, to minister to the people of this vast mountain 
area. 

Considerable missionary zeal is being manifested throughout the Dio- 
cese, not only in winning new disciples but in supporting the work of the 
whole Church. It is planned to establish at least one new piece of work, in 
an unshepherded area, each year. 


SAN JOAQUIN 


Six churches and missions, not including the three largest parishes in 
this District, have averaged an increase of better than twelve hundred 
dollars each, in the amount paid the clergyman serving them, thereby partly 
increasing each salary. and largely relieving the general Church of that 
much load. 

Only three clergy have transferred elsewhere, Ten remain of the 
thirteen who were active when Bishop Walters began his work in 1944. Ten 
new men make it possible to serve every congregation that can be reached. 
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A general missionary, with the title of Bishop’s Vicar, has been secured, in 
the person of the Rev. Milton S. Kanaga of Ohio, formerly archdeacon in 
the Dioceses of Pittsburgh and Erie. With his great experience in creative 
and promotional work, San Joaquin has now begun an aggressive program 
of establishing new churches. 

Succeeding Deaconess Ormerod, who is training for a sisterhood, 
Miss Elizabeth Hamilton, M.A., will continue the program of rural visiting 
and education. Miss Hamilton is a graduate of Willamette University and 
St. Margaret’s House. 

The San Jaoquin trailer chapel fund has now reached the seven hundred 
dollar mark. 


SPOKANE 


The year 1945 was in the main a “hold the line” year, despite the fact that 
the 432 Confirmations recorded is the third highest figure in the history of 
the District. 

Generally speaking the larger places have done well and the smaller 
places not so well. Beyond a doubt our missionaries are asked to cover too 
much ground. The war and its aftermath have made this type of work even 
more difficult. Not only the lack of clergy due to the war, but a general 
restlessness among the clergy (and lay people alike) has contributed to the 
element of uncertainty. and instability during these years. The following 
gains are of interest. 

After four years of occasional services by visiting clergymen, a man is in 
residence in the Lower Yakima. He lives at Sunnyside and serves Zillah and 
Mabton. Just as soon as he is ordained to the Priesthood, he will probably in- 
clude Prosser among his responsibilties. As a result of his devoted and ener- 
getic ministry, the work in that field, especially Zillah, is prospering as it 
oe not done in many years. The name of the new man is the Rev. Clarence C. 

ocum, 

Another promsing field is that served by the Rev. Leo W. Dyson. Again 
entirely too much to be cared for by one man. Even so, Mr. Dyson has given 
the work in Kennewick, Pasco and Richland the benefit of good leadership 
and energetic administration. The work at Richland which is the residential 
area connected with the DuPont atomic bomb project at Hanford, came 
into being almost overnight. A goodly number of Episcopalians has been 
found and their response has been hearty, even though they have no way of 
telling how long they may continue to live in this community, which is eco- 
nomically dependent upon the aforesaid DuPont uranium-plutonium pro- 
gram. 

The work at St. David’s, Spokane; Epiphany, Spokane, and St. John’s, 
Colville, all of which have ordinarily been in charge of one clergyman, has 
been without an ordained man for several years. However, Mr. Clifford C. 
Covington will be in charge of this field as soon as he can be ordained— 
probably before July Ist. 

Work in other scattered parts of the field, like Sandpoint, Bonners 
Ferry, Republic, Grangeville, Coulee Dam and Ritzville is awaiting the 
availability of a good man to act in the capacity of general missionary. To 
say that the fields are awaiting a good general missionary does not mean 
that they have been neglected in the meantime. In these particular places lay 
readers, assisted by the Bishop and other clergy as opportunity offered, have 
lent a hand, stopped the gaps and provided Celebrations of the Communion 
with pretty consistent regularity. 

Practically every mission in the District of Spokane has been actively 
engaged in soliciting pledges and raising money for the Reconstruction and 
Advance Fund. It looks as if the District were going to be able to round up 
approximately $45,000 by the first of next August. If that is done it will 
evince a pretty sturdy loyalty and sense of purpose as well as sacrificial 
spirit among our people. 

These missionaries are able and devoted men. The passing years give 
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increasing evidence of the fact that, if the Church is really to grow, it must 
have more men at work. Large rural areas demanding that a man spend so 
much time on the road should be split up in the interest of the saving of 
time, and of a more intensive program. 


UTAH 


The three things of most importance in the Diocese of Utah are: 1. The 
selling of a church in a section of Salt Lake City, which has moved away 
from our Church, and the moving into another and rapidly growing section, 
where no work is being done, so far as we have been able to discover. Con- 
struction has not definitely been started in this new area, but it is being 
given the benefit of study and survey. The old property has been sold and 
the money is on hand. 

2. A full time worker has been placed in the Logan Field and the work 
which has been maintained from a distance will now have the benefit of a 
man on the spot. The results have already begun to show the advantage of 
this policy. 

3. In the large Defense Workers Area, the center of which is the City 
of Ogden, the District has for several years cooperated in the United 
Christian Ministry. Steps have now been taken to organize a Community 
Church in what is called the Clearfield Area, The work is in charge of a 
Baptist Minister whose salary is paid by the cooperating churches, of which 
ours is one. In this way opportunity for service is made use of and it is clear 
that what the Church has done is being well received. 


APPENDIX F 
COMMISSION ON RURAL WORK 


Your Committee on Rural Work has proceeded as in past years to try 
to build up and develop fellowship among the Clergy and Workers in the 
Rural Field of the Province, largely through correspondence and through 
the summer institutes. In 1945 two Institutes for Town and Country Work- 
ers were held at which attendance was aided through a grant from the 
National Council. The one at Pullman, State College of Washington, was 
from July 9th to the 20th. This was well attended though only about two- 
thirds of the number that attended the Institute in 1944. There were, how- 
ever, as in past years a large percent of Episcopalians. Over one-half of all 
registered were of our Church. Dr. Landis of the Home Missions Council 
was the leading teacher. 

At Reno, University of Nevada, we had our first Institute in the South 
half of the Province. This School was small in attendance and yet here again 
over one-half of those registered were Episcopalians. Though attendance 
was small and though this was the first year of the Institute at the Univer- 
sity of Nevada, still in regard to the courses given it was the best I have 
attended. Dr. Pierson Parker of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific, 
Mrs. Shotwell on migratory work and the Rev. Don Pulstrick, representing 
the Home Missions Council together with representatives from the Uni- 
versity of Nevada Faculty made a really high class faculty. Both these Insti- 
tutes will be held in 1946. The one at Pullman will be from July 9th to July 
19th and at the University of Nevada from June 24th to July 5th. The Rev. 
Clifford L. Samuelson of the National Office at 281 Fourth Avenue, New 
York, has again promised the usual financial assistance. Notices have been 
sent about these Institutes to around 220 workers in the Province and we 
hope for an even further attendance than last year. This, I am sure, is one 
real way to promote better work, happier workers and more efficient min- 
istry in the Rural areas of our Church in this Province.

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APPENDIX G 
THE REPORT OF THE RADIO COMMITTEE 


Our request for information concerning the use of radio in the Province 
brought responses from twelve dioceses and missionary districts. We are 
able to give a partial report under two headings: first, results of the survey 
made and, second, some recommendations based upon the figures presented. 

The facilities of 39 radio stations are at the disposal of our clergy, in 
this province. 

Three places in two diocese pay for time, totaling 52 hours per year; 
all other regular time is free. These periods cover various types of religi- 
ous broadcasts from a five minute spot to a regular full hour service per 
week. Wherever time is available for religious broadcasts our clergy take 
their turn, varying from a weekly to a bi-monthly period. 

These regular periods available to our clergy total 19214 hours of free 
time on the radio. Using the modest average of fifty dollars per hour as a 
basis, we discover that we have here a missionary gift of $9,625 per year. If 
we add to this regular time those occasional services which are indicated in 
the reports submitted, we may well be within the limits of fair estimate to 
state that we have another fifty hours per year, in other words we have about 
12,000 dollars worth of time. We think no small sum. 

Recommendations: 

Based upon the facts and figures submitted we discover that in the most 
sparsely settled areas of the Province, Utah and Nevada, our Church has the 
least opportunity to extend its ministry through radio. Radio conscious 
America has been trained to listen to the Catholic Hour, the Lutheran Hour, 
The Hope of Israel Hour, the Old Fashioned Revival Hour. Could we not 
have an hour in which the Church could speak its witness in the eighth 
province? This will cost us money, but it will be money well spent. This is 
particularly true in the areas indicated. 

Second. The Committee would urge the preparation and production 
of services for rebroadcast purposes in areas where local facilities do not 
furnish the necessary requirements. There are many smaller radio stations 
which do not tie into the national broadcasting systems. They have no facili- 
ties to pick up music and other liturgical portions of a church service. A 
clergyman in a rural field may not have the musical resources in his small 
congregation to furnish the type of music required. He ought to have avai!- 
able records of those parts of the service which he needs to put on a church 
service, and still give an opportunity to present his sermon, thus adding that 
local touch which is required to secure a hearing. We believe these records 
should be made from actual broadcasts to give them the atmosphere of a 
church service rather than that of a studio production. 

Radio has done much to solidify and rally mankind around world mov- 
ing slogans. Literally what men speak in secret chambers is declared from 
the house tops. Certainly we ought to consecrate this tool of persuasion to 
the conversion of men to Christ and His Church. We can not afford to 
aaa our preparation for a radio ministry whenever that opportunity is 
offered. 


APPENDIX H 
COMMITTEE ON SEAMEN’S WORK 


The Seamen’s Church Institute of Los Angeles is the only organization 
on the Pacific Coast, sponsored by the Episcopal Church, which is doing 
work amongst the Merchant seamen. 

That there is a real need for this “mission to seamen’ is seen in the 
fact that the Church of England has always included in its budget a generous 
amount for the sake of bringing the church to their seamen. In this country, 
our own church, the Roman Catholic Church, the Scandinavian churches, the 
Friends’ Society, the Y. M. C. A. and other religious bodies have established 
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clubs with port chaplains for the sake of bringing Christ to the men. 

They do this because the merchant seaman leads a very abnormal life. 
By the very nature of his calling he is constantly moving. He does not have 
roots that are the privilege of the landsman, and is not able to identify him- 
self with a particular parish. The Church, which he sorely needs in a life so 
fraught with danger and temptation, must be brought to him. This can best 
be done by means of clubs where he may find lodgings, meals, and other 
amenities of the home, and above all a chapel in its midst. 

You, who do not know what it is to be landing continually at strange 
places, knowing no one, realizing that nothing in the place has anything to 
do with you, cut off from everybody you have ever known; cannot realize 
what it means to these men to know that there is some one waiting who 
will be really glad to see them. St. Paul’s words well express the experience 
of the modern seamen, “In journeyings often, in perils of waters, in perils 
in the city, in perils of the sea, in perils among false brethren.” Seamen are 
in peril not only at sea but when they come ashore. The dangers which beset 
them are from persons threatening personality. 

The Institute is providing first and foremost a real welcome and a 
homely atmosphere for these men who can feel rather solitary in those 
ports to which they come. If there were no such place many men with that 
sense of loneliness would be ready to accept the hospitality of anyone who 
is ready to entice them—sometimes to their great loss, 

Beds, of which there are forty, reading and writing material, arrange- 
ments for receiving of mail, the checking of baggage, and the depositing of 
money and valuables for safekeeping, entertainment, recreation of all kinds, 
counselling, religious services, extension of credit, and small emergency 
loans to worthy seamen; these are but a few of the services provided and 
appreciated to the full. Another greatly appreciated service is the supplying 
of ships’ crews with magazines for the voyage. 

The capital indebtedness, which has encumbered the Institute since its 
organization has been reduced to $700.00, and there are sufficient funds on 
hand so that this amount could be liquidated. 

September 8, 1946, will mark the 25th anniversary of the organization of 
the Seamen’s Church Institute of Los Angeles. During those twenty-five 
years of progress, the work has grown to such an extent that we are not able 
to reach all the men we would, due to limited space and lodging. Today we 
stand at the crossroads and if we are to go forward, we must have a new 
building with at least a hundred rooms, a cafeteria, lounge, recreation room, 
and a chapel. 

This would be a sound investment, not only from a spiritual standpoint, 
but also from a business standpoint, for the men who come to us are active 
employed men, who are willing and glad to pay for lodging and meals. They 
would be grateful for a modern and comfortable building. It would sym- 
bolize to them our concern and care for them, and memorialize those brave 
seamen who made the supreme sacrifice in this last war. These men wou!d 
support a church Institute with the atmosphere of home one hundred per- 
cent. We cannot expect them to build it! 

It has occurred to the Director, that since the Seamen’s Church Insti- 
tute of Los Angeles, is the only Church Institute of its kind on the Pacific 
Coast, and in view of the fact that this year marksitssilver jubilee, it would 
be fitting that at this meeting of the Synod of the Province of the Pacific, 
some action were taken, whereby funds would be forthcoming for a new 
building. A silver dollar from every communicant in the Province of the 
Pacific would build a suitable home. 


APPENDIX | 
To the Members of the Synod: 
I beg to report on my activities as a representative to the National 
Council. It is a good many years since I have been called upon to do so. For 
several years I appeared with a report in my pocket which stayed there un- 
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honored and unsung with no opportunity to be heard. The Synod gives a man 
a great privilege in sending him to the Council and as my term closes I wish 
to thank you for the fun I have had. 

During the years I have tried to attend all the meetings and have kept an 
average of nearly seven out of every eight meetings. With Mr. Dean 
Vincent, I have tried to represent the interests of the Province as they 
have emerged in discussions and appeals. I have served during my recent 
term of office as Chairman of the Department of Social Relations and as a 
member of the Division of College Work. I served also as Chairman of the 
special committee on salaries and pensions for women workers, a com- 
mittee whose report I commend to your attention. Some of our hardest 
thinking has to be done in this field. For many decades, the Church has taken 
advantage of the loyalty and devotion of women Church workers and de- 
pended too much on the fact that there are pin-money workers available for 
the important tasks of Christian Education, secretarial service, and social 
relations. A recent appointment is a reassignment to the Committee on 
Reference of which I was the first Chairman a number of years ago. 

Twelve years with only one short interval is a long period for mem- 
bership on the Council. I have been on the Home Department, the Overseas 
Department, and the Division of Religious Education in addition to those 
other activities mentioned. I have had much satisfaction in my associations 
on the Council and the personal friendships and contacts have brought me 
pleasure. I am missing the current meeting to be here at the Synod, a derelic- 
tion in duty which is defensible, I am sure, if not inevitable.

THE CHURCH DIVINITY SCHOOL OF THE PACIFIC

Report to the Board of Trustees 


In many respects the present year has been one of the most significant 
in the life of the School in that it marks the realization of some of the goals 
toward which we have been striving for many years. We have reference in 
particular to the Accreditation of the Church Divinity School by the Accred- 
iting Committee of the American Association of Theological Schools, To 
achieve this academic goal it means that the School has had to meet severe 
tests in every aspect of theological education and to measure up specifically 
to prescribed standards in seventeen set areas such as the number and 
quality of the faculty, standards of admission, character of teaching, quality 
of students, adequacy of library, adequacy of the physical plant, financial 
sufficiency, efficiency of administration, development of the curriculum and 
the like. Our application was made last spring, the examination conducted in 
the fall and accreditation granted at the annual meeting of the committee 
in December. The School thus joins five other Episcopal theological schools 
as nationally accredited institutions for the training of men for the ministry 
of this Church. 

The past year also marks the acquisition of one more full-time man 
for the teaching staff. Professor Charles F. Whiston came into residence in 
July as Associate Professor of Moral Theology and lecturer in Church His- 
tory and the History of Doctrine. His special skills in the devotional life 
have greatly enriched the training program and the spiritual life of the 
School and, indeed, of the Province as a whole. 

Another new development has been the institution of a ’Pre- theological 
Student Program whereby the seminary will take a limited number of men 
who have but one or two years of university work to complete for their 
degree, supervise their program at the university and induct them into the 
life of the School. This is a greatly needed service in some cases and at the 
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present time four such students have been accepted. 

This year, the end of the war with Germany and Japan has witnessed 
the turning of the tide in the matter of the enrollment at theological schools 
of postulants for the ministry. Since the war began there has been a gradual 
decline in the number of men thus offering themselves to the Church, which 
decline reached a critical point a few months ago. Since then an encouraging 
number of men from the Military Service, of excellent quality, have entered 
the School for full-time study, and more will undoubtedly come in the next 
few months. These men will enjoy the provisions of the so-called G. I. Bill 
of Rights since the School some time ago was approved by the Veterans’ 
Administration for this purpose. 

We have been able this year a'so to enter into the use of Denniston Hall, 
the rooms of which have been generously furnished by special gifts on the 
part of many individuals and organizations throughout the Province. With 
the growth of the faculty and the student body additional space was greatly 
needed. We were also honored during the year by the presence of the Presid- 
ing Bishop and other members of the Council and w took advantage of the 
presence of Bishop Tucker to have him act as matriculating officer for this 
year’s entering students. 


STUDENTS 


The student body during the present year, beginning with but a dozen 
students, owing to the progressive drying up of the sources, at the end of 
the third quarter has increased the total registration for the year to 28, 
including a few who have finished their work during the year or dropped 
out. There are 23 registered at the present moment. The total registration 
for the year includes 6 graduate students, 6 seniors, 5 middlers, 9 juniors and 
2 special students, representing 12 different dioceses and districts. In ad- 
dition to this we have had 22 men from the Pacific School of Religion regis- 
tered in our classes, 8 from the Berkeley Baptist Divinity School, 1 from the 
Starr King School for the Ministry and 6 women from St. Margaret’s House. 
This makes a grand total of 65 students during the course of the year who 
have been instructed in classes of the Divinity School. Permission has been 
granted from time to time to lay persons in the community otherwise quali- 
fied to audit certain courses. 

SUMMER SESSION 


The summer session of last year was for the full 10-week period, divided 
into two 5-week sections, and was attended by 18 students. This coming sum- 
mer the summer session will be, as in the past, a combined venture of the 
local theological schools, and will be for a period of 5 weeks only. Students 
who desire to accelerate their work are permitted to attend. The other 
regular students are not encouraged. The session is primarily for the help 
of men already in the field. 

FACULTY 


As already indicated, our faculty has been enlarged by one member. We 
now have four full-time men on the faculty. In addition, Bishop Parsons 
teaches throughout the year, the Reverend Henry M. Shires and the Rever- 
end George Morrel teach for two quarters and the Reverend Arthur Far- 
lander for one quarter, on a part-time basis. In the field of expression Mrs. 
Mary C. Harris has taken the place of Mrs. Henry P. Veazie, who left for 
work in New York City during the course of the year. We wish again to 
express our gratitude to Bishop Parsons and those others who are giving 
such splendid service as part-time instructors. They have helped to round 
out a well-balanced faculty, capable of handling the requirements of a full 
curriculum. Our faculty has been used to a large degree throughout the year 
by the Church both in and outside the Province for various services, Dr. 
Miller going to Texas, Dr. Parker to Reno, Dean Shires, Dr. Miller and Dr. 
Parker to the California Summer School. Professor Whiston has been in de- 
mand from Portland to San Diego. The literary activity of the faculty has 
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been maintained in the production of books, and articles for scholarly maga- 
zines. Dr. Miller is president of the Pacific Coast Study Group in connec- 
tion with scholars meeting periodically from all sections of the Coast region. 
This section, under the editorship of Dr. Miller, is producing one of the 
books of the forthcoming Interseminary Series. The faculty’s book review 
service has likewise been continued throughout the year, and this service 
has secured for the library a large number of new books. 


FINANCIAL 


At the present time there are three major items in the financial struc- 
ture of the School of about equal proportions: 1, the income from invested 
funds; 2, income from C.D.S.P. units; and 3, the Theological Sunday Offer- 
ing. Another valuable source of income is the annual grant from the Prov- 
ince of the Pacific. From this source we have received an average of $1,100 
for several years. The Council has voted to increase this to $2,000 to meet 
the enlarging needs of the School. We are grateful for this action and hereby 
thank the Synod for their continuing interest. There is also income from a 
few miscellaneous sources such as the Monteagle Fund for voice cultivation. 
The institution of the Theological Sunday Offering has been of the greatest 
importance to us in the progress of the School in the past four years. Each 
year the offering has been larger than the last, and this year, even with the 
competition of the R and A Fund, the offering is slightly larger than last 
year. This is due to the fact that so many of the bishops and clergy, graduates 
of other schools, have seen the necessity for building up here in the West a 
strong theological training center and have designated their parishes’ gifts 
to this purpose. We greatly hope that such action in time will be unanimous, 
for if the School is to grow it must have this basic support from the parishes 
of the Province. A few gifts ranging from $200 to $500 have been received 
in the course of the year, to be added to the Endowment Funds. 


LIBRARY 


During the year a large section of Denniston Hall, formerly used for 
sleeping purposes, has been converted into a stack room and connected with 
the library by an enclosed corridor. This has given us additional storage 
space for from 9,000 to 10,000 volumes, and greatly increased the effective- 
ness of our library. Between 400 and 500 volumes have been added during 
the course of the year and Dr. Parker has undertaken the duties of librarian. 
We have also received during the course of the year the valuable library 
of the late Professor Charles A. Briggs, of Union Seminary, which contains 
some valuable material. 


STUDENT BODY ACTIVITIES 


The student body has been ably led by Samuel Garrett during the course 
of the year and has been extremely cooperative in carrying through the mat- 
ter of building up the traditions and creating the morale in which the work 
is best done. As an evidence that the students share the vision and hope of 
building up a strong theological center in the West is the annual publication 
of The Celtic Cross. This year a particularly praiseworthy effort has been 
initiated by the students, a publication which will give the story of the semi- 
nary from the inside, that is, from the point of view of the students. 

Among the trends in theological education which perhaps should be 
marked is a tendency toward more students taking an additional year’s work 
or more. It is a healthy sign and may eventually mean the expansion of the 
theological school curriculum from a three-year to a four-year course. 
Another development in theological education is the growing importance of 
clinical work. Several of our students from year to year have been enabled to 
share this growing emphasis either at Cincinnati or Cambridge. There has 
been a long-felt need for a change in the syllabus of theological studies and 
this work has been undertaken by the Commission on Theological Education 
and will be ready for publication after General Convention has made the 
necessary canonical changes to be suggested by the report of the Commis- 
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sion. Other canonical changes will be requested by the Commission looking 
toward the desirable practice of having the candidate pass both examina- 
tions for the Diaconate and Priesthood before being ordained to the Dia- 
conate. This of course is to help keep men out of the ministry who are 
indaequately prepared and to discourage ordination during the seminary 
course except in cases where it may be necessary. The educational qualifi- 
cations for the ministry are becoming progressively higher and the legis- 
lation of General Convention is bound to reflect this condition in time. 

In concluding this report I should like to say that there is the greatest 
encouragement, for those who care for the progress of theological education, 
in the future prospects of the Church Divinity School. The increasing popu- 
lation on the Pacific Coast will inevitably reflect itself in many new 
churches with increasing demands for men to serve them. In fact the demand 
for men never was greater than at the present time. Inasmuch as it is a nor- 
mal, logical and in every way a desirable practice to raise up and train in this 
area a native ministry, we are looking forward to an ever-enlarging oppor- 
tunity to help train that ministry. We seek ever closer and warmer ties 
with bishops, clergy and laity in all parts of the Province, and we shall try 
to merit their confidence.

APPENDIX K 
Report to Province of the Pacific for Year 1945-46 


As the only training center for women preparing for Church work west 
of the Mississippi, Saint Margaret’s House has great responsibility. 

There is need for professional women Church workers overseas; in the 
colleges and universities; in parishes; and in schools—our own Church 
boarding schools and Week day Religious Education schools. There are 
positions in Church work now waiting to be filled. All require trained 
women. In the year since May, 1945, seven young women have enrolled for 
training at Saint Margaret’s House; one, for the summer session, 1945; and 
six, for the academic year, 1945-46. Recruiting thus appears as an immediate 
concern. The National Woman’s Auxiliary has recommended the establish- 
ment of a new Office, that of personnel secretary, in the dioceses and districts 
throughout the Church. These officers will make known the need for work- 
ers and encourage properly selected women to fit themselves for service 
in the Church. A training conference for the newly appointed personnel 
officers in the Province of the Pacific is being held at Saint Margaret’s 
House this week. There could be no greater gift to Saint Margaret’s than 
the realization that its function of recruiting is being shared. Annual trips 
to colleges and parishes in the dioceses and districts of the Province will be 
made by the Dean or other representatives of Saint Margaret’s House. One 
was made in February and March of this year to Idaho, Eastern Oregon, 
Oregon Olympia, and San Joaquin. It the work of women in the Church is 
being publicized through the Diocesan-District unit, the training at Saint 
Margaret’s House for that work can be more adequately presented and 
developed. 

Training of women for professional Church work must be developed in 
the light of the work women do in the Church positions they hold. There is 
need for understanding of the faith and practice of the Episcopal Church. 
There is also need for understanding people and the approved and appropri- 
ate ways of ministering to them. For the purpose of preparing the cur- 
riculum at Saint Margaret’s House so that it may cover these educational 
concerns, the Curriculum Committee has been working hard. Their first 
fruit is the new catalogue, in which a few new courses are listed and in which 
new arrangements for field work are described. The experiment of having 
the students take responsibility for the ministry to the isolated in the Dio- 
cese of California has been made this year, and having been proved success- 
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ful, this responsibility is now included as part of the required field work. 

The report of the National Council Committee on the Employment and 
Training of women for work in the Episcopal Church, accepted by the 
National Council in December, 1945, recommends the requirement of the 
college degree for admission to training and recommends the two-year train- 
ing for women qualifying as professional women Church workers. In this 
report also the subjects which should be covered in training are listed. The 
Curriculum Committee has incorporated the recommendations made by the 
report in its curriculum. Saint Margaret’s House thus maintains its status 
as an approved graduate training center. 

A Church training center should be a center in which groups concerned 
with the work of the Church may gather. Students in training may thus be- 
come acquainted naturally with Church leaders, Church concerns and Church 
procedures. By being accessible and adequate in size and equipment, Saint 
Margaret’s House is able to be such a convening point. During the eight 
months since September 1, 1945, when I came to be Dean, meetings have been 
held at Saint Margaret’s House by the nationally appointed Commission on 
the Faith in its preparation for General Convention; by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary; by the Provincial Committee 
planning the Personnel Conference to be held May 3; by the Diocesan com- 
mittees on college work and on social work and institutions; by the local 
Centerbury Club; and by parochial young people’s fellowships. The National 
Executive Secretary and Provincial and Diocesan Presidents of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary have been guests at the house, so also have been the group of 
National executives from 281 Fourth Avenue, New York City. This contact 
with people and their specialties is of inestimable value. 

It is also important that there be a place where groups of women or men 
and women will be welcomed. The deaconesses of the Bay Area he'd a re- 
treat at Saint Margaret’s House, teachers in Week day Religious Education 
schools boarded here while attending a conference at the Pacific School of 
Religion. A vocational conference for students of various colleges has been 
requested. Saint Margaret’s House can, through providing a meeting place 
for groups, be increasingly used by the Church in the Diocese and Province. 
Some improvement in equipment is needed to perform this function with 
greater efficiency and comfort—for instance, the present chapel seats only 
eighteeen when crowded. Improvements have been made by the careful 
planning of the House Manager and the House Committee and with funds 
contributed by individual and group associates. Plastering, painting, plumb- 
ing and electrical work have been done to restore or maintain the fabric and 
usefulness. Kitchen equipment has been added. Some upholstering is needed, 
and replacements must be made to give the house a cared-for appearance 
and even in some instances to prevent misfortunes. 

These improvements have been costly, though they have been made 
carefully. Future budgets will have to provide for development and replace- 
ment. The financial basis continues to be sound. Rates for board and room 
for University students are being raised to cover the full expenses they 
involve: food, domestic help, running expenses, repairs and reasonable re- 
placement. The debt has been reduced from $16,000 to $13,000. A further 
large reduction will be made shortly by turning in the war bonds. The contri- 
butions which are asked from individual and group associates wiil then ke 
used to defray the expenses of the training center, to amortize the debt, to 
build up scholarship funds and library funds, to provide a good meeting 
place, and to develop training resources. List of associates needs develop- 
ment, thus providing a broad basis for steady support from many and small 
contributors. ; 

The Alumnae have proved their loyalty during this past year. They have 
contributed to the appeal for funds, they have made contributions to the 
library, and they have taken over the task of keeping friends of Saint Mar- 
garet’s House informed by launching a quarterly newsletter called Saint 
Margaret’s Messenger. The best representation of any school is the work 
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and the loyalty of its Alumnae. 

It would be most remiss to close this report without expressions of gra- 
titude to the individuals, Woman’s Auxiliary groups, dioceses, and the Prov- 
ince for their help not only in gifts, but also on sustaining interest, in cordial 
welcomes tio the new Dean, and in cooperation with her in her tasks. Especial 
notice should be made of the help given by the Church Divinity School oi 
the Pacific. The contribution made by C.D.S.P., its Dean and faculty to 
Saint Margaret’s House cannot be estimated. It is our hope that Saint 
Margaret’s House as a sister institution may develop into a training center 
where women will be as adequately prepared for their work as C.D.S.P. 
graduates are for theirs, and where Saint Margaret’s House graduates will 
learn how to cooperate with C.D.S.P. graduates in service oi our Lord and 
through His Church in the parishes and dioceses and districts of the Prov- 
ince of the Pacific and in the National Church at home and overseas.

Berkeley, California 
May 1-2 


Following roll call which showed a quorum present, the 24th annual 
meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary to the National Council, Province of the 
Pacific, was called to order by the president, Mrs. Edward Colcock, in St. 
Mark’s Parish House on Wednesday morning, May Ist, at 11:30. That 
morning at 7:30, the Woman’s Auxiliary had joined with the Synod in a Cor- 
porate Communion, with the president of the Province as a celebrant, 
assisted by the secretary of the Province and the rector of St. Mark’s, and at 
10:00 in the opening service of the Synod with the Bishop of Nevada as the 
preacher. 

The business session was opened with greetings and a cordial welcome 
extended by Mrs. Robert K. Vickery, Ist vice-president of California, in the 
absence of Mrs. Evans Hammond, the president, who had been called away, 
and by Mrs. Colvin. A gracious response was given by Mrs. Chester Ken- 
nedy, Ist vice-president of the Province, expressing in the name of the 
women, their pleasure at meeting in St. Mark’s and their appreciation for 
all the courtesies shown them. 

A telegram was read from Miss Anne Patton, National Council mem- 
ber, conveying her greetings and her regret that the National Council meet- 
ing in New York on the same date prevented her being at the Province meet- 
ing and wishing it every success in its important work. 

It was announced that Mrs. George Batte, Representative on the 
National Executive Board from the 8th Province, would not be able to be 
present at the meeting, due to illness, to bring her report on Triennial plans. 

The report of the treasurer was read and accepted for filing. A plea was 
made for changes of Diocesan and District presidents, and of treasurers, 
or of their addresses to be reported at once to the secretary so that the 
official list could be kept complete and up to date at all times. 

The president announced the appointment of the following committees:

Wednesday Afternoon 


The meeting reconvened at 2:00 o’clock, and the first order of busi- 
ness was the president’s report. Mrs. Colcock spoke of the surveys that had 
been taken in all departments and stressed the fact of the forward looking 
program of the Auxiliary with its aims and ideals for the coming year. She 
urged all groups to try and find new methods, better ways of doing things. 
She reminded us that the National Woman’s Auxiliary does not require or 
desire regimenation, that it is up to each Diocesan and District group to 
work out the best method of reaching every woman in their area and to enlist 
each one in the program of the whole church. She charged each delegate 
present with the responsibility of finding out how the women’s work was 
carried on in other dioceses and districts and then to carry home that 
information to their executive boards with the hope that the exchange of 
methods and new ideas unearthed by the survey would prove helpful and 
stimulating throughout the province in helping to bring God’s Kingdom to 
this earth. 
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A report on the 8th Province was given by Mrs. E. W. Pigeon, illus- 
trated with a map showing the extent of this area. This Province of the 
Pacific, or better still, Empire of the Pacific, equals 14 the area of the 
United States and has 1/5 of its popullation. In 1944, 647 clergy were 
listed in this Province and the need is ever increasing as new fields are 
being opened up. Many more women church workers are urgently needed, 
especially teachers in Alaska, Hawaii and the Philippine Islands. Mrs. 
Pigeon said that if we didn’t stand for something, we would fall for any- 
thing, so we must have a definite pian of action. She gave a fanciful union of 
the States in the Province by drawing them together as a bouquet made up 
of their State flowers. 

A very complete and comprehensive survey on church schools and 
institutions in the 8th Province was given by Mrs. E. Leslie Rolls which 
was accepted with thanks. Mimeographed copies of the report were dis- 
tributed and a complete set sent to each Bishop’s office. 

The Provincial projects of the Auxiliary were presented by the chair- 
men: Mrs. Allison Baer giving a report on St. Margaret’s House and also 
a financial statement showing the support given by each Diocese and 
District; and Mrs. Lloyd Gray sending a report on the Mothers’ Memorial. 
Mrs. Charles Power spoke on the Florence Baxter Memorial, opening up 
the discussion as to the present day needs for this fund in the light of the 
Braille work done by the government and the adequate programs for the 
blind in most states. It was referred to a committee for further study. 

The report of the devotional charman, Mrs. Walter Mitchell, was both 
inspirational and practical. A resume was given of the devotional programs 
carried on throughout the Province. This work was also clearly and con- 
cisely shown in a chart Mrs. Mitchell had prepared. This report, together 
with a list of source material for the devotional life, was compiled and 
mimeographed for distribution. 

The next section of the program was devoted to the presentation of the 
Provincial surveys and to conference groups led by the chairmen of these 
departments. In Mrs. Hammond’s absence, the United Thank Offering was 
combined with organization which was led by Mrs. Calvin Barkow; Supply 
and Christian Social Relations by Mrs. F. King Verlager; and Christian 
Education by Mrs. George Bendshadler. The findings from these surveys, 
some still incomplete, will be compiled later. A further discussion by a 
group interested in United Thank Offering methods was carried on in- 
formally, led by Mrs. Robert Arneson, at a special breakfast meeting. 

Following adjournment, tea was served in the Guild Room by the 
women of St. Mark’s to the Auxiliary and Synod, and a very enjoyable social 
hour was enjoyed. 

In the evening, a missionary mass meeting was held in St. Mark’s 
church. Bishop Gooden was the officiant and the speakers were The Rev. 
Charles F. Whiston, D.D., and The Rev. A. Ronald Merrix, both talking on 
the necessity for service and for repentance. 


Thursday Morning, May 2nd 


The meeting was called to order by the president at 9:30, and opened 
with devotions given by Mrs. Mitchell. Prayers were offered in memory of 
Nancy Shakelford Block, Kate Stoney and Harriet B. Bakewell of the 
Diocese of California; Julia Barrett, Laura Boedefeld and Mary Clarke of 
the Diocese of Oregon; Evelyn Paulson and Edna Gilbert of the District of 
Spokane and Katherine M. Northrup of the District of Utah, who had passed 
on to the life eternal since the last meeting. For the devotions, Mrs. 
Mitchell took the story of Hannah and said she liked to think of Hannah’s 
giving of her son to the service of the Lord as the first thank offering. 
This thought tied in to the conclusion of the devotionals when the United 
Thank Offering Prayer was recited in unison and the hymn, “Holy Offer- 
ings Rich and Rare”, sung. 
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Under the section of the program entitled, How can we help? College, 
Youth, Rural and Altar Guild work were considered. Bishop Lewis, Provin- 
cial college representative, spoke of the work on a local, provincial and 
national basis, telling of the needs and of the specific ways in which the 
women could support this program. He bespoke our interest and help for 
the Church Society for College Work which has only a small membership 
at the present time. There is need for a full time executive secretary for 
the Province. The women could assist in raising an additional $6,000 still 
needed to guarantee the salary on a 3-year basis. Individual groups could 
help in their own churches to put over the college program and relieve their 
hard pressed clergy by sending names of young people entering college to 
the student worker or clergyman there, and also by agitating for a Diocesan 
college commission. In the absence of Miss Janice Overfield, her report on 
youth work was read by Mrs. Douglass Polivka. Dean Gardner, who is 
chairman for the youth work of the Province, told of the recent survey 
made which showed a pathetic condition in most places. He classed work 
with the age group of 14-25 as the most important as that is the period 
when their whole mold and pattern is set. Failure to do this is responsible 
for many of the later problems. He urged us to give priority to youth 
work in our church programs. A report on Church School work, prepared 
by Mrs. Raymond S. Canedy, was read by Mrs. Elmer Christie and that on 
Rural Work by Mrs. Edwin Castledine. All the above reports, on motion 
were accepted. The Rev. Mr. Staines was invited by the president to speak 
on Altar Work as the Guild in St. Mark’s is outstanding in its organization 
and work. He felt that the Altar Guild should be a large group as a small 
one is a detriment in that it tends to become ingrown, that members should 
be chosen and not self appointed, and that the Altar Guild should be a part 
of the overall woman’s program and not function as a separate unit, for 
all church work should be done as a family, with all working together. In 
St. Mark’s, the work is divided into three fields: flowers, vestments and 
care of the altar. The president expressed the appreciation of the women 
to Bishop Lewis, Dean Gardner and Mr. Staines for their valuable contri- 
bution to our thinking and planning. 

The new dean of St. Margaret’s House, Miss Katherine Grammar, was 
introduced. She told of the work there and of the need for more students 
to keep pace with the call of the church for more trained women workers. 

The budget, as recommended by the finance committee, was presented 
by the treasurer and, on motion, was accepted, with the addition of the item 
of $50 yearly for the Tri-ennial expenses of the president. This raised the 
budget $265 over the previous years. Lapsed balances can take care of the 
increase for the year of May, 1946-May, 1947. The delegates were instructed 
to bring this increase to the attention of their Dioceses and Districts and 
come prepared at the next Provincial meeting to increase their dues suf- 
ficiently to meet it. No recommendation was made by the finance committee 
as to increases as it was left to each one to apportion its share to make a 
balanced budget, on the basis of their present dues in proportion to last 
year’s budget.

Miss Rebekah Hibbard presented the report of the nominating com- 
mittee which, on motion, was adopted. 

The report of the Credentials Committee, as prepared by Mrs. Paine, 
showed that 44 delegates, 11 alternates, 8 Provincial officers (6 of them 
included in the count of the delegates), 2 deaconesses and 91 visitors—one 
from Washington, D. C., and one from New York—had registered. The 
Dioceses of California, Los Angeles, Olympia, and Oregon, and the Districts 
of Eastern Oregon and San Joaquin had their full delegation. All Dioceses 
and Districts were represented with the exception of Alaska, Hawaii and 
the Philippines. 

Following adjournment, the women met in joint session with the Synod 
where the Woman’s Work in the Province was presented by the President, 
Mrs. Edward Colcock, and the Reconstruction and Advance program by 
the Rt. Rev. W. Bertrand Stevens, D.D. 


Thursday Afternoon 


The afternoon session was called to order at 2:00 o’clock and opened 
with the reading of the reports of the Girls’ Friendly Society and the 
Church Periodical Club by Mrs. H. V. Harris, the chairman. 

In the absence of Mrs. W. W. Peddar, the National President of the 
Daughters of the King, that report was read by Mrs. G. M. Williams, 
President of the Daughters of the King of the Diocese of California. 

Committee reports followed: that on courtesy given by Mrs. Kennedy 
and that of the continuation committee by Mrs. Morris. The courtesy 
committee recommended that the thanks and appreciation of the women 
assembled at their annual meeting be extended to the host church and to the 
press; and that greetings be sent to Bishop Norman §S. Binsted and the 
women’s organizations in the Philippines, and to Alaska and Honolulu, the 
three Districts which had no representation at the meeting but who were 
present in our thoughts and prayers; also greetings and an expression of 
regret at their not being able to be present to be sent to Mrs. William Rem- 
ington, Mrs. Percy Hughes and Mrs. Evans Hammond; our appreciation for 
her very efficient and inspiring service as our representative for six years 
on the National Executive Board and our regret that illness kept her 
from the Province meeting to Mrs. George Batte; and our greetings and 
appreciation to Miss Ethel Springer, retired Dean of St. Margaret’s House, 
for her splendid work there; and our expression of confidence in her 
leadership and our cooperation to Dean Katherine Grammar, the new dean 
of the school. The continuation report needed some revision, so more time 
was asked to take the suggested changes under consideration. Findings 
from the conference groups held on Wednesday afternoon were given by 
the group leaders. All of this material will be compiled and-sent the 
delegates. 
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In the absence of Mrs. Batte who was to have spoken on “Looking 
toward Triennial”, Mrs. Vickery, who is one of the members of the com- 
mission from the 8th Province working on the Triennial program, was 
asked to tell the program plans for this National meeting. It is being built 
around four commissions and is striving for answers as to what Christians 
can do toward changing public attitudes, and how Christian thinking can 
solve present day destructive problems. The 8th Province is working on 
the Commission on Christian Faith, the other three being on the Christian 
Home, Christian World and World Mission of the Christian Church. The 
Commission on Christian Faith is endeavoring to answer these questions: 
What do you believe about God? What do you believe about man? What 
do you believe about society? How can these beliefs be communicated to 
individuals and groups. 

Election of officers followed and, as there were no nominations from 
the floor, the secretary was instructed to cast the ballot for the names 
presented by the nominating committee. This was done, and the following 
were declared unanimously elected: 

2nd Vice-President: Mrs. E. Leslie Rolls, Idaho. 

3rd Vice-President: Miss Janice Overfield, Utah. 

Secretary-Treasurer: Mrs. C. V. Bowman, Oregon. 

Representative on National Executive Board: Mrs. Sam H. Mor- 
ris, Arizona. 

Associate Members of Provincial Council: Mrs. George Batte, 
California; Mrs. Elmer B. Christie, Olympia. 

Trustees of St. Margaret’s House: Miss Ruth Jenkins, Olympia; 
Mrs. Allison Baer, Idaho; Mrs. J. W. McKinley, Los Angeles. 

The President recognized Deaconess Saunders and Deaconess Phelps 
who had attended part of the meeting, and extended greetings to them. 

In speaking of her work as personnel chairman, Miss Hibbard told 
of the need for trained women workers and said that we now had 76 pro- 
fessional workers in the Province, not including 26 listed in the Philip- 
pines. She then introduced Miss Ellen Gammack, National Personnel sec- 
retary, who had come for an all-day conference with personnel chairmen and 
presidents at St. Margaret’s House the day following the close of the 
Province meeting. She enumerated qualifications for professional women 
church workers and said that we must raise our sights and be on the !ookout 
for the outstanding young woman and must be scouts for leaders. She based 
part of her talk around the thought of whether there was any danger of the 
church being tainted by world conditions, or if it is keeping its message pure 
and clear. 

The revised report of the Continuation committee was presented, and 
on motion, was adopted. 

The president appointed Mrs. Douglass Polivka as chairman of a 
committee on Constitution and By-Laws, to survey and bring in a report of 
suggested revisions at the next annual meeting. The last revision was in 
1940 and there are needed changes, 

It was announced by the president that since it was clear that the dele- 
gates present desired more of the reports put into print than could be 
included in the provincial journal, she would appoint an editing committee 
to prepare the reports “with recommendation for action” as per the reso- 
lution just passed; and that same would probably be issued together with 
the final summaries of the survey in a provincial handbook, about the 1st 
of September. 

The business of the 24th annual meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary of 
the 8th Province having been completed, the president declared the meeting 
adjourned. The Auxiliary joined the Synod for a closing service where the 
speakers were Mrs. Walter Mitchell and the Rt. Rev. Arthur B. Kinsolving,

recruiting campaigns in their dioceses and districts. 

Miss Katherine Grammar, Dean of St. Margaret’s House, has recently 
completed a three week’s tour through Idaho, Eastern Oregon, San Joaquin, 
and the dioceses of Oregon and Olympia. This tour was in the nature of a 
recruiting and publicity visit to church and college groups to speak about 
St. Margaret’s House, which, as you know, is the only training school for 
women church workers west of the Mississippi River. We trust that Dean 
Grammar’s strenuous tour through part of the Province will bring rich 
returns. The responsibility of recruiting and publicizing St. Margaret’s 
must not fall upon the shoulders of a few groups or individuals, but all our 
church groups should include a St. Margaret’s program in their year’s work 
in order that our finest young women will become acquainted with St. Mar- 
garet’s and become interested in its splendid Christian training course. 

The chairman and committee extend to Miss Grammar their best wishes 
for a most successful year as Dean of St. Margaret’s House, and ask all 
church groups to give her their full cooperation and sincere prayers in this 
very responsible undertaking with our young church workers.

REPORT ON MOTHER’S MEMORIAL 


The Mother’s Memorial Fund for retired missionaries was started in 
1940 by Mrs. L. C. Lance of Berkeley, California, with a gift of $216 in 
memory of her mother. 

It was the thought, in reference to this fund, that the money be given 
towards it, in memory of our mothers who have passed on, and to be given 
on May 12, Mother’s Day. The thought is one that appeals to all, but a very 
pressing need is felt to augment the amounts given. 

I feel that the lack of interest in the Mother’s Memorial Fund is because 
of the lack of knowledge concerning it. If appeals could be made to each 
Diocese in the province to include some amount towards it in their annual 
budget, we would be a long way towards accomplishing our goal. 

Just to mention a few of those contributing, the largest contributor to 
the fund is the Diocese of Honolulu—which has so many retired mission- 
aries and feels so keenly their need for help. It pledges $250 a year. The 
Diocese of California has given $183.50 for the years 1945 and 1946. The 
Diocese of Los Angeles has done some re-decorating and given new equip- 
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ment to Deaconess House in the city of Los Angeles recently. The Diocese 
of Olympia, recently, has increased their annual donation to $50. 

I talked to my auxiliary, St. Mary’s of St. Pauls Parish in San Diego, 
about the Mother’s Memorial Fund with the result that they gave me a gift 
of $100 to spend where it was most needed. 

This $100 has gone to pay three-quarters of a month’s salary for a 
desperately needed nurse and housekeeper at Deaconess House. This just 
goes to show what an appeal to our women brings forth when they realize 
the need. 

The deaconesses who live at Deaconess House should not be the re- 
sponsibility of the Diocese of Los Angeles alone, but should be like the 
training of students at St. Margaret’s House, a responsibility of the Prov- 
ince. Deaconesses from all over, live there. We want our retired mission- 
aries to know that we of the Province do care and are interested in their 
welfare. After all they have given the best of their lives to the work of the 
church and should not feel that they have been forgotten in their old age. 

This does not include the many worthy retired missionaries who live in 
other parts of the Province, as Deaconess House could not possibly take 
care of them all. Are they to think they have been forgotten? Or are we as 
Christians going to pledge ourselves to give a helping hand where it is so 
urgently needed? I urge each Diocesan President and members of the dif- 
ferent auxiliaries here present to carry this message back with them and to 
give the matter serious thought. Do give us your pledge to help in this 
worthy cause.

FLORENCE BAXTER MEMORIAL 


Florence Baxter Memorial consists of a shelf of books written in 
Braille and housed in the state library at Sacramento dedicated to the 
memory of Florence Baxter, wife of a former clergyman of St. James, 
Spokane. 

Many of these books are about the Episcopal faith and church and 
were checked out for use by the blind in the past. 

However, a survey shows that they are not now being used to any 
extent. Perhaps if the field were broader, they would be, but we find the 
government providing “talking books” and radio programs for the blind 
and since the individuals can enjoy and use such medium without mastering 
Braille, they are of course more popular than the books in the Florence 
Baxter Memorial. The “talking books” are splendid for those who stay at 
home. For those who master Braille, usable text books are more in demand, 
especially for the returned service man. Father Palmer of Spokane is 
overtaxed with making such texts. He has recently completed a valuable 
Braille book, a text on typewriting. Progress in methods of learning for 
the blind is increasing so rapidly that even the ‘“‘seeing eye” dog may be 
replaced by Radar. And so looking to the future, it is suggested that the 
Florence Baxter Memorial be left as it is—a memorial, but that additions 
to the fund, and what monies are now in the fund, could be distributed to 
help the blind in more useful ways than in making more books of similar 
nature as those already in the library.

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CONSTITUTION AND CANONS 


OF THE 


PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC 


SUPPLEMENT TO THE 
1946 JOURNAL 


ARTICLE ONE 
OF THE TITLE AND ORGANIZATION OF THE PROVINCE 


This Province, organized in accordance with the provisions of the 
Constitution and Canons of the Protestant Episcopat Church, in the United 
States of America, shall be known as the Province of the Pacific. — 


ARTICLE TWO 
OF THE SYNOD 


Section 1. The Synod of the Province of the Pacific shall consist of a 
House of Bishops and a House of Deputies which Houses shall sit and 
deliberate separately or together. Either House may originate legislation, 
but the concurrent action of both Houses, sitting separately or together, 
shall be necessary for the adoption of legislation. 

Section 2. Every Bishop of this Church having jurisdiction within the 
Province, every Bishop Coadjutor, and every Suffragan Bishop within the 
Province, and every Bishop whose episcopal work has been within the 
Province but who, by reason of advanced age or bodily infirmity, has 
resigned, shall have a seat and vote in the Provincial House of Bishops. Five 
Bishops entitled to vote shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. 


Section 3. (a) Each Diocese within the Province shall be entitled to 
representation in the Provincial House of Deputies by four Presbyters 
canonically resident in the Diocese, and four Laymen, communicants of this 
Church, having domicile in the Diocese. 


(b) Each Missionary District within the Province shall be entitled to 
representation in the Provincial House of Deputies, by three Presbyters, 
canonically resident in the District, and by three Laymen, communicants 
of this Church, having domicile in the District. 


(c) Each Diocese and Missionary District shall determine the qualifi- 
cations of its Deputies and the manner in which they shall be chosen. 

(d) To constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, the Cleri- 
cal order shall be represented by at least one Deputy in each of a majority 
of the continental Dioceses and Missionary Districts in the United States 
entitled to representation and the Lay order shall be represented by one 
Deputy in at least three of the continental Dioceses and Missionary Districts 
in the United States entitled to representation. 


Section 4. On any question the plurality vote both of the Bishops 
present and the Deputies present sitting as the Synod, shall suffice unless 
otherwise ordered by canons of the General Convention or by this Constitu- 
tion; provided, however, that on any question other than the election of a 
President, a vote by Orders, in the House of Deputies, shall be had upen 
the request of one-third of the members present and voting; in all cases of 
a vote by Orders, the two Orders shall vote separately, each Clerical Deputy 
having one vote in the Clerical Order and each Lay Deputy one vote in 
the Lay Order. The concurrence of the vote of the two Orders by not less 
than a plurality of those voting in each Order shall be necessary to consti- 
tute a vote of the House. 


ARTICLE THREE 
OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE PROVINCE 


Section 1. The President of this Province shall be one of the Bishops 
of the Province elected by the Synod by the concurrent vote of the Three 
Orders and by a plurality in each Order. The President shall hold office 
for a term of six years and until his successor is elected. 
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Section 2. The Vice President of the Province shall be the senior 
Bishop of this Church in the order of consecration among the elected mem- 
bers of the Provincia! Council, and in case of a vacancy in the office of Presi- 
dent caused by death, disability, resignation of his office as such or resigna- 
tion of his episcopal jurisdiction shall become President of the Province 
until the next annual Synod, when a new President shall be elected to fill out 
the unexpired term. 


ARTICLE FOUR 
OF THE MEETING AND ORGANIZATION OF THE SYNOD 


Section 1. (a) The Provincial Synod shall meet annually on the first 
Wednesday in May at such place as the previous meeting of the Synod may 
determine unless that be the day immediately preceding Ascension Day, 
In such case the Synod shall meet on the last Wednesday of April. 


(b) For sufficient reasons the President of the Province with the 
consent of a majority of the Ex-officio and Nine Synodical Members of the 
Provincial Council, may change the time and place of the Annual Meeting. 

(c) Special Meetings of the Synod may be called by the President 
at any time with the consent of a majority of the Ex-officio and Nine 
Synodical members of the Provincial Council, and shall be called upon a 
written request of two-thirds of the Ex-officio and Nine Synodical members 
of the Provincial Council. 

(d) Written notice of the time and place of each meeting shall be 
mailed to each member of the Synod. 


Section 2. The President of the Province shall be Ex-officio the 
President of the Synod and shall, if he be present, preside at all meetings of 
the Synod. In his absence the Vice President shall preside. 


Section 2. (b) There shall be elected at the first meeting of the 
Synod after the General Convention by the plurality vote of the Synod a - 
Presbyter canonically resident in the Province as Secretary of the Synod 
who shall continue in office for six years and until his successor is elected. 
When not a Deputy he shall be entitled to a seat and voice on the floor of the 
Synod and of the House of Deputies. In case of a vacancy in the office of 
Secretary of the Province it shall be filled by the Ex-officio and the Nine 
Synodical members of the Provincial Council who shall appoint some Pres- 
byter to serve until the next Synod when a Secretary shall be elected to fill 
out the unexpired term. The Secretary thus elected may select a Presbyter 
canonically resident in the Province to serve as Assistant Secretary. The 
Secretary may make this selection immediately following his election and 
submit same to the Synod for its approval. The Assistant Secretary shall 
serve for such time and be assigned such duties as the Secretary and the 
Provincial Council shall order. 

Section 2. (c) There shall be elected at the first meeting of the 
Synod following General Convention by the plurality vote of the Synod a 
Layman, a communicant of the Church, having domicile in the Province, to 
be the Treasurer of the Province and also Treasurer of the Synod for a term 
of three years, and until his successor is elected. When not a Deputy he shall 
be entitled to a seat and voice on the floor of the Synod and of the House of 
Deputies. In case of a vacancy in the office of Treasurer of the Province it 
shall be filled by the Ex-Officio and Nine Synodical members of the Provin- 
cial Council who shall appoint some Layman who shall hold office until the 
next regular meeting of the Synod when a Treasurer shall be elected to fill 
out the unexpired term. 
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ARTICLE FIVE 
OF THE HOUSE OF BISHOPS 


The President of the Province shall be the Chairman of the House of 
Bishops and shall preside over its deliberations when meeting separately. 
In his absence the Vice President shall preside. 

When sitting separately, the House of Bishops shall elect its own Sec- 
retary; and may adopt rules of order for the transaction of business. 


ARTICLE SIX 
OF THE HOUSE OF DEPUTIES 


When sitting separately, the House of Deputies shall, at its first meet- 
ing, elect a Presbyter, one of its members, as its Chairman. He shal! hold 
office during the entire session of the Synod and until his successor is 
elected. 

The Secretary of the Synod shall be the Secretary of the House of 
Deputies. 

The House of Deputies may adopt rules for the transaction of its 
business. 


ARTICLE SEVEN 
OF THE PROVINCIAL COUNCIL 


Section 1. There shall be a Provincial Council to administer the work 
of the Province, subject to the direction of the Synod. 


Section 2.. The Council shall be composed of the President of the 
Province, the Chairman of the House of Deputies, the Secretary of the 
Synod, the Treasurer of the Province or the Acting Treasurer if there be 
one, the Provincial Representative on the National Council, and the Presi- 
dent of the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary, ex-officio, together with nine 
members elected by the Synod, of whom three shall be Bishops having ca- 
nonical Residence within the Province, three shall be Presbyters having 
canoncial Residence within the Province, and three shall be Laymen com- 
municants of the Church, having domicile in the Province, and three Asso- 
ciate members, who shall be women communicants of the Church, having 
domicile in the Province and elected by the women of the Province, 
through the Provincial Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary, and who shall 
have seats in the Council with voice and vote, except as otherwise provided 
by this Constitution. The Nine Synodical Members of the Council shall be 
chosen in the following manner: at each Annual Synod, One Bishop, One 
Presbyter, and One Layman shall be elected by the plurality vote of the 
Synod for a term of three years and until their successors are elected; they 
shall be ineligible for re-election until one year after the term for which they 
were elected has ended. The Synodical members of the Council shall have 
power to fill vacancies caused by the death, resignation or removal of any of 
the Nine Synodical Members, and such appointees shall serve until the next 
meeting of the Synod, when their vacancies shall be filled by election for the 
unexpired term. At each Annual Synod one Associate Member of the Council 
shall be elected by the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary for a term of three 
years and until her successor shall be elected; she shall be ineligible for re- 
election until one year after the term for which she was elected has ended. 
The Executive Committee of the Provincial Branch of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary shall have power to fill vacancies caused by the death, resignation or 
removal of any elected member and such appointees shall serve until the 
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next annual meeting of the Provincial Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
when the vacancies shall be filled by election for the unexpired term. 


Section 3. The Provincial Council shall have power to organize such 
Departments for the conduct of its work as the Canons of the Synod or the 
exigencies of the Business may require, provided that the Chairman of each 
Department organized shall be chosen from the Ex-officio and Nine 
Synodical members of the Council. The Council may also, at its direction, 
appoint Commissions for the study and furtherance of special subjects not 
directly connected with the work of any established Department. 

Section 4. The President of the Province shall be Ex-officio the 
President of the Council and a member of the Departments thereof, and the 
Secretary of the Synod shall be Ex-officio the Secretary of the Council. 
The Council shall have power to appoint such other officers as it may deem 
necessary and may adopt rules of order for the transaction of its business. 

Section 5. The Council shall hold at:least one Stated Meeting an- 
nually which shall be held as soon as may be after the first day of September 
and shall meet at such other times as it may appoint. Seven members shall 
constitute a quorum of the Council for the transaction of business. It shall 
make a report of its proceedings to the Synod. 


Section 6. Any member of the Provincial Council who shall be absent 
from three successive meetings, except for illness or some grave cause shall 
be considered as having automatically terminated his or her membership and 
the Council shall declare his or her place vacant and proceed to elect a suc- 
cessor for the remainder of the unexpired term. 


ARTICLE EIGHT 
OF THE NOMINATION OF CANDIDATES TO THE PRESIDING 
OFFICER OF THE HOUSE OF BISHOPS FOR ANY 
VACANT MISSIONARY EPISCOPATE 


Section 1. In the event of a vacancy occurring in the Episcopate in 
a Continental Missionary District within the Province the Synod shall in 
accordance with the provisions of Canon 15, Section II, sub-section 2 of the 
Canons of General Convention proceed to nominate to the Presiding Officer 
of the House of Bishops of the Church not exceeding three persons for that 
office. If there be no regular meeting of the Synod after the vacancy 
occurs and prior to the meeting of the House of Bishops of the Church at 
which the election is to take place, the President of the Province shall call 
a special meeting at some central point within the Province. The Synod 
shall be convened not less than thirty days before the meeting of the House 
of Bishops of the Church, and the call shall be issued thirty days in advance 
and shall specify the purpose of the meeting. If there be a regular meeting 
of the Synod the call to such meeting shall specify that the business of that 
meeting shall include nominations for the vacancy in the Episcopate. 

Section 2. The procedure for choosing nominees whose names are to 
be presented to the House of Bishops of the Church shall be as follows: 

The House of Bishops of the Province shall present to the Synod the 
names of not exceeding six (6) persons. Not exceeding three of these shal! 
be chosen as the nominees of the Synod by the concurrent majority vote of 
the three orders in the Synod voting separately. 

Section 3. The nominations thus made shall be transmitted to the 
Presiding Officer of the House of Bishops of the Church in accordance with 
the provisions of Canon 15 to be in his hands at least 25 days before the 
meeting of the House of Bishops of the Church at which the election is to 
take place. 
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Section 4. The Deputies elected to the preceding Synod shall be the 
Deputies to any special meeting of the Synod, except in those cases in 
which other Deputies shall have been chosen, in the mean time, by any of 
the Diocesan Conventions or Missionary District Convocations. 


ARTICLE NINE 
OF THE PROVINCIAL MEMBER OF THE NATIONAL COUNCIL 


At the last annual meeting prior to the General Convention, there 
shall be elected by the plurality vote of the Synod, one member of the Na- 
tional Council who may be a Bishop having canonical residence within the 
Province, a Presbyter canonically resident in the Providence, or a Layman, 
a communicant of the Church having domicile in the Province. The Provin- 
cial member of the National Council shall hold office for three years and 
until his successor is elected. In case of a vacancy in the office by reason of 
death, removal or resignation, a successor shall be elected at the next annua’ 
meeting of the Synod to fill out the unexpired term. He shall make a report 
to each annual meeting of the Synod. 


ARTICLE TEN 


OF THE PROVINCIAL COURT OF REVIEW 


The Synod, by a plurality vote of the House, shall elect triennially, at 
its first meeting after the regular meeting of the General Convention, one 
Bishop, having canonical residence within this Province, three Presbyters 
canonically resident in one or more of the Dioceses and Missionary Dis- 
tricts included within this Province and three Lay communicants of this 
Church, two of whom at least shall be men learned in the law, having domi- 
cile in the Province, to be judges of the court of Review, in this Province. 
The persons so elected, except in case of death, resignation, refusal or in- 
ability to serve, and as provided in Canon 54, Sections III and IV, of the 
Canons of the General Convention, shall continue to be members of the Court 
for the term of three years and until their successors be elected. 


ARTICLE ELEVEN 
OF AMENDMENTS 


Section 1. This Constitution may be amended at any regular meeting 
of the Synod by a plurality vote of the Synod. 

Section 2. The Committee of the Synod on Constitution and Canons 
shall appoint two of its members who shall, at the close of the Synod, 
certify all changes and corrections made in the Constitution and Canons, 
and report the same to the Secretary of the Synod, who shall include them 
in the report of the proceedings. 

Section 3. This Constitution shall take effect immediately. All 
amendments to this Constitution hereafter enacted unless otherwise spe- 
cifically ordered, shall take effect at the close of the Synod at which they 
were enacted or adopted. 


CANONS 
CANON I. 
THE ROSTER OF THE HOUSE OF BISHOPS 


The name of every Bishop having jurisdiction within the Province, 
every Bishop Coadjutor and Suffragan Bishop residing in the Province, 
and of every Bishop whose episcopal work has been within the province 
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but who have resigned by reason of age or bodily infirmity, shall be recorded 
in a book, together with the date of his consecration, the name of his see, 
and the date of his resignition, if he shall have resigned. This book shall 
be known as the Roster of the House of Bishops and shall be kept in the 
custody of the Secretary of the Synod. 


CANON Il. 
THE ROSTER OF THE HOUSE OF DEPUTIES 


The Secretary of each Diocese and Missionary District within the 
Province shall forward to the Secretary of the Synod a certified copy of the 
testimonials of the Clerical and Lay Deputies and of the Alternates elected 
by the Convention or the Convocation as Delegates or Alternates to the 
Synod. Such names when entered ina list to be compiled by the Secretary of 
the Synod shall be known as the Roster of the House of Deputies. 


CANON Il. 
VOTING 


a. All elections shall be by ballot. Nominations shall be made at the 
afternoon session of the first day. Elections shall be the first order of busi- 
ness on the morning of the second day, 


b. When the House of Bishops and the House of Deputies sit and 
deliberate together, except as elsewhere provided, all questions shall be 
decided by a plurality vote of those present. 

c. It shall be competent, however, for three members of the Synod 
to demand a vote by Houses at any time, when a concurrent plurality of 
both Houses shall decide the questions under consideration. 


d. Upon the request of cne-third of the members present, a vote shall 
be taken by Houses and Orders, when a concurrent plurality of the House 
of Bishops and of both Orders in the House of Deputies shall be necessary 
to decide the question, 

e. At each Annual Synod a Nominating Committee shall be appointed 
by the Chair consisting of two from each Order whose duty it shall be to 
submit to the Synod the names of two persons for each office to be filled, 
such nominations, however, shall not preclude other nominations from the 
floor. 


CANON IV. 


THE DUTIES OF THE SECRETARY OF THE SYNOD 


It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Synod to prepare the roster 
of the House of Bishops and the House of Deputies, to send notices of all 
meetings of the Synod to the Members thereof, to record and keep the 
minutes of the Synod and of the House of Deputies, to publish and distrib- 
ute, subject to the direction of the Synod, the Journal of the Proceedings 
of the Synod, to report to the Synod, all matters referred to it by the Gen- 
eral Convention or by the Diocese and Missionary Districts within the 
Province, to communicate to the officers of the General Convention, of 
Dioceses and Missionary Districts the action of the Province on matters 
referred to it, and to notify the officers and members of committees of their 
election or appointment, and to perform such other duties as may be laid 
upon him by the Canons of the General Convention, the Constitution and 
Canons of the Synod or either of its Houses and of the Provincial Council. 
He shall be paid such stipend as may be fixed by the Provincial Council. 
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CANON V. 
DUTIES OF THE TREASURER 


It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive and disburse all monies 
collected under the authority of the Synod, and to make a complete report 
of the same at each regular meeting of the Synod. He shal! close his books 
on the thirtieth day of April. He shall give bonds in such sum and manner 
as the Council shall provide and his accounts shall be audited at the end 
of the Calendar year by a certified public accountant or a member of the 
American Institution of Accountants to be appointed by the Council through 
the President. 


CANON VI. 
COMMITTEES OF THE SYNOD 


The regular committees of the Synod shall be: 
a) A Committee on Constitution and Canons to consist of one 
Bishop, two Presbyters and two Laymen. 
(b) A Committee on Nominations to consist of two Bishops, two 
Presbyters and two Laymen. 


(c) A Committee on Despatch of Business to consist of one Bishop, 
one Presbyter and one Layman. 

(d) A Committee on Resolutions to consist of one Bishop, one Pres- 
byter and one Layman. 

(e) A Committee on Conduct of Religious Services to consist of one 
Bishop, one Presbyter and one Layman. 


(f{) A Committee on Necrology to consist of one Bishop, one Pres- 
byter and one Layman. 


The President of the Province shall appoint all Committees except as 
otherwise ordered by the Synod and may appoint any or all of the Regular 
Committees previous to the sitting of the Synod. 


CANON VII. 
DEPARTMENTS 


The Provincial Council shall Organize a Department of Missions, a 
Department of Christian Education, a Department of Christian Social Rela- 
tions, a Department of Finance, a Department of Promotion and Publicity, a 
Depariment of Youth, a Department of College Work and any other Depart- 
ments necessary for the development of its work in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Article VII section 3 of the Constitution. 


The Woman’s Auxiliary shall designate one member of its organiza- 
tion for membership on each of the several Departments and Commissions 
with equal rights and privileges with those chosen by the Provincial Council 
as the personnel of the Departments and Commissions. 


Any Representative of the National Council assigned for work in the 
Province shall be an Ex-officio member of the Provincial Department cor- 
responding to the National Department which he represents. If, however, 
such representative shall serve in the Province as the representative of the 
National Council and not as the representative of a particular Department he 
shall be an Ex-officio member of each of the Provincial Departments and 
Commissions. 
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CANON VIii. 
COMMISSIONS 


The Provincial Council shall appoint annually such Commissions as 
may be deemed necessary to the furtherance of the work of the Church and 
of the Province. 


CANON IX. 


PROVINCIAL INSTITUTIONS 


The Church Divinity School of the Pacific and the Deaconess Training 
School of the Pacific (commonly called St. Margaret’s House) are hereby 
recognized and acknowledged to be Provincial Institutions for the support 
of which the Province shail give such assistance financial and otherwise as 
the circumstances permit or the need requires. A definite fixed sum shall be 
included in the Provincial Budget of each and every year to be applied on 
the maintenance expense of the two Institutions. In addition each Annual 
Synod shall nominate to the Trustees of the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific for membership on said Board one candidate for a five year term. In 
addition the President of the Province shall be an Ex-officio member of said 
Board of Trustees. Each Annual Synod shall likewise nominate to the 
Trustees of the Deaconess Training School of the Pacific (commonly called 
St. Margaret’s House) one candidate for membership on said Board for a 
four year term. Both the nominee to the Trustees of the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific and the nominee to the Trustees of the Deaconess 
Training School of the Pacific (commonly called St. Margaret’s House) 
shall be elected by the plurality vote of the Synod and shall be eligible for 
reelection. In case of the death, resignation, removal from the Province or 
other cause of the one or ones so nominated the Provincial Council shall 
fill the vacancy or vacancies so created until the next Annual Synod when a 
successor or successors shall be elected to fill out the unexpired term or 
terms. The Deans of the two Institutions shall make a report of their re- 
spective Institutions to each Annual Synod of the Province. 


CANON X. 
ASSESSMENTS AND APPORTIONMENTS 


A. The fiscal year of the Province shall begin the first day of May and 
shall end on the thirtieth day of April of the succeeding year. 

B. The Department of Finance shall present through the Treasurer to 
the Stated Meeting of the Council two budgets, (a) a budget of contingent 
expenses for the following fiscal year of the Province, and, (b) a budget ina 
definite fixed sum to be applied on the contingent expenses of the two Provin- 
cial Institutions, to wit: the Church Divinity School of the Pacific and the 
Deaconess Training School of the Pacific (commonly called St. Margaret’s 
House). In determining the assessments upon the constituent units of the 
Province for financing these budgets they shall be consolidated and com- 
bined into a single, unified Budget. 

C. The Assessments for financing this single, unified Budget shall be 
prorated upon the Dioceses and Missionary Districts on the basis of their 
average current expense for the immediate three years preceding the year 
for which the budget is drawn. ; 

D. This proration when completed shall be submitted to the Pro- 
vincial Council for its approval and when so approved shall constitute the 
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definite fixed assessment upon each Diocese and Missionary District. This 
single unified Budget and the Assessments for financing it shall be com- 
municated immediately after the adjournment of the Stated Meeting of the 
Provincial Council to the several Dioceses and Missionary Districts for 
their information and action. 


E. At the succeeding Annual Synod of the Province this single unified 
Budget together with the Assessments for financing it shall be presented to 
the Synod and when so adopted shall become the Operating Budget for the 
current fiscal year. 


F. It shall be competent for the Dioceses and Missionary Districts to 
pay to the Treasurer of the Province monthly one-twelfth of their respective 
assessments provided that the total amount due to be paid not later than 
April Thirtieth. 


CANON XI. 
OF ORDER OF BUSINESS

CANON XiIl. 
AMENDMENTS 


These Canons may be amended at any regular meeting of the Synod 
by the concurrent vote of both Houses. 


RULES OF ORDER 


1. The daily sessions of the Synod shall be opened with prayer. 

2. The President having taken the Chair, the roll of members shall be 
called on the first day of the session and whenever so ordered, without 
debate, by a majority on subsequent days. The minutes shall then be read, 
though by like vote, the reading may be omitted. In absence of roll-call any 
member may advise the Secretary of his personal attendance on the Synod. 

3. When the President shall be in the Chair, no member shall continue 
standing or shall afterwards stand up, except to address the President, nor 
shall he address the Synod or make any motion until after recognition by 
the President. 


COMMITTEES 


1. All committees shall be appointed by the President unless other- 
wise ordered. 


MOTIONS AND THEIR ORDER 


1. Except by leave of the Synod, no member shall speak more than 
twice in the same debate, nor longer than five minutes at one time. 

2. All resolutions shall be reduced to writing and shall be presented 
to the Secretary, and by him read to the Synod. Unless seconded, no motion 
shall be deemed to be before the Synod. The name of the mover of each 
resolution shall appear thereon and on the minutes of the Synod. 

3. When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be received 
except (1) to lay it upon the table, (2) to take a vote thereon immediately 
or at a time certain, (3) to extend the limits of debate, (4) to postpone it 
indefinitely. Motions for any of these purposes shall have precedence in 
the order named. 

4. The motion to adjourn shall always be in order, provided that the 
same shall not be offered when another member has the floor. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 


1. Whenever so ordered by a vote of a majority of the members 
present, the Synod may go into Committee of the Whole for the considera- 
tion of any matter. The President shall designate some member of the Synod 
to act as Chairman of the Committee of the Whole, which, when in session, 
shall be governed by these rules as adopted by the Chairman subject to 
appeal to the Committee, and also to the following provisions: 
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(a) A motion to rise and report to the House, with or without request 
for leave to sit again, may be made at any time, and shall take precedence 
of all other motions, and shall be decided without debate. No such motion 
once made shall be renewed until after further proceedings shall have been 
had in the Committee of the Whole. 


. (b) A motion that a vote upon any pending proposition shall be taken 
at some designated time may be made and disposed of without debate at 
any time but as before provided, a motion to report to the Synod shall take 
precedence. No motion to lay on the table shall be entertained. 


(c). No debate shall be allowed in the Synod on any motion to permit 
the Committee of the Whole to sit again. Request for such permission shall 
take precedence of all other business and the motion therefor shall be put 
immediately without reference. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS 


1. As an indication of our humble dependence upon the Word and 
Spirit of God and following the example of primitive Council, a copy of 
the Holy Scriptures shall always be reverently placed in view at the meeting 
of this Synod. This rule is to be carried into effect under the supervision 
of the President and Secretary of the Synod. 

2. Prayer for Missions shall be the Standing Order at noon daily. 


. Nominees for any office within the gift of the Synod shall be denied 
the privilege of declining the nomination save that for good and sufficient 
reasons proposed withdrawal may be submitted to the Synod by the Presi- 
dent before the printing of the ballot.

REPORT OF PROVINCIAL COUNCIL 
Year, May 1, 1946-April 30, 1947 


The Provincial Council has held three meetings during this year. The 
first at the close of the 1946 Synod when the Departments and Commissions 
were organized for the new year. The second was the STATED MEETING 
ordered by Section 5, Article VIII of the Constitution. The meeting was 
held at the Church Divinity School on October 23, 1946. The following are 
the important items of that meeting. 


The Treasurer presented his report for the first six months of the year 
which will be a part of his annual report to be presented to this Synod. The 
Treasurer as Chairman of the Department of Finance presented the tenta- 
tive budget for the year May 1, 1947, to April 30, 1948. This will be pre- 
sented to the Synod as one of its items of business. Dean Gardner for the 
Department of Youth presented an important report stating among other 
things that the Youth from this Province attending the Youth Convention in 
Philadelphia at the time of the General Convention held a meeting and 
shaped the framework for a Youth organization on a Provincial basis. He 
further stated they planned a Youth Convention at the time and place of the 
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1947 Synod. We are thankful they are here with us and that they have a very 
constructive program arranged for their meeting. 


The Department of Christian Education through Dean Shires, its chair- 
man, presented its report under the heading, “Focal Points for Christian 
Education.” This report was considered of such paramount importance in 
the field of Christian Education that the Council voted to have 500 copies 
printed for general distribution throughout the Province. 


The Radio Committee through its Chairman, the Rev. Arthur W. Far- 
lander, presented the following report: 


“Following the report presented to the Synod in May and the action 
taken on that report we requested that the entire matter of Radio be con- 
sidered by the National Council and placed on a Nation-wide basis com- 
parable to the coverage and influence of the Roman Catholic hour and the 
Lutheran hour, etc.” He further reported on the use of the radio covering 
the rural areas of the Province. Archdeacon Bulkley presented the report 
of the Rural Work Commission. He spoke of the successful conference on 
this subject held in Pullman, Washington, in July, 1946. He strongly em- 
phasized that the urgent need for men in the rural fields was training in 
Rural Sociology, the knowledge of which should be a part of their Seminary 
training. 


A resolution was adopted calling for the appointment of a Committee 
to consider the establishment at the Church Divinity School of a Chair of 
Rural Sociology. The Chair appointed Dean Shires and Archdeacon Bulkley 
to prepare this resolution. The Committee prepared the following reso- 
lution: 


RESOLVED: that the Council hereby register its great interest in the 
prosecution of the Rural Work of this western Province. It is the sugges- 
tion of the Council that one of the ways in which Rural Work might be set 
forward definitely in this Province, which is largely rural, is the establish- 
ment of a Chair of RURAL SOCIOLOGY (RURAL MINISTRY) at the 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific. It is the further suggestion of the 
Council that to accomplish this end the National Council be asked to appro- 
priate funds for this purpose. The sum of $500 per annum has been added 
to the budget of the Province of the Pacific for next year for this purpose. 
This matter is so important that it should have a place on the agenda of this 
Synod. The statement was recently made that eighty per cent of the Prot- 
estant affiliation is rural, and it is in rural America where family life is most 
wholesome and where the divorce rate is low. 


The Rev. A. Ronald Merrix, Field Officer of the National Council for 
this Province and Chairman of the Provincial Committee on Evangelism, 
reported that the National Council was planning to observe in the next few 
years certain events the anniversaries of which have significance for the 
Church in this Province. He mentioned as the one in the immediate future the 
80th anniversary of the consecration to the Episcopate of the Rt. Rev. Daniel 
Sylvester Tuttle which falls on May Ist, 1947. He said that in connection 
with these anniversaries the National Council urges a definite program of 
Evangelism. He stated that two conferences on Evangelism will be held 
between this Council Meeting and the Synod of 1947 and the conclusions 
arrived at in the conferences will be presented to the Synod of 1947. 


The Council appointed a Committee consisting of Dean Shires, Chair- 
man, the Rev. Dr. Parker and the Rev. Henry M. Shires, with power to add 
to its number to prepare material for these anniversaries and to suggest the 
manner in which these anniversaries shall be observed. The Council allo- 
cated from its Reserve Fund $25 for expenses incident to these two con- 
frences. 


The Tentative Budget for the fiscal year May 1, 1947-April 30, 1948, 
was approved and adopted and will be presented to this Synod by the Chair- 
man of the Department of Finance.

The Standing Committee on Examining Chaplains, through the Rev. 
Perry G. M. Austin, presented a report embodying the following recom- 
mendations :—1. That the examination of candidates for the ministry should 
include an examination in Business Administration. 2. That a closer contact 
of the Chaplains with the candidates through a conference or conferences 
should be established. 3. That a conference or conferences of the Chaplains 
with the Church Divinity School through Dean Shires should be established. 


The Council gave considerable time to planning out the 1947 Synod, the 
result of which is in the printed program and does not need to be repeated 
here. 


As Dean McAllister, Chairman of the Department of Promotion and 
Publicity had been granted a year’s leave of absence from the Cathedral in 
Spokane and would be out of the Province for most of that time, Mr. Ed- 
ward F. Colcock was requested to serve as the acting Chairman of this 
department. 


The Council was informed that the National Council was considering 
the establishment of a Depositary for Church Literature within the bounds 
of the Province and the Council expressed its approval of this project and 
its hope that such a Depositary may be established within the Province. 


The Council approved the plan of the National Council for Evangelism 
together with the program as worked out for the next three years as the 
same was outlined by the Rev. Mr. Merrix and placed the plan and the 
program in charge of the Committee on Evangelism of which Mr. Merrix 
is Chairman.

FIRST DAY 


This being the day and place appointed by the Provincial Council for 
holding the 28th Synod of the Province of the Pacific, the Bishops, Clerical 
and Lay Deputies to the Synod, the Delegates to the 25th session of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, and the Delegates to the Youth Convention assembled 

-in St. Mark’s Church at 7:30 A. M. for a Corporate Celebration of the Holy 
Communion. The Rt. Rev. Robert B. Gooden, President of the Province was 
the Celebrant, being assisted by the Rt. Rev. Benjamin D. Dagwell, Bishop 
of Oregon, the Rev. George R. Turney, Rector of St. Mark’s Parish and the 
Secretary of the Synod. By action of the Provincial Council the offering at 
this service as also at all services in connection with the Synod, will be 
devoted to the Seabury project in Greenwich, Connecticut, to provide a 
home for the Presiding Bishop as well as other buildings that will care for 
missionaries home on furlough. 


The opening service of the Synod was also held in St. Mark’s Church 
at 10:00 A. M. The Bishop of Idaho read the office of Morning Prayer with 
the Chairman of the House of Clerical and Lay Deputies reading the Les- 
sons. The sermon was preached by the Rt. Rev. Edward M. Cross, D.D., 
Bishop of Spokane. 


The first business session of the Synod was called to order at 11:35 
A. M. with the President of the Province in the Chair. The Roll of Bishops 
and Deputies was called. Fourteen Bishops, Clerical Deputies from 13 of 
the Dioceses and Missionary Districts, and Lay Deputies from 11 of the 
Dioceses and Missionary Districts were recorded as present. This being a 
quorum as fixed and defined in Article II, section 2d, of the Constitution of 
the Province the Chair announced a quorum was present and declared the 
Synod opened in the name of the Holy Trinity. 


The Chair announced through the Secretary the personnel of the Synod 
Committees as follows:

The Secretary presented the report of the Provincial Council for the 
year May 1, 1946-April 30, 1947. On motion the report was received and ac- 
cepted. (Pages 10-12) 


The Committee on Despatch of Business, through its Chairman, pre- 
sented the following resolutions—A. This House shall hold a session this 
afternoon from 2:00 P.M. until 5:00 P.M. or until its agenda for the day is 
completed. B. That the House be governed by the Rules of Order set forth 
on Page Eleven of the printed copies of the Constitution and Canons of the 
Province. C. That in order to expedite the work of the Synod and the Com- 
mittees thereof, all reports, petitions, resolutions, matters for reference, or 
memorials shall be presented by title at this afternoon’s session not later 
than 5:00 P.M. D. New business shall not be considered by this Body nor 
time allotted on the agenda, unless presentation has been made in accord- 
ance with the foregoing paragraph except upon a favorable vote by a major- 
ity of this House. 


Upon motion by Mr. Colcock the above resolutions were severally 
adopted. 


The noon-day prayers for Missions were offered by the Rev. E. Leslie 
Rolls. 


On motion Synod recessed for lunch and resumed its session at 2:00 P.M. 


Mr. John Vassie read the lesson from Holy Scriptures and Rev. Wm. A. 
Gilbert offered the Prayers. 


The Committee on Despatch of Business presented report No. 2 which 
these minutes follow, making unnecessary the recording here of the eleven 
items in the report. The report concluded with the following resolutions: 
A. That the morning session of Thursday begin promptly at 9:00 A.M. and 
that the first order of business shall be the elections, to be followed by such 
business as shall be reported to the House by this Committee at the begin- 
ning of the session. B. That the House shall adjourn at 11:25 A.M. for the 
purpose of holding a joint-session with the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary 
and the Provincial Youth Convention. On motion these two resolutions 
were adopted. 


The Chair introduced to the House the two Bishops consecrated since 
AS Synod of 1946. Namely, the Bishop of Utah and the Bishop of Eastern 
regon. 


Dean Gardner, Chairman of the Department of Youth, introduced the 
Rev. William C. Crittenden, Secretary of the Department of Youth of the 
National Council who spoke briefly with the understanding that he would 
be given time to address the Synod on Thursday. 


Mr. Colcock presented two resolutions which were referred to the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions and two amendments to the Constitution and Canons 
of the Province which were referred to the Committee on Constitution and 
Canons. 


Bishop Parsons presented a resolution on Unity which was referred 
to the Committee on Resolutions. 


Bishop Sanford presented by title the memorial to the House “of 
Bishops concerning changes in the boundaries of Missionary Districts which 
he presented to and was adopted by the Synod of 1946 but was not acted 
upon by General Convention although the Canon which was a part of the 
Memorial for the purpose of implementing it was adopted and this Me- 
morial was referred to Bishop Sanford to be considered later by this Synod. 


A resolution presented by the Rev. Mr. Gregori relating to the teaching 
14 
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of the Spanish language in the Seminaries was referred to the Committee 
on Resolutions. 


_ A resolution presented by the Rev. Mr. Thomas relating to released 
time in the Schools for Religious Education was referred to the Committee 
on Resolutions. 


The Chair read a letter from Bishop Huston expressing his regret at 
not being able to attend the Synod.

Nominations from the floor being called for and no nominations being 
made it was on motion voted to close the nominations. 


Mr. Milbank, Treasurer of the Province, presented his report for the 
fiscal year, May 1, 1946-April 30, 1947. On motion it was voted that the 
report be received and accepted. (Appendix Al.) Pages 24-25.) 


Mr. Milbank as Chairman of the Department of Finance presented the 
Tentative Budget for the fiscal year May 1, 1947-April 30, 1948, which had 
been approved and adopted by the Provincial Council. This Budget called 
for appropriations totaling $5,500.00. On motion this budget was approved 
and adopted as the permanent budget for the current fiscal year. (Appendix 
A2, Page 25.) 

He also presented the proration of this budget as an assessment upon 


the Dioceses and Missionary Districts of the Province. (Appendix A3, 
Pages 25 and 26.) On motion this proration was approved and adopted. 


Mr. Milbank then presented the following resolutions: 


A. RESOLVED: that all the unexpended budget items of the previous 
year, totaling $1,347.15, be transferred to the 1947-1948 budget and be re- 
budgeted in accordance with the recommendation of the Department of 
Finance as approved by the Council. 


B. RESOLVED: that the Tentative Budget as approved by the Pro- 
vincial Council on October 23, 1946, and amended by the Provincial Council 
on April 29, 1947, be made the permanent budget for the fiscal year 1947-1948. 


C. RESOLVED: that the assessment for the 1947-1948 Permanent 
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Budget be prorated among the members of the Province based on their 
respective percentages using the average of their three-year 1943-1944-1945 
current expenses. 


D. RESOLVED: that the annual audit of the Treasurer’s record be 
made as soon as possible and that a certified copy of said audit be filed with 
the Secretary and copy printed in the Journal of the Synod. 


These resolutions were considered seriatim and on motion were sev- 
erally adopted. 


The Bishop of Nevada, Chairman of the Department of College Work, 
presented the report of that Department which on motion was received and 
accepted. (Appendix C, Pages 27-28.) 


Dean Shires, Chairman of the Department of Religious Education, 
presented the report of that Department which. on motion was received and 
accepted. (Appendix D, Pages 28-30.) 


Dean Shires, Dean of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific, pre- 
sented the report of the School for the year 1946. This report was received 
and accepted with gratitude to the Dean for the progress the School is 
making. (Appendix J, Pages 48-51.) 


The Dean stated that a Bishop in Province VI had made the suggestion 
that a Trustee of the School be elected by both Province VI and Province 
VII. On motion of the Bishop of Los Angeles it was voted that if in the 
considered judgment of the present Trustees of the School it seemed wise 
to include in their Body other Provinces as sponsors for the school the 
Synod of the Province of the Pacific sees no objection to such action. 


The Bishop of Arizona, Chairman of the Department of Missions, 
presented the report of that Department which on motion was received and 
accepted. Appendix F, Pages 32-43.) 


The Bishop of Nevada moved that the Synod welcome to this session 
Mrs. Helen Hogue, Executive Secretary of the Girls Friendly Society and 
grant her the privilege of the floor at this time. The motion was adopted 
and Mrs. Hogue addressed the Synod. 


On motion the Synod adjourned until 9:00 A.M. Thursday morning. 


The evening of this day was devoted to the Synod dinner which was 
held at the Rogue Valley Country Club. The President of the Province was 
Toastmaster. The theme of the dinner was—THE CHURCH IN THE 
WEST IS GROWING UP. It is not a copy of the Church in some other 
part of the world but has an ethos of its own. Dean Shires presented the 
background of the Church in the West illustrating that it does have its own 
ethos. Bishop Clark presented the Church’s Missionary Spirit and its ac- 
ceptance of its Missionary Obligation. Bishop Walters presented the claim 
upon the Church for Christian Education with reference to College Work 
and Youth Work. 


Thursday, May 1, 1947 
SECOND DAY 
St. Philip and St. James, Apostles, Day. 


The Bishop of Los Angeles was the Celebrant at the 7:30 A.M. celebra- 
tion of the Holy Communion, assisted by the Rev. Frederick Schilling, 
Ph.D., and the Very Rev. R. Dunham Taylor. 


The Business Session was called to order at 9:00 A.M. with the Presi- 
dent in the Chair. 


Mr. James Hodges read a lesson from the Holy Scriptures and the Rev. 
Robert R. Read read the Prayers. 
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Mr. Colcock for the Committee on Despatch of Business moved that 
Se peeing of Wednesday’s minutes be dispensed with. The motion was 
adopted. 


The Committee then presented report No. 3 giving the agenda for the 
morning session. 


The first order of business was the elections. The Chair appointed the 
Bishop of Eastern Oregon, the Rev. John Craine, Mr. George G. Entz and 
Mr. John Vassie as Tellers, and ordered the ballot to be taken. 


Bishop Dagwell as the Provincial Representative on the National 
Council made a brief report covering various problems confronting the 
Council as follows: 


The first problem was the distribution of the Reconstruction and Ad- 
vance Fund. The total amount received was about Seven Million dollars. 
Ten per cent was devoted to the relief of homeless and churchless Chris- 
tians in Europe. Generous appropriations, although far short of the actual 
needs, have been made for work in China, Japan, the Philippines and 
Liberia. Other grants were made to the American Church Institute for 
Negroes. He stated that the Council discussed at some length what action 
it should take relative to the support of the Bishop Payne Divinity School 
- in Petersburg, Virginia, in view of the fact that Southern Churchmen em- 
prasized the necessity of the school’s continuance for the training of Negro 

lergy. 


He announced the election of the Rt. Rev. John B. Bentley as Vice 
President of the Council and to be in charge of the overseas work. His 
acceptance of this important task must await the action of the House of 
Bishops when it meets in November. 


He also stated that the selection of an Executive Secretary for the 
Religious Education Department had narrowed down to two men with the 
choice to be made at the next meeting of the Council. 


He also explained the plan and hope of the Presiding Bishop for the 
launching by the Church in 1948 of a nation-wide Evangelistic Campaign 
employing the radio, motion pictures and magazine advertising. 


He also pointed out that quotas for Missionary undertakings had been 
placed on a definite mathematical base using the current expense of Dio- 
ceses and Missionary Districts as the figure for determining what each 
unit of the Church would be asked to contribute to the Missionary program. 


Dean Gardner, Chairman of the Department of Youth, presented the 
report of that Department by title (Appendix B, Pages 26-27.) He then intro- 
duced the Rev. William C. Crittenden, Executive Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Youth of the National Council, who addressed the Synod. 


The Tellers through the Bishop of Eastern Oregon, Chairman, pre- 
sented the result of the election as follows: 


Treasurer, Class of 1950—Mr. Morris Milbank. 


Members of the Provincial Council, Class of 1950—Episcopal Member, 
the Bishop of Idaho; Clerical Member, the Rev. Russeli B. Staines; Lay 
Member, Mr. James Hodges.

For members of the Provincial Court of Review—Episcopal Member, 
the Bishop of California; Clerical Members, the Rev. W. R. H. Hodgkin, 
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Rev. Mark Rifenbark, Rev. E. S. Bartlam; Lay Members, Mr. Merton A. 
Albee, Mr. Albert C. Agnew, Mr. S. G. Moon. 


Archdeacon Bulkley presented his report as Chairman of the Com- 
mission on Indian work The report was received and accepted. On his 
motion duly seconded the Secretary was instructed to have printed in the 
Journal the tables giving the several tribes of Indians in this Province. 
Appendix H, Pages 45 and 46.) 


The Archdeacon presented the following resolution: 


RESOLVED: that this Synod recognizing the great extent of the 
Indian population in this Province and the great need of these exploited 
people, go on record asking the National Council to arrange for surveys to be 
made of, at least, the larger groups similar to that made by Miss Elizabeth 
Clark of the Navajo. We respectfully suggest the possibility of those sur- 
veys being made by Miss Elizabeth Clark who has so fully shown her pro- 
ficiency in this type of work, and, further, that this be done under the 
guidance of the Rural Commission as the Indian problem is so closely 
linked with the problem of the rural field. Copies of this resolution to be 
sent to the Rev. Dr. George Wieland, of the Department of Home Hissions, 
the Rev. Clifford Samuelson, assistant for rural work and to Miss Elizabeth 
Clark. On his motion, seconded by the Bishop of Arizona, the resolution 
was adopted. The Archdeacon introduced to the Synod the Rev. H. B. 
Lieber, Vicar of St. Christopher’s Mission for the Navajos at Bluff, Utah, 
who made a brief address to the Synod. 


On motion it was voted that a Committee consisting of the Bishop of 
Arizona, Archdeacon Bulkley and Mr. Howard Wells be appointed to con- 
. sider and study the Indian problem and report to the Chairman. 


As Chairman of the Commission on Rural Work Archdeacon Bulkley 
presented the report of that Commission which on motion was received 
and accepted. (Appendix G, Pages 43-45.) 


The Bishop of Nevada introduced to the Synod the Rev. Hugh White, 
Secretary of the Church Society for College Work, who addressed the 
Synod on College Work. 


At 11:25 A.M. Synod recessed for the joint-session. The Bishop of Los 
Angeles was Chairman of the session and introduced Mr. David Gordon of 
the Youth Convention who spoke on the work for and with youth; Mrs. 
Colcock, President of the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary, who presented 
a careful and thorough survey of woman’s work in the Province; and the 
Rev. A. Ronald Merrix who presented the National Council program for 
Evangelism. 


The Synod resumed its session at 2:00 P.M. with Mr. George Entz 
reading a lesson from the Holy Scripture and the Rev. H. B. Liebler reading 
the Prayers. 


The Committee on Despatch of Business presented report No. 4 giving 
the agenda for the afternoon session. This report was approved and adopted. 


A conference session was held with the Rev. Mr. Merrix concerning the 
National Council program for promoting evangelism throughout the Church. 
The Bishop of California presented a resolution covering the relation of 
the Province to this program as follows: 


WHEREAS: the Synod has beard with great interest the compre- 
hensive program of Evangelism proposed by the Presiding Bishop and the 
National Council, be it,— 


RESOLVED: that this Synod heartily endorses the total program of 
Evangelism as proposed by the Presiding Bishop and the National Council, 
pledges its fullest support to it, appeals to its constituent Dioceses and Mis- 
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sionary Districts to cooperate to their utmost in this essential enterprise 
and requests the Provincial Commission and the National Council Field 
Officer to maintain close liason in promoting the program during the year 
1947-1948. On motion of the Bishop of California duly seconded the reso- 
lution was adopted. 


Dean Katharine Grammer, Dean of St. Margaret’s House, presented 
the report of the House for 1946. On motion the report was received and 
accepted with gratitude for the progress the school is making under her 
leadership. Appendix K, Pages 51-53.) 


Time was allotted for discussion of future Synod programs based on 
the following resolution of Mr. Edward F. Colcock: 


RESOLVED: that the Synod instructs the Provincial Council and 
pope cers for Synod arrangements to revise the program for 1948 as 
ollows: 


1. Reduce routine reports as far as possible. 
2. Restrict Synod business to the First Day as far as possible. 


3. Schedule a comprehensive program of forward thinking of Pro- 
vincial pork under the direction of Synod Departments on a conference 
asis. 


4, oe all National Council Departments Heads to participate in the 
ynod. 


5. Urge Dioceses and Missionary Districts to elect Presbyters and 
Laymen as delegates to Synod from members of their departments or 
those engaged in active work. 


6. Exercise full authority to make the 1948 Synod meet the ideas ex- 
pressed in this meeting. On motion of Mr. Colcock the resolution 
was adopted. 


The Committee on Constitution and Canons through the Bishop of 
Los Angeles, Chairman, presented the three resolutions of Mr. Colcock 
and submitted to the Committee as follows: 


RESOLVED: that Article VII, section 2, be amended at line four by 
deleting the word “and” which follows the words “National Council’, then 
at line five following the words “Woman’s Auxiliary’, insert the following 
words,—“The Provincial Chairman of the Presiding Bishop's Committee 
on Layman’s Work and the Provincial Representative of the National Ex- 
ecutive Board of the Woman’s Auxiliary.” The Committee approved this 
amendment and recommended its adoption. On motion the recommendation 
was adopted. 


RESOLVED: that Article VII, section 5 be amended to read as fol- 
lows: The Council shall hold at least three meetings annually, as follows: 


(a) An Annual Meeting to be held on the day immediately preceding 
the opening of Synod. 


(b) An organizational meeting to be held immediately (as close as 
may be) following adjournment of Synod. 


(c) A Stated Meeting to be held as soon as may be after the first day 
of September, which date shall be set at the Organizational Meeting follow- 
ing Synod and may not be changed without the written consent of a ma- 
jority of the entire Council. Nine members which number must include not 
less than four Synodical members, shall constitute a quorum of the Council 
to transact business at any of the foregoing regular meetings. Special meet- 
ings shall be held at such other times as the Council may appoint and seven 
members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, provided 
this number includes not less than three Synodical members. The Commit- 
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tee approved this amendment and recommended its adoption. On motion the 
recommendation was adopted. 


RESOLVED: that Article IV of the Constitution be amended by the 
addition of the following, to be lettered as subsection E of section 1: 


E—The Provincial Council shall establish a Standing Committee to be 
known as “The Committee on Synod Arrangements,” to consist of two Pres- 
byters, two Laymen, together with two representatives appointed by the 
Provincial Executive Board of the Woman’s Auxiliary. 


This Committee shall set up permanent records concerning the details, 
requirements, materials, program and all arrangements necessary for a 
meeting of Synod. It must investigate each proposed meeting place for 
Synod to determine whether or not the proposed site is suitable, reporting 
its recommendations to the September Stated Meeting of Council. 


The Committee shall prepare by February 10th annually an outline of 
details, program, arrangements and recommendations to be furnished each 
local committee on arrangements and shall act as the coordinating agency 
over the arrangements for each meeting of Synod. The Committee approved 
this amendment and recommended its adoption. On motion the recom- 
mendation was adopted. 


On motion the report of the Committee on Constitution and Canons as 
a whole was adopted. 


The Rev. Perry G. M. Austin presented the report of the Seamens Work 
Committee. On motion the report was received and adopted. (Appendix I, 
Pages 47-48.) 


He presented the following resolution: 


RESOLVED: that the Synod of the Province approves the building 
of an adequate plant for the work of the Seamens Church Institute in San 
Pedro; and furthermore urges the importance of extending the work of the 
Church for Merchant Seamen to other ports of the Pacific Coast. On motion 
the resolution was adopted. 


Col. Allin presented the following resolution: 


RESOLVED: that the Committee on Seamens Work be instructed to 
communicate with the Presiding Bishop to learn his plans and desires for 
doing a comprehensive work for seamen. Further that the Bishops of the 
Province act as a liason with the Presiding Bishop in this work. On motion 
the resolution was adopted. 


The Bishop of Oregon, Chairman of the Department of Christian Social 
Relations, presented the report of that Department. On motion the report 
was received and adopted. (Appendix E, Page 31.) 


Bishop Sanford presented his,—“PROPOSED MEMORIAL TO THE 
GENERAL CONVENTION.” 


1. WHEREAS, Article VI of the Constitution of this Church pro- 
vides that the House of Bishops may establish Missionary Districts in 
States and Territories, or parts thereof, not organized into Diocese, although 
there are not now any continental areas not already organized, ‘and, 


2. WHEREAS, it is evident that the amendments to Article VI al- 
ready enacted, that it is the desire of the Church to effect changes in the 
territory of any Missionary District, wherever it appears to be expedient, 
yg on or otherwise, in such manner as may be prescribed by Canon, 
and, 


3. WHEREAS, in 1946 the General Convention adopted a Canon pre- 
scribing the manner in which a Missionary District may be retroceded to 
the Diocese from which it was accepted, or its territory increased, or 
otherwise changed: therefore, be it,— 
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RESOLVED: that this 28th Synod of the Province of the Pacific 
respectfully memorializes the General’Convention to amend Article VI of 
the Constitution in the following particulars: 


1. Repeal Article VI, section 1, because it is no longer applicable. 
2. Renumber Section 2, Article VI, Section 1. 
3. Amend the second paragraph of present Section 2 to read: 


Article VI, Section 2. The Territory included in any Missionary Dis- 
trict may be retroceded, increased, diminished or otherwise changed in 
such manner as may be prescribed by Canon, provided, that in case it is 
proposed to retrocede such territory to the Diocese from which it was 
origanally accepted, or to add it to the territory of any other organized 
Diocese, the consent of said Diocese, evidenced by the action of its Con- 
vention shall first be obtained. Be it further,— 


RESOLVED: that this action be communicated to the Chairman of the 
Committee on Amendments to the Constitution, of the House of Bishops, 
the Chairman of the same Committee of the House of Deputies, and to the 
Synods of the several Provinces in order to obtain, if possible, general 
agreement before this Memorial is presented to the General Convention. 
On motion of Bishop Sanford, duly seconded, the Memorial was adopted. 


On motion the Synod adjourned until 9:00 A. M. Friday morning. 


The evening of this day was devoted to a Mass Meeting in the Audi- 
torium of the Medford High School. This meeting was a commemoration of 
the 80th anniversary of the Consecration of Daniel Sylvester Tuttle to the 
Episcopate and his remarkable service as one of the pioneer Missionary 
Bishops of this Province. The Rt. Rev. Edward L. Parsons delivered the 
address sketching most convincingly and illuminatingly the consecrated 
leadership Bishop Tuttle gave this Province and the whole Church. 


Friday, May 2, 1947 
THIRD DAY 


The Bishop of Sacramento was the Celebrant at the 7:30 A. M. Celebra- 
tion of the Holy Communion, being assisted by the Rev. Frank Buck and 
the Rev. Joseph Tsukamoto. 


The Business Session was called to order at 9:00 A. M. with the Presi- 
dent in the Chair. Mr. George E. Freeman read a lesson from the Holy 
Scriptures and the Rev. Dr. Pierson Parker read the Prayers. 


The Committee on Despatch of Business presented its final report out- 
lining the agenda for the Morning Session. 


On motion of Mr. Colcock the reading of Thursday’s minutes was dis- 
pensed with. 


Mr. Milbank reported that the offerings for Seabury House received 
at the Synod services totaled $242.50. 


The Bishop of Oregon described the advantages of Seabury House for 
the whole Church. 


The Bishop of California, Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions, 
presented the following report. 


A. The resolution of Bishop Parsons as follows: 


RESOLVED: that the Synod of the Province of the Pacific send greet- 
ings to the Commission on Approaches to Unity, expresses hearty accord 
with its decision to give wide publicity to its work, and prays for God’s 
blessing upon that work: be it further 
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RESOLVED: that the Synod, recognizing the importance of full under- 
standing by the members of the Church of the urgent need for unity of 
Christ’s disciples of every name, and of the problems which must be solved 
to achieve such unity, urges that in every Diocese and Missionary District 
Commissions on Unity be established to stimulate in the Parishes and 
Missions interest in the ecumenical movement in its various aspects, espe- 
cially in relation to proposals looking to organic unity, and to encourage 
cooperation with other Christian people. The Committee approved this 
resolution and recommended its adoption. On motion the recommendation 
was adopted. 


The resolution of the Rev. Joseph Gregori as follows: 


WHEREAS: Inside the borders of the U. S. A. and mainly within our 
gon ones of the Pacific at least five million Spanish-speaking people 
reside, be it 


RESOLVED: that the practical teaching of the Spanish language be 
commended for inclusion in all curricula of the various training institutions 
of the Province and that the Bishops be asked to accept Spanish as an elec- 
tive in the examinations required by the Canons. The Committee approved 
this resolution and recommended its adoption. On motion the recommenda- 
tion was adopted. 


The resolution of the Rev. Lloyd B. Thomas as follows: 


WHEREAS: the matter of week day religious education on released 
time was prescribed at the Religious E\tucation meeting preceding the ses- 
sions of the Synod as a project of major importance for the Churches of the 
Province, be it 


RESOLVED: that the Synod call to the attention of the Bishops of the 
Province the opportunity of using released time for week day religious 
education, with the request that they urge their Clergy to take full advan- 
tage of all state laws favorable to the same, and be it further 


RESOLVED: that the Provincial Department of Religious Education 
be requested to gather data on the status of Religious Education on re- 
leased time now being carried on in the Province of the Pacific so that their 
findings may soon be available to the Parishes and Missions of the Province. 
The Committee approved the resolution and recommended its adoption. 
On motion the recommendation was adopted. 


Resolution of Mr. Edward F. Colcock as follows: 


RESOLVED: that the Synod request the National Council to give due 
consideration to the arrangement of schedules and itineraries of its repre- 
sentatives so that their visits may, if possible, coincide with the times of 
meeting of the Synod; that conferences be arranged for this period and that 
every effort be made to coordinate the field work throughout the Providence 
so as to avoid inconvenience, expense, unnecessary travel and conflict of 
dates. The Committee approved this resolution and recommended its adop- 
tion. On motion the recommendation was adopted. 


Resolution of Mr. Edward F. Colcock as follows: 


RESOLVED: that the following invitation be sent to the Executive 
Secretary of the Presiding Bishop’s Committee on Laymen’s Work. The 
Synod of the Province of the Pacific extends a cordial invitation to the 
Presiding Bishop’s Committee on Laymen’s Work to hold its annual Pro- 
vincial Laymen’s Conference for Diocesan Chairman and/or a general Lay- 
men’s Conference with the meetings of the Synod. The Committee approved 
this resolution and recommended its adoption. On motion the recommenda- 
tion was adopted. 


On motion the report of the Committee as a whole was adopted. 
The Bishop of Arizona presented the following resolution: 
Za 


WHEREAS: this is an era of economy in appropriations both Federal 
and State, and, é 


WHEREAS: appropriations for Indian affairs have never been ade- 
quate, there, be it 


RESOLVED: that this 28th Annual Synod of the Province of the 
Pacific opposes any reduction in the appropriations for Indian affairs as a 
part of the economies in appropriations to the Department of the Interior, 
and, further, be it 


RESOLVED: that the Chairman of this Committee be authorized to 
prepare a statement of the economies already effected or projected, in order 
that the influence of Church members may be brought to bear on their re- 
spective legislative representatives and the Department of the Interior. On 
motion the resolution was amended by adding the words—“this resolution 
to be sent to Representatives in Congress and to the Secretary of the In- 
terior.” On motion the resolution as amended was adopted. 


Bishop Sanford made a verbal report on the progress of preparing a 
history of the Province which he and Bishop Parsons are writing. 


The Bishop of Arizona, Chairman of the Committee on Necrology, 
presented the report of that Committee after which the Chair bade the 
House to Prayer. For this report see pages 12-13. 


The Bishop of California, Chairman of the Committee on Resolutions, 
presented the following resolution: 


RESOLVED: that the sincere appreciation of the Synod for the gen- 
erous use of the High School Auditorium for the address of Bishop Parsons, 
be sent to the Board of Education. 


RESOLVED: that the grateful thanks of the Province of the Pacific 
be offered to Bishop Dagwell, the Rev. George R. Turney, rector and the 
people of St. Mark’s Church, Medford, for their gracious hospitality and 
thoughtful care of us during our delightful stay in the City of Medford. 


RESOLVED: that we send to Bishop Huston, Bishop Moulton, and 
Bishop Mitchell, our affectionate greetings and express our sincere regret 
that they are unable to be with us during our sessions. 


RESOLVED: that we record our gratitude to those who have served 
on the program of the Synod and especially to Bishop Cross for his moving 
and helpful sermon, to Bishop Parsons for his masterful address on Bishop 
Tuttle and to Dean Shires for his inspiring review of the growth and in- 
creasingly effective service of the Church Divinity School of the Pacific. 


RESOLVED: that the greetings and affectionate good wishes of the 
members of the Synod be sent to the Rev. Stephen Bayne, Bishop-elect of 
Olympia, and to the Rt. Rev. Harry S. Kennedy, Bishop of Honolulu, and 
to Bishop Bentley of Alaska. On motion this entire resolution was adopted. 


On motion it was voted that the Chairman of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions convey personally the greeting of the Synod to the Woman’s Auxil- 
iary now in session and especially to Mrs. Colcock for her faithful and de- 
voted service as President now coming to an end and to Mrs. Robert K. 
Vickery, who succeeds her as President. 


Mr. Colcock moved that the Provincial Council be authorized to re- 
ceive invitations for the next meeting of the Synod and thereafter to set 
the place of meeting. The motion was adopted. 


Mr. Colcock presented the following resolution: 


WHEREAS: the Synod has approved certain amendments to the Con- 
stitution, now be it 


RESOLVED: that these same amendments be printed as a single page 
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supplement to the existing copies of the 1946 edition of the Constitution and 
Canons if a supply remains of the same edition; if, however, the supply be 
exhausted, then Synod authorizes the Secretary to have a new and com- 
pletely revised edition issued as a supplement to the Journal for 1947. The 
Treasurer is authorized to appropriate sufficient funds for this printing 
from any unexpended portion of the budget for Journal printing and if this 
is not sufficient then the budget item of “Reserve.” 


On motion this resolution was adopted. 


The minutes of this morning’s session were read and approved on 
motion as read. 


On motion of Mr. Colcock the Synod adjourned at 11:10 A. M. Sine Die. 
(Signed) RT. REV. ROBERT B. GOODEN, President, 
Attest: REV. ALFRED LOCKWOOD, Secretary. 


At 11:15 the closing Devotional Service for the Synod, the Woman’s 
Auxiliary and the Youth Convention was held. The President of the Synod 
conducted the service and the closing addresses were delivered by Mrs. 
Robert K. Vickery for the Auxiliary and by the Rt. Rev. Lane W. Barton for 
the Synod. 


The following resolution was received after the adjournment of Synod 
but should be made a part of these minutes: 


RESOLVED: that the members of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Prov- 
ince of the Pacific in annual meeting assembled, wish to express to the 
members of the Synod their sincere appreciation of the recognition given 
them, especially at this particular Synod; and pledge to them their con- 
tinued cooperation and help.

APPENDIX B 
ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF YOUTH 


Last year the Department recommended and urged that the following 
be done: 


(1) That Province, Diocese and Parish become more youth conscious 
and youth centered—this recommendation being based on the fact that 
youth between 14-25 years comprise one-fiith of our strength as a church; 
that this age period is unusually responsive to church and idealism; that 
most of our problems among adult churchmen and almost ali of our problem 
in finding sufficient recruits for the ministry rests on our failure to capture 
the imagination and devotion of youth in this age range; that too little 
recognition has been given youth in our church planning and program; that 
the average priest failing to understand youth and its possibilities has given 
too little time and attention and affection to his youth; that our typical 
parish program for youth was pathetically weak and lopsided and does not 
compare well with other denominational groups; that our priests and youth 
leaders were missing a bet in not using more fully the material and technique 
of U.M.C.Y.; that a fundamental or primary in the training of youth was 
to give youth itself responsibility and the privilege of developing their 
own program and activity; and that earnest attention and reflection be 
given the expressed attitude of youth as revealed in the Provincial Survey 
of 1946 (as given in detail in last year’s report and printed in full in the 
1946 Journal). 


These were your Department’s recommendations of a year ago. How 
much of this took seed we cannot say but each of us at this Synod is asked 
to answer for himself and for his own Diocese and Parish. 


We do have data that indicates progress on three points stressed as 
important last year: 


(1) The Department urged youth representation at the National Youth 
Convention in Philadelphia from each Diocese and District in the Province. 
Ten of our twelve continental jurisdictions and two of our extra-continental 
jurisdictions in this Province had youth delegates and adult advisors at 
Philadelphia. This is truly remarkable when the distance, expense and time 
involved is taken into consideration. Was it worth it? I do know that of six 
of the young people who went, one a girl, that four of the five boys are now 
definitely and seriously considering the church as a life work—if a survey 
were made province or nation wide it might surprise us to know how great 
a return came from our investment in getting our youth to Philadelphia. 


(2) Last year the Department stressed the importance of a provincial 
youth organization and meetings. The first representative meeting of the 
youth of this province was held in Philadelphia. Temporary provincial ofh- 
cers were elected and plans laid for a Provincial Commission Meeting at 
this Synod. These plans have materialized and 11 out of our 12 continental 
jurisdictions are represented at the youth meeting now in session. This is 
not a Youth Convention but a Commission meeting limited to two young 
people and one adult advisor from each Diocese and District. Its purpose 
is to organize on a Provincial basis but more important to train, during 
these two and a half days, the youth and their leaders in the techniques of 
promotion and program on the diocesan and parish level. The effects and 
benefits accruing from this meeting should be immediately felt back in your 
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dioceses and parishes and summer schools. The organization of the youth 
provincially now makes possible democratically elected youth members to 
the National Youth Commission, subject to appointment by the President 
of the Province. This is the first time this has been possible—and repre- 
sents a definite forward step. For the first time the youth now have a repre- 
sentative provincial voice. 


(3) Last year we announced that a Provincial News-sheet was planned. 
The start has been made with one issue this spring. This year it is hoped to 
improve this organ and issue at least quarterly. 


Finally, many feel that the national church, province and diocese have 
little to do with the forwarding of youth work and that much of our talk, 
planning and effort is Don Quixotic—and that really it all falls back on the 
parish and is primarily a parish job. Probably it is. But if our nation-wise, 
provincial-wise and diocesan-wise set-ups do nothing more than make our 
key young people something other than purely parish-wise, then all our talk, 
and all our planning and all our effort will not have been without value.

APPENDIX C 
DEPARTMENT OF COLLEGE WORK 


The failure of the Chairman of the Department, even to call a meeting 
of the Department underlines with emphasis the appalling need of the Prov- 
ince for a full time Provincial Secretary. The nearest thing to a Department 
meeting was an informal discussion of the situation by the members of the 
Department able to attend the area conference held in San Francisco in 
January. At that time a revision of the college work survey of the Province 
was undertaken and special thanks should go to Miss Grammer of St. Mar- 
garet’s House and to Mrs. Alfred Tyson, college worker at the University 
of California, and Miss Gretchen Claudius, a student at St. Margaret’s, for 
their work in sending out questionnaires and tabulating the results. Thanks 
to those who replied to the questionnaire are also due and hereby made. 


I hope that the final tabulation of the survey may be printed in the 
Journal, figures like these require study, not mere reading. I present only 
a brief summary here.

I repeat: these figures are based on 39 reports out of 70 institutions de- 
serving of Episcopal work, and undoubtedly the totals should be increased 
a third or a half to get the picture of the college opportunity in the Province. 
Of this large section of Church membership we are reaching in any way 
only about a fifth of our own young people. In fully half of the institutions 
of the Province where work is needed we can report none. Yet it is from this 
group that our country will obtain most of its future leadership. Truly such 
indifference is appalling. 


A diocesan conference for college workers was held in Los Angeles in 
October and your chairman attended. An area conference was held in San 
Francisco in January with the help of the Church Society for College Work, 
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which provided a leader and $50 toward expenses. Rev. Hugh White is in 
the Province now (and will attend Synod tomorrow) in the interests of the 
Church Society for College Work program of recruiting for the Ministry. 
I have asked that he be given a brief opportunity to address the Synod, and 
present the work of the Society. 


Finally I would apologize for things not done, and again insist that 
they never will be done until College Work becomes someone’s first con- 
cern. On the present spare time volunteer system, it will inevitably get the 
little orphan’s share of care and attention. We have lost the offer from the 
Church Society for College Work and the National Division for College 
Work for generous help with a full time secretary. The money has been 
reallocated because we could not raise our share. Our annual provincial 
budget has accumulated until there seems real hope of some solution at 
least better than the present. I hope that the meeting of the Department to- 
morrow may result in some really constructive action toward meeting this 
missionary opportunity. 


The financial report of the money received from the Provincial funds 
is appended.

Members of the Synod. 
Gentlemen: 


Our report this year is based on the facts and observations of many 
correspondents in several sections of the Province and is largely a report 
of the state of the Church School, since that is the significant element in the 
total educational program of parish and diocese. The reports are factual, 
objective and critical. They aim to give us the true state of the Church 
School. In this report we shall not deal much with figures nor shall we 
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attempt to pass on the quality of the work in the separate jurisdictions. We 
purpose to give a more general picture of some of the aspects of Church 
School educational procedure in the Province. Some of the facts are en- 
couraging and favorable and some not quite so. 


To begin with there is an increasing sentiment everywhere to take 
Church School work more seriously and to attempt to do a better job edu- 
cationally. This is due to many causes, such as the continually increasing 
number of professionally trained workers in the Province, the progress- 
ively larger number of clergy who have had good courses in Religious Edu- 
cation in the Seminary, and the coming into being of Diocesan Depart- 
ments of Education characterized not only by zeal but knowledge. This 
probably is the most encouraging part of the picture. We know of Church 
Schools in parishes and even in missions throughout the Province that are 
effectively and intelligently administered by any standard of educational 
procedure. 


Another favorable aspect of the situation is that the tide of numbers 
which has been ebbing for over a decade has finally turned. The past year 
registers a substantial increase in the Province both in pupils and teachers. 
The increase in pupils is from 34,159 to 36,190, with Los Angeles leading 
the way with over a thousand new pupils. The ratio of teachers to pupils 
is about one to nine, the average teacher therefore having nine pupils to 
teach. The increase reflects to some extent the influx of many new people into 
the Province, but it is a comfort at least to have a modestly significant 
increase to report. More stress should be laid on numbers by Religious Edu- 
cation leaders. In addressing ourselves to a sadly deficient educational pat- 
tern in the Church School and in putting forth every effort to improve the 
quality of our teaching we have neglected the emphasis on numbers and the 
techniques of how to draw children in. An emphasis on numbers is valuable 
for two reasons; first, because the Church School is the easiest and by far 
the most fruitful means of bringing people to Christ, and secondly, in striv- 
ing for numbers there is an automatic attempt to improve the quality of 
the School. 


The lesson material situation is in rather a bad way, if not chaotic. Ina 
number of dioceses and districts there is an astonishingly large number of 
courses from varying sources in use, many of which are of questionable 
value. There are no Episcopal Church courses which receive wide approval 
and usage. Church courses which are more widely used are Cloister, St. 
James and some educational units put out by our National Department. It 
surely is safe to say that there is not to be had a wide selection of courses 
which would be used by the Church generally. There seems to be prevalent 
ignorance of the principles that underlie curriculum building. Steps to 
remedy this are being taken by Idaho and San Joaquin by setting up through 
the Diocesan Departments a suggested curriculum of lesson materials. 


We have learned from our reports that where the diocese is well or- 
ganized for a Christian Education program a great impetus is given to the 
work of the School in every corner of the diocese. Constant pressure and 
leadership which the Department offers has a cumulative effect. Several of 
the Departments crystallize their thinking and their ideals in well-articu- 
lated programs set forth point by point as an ideal for the performance of 
the average school. These standards so clearly defined are a great help, 
especially where recognition is made of good performance by the Depart- 
ment and where the adoption of the program is tactfully pressed from year 
to year. Another advantage secured by proper diocesan organization is in 
securing cooperative effort and healthy competition in diocesan-wide proj- 
ects, both of a national and a local character. As far as we can learn, about 
a third of the jurisdictions in the Province have functioning departments. 
Two or three are fortunate in having professional full-time leadership. 


There seems to be an increasing interest in developing the mite box 
offering throughout the Province generally. In the Diocese of Los Angeles 
last year the mite box offering reached the commendable goal of $14,000. In 
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most of the dioceses and districts an annual presentation service is being 
promoted for the mite box offering. This has many advantages, over and 
above stimulating the mite box offering, in increasing a sense of diocesan 
solidarity. 


Visual aids are being experimented with everywhere in the Province 
evidently, from our reports, and at present are only being used cautiously 
and experimentally, largely because of a lack of knowledge and method- 
ology. With an increasing amount of material available for use in the mov- 
ing picture machine and the 35 mm films and glass slides there is unques- 
tionably much valuable help to be had. Vesper Ward, Chairman of the 


Department, Diocese of California, comments as follows: 


“In some cases the use of this material is a fad going no deeper than 
entertainment interest. Other leaders recognize that visual procedures are 
a supplement to be used carefully and discriminatingly.” 


It would be well if the clergy were to keep abreast of experimentation 
in this direction through the literature on visual aids now available. 


A more valuable use of the summer period is being made by many of 
the dioceses. A very worthwhile vacation school work program is being 
promoted in Nevada, Idaho and San Joaquin. In addition to this, summer 
camps ranging from a period of one to two weeks, with enrollees of boys 
and girls of junior high age are coming into being generally. Several of our 
districts have conference grounds of beauty and utility, as in Nevada and 
Oregon. The summer conference as an educational procedure is so valuable 
that every diocese and district should be interested in developing perma- 
nent conference grounds. Attendance at all summer conferences last year 
for both young and old exceeded all previous records. This encouraging 
sign justifies the effort necessary to provide permanent and adequately 
equipped conference grounds. 


Church School by Mail projects have been reported from Nevada, Los 
Angeles, San Joaquin and Idaho, and probably there are other ventures of 
which we have not heard. The Diocese of Los Angeles, under the leadership 
of the Reverend Charles L. Conder, seems to be out in the van. His plan of 
putting competent persons in touch with those who need this service is in- 
cluded in a book recently published called “A Guide Book for Guide 

others. 


In the matter of teacher training the consensus of opinion seems to be 
that much work remains to be done in this field. Apparently it is not easy to 
make the teachers realize their need of training and consequently it is diffi- 
cult to provide for regular teacher training. One of our correspondents 
writes, “The tragic part is that so few of the teachers realize that they need 
training. At the same time they don’t know what to do with a 40-minute class 
period if they have it. In this diocese we have hardly scratched the surface 
of the preblem.” 


The opportunity offered by the Week Day Religious Education pro- 
gram needs wider exploitation in the Province. The privilege of having 
children released to us on public school time is ours for the asking in most 
places but is too infrequently used. To secure this privilege it means gen- 
erally that we must act in cooperation with other churches and be pre- 
pared to spend real money to insure adequate teaching. Many of our parishes 
have worked out such a program, The others probably can do it. Active in- 
terest on the part of the Bishops and Diocesan authorities is necessary for 
widest results. 


In conclusion we would stress the fact that the Church School can 
realize its greatest potentialities only by the clergy’s willingness to enter 
fully into the program of the Church School, and to accept entire responsi- 
bility for it. Even when privileged to employ trained leadership the Rector 
is the key to its success.

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APPENDIX E 
REPORT OF DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN SOCIAL RELATIONS 


The Department of Christian Social Relations can claim credit for no 
achievements resulting from its own efforts, nevertheless, we are able to 
boast that our Province has an extensive program in operation in almost 
every area where the Church is at work. Credit for this work is due the 
fine Clergy and laity who head Diocesan institutions, Parish organizations 
and community projects. 


This Church lays great emphasis upon the Social Gospel. We preach 
it and strive to practice what we preach. Our people are generous in sup- 
port of institutions serving the sick and afflicted, the underprivileged and 
the neglected members of society. Professional social workers and heads 
of charity organizations freely admit that a large part of their support 
comes from members of the Episcopal Church. 


Another notable fact is that our Clergy and laity give leadership to 
every type of social agency. They head Red Cross Chapters, Community 
Chest Boards, Scout Councils, Camp Fire Girls organizations, Y. M. and 
Y. W. Associations. Our parishes where they have the facilities are hospit- 
able to Scout Troops, Teen Age Clubs, Nursery Schools and community 
groups that need housing. 


Reports gathered from the various Chairmen of Diocesan and District 
Departments of Christian Social Relations indicate uniformly that we have 
endeavored to perform our responsibility of ministering to patients in Vet- 
erans Hospitals, and to the unfortunate inmates of Institutions of Correc- 
tion. In some areas we have held conferences aimed to inform the public of 
needed social legislation and reform. Notable work was done by a group in 
Honolulu in solving a labor problem. Indian mission work is done effectively 
in Idaho, Nevada, Arizona, Utah and Olympia. 


Of course all of us have supported the Presiding Bishop’s Fund for 
World Relief and besides accepting money quotas are helping with clothing, 
heifers, and CARE packages. The picture, “Not By Bread Alone,” has had 
a wide showing and an influence far beyond the membership of this Church. 


Rural Life Sunday is gaining wider recognition and probably is stimu- 
lating our work among the isolated and attracting to Summer Schools more 
Clergy and Church workers. A notable school is conducted at Pullman by 
the Washington State College and not to be outdone, Oregon State held such 
a successful Conference last summer that they will repeat it again this year. 


The variety of activities properly classified as Social is astonishing. To 
know Christ and to follow Him and make Him known is certain to lead us 
into social action. 


It is desirable that we take advantage of the counselling aid given by 

Dr. Pepper who heads our National Department of Social Relations. Re- 
ports received serve to reveal the fact that in only two Dioceses do we 
have an organized and functioning department. Ideally, each unit in the 
Province should have a Department with members representing all phases 
of Social work. Clergy doing special work in this field, men and women with 
a sympathy for human needs and an acquaintance with social problems 
varying from race relations, marital relations, industrial relations and pub- 
lic institutions, juvenile delinquency and housing projects, such persons 
should meet and organize a Department of Christian Social Relations. They 
can educate others in and out of the Church and certainly help establish 
that ideal society which we visualize when we speak of the Kingdom of God. 
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APPENDIX F 
REPORT OF THE PROVINCIAL DEPARTMENT OF MISSIONS 
PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC 
FOR 1946 | 


To the Right Reverend, 
President of the Provincial Synod:— 


The following reports are submitted by the Provincial Department of 
Missions as digests, or actual, reports on the missionary activities in each 
jurisdiction hereinafter named. 


ALASKA: The main emphasis of this gallant report from the Bishop 
of Alaska is the great need of men. Reference is made to three or more 
vacancies, but this seeming small discouragement is aggravated by the prob- 
lem of desperately needed furloughs. No less than five other clergy are 
absent on furlough, or in need of furloughs long overdue. 


The present stations in Alaska call for 19 priests and only 13 are avail- 
able. This has caused loss of ground. The call comes for men of enough 
devotion to give a long period of service to the work where the common 
missionary experience exists. Only such devotion will produce continuity 
and permanency of work. The need is also for happy men, who can make a 
thrilling adventure out of inevitable hardships. 


Grateful acknowledgment is made for the increase of 15 per cent in the 
base pay of all workers. This adjustment was begun at the General Conven- 
tion in September, and put into effect by the National Council in December. 
One can imagine the relief this gives. The report closes with a romantic 
description of the various small boats that have been used by Bishops Rowe 
and Bentley for their visits during the summer months, involving a cruise 
of 4,000 miles. This would compare favorably with a viking’s saga, as would 
the Bishop’s tribute to the entire staff of workers. 


ARIZONA: There are two vacant mission fields in the Missionary 
District of Arizona, at opposite ends of the State. The Mission of Kingman, 
which has two outlying preaching stations at Oatman and Chloride, and the 
Morenci Field, with mission congregations at both Morenci and Clifton. 
Also there is a vacancy at St. John’s Church, Williams, but it is ministered 
by the Vicar at Flagstaff. Through the generosity of the Rector and Vestry 
of St. Philip’s-in-the-Hills, near Tucson, the Rev. Mr. Walter Whichard, 
Assistant Minister, gave part time service to the student work on the cam- 
pus of the University of Arizona, where 450 graduates have expressed a 
preference for the Episcopal Church. Our Communion has the least de- 
veloped religious program on that campus, of all the major denominations, 
of which we are not proud. There is a place for a college Chaplain there. 


In the Spanish-speaking Missions, the Rev. Mr. Gregori is carrying 
both San Pablo and Buen Samaritano Missions in Phoenix. There is a house 
and opportunity for a Spanish-speaking priest in this work. There is a need 
for two more missions, at least, in the city of Phoenix, to take care of its 
rapid growth, and the increasing number of Episcopalians coming to live 
in that city. The Cathedral congregation is overflowing its equipment. 


It is hoped soon to report an Associate Minister for Indian Work, who 
will live at the Good Shepherd Mission at Ft. Defiance and help the Rev. 
David Clark, not only in that institution, but with Indian preaching stations 
in the northeast part of the state. 


At the last Convocation, one mission became a parish after 57 years, 
two other missions have become self-supporting and every effort is being 
made to bring others into parochial status. The far-scattered people of a vast 
area need a missionary to shepherd them, and in the uttermost parts of the 
state the Church School by Mail functions with appreciation on the part of 
all concerned. 
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CALIFORNIA: A total pledge to the National Council in the sum of 
$25,000 was paid in full in twelve monthly instalments. Piedges to both Dio- 
cesan funds were overpaid. 


The Reconstruction and Advance Fund enabled us to send in excess 
of $100,000 to New York, and to amass a fund of over $37,000 for Mission 
work in the Diocese. In three new Missions Vicars were placed in residence 
on full time service. 


St. Francis’ Chapel, Willow Glen, with a Church School attendance of 
nearly 200, insured its future by the purchase of a beautiful corner lot of 
ample size, with a large house that can be used for a rectory, at a cost of 
nearly $18,000. 


At Concord, in Contra Costa County, where no work has been done by 
the Church hitherto, the Mission of St. Michael and All Angels was estab- 
lished in the community center of Eniwetok Village. New lots have been 
purchased in the center of new and improved housing developments, 300x200 
feet in area; and latterly a rectory has been purchased at a cost of approx- 
imately $13,000. 


In the town of San Carlos, where we have had no work hitherto, a 
rectory was purchased for the new Vicar at a cost of $13,000. No village 
in America has had more rapid growth than here. At present the work in San 
Carlos is attached to Redwood City, and the Vicar is an associate at St. 
Peter’s Church in that place. Before we secured property in San Carlos 
ninety Church families were discovered in residence, and that number has 
grown. 


At St. Alban’s, Albany, under the leadership of the Rev. Randolph 
Miller, the construction of a new church has been assured since the Mission 
has raised their goal of $15,000 which, added to the $8,000 to be contributed 
by the Diocese, has enabled them to start their work. This is the Mission 
in which a spectacular type of service has been rendered by Mr. Frank 
Sibilia through what he has called “vocational stewardship’”—the practice 
of his trade at off-hours, with the entire income from such service dedicated 
to Church needs. 


At Corte Madera, in Marin County, a lot has been purchased in the 
expectation of early construction of a vicarage and the securing of a full- 
time ministry. 


St. David’s, Pittsburg, which has been closed since the Port Chicago 
disaster, has been reopened, with promising results. Canon Ward has been 
in temporary charge. At Easter 178 attended the eleven o’clock service, and 
the Diocese has invested $1600 in the rehabilitation of our property there. 
The new Vicar should be in residence by July first. 


At Alisal, near Salinas, we have been given a lot of more than adequate 
size, and at present are about to secure from the air base a suitable two- 
storied barracks, in which work will be initiated under a Vicar in full time 
ministry. Alisal has grown to a community of over 12,000 in an incred- 
ibly short time. 


A vicarage was secured for our Japanese priest upon his return to 
ministry, at Christ Mission. The National Church contributed $5000 toward 
this purchase, and the Diocese $1500. The Diocese further agreed to under- 
write the salary of the Rev. Joseph K. Tsukamoto until the local congre- 
gation is strong enough to assume the full responsibility. 


The young people of the Diocese have undertaken to provide Bishop 
Binsted with an army jeep, to cost about $1700. Nearly one-half of this sum 
has already been raised. 


Fifteen new clergy entered the Diocese in 1946; eleven of them served 
as Chaplains with the armed forces. Since that time two other Chaplains 
have been added to our Diocesan family. 
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This year the Rev. and Mrs. James Trotter have gone to-serve in the 
Philippines. He was rector at Walnut Creek. Mr. and Mrs. Stokes of the 
same parish have gone to China. Mr. Stokes is to take the place of Mr. 
Benjamin, who has been the Church’s architect in the China field 


EASTERN OREGON: It is gratifying to be able to report that in all 
its phases the work of the District of Eastern Oregon showed progress dur- 
ing the year of 1946. This despite the fact that for eleven months of the year 
we are without a bishop to lead us. 


In the course of the year we added two new priests to our staff and 
all parishes and missions are under the charge of a Priest. In October a new 
mission was organized at Hermiston, which will serve four other points 
within a radius of ten miles, and will also be in a position to serve the new 
town to be built at the site of McNary dam on the Columbia river. 


The District is cooperating heartily in the Presiding Bishop’s Commit- 
tee for Laymen’s work, and has a very able and enthusiastic District Chair- 
man and keymen in practically every parish and mission. 


Many of our places have made extensive improvements in their physical 
equipment and a new Church is in process of erection at Prineville. There 
are several areas within the District where there is good opportunity of 
opning new work and the Bishop is planning to take advantage of them as 
soon as funds can be found with which to finance the work. The Pacific 
Northwest is upon the threshold of an era of material expansion and 
growth; the Church is anxious that she may take her part in this growth 
and fulfil the responsibilities which come with it. 


HONOLULU: We have written an important chapter in the life of the 
District with the response to the Reconstruction and Advance Fund. Our 
goal of $20,000 was exceeded by $5,000. 


During 1946 we had 491 Confirmations—the largest number for any 
peace time year. 


We feel that the work of the Church was furthered by the Caravan 
of fourteen young people who attended General Convention under the 
direction of the Rev. Richard M. Trelease, Jr., as all races we minister to in 
the Islands were represented in the group, and it made for a closer fellow- 
ship btween Hawaii and the mainland young people. 


We have a new director at the Army and Navy Center and Diocesan 
House, Mrs. Howard Moore, who is making army and navy personnel feel 
the joy of a home away from home. A real contribution is being made here. 


The Episcopate Endowment Fund now stands at $25,825.72, almost 
$5,000 more than last year, but not growing as rapidly as we wish to see it. 


We have a new Diocesan Treasurer, Mr. Joseph Reed, and one new 
clergyman, the Rev. Roland C. Ormsbee; three new Sisters of the Trans- 
figuration have arrived this year at the St. Andrew’s Priory. A new Head- 
master, Mr. Ralph Monell, is at Iolani School. Mrs. Kahiwa Lee has taken 
over the management of Cluett House, and Mrs. Eileen Gurr Wood is the 
Superintendent of Shingle Memorial Hospital, Molokai, as of March (st. 
ae Margaret Van Deerlin has retired as Matron of St. Mary’s Children’s 

ome. 


Improvements to our Institutions have been—IJolani School has ac- 
quired the Ala Wai property used by the Army during the war and has built 
a very attractive building of classrooms for the elementary school. A new 
Chapel, attractive in every detail, has been fashioned from a Quonset hut, 
and dedicated on December 3rd. Cluett House has been redecorated inside 
and a new kitchen installed adding much to the attractiveness of the build- 
ing. St. Michael’s House for Episcopal University of Hawaii girls, has in- 
creased its capacity to 18 girls. Shingle Memorial Hospital has been com- 
pletely redecorated inside, and has a new roof. The Chapel has also been 
redecorated. 
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On November 10th St. Paul’s Church, Kekaha, Kauai, was consecrated. 
This structure was fully paid for at the time of its consecration, due to the 
untiring efforts and devotion of the Rev. J. Thurlow Baker, Vicar. Many 
beautiful memorial gifts have been made to the Church. 


Again we make history in the Diocese in the admission of St. Peter’s 
Mission to the status of a self-supporting parish as of January 1, 1947. The 
Rector, Y Sang Mark, the Vestry and Congregation are to be congratulated 
for their forward step. In 1946 they had 75 brought into the fellowship of 
the Church through confirmation—the largest number for any parish or 
mission. 


After more than 10 years of struggling with services in a building 
erected from old materials from a pineapple warehouse, St. John’s-by-the- 
Sea now sees a beautiful new Church nearing completion. The Vicar, the 
Rev. W. Arthur Roberts, is commended for making its possible to eliminate 
what has been known as our “ecclesiastical slums” and which has been a 
humiliation to all good churchmen. 


Under the leadership of the Rev. Sydney H. Croft a temporary Chapel 
has been erected on the property of the Church at Wahiawa, Oahu. It was 
dedicated June 16th, and though made from an army building, it is very 
attractive. 


The Men’s Group of the St. Andrew’s Cathedral Parish have under- 
taken to have a moving picture in sound and color made of the work of our 
Church in the Islands, to stimulate interest in our work. It is to cost $5,000 
when completed. 


We have had one deposition in the District. The Rev. Shanon Walker, 
deacon, who in accordance with the Canon of the Church, has voluntarily 
rénounced the Ministry. We have one Postulant, Hugh L. Thompson, student 
at the Philadelphia Divinity School. 


Though the ceasing of hostilities gave stimulus to the building projects 
that many of our Churches have been looking forward to since the attack 
on Pearl Harbor, shipping and labor strikes have played a definite part in 
hindering the advancement anticipated, for materials have been difficult to 
obtain and labor has been at a premium. In spite of these stumbling blocks 
we have taken some strides forward during 1946. 


On Hawaii we have purchased six new buildings at Kamuela—the 
teachers’ cottage, cafeteria and classroom buildings that were erected on 
Church property for school purposes during the war days. These buildings 
will serve for Church Conferences and other purposes. 


Forty thousand dollars has been received by St. Columba’s Church, 
Paauila, Hawaii, in gifts for building a church, rectory and parish hall. 


A new rectory has been built at the Good Shepherd Church, Wailuku, 
Maui,.at a cost of $10,000. A gift of sixty acres of land near the Haleakala 
Acres area has been made to the Church for thepurpose of establishing a 
school under Church auspices. Also a site for a new Church building has 
been given in this area. 


General improvements have been made to the roofs, parish halls, in- 
teriors, etc., to the churches at Kealakekua, Hilo (Hawaii), Lahaina, Maui. 


On Oahu, St. Clement’s Church has erected some large buildings on the 
Church property to be used for Church School purposes, as well as for Boy 
Scout activities, etc. Holy Trinity Church has made interior and exter‘or 
improvements in redecorating; as has St. Mark’s Church. The latter has sur- 
faced the parish school grounds at a cost of $1,075. The two latter Churches 
have new Hammond organs to help with their services. 


St. Andrew’s Cathedral has placed new kneeling benches in the Cathe- 
dral at an added cost to the upkeep of the building. 
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The American Red Cross, who occupied a portion of our Cathedral 
grounds during the war period, has vacated this area and in lieu of rent has 
given the frame buildings erected for administrative purposes to the 
District. 


Through the aid of our churches and parishes we are conducting eight 
kindergarten and day schools in the city of Honolulu. We feel this is a great 
aid in bringing children into the fellowship of the Church. 


IDAHO: As statistics for the year 1946 are not as yet available, except 
for Confirmations, it is not possible to give more than an approximate state- 
ment of the “state of the Church.” Confirmations were 70% higher than in 
1945, and one gathers the impression from moving about over the District 
that we are in a stronger position in many ways. We have added three new 
workers, but since they were replacements, the net gain is nothing. That is 
an improvement in that we did not lose much time in securing them. Two 
fields are vacant, and because of their difficult nature, may remain so for a 
time. Limited appropriations, along with limited local resources, present a 
problem. 


Our most significant growth has been in Church Schools, two or three 
having been established in fields where none have existed for many years. 
These are small schools, but they fill a void. Much remains to be done in the 
field of Christian education. A project set for that Department in 1947 will 
be the setting up of uniform teaching areas, if it is not possible to secure a 
fair degree of uniformity of class room material, so that children moving 
from one school to another may have some continuity of instruction. 


More and more it becomes evident that the quality of our missionary 
work rests with the quality of missionaries we are able to place in the field. 
We have a rightful claim upon the strongest men available. 


The Reconstruction and Advance Fund was presented to the people 
quite generally, but not after a uniform fashion. Where strongly presented, 
it met with a good response, although we did fail to reach our estimated goal 
of $15,000. A start was made on the Presiding Bishop’s Relief Fund, and 
that appeal will be stressed early in 1947. We were able to cover the field 
on an improved basis in the Every Member Canvass, using quite a few lay- 
men to present it in the various congregations. A start was made on a Dis- 
trict organization of laymen. 


No advance work was undertaken. The Bishop acts as Archdeacon. 
Under the energetic leadership of the Rev. Joseph F. Hogben, St. James’ 
Church, St. Anthony, and Emmanuel Church, Mackay, were re-opened for 
regular services, and visitations resumed in Arco, with Confirmations in 
both the former places. 


The Good Shepherd Church School by Mail has been continued under 
Miss Virginia B. Gesner, who is also serving as rural missionary in the 
Salmon Field. She has a Church School in Salmon and one in Lemhi. 


Plans were laid for a survey of the District to be undertaken in Febru- 
ary and March of 1947, and much is expected of this by way of new direction 
and emphasis. It is being done as a Provincial project, with the evaluation 
committee being appointed within the Province. 


LOS ANGELES: The Mission congregations have recognized the need 
for increasing the stipends of Missionaries. In addition to this, $15.00 a 
month is added for each child under 21 years of age. These increases have 
relieved hardships in many instances, but have increased our expenditures 
by $23,000 a year. ; 


The Trailer Chapels have been instrumental in taking the Church to 
every village and hamlet in the Diocese where Church Services were not 
being held. New churches are to be built in Barstow, Victorville, and Indio. 
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A new Mission has been established in Pacific Beach under the care 
of the Rector of La Jolla. A new churth has been completed for the Mission 
in Westchester. 


Regular services are being held at Lakewood Village near Long Beach, 
and the Mission has been organized under the name of Saint Thomas of 
Canterbury. 


A beautiful new Church on Lido Island for Balboa Beach and Newport 
Beach has been completed and is in use. 


The Parish House of St. Francis’ of Los Angeles has been completed 
and is in use. 


The old building of the Church of the Ascension, Tujunga, has been 
moved and put into use. 


The difficulties incident to building have delayed the erection of nec- 
essary Churches and Parish Houses. But, on the whole, the Missionary 
Work of the Diocese is going forward in a satisfactory manner. 


NEVADA has had a remarkable year in 1946. Statistically our advance 
is revealed in all significant figures. Baptisms have increased to 387, con- 
firmations 162, Church School 1,455 and communicants 1,944. 


In March, 1945, the Venerable T. H. Kerstetter was appointed Arch- 
deacon and General Missionary under an appropriation of the National 
Council. These figures for 1946 show. the need for such a missionary and, 
thanks to his untiring efforts, the Church has been able to hold regular 
services in several smaller communities previously neglected. 


For example, the number of Missions presenting confirmations in 1946 
increased to 18, compared with the 11 in 1942. This growth in small places is 
the keynote for Nevada’s plan of action. 


A new Mission was organized in the boom town of Henderson, and has 
almost achieved self-support, although they haven’t any permanent build- 
ing. They reported a Church school of 325 at the end of the year, by far the 
largest in Nevada and also among the largest in the Province. 


We have been fortunate in keeping our missionary staff at almost fuli 
strength, and the figures reported indicate the calibre of their work. For the 
first time in recent years the amount received in Nevada for the salaries of 
clergy and staff, exceeds the amount received from the National Council, 
although the National Council appropriation had been increased to provide 
for an Archdeacon. 


The Mission of Christ Church, Las Vegas, became a Parish in 1946. 
Elko has applied for parish status in 1947, and Boulder City expects and 
hopes to become a parish in 1948. 


These figures all indicate the increasing growth of the largest non- 
Roman, non-Mormon Church in Nevada. 


OLYMPIA: Among the accomplishments of the past year for which 
all in the Diocese of Olympia are returning devout thanks, is the payment 
of all indebtedness upon the Cathedral property, and its consequent conse- 
cration which occurred on Palm Sunday. Due to the splendid work of Dean 
Richard S. Watson and his laymen, the Cathedral has emerged from its days 
of discouragement and despair and is now assuming its rightful position of 
leadership in the diocese and community. It is hard to express the real 
meaning of all of this. 


The Church of the Holy Communion in Tacoma was consecrated also, 
on March 23rd, having completed the payment of a long-standing indebted- 
ness. Indebtedness on Church property throughout the Diocese is now re- 
duced to the lowest figure in many years. 
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Along with this material improvement we report also the largest num- 
ber of Confirmations in the history of the Diocese, namely 838 in 1946. 


One Mission, St. Luke’s in Renton, was admitted to parochial status 
at the recent Convention. 


Two more assumed entire self-support—i.t., St. John’s in Snohomish, 
and St. Thomas’, Overlake. The latter took on a very ambitious program of 
a full-time resident Minister (having formerly shared with two other Mis- 
sions) and has built up a fully subscribed budget of $4,000. It is to be re- 
membered that this Mission was organized only three years ago. 


Two Missions have purchased fine sites for future building programs, 
namely St. Andrew’s by the Lake in Seattle, and the Church of the Holy 
Spirit in Vashon, on Vashon Island. 


The building program of St. Barnabas’ Mission on Bainbridge Island 
has resulted in the completion of a very lovely Church in which the first 
service was held on Christmas Eve. 


St. Paul’s Mission in Mt. Vernon has purchased a rectory. 


A new Mission, the Church of the Redeemer in Bothell, just north of 
Seattle, has petitioned for organization, and it is now so constituted. This 
is a very enterprising group and is making progress rapidly and happily. 
It is fortunate in having excellent lay readers of its own, and the Diocese 
is aiding in every possible way. 


The Japanese Work is being re-established on more stable lines, after 
the great disruption of the war years. Miss Gladys V. Gray is doing excel- 
lent work here and is, by reason of her former residence in Japan and her 
ability to speak the language, rendering fine service to both first and second 
generation Japanese. We look forward to the return of the Rev. Daisuke 
Kitagawa to this field in the near future. 


St. Philip’s Mission (Colored) in Seattle is likewise making fine prog- 
ress. It contemplates purchasing additional property soon for the erection 
of a church. 


At long last we are re-establishing rural work—and not only placing 
it in the budget, but placing it into actual operation. On August Ist the Rev. 
Canon Smith will become a special rural worker in Whatcom County, the 
extreme northwest county of the State. He has been rector of St. Paul’s 
Church in Bellingham in that county for many years and has actual knowl- 
edge of the opportunities and needs of the field. 


_It is our hope to put into operation in the Southern Deanery a somewhat 
similar program in the fall under a trained lay worker. 


OREGON: The Diocese of Oregon raised an Advance Fund in 1946 
for the purpose of strengthening its missionary program and giving em- 
ployment to returning Chaplains. Consequently, we have placed three men 
in new fields and have begun to reach some new communities. More frequent 
services are also provided some small isolated areas. The towns reached 
and better served are Powers, Myrtle Point, Cottage Grove, Lebanon, Dal- 
las and Monmouth. 


Another advance made is in our Isolated and Sunday School by Mail 
program. Miss Florence F. Pickard, a finely equipped U. T. O. worker, now 
heads this program and is strengthening the ties we have with several hun- 
dred scattered and isolated families in Western Oregon. 


The organization of the Diocese into four Deaneries will ultimately 
strengthen our missionary program. In the largest of these areas we have 
a Dean who gives his entire time to missionary work. He supplies services 
himself in four communities, and also visits other clergy doing mission 
work and endeavors to supplement their efforts. 
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PHILIPPINES: The following is quoted from a letter addressed to 
the Bishop of the Philippines by Dr. ‘Lewis B. Franklin, under date of De- 
cember 19, 1946: 


“T am happy to advise you that at the meeting of the National Council 
held December 17-19, the National Council approved with enthusiasm the 
general plan for the development of the work in the Philippines as set forth 
by you to the National Council and to the Far Eastern Commission. 


“The Council has made definite appropriations from the Reconstruc- 
tion and Advance Fund which will enable you to take immediately the first 
steps in the development of this plan. Because of the limited amount of 
money available in the Fund it was not possible for us to do everything 
which you asked, and it is our earnest hope and prayer that as time goes on 
ways may be found to complete the whole of your excellent program.” 


An analysis of the action taken by the National Cour cil at the December 
meeting in allocating funds from the Reconstruction and Advance Fund for 
the Philippines reveals the following facts: 


The Bishop, in consultation with the staff, worked out plans for re- 
construction amounting to $3,515,900, of which amount approximately $500,- 
000 was to be realized from the sale of Mission property in Manila, which 
would no longer be needed if the proposed plans materialized. The National 
Council appropriated $1,500,000 from the Reconstruction and Advance Fund 
plus the proceeds from the sale of the Manila property. This means that 
work on proposed projects to the amount of approximately $1,515,000 will 
have to be postponed until further funds are available. In this connection it 
should be noted that the Far Eastern Commission volunteered to request the 
National Council to set aside undesignated legacies for reconstruction in 
the Philippines until the entire plan is carried out. It is hoped that as the 
work of reconstruction progresses funds will be available from this and 
other sources for the completion of the plan. 


In addition to allocating funds for a number of the destroyed buildings, 
the National Council made an appropriation for the purchase of land in the 
metropolitan area of Manila, and authorized the expenditure of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the Manila Mission property plus the balance of the 
$1,500,000 left over after the construction of buildings already authorized. 
This means that there will be available approximately $1,000,000 for the 
construction of new buildings for St. Luke’s Hospital. To quote from the 
report of the Commission to the National Council: “Thus there is a pros- 
pect that funds for the construction of this important unit, or a major part 
of it, will be available as soon as construction prices have returned to a 
reasonable level.” 


There is deep disappointment that the entire amount needed to complete 
the building program in the Philippines cannot be made available at this time, 
so that funds would be forthcoming as building plans are perfected and 
price levels drop; but we realize that the Far Eastern Commission was sent 
to the Far East to verify reports previously submitted by the Bishops only 
after half of the seven million dollars raised for Reconstruction and Ad- 
vance work had been allocated for other purposes. 


There is a strong feeling that reconstruction and advance work in the 
war-ravaged missionary districts of the Church should have taken priority 
over other demands made upon the funds. It was undoubtedly in response to 
the appeals for help from such areas that most of the money was contributed 
by the Church to the Reconstruction and Advance Fund, and those in the 
Far East believe that Church people generally will share their disappoint- 
ment that so many urgent reconstruction projects must be postponed until 
additional funds are raised.

SACRAMENTO: The Missionary Work in the Diocese of Sacramento 
during 1946 was noted for increased activity and growth in virtually every 
field, including the following: 


In the vast, isolated County of Modoc, our Missionary priest, Chap- 
lain E. L. Tull, has seen the fruit of a year’s intensive pastoral work in the 
erection of a Church at Alturas. This is fully paid for. While Chaplain Tull 
also ministers to points across the boundary in Eastern Oregon, we hope 
ee 1947 to confine his efforts entirely to Alturas and the surrounding 
rural area. 


In the quickly developing residential area north of Sacramento an 
attractive building, combining Chapel and Parish House, has been com- 
pleted. This is a fine demonstration in Christian Unity for we minister to 
people of all denominations and have a Sunday School of over 175. 


At Calistoga, where for years our little flock have worshipped in homes 
and rented buildings, a combination Church and Parish House is in process 
of erection. 


A new work has been started at the railroad town of Roseville, and in- 
creased activity is being manifested in the Sonoma and Sacramento Valleys. 


At Lake Tahoe our Summer Outdoor Chapel is doing an increasing 
Missionary work. The past season saw congregations averaging 400 per 
Sunday, the peak being an attendance of 700. Thirty-one additional pews 
were installed, and valuable adjoining property acquired and paid for. Be- 
fore long we hope to erect our first Summer Conference building. 


At Santa Rosa our Sunday morning services continue to be broadcast. 
In addition, the Rector, the Rev. A. W. Farlander, is giving a very helpful 
weekly broadcast under the title: “A Clergyman’s View of the News.” 


During the war we were handicapped by a shortage of clergymen, but 
now virtually all fields are manned. Confirmations and Missionary giving 
have commendably increased. 


SAN JOAQUIN: We give a cordial welcome to Archdeacon Joseph S. 
Doron, formerly the very successful Rector of Holy Trinity Parish, Rich- 
mond, Calif., and to his fine family. The new Archdeacon has gained a firm 
hold on the affections of his people in Lindsay, Tulare, Avenal, Inyokern and 
elsewhere, and he gives great promise as a builder of the Church, especially 
in the southern half of the District. 


Inyokern: Following the survey made one year ago by the Rev. A. S. 
Kean of Carson City, congregational organization has gone ahead signif- 
icantly. A Bishop’s Committee and an Altar Guild have been organized. The 
Warden of St. Michael’s Mission, a distinguished engineer, is here at Con- 
vocation. Among the 9,000 civilians (including scientists, engineers and 
other specialists) living at this Naval Ordnance Testing Station in the Mo- 
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jave Desert, there are a large number of loyal Episcopalians from all over 
the United States, including a hundred or more active members now listed. 
A large lot has been donated in Ridgecrest, adjoining the Station. Building 
problems are the only considerable obstacle to the erection of the first unit 
and vicar’s residence, essential before a clergyman can be asked to go there. 
In the meantime, the bishop, archdeacon and other of our clergy have held 
services there as often as possible in the government Chapel. At consider- 
able effort San Joaquin is accepting its obligation toward this new and per- 
manent community which is in Kern and Inyo counties and therefore is in 
our District. 


Lindsay: Over $3,000 has been accumulated toward a new parish hall, 
and alterations have been made in the church. 


Madera: Trinity has become a parish, after 52 years as a mission, the 
Rev. C. C. Hill, rector. 


Merced: St. Luke’s likewise has graduated from Mission status to that 
of a Parish, thanks to the raising of a five thousand dollar budget, under the 
leadership of the Rev. Andrew H. Scott. 


Terminous: Attendance doubled, contributions tripled, a strong work 
developing in this most rural of all our missions, under the beloved and 
deeply appreciated leadership of Robert Briggs, Lay Reader, and Mrs. 
Elizabeth Caldwell, District Secretary for Christian Education. 


Tracy: St. Mark’s Mission continues to worship in the Legion Hall, 
for want of a building, now under the ministerial direction of the Rev. Wad- 
dell Robey. Membership and support grow steadily. It is hoped that during 
the present year the first unit may be erected, thereby enabling more ef- 
fective Church work and faster progress than are possible with only a 
rented hall. Weekly services were Beane in March. 


In our Department of Christian Education, of which the Rev. Mr. 
Olsen is Chairman, the full-time worker or Secretary is Mrs. Elizabeth 
Caldwell. Her activities have included vacation Church Schools in various 
parts of the District in the summer, after-school classes in several of our 
smaller Churches, intensive visiting and promotional work in missions such 
as those at Terminous and Edison Villa, the administration of Church 
School by Mail to children living in remote places, hundreds of personal 
interviews and written letters, seasonal planning and suggestions, working 
in various Churches as requested by the pastor. 


SPOKANE: During recent years there has been so much “hold the 
line” necessity that we have acquired a chronic attitude of postponement 
where new opportunities are concerned. We must change all that and are 
already in process of doing so in this District. 


The problem of money is not so pressing as it was. Right now some 
money is to be had where opportunities are greatest—if we only had the 
men. When we shift men from lesser to greater opportunities we are faced 
with the even greater difficulty of filling the vacancy thus made. This situa- 
tion is not peculiar to the District of Spokane. 


To mention several moves in the right direction attention should be 
called to the fact that St. Luke’s Church, Coeur d’Alene, Idaho, is making 
a real effort for self-support and parish status. The Rev. 7 Gordon Holmes 
is the clergyman under whom this is being done. 


Been. the same program is being tried out at St. Andrew’s, Spokane. 
The Rev. J. B. R. Vance is the leader. 


Of course this means that if such promising Missions are to be de- 
veloped, as we hope and expect, they must have the undivided attention and 
energy of a clergyman. And obviously, in turn, it means that Missions 
hitherto attached to the stronger units must be manned and financed on 
some other basis. In other words more men, more money. 
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Even more recently than St. Andrew’s, Spokane, have we launched a 
parish development program for our Mission at Richland, Wash. This is 
the atomic energy research community and is now regarded as permanent. 
The city has a population of over 10,000, among whom is a group of Epis- 
copalians who insist on doing something NOW. The Rev. Leo Dyson has 
been transferred from his work in charge of four Missions, including Rich- 
land, and is now devoting his time to Richland and nearby Prosser. As soon 
as may be he is to be relieved of Prosser. The people of Richland propose 
to assume entire responsibility for salary, living quarters, etc., beginning 
January, 1948. 


The Coulee Dam electric power and irrigation project is moving ahead 
rapidly. It covers an area 100 miles long and 50 mide. Large construction 
crews are at work now on the irrigation end of the job. Small communities 
like Ephrata and Moses Lake are growing apace and expect to become cities 
of five to ten thousand permanent inhabitants. This area calls for a general 
missionary who will devote all his time to it, minister to such of our people 
as he can find and help prepare for settled work at strategic points. The 
money with which to start this off is available. As yet the good missionary 
is not. 


In conclusion it should be reported that practically all our Missions 
have found it possible to increase their appropriations toward their mis- 
sionary’s salaries, thus relieving in part the serious problems arising from 
the high cost of living. 


UTAH: Missionary work in the District of Utah for the year 1946 
shows advance chiefly in the Racial Field. The work among the Japanese 
under the direction of the Rev. Kenneth W. Nakajo, is expanding and show- 
ing great promise. A house has been bought for Father Nakajo, in Salt Lake 
City, enabling him to hold frequent services at the Cathedral, as well as 
his regular work in Layton, and occasional visits to Bingham Canyon and 
other communities where there are Japanese. The Japanese Congregation 
has paid half his salary, as well as making part payments on the purchase of 
this new house. The outlook for the Japanese work is most promising. 


St. Christopher’s Mission to the Navajo, at Bluff, is showing fine prog- 
ress under the able leadership of the Rev. H. Baxter Liebler. The influence 
of the Mission is spreading among the Navajos, and Father Liebler’s devoted 
leadership and linguistic ability is enabling the Church to plan a fine and 
helpful program. 


The two Indian Missions to the Utes, at Whiterocks and Randlett, 
have been more or less marking time. The death of the Rev. Sterling J. 
Talbot, for more than 20 years the devoted leader at Whiterocks, has been 
a crippling blow. While Father Clement from Bluff has given regular serv- 
ices, this work will not go forward as it should until new leadership is ob- 
tained and a careful program organized. The work at Randlett has suffered 
for lack of leadership for many years and this too must wait until our pro- 
gram is worked out covering the entire reservation. 


In the White Field the most notable progress is at Logan, the seat of 
the State Agricultural College, where Mr. Joseph E. McGinnis, Lay Reader 
and Candidate for Holy Orders, has been doing very constructive work. 
President Harris, of the State College, considers him one of the great influ- 
ences on the Campus. 


St. Peter’s Mission, Salt Lake City, is growing rapidly and has prac- 
tically reached capacity with its present equipment. It is essential that this 
Mission secure some type of Parish House in the near future. The Vicar, 
the Rev. A. Leonard Wood, is proving to be an able and devoted leader. 


_ The outstanding event of the year, of course, is the resignation of 
Bishop Moulton after 26 years of loyal and faithful leadership. Due to the 


change in bishops other Missions in the White Field have not shown much 
advance. 
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-. The Missionary Staff is depleted in numbers and while there is a great 
challenge immediately ahead, additional leadership must be sceured in order 
to meet the opportunity. With the coming of the new Bishop, the Rt. Rev. 
Stephen C. Clark, D.D., it is hoped that several new clergy may be obtained 
and the White Field show the advance needed.

APPENDIX G 
RURAL COMMISSION 


As in past years your Rural Commission has been somewhat busy. 
Owing to the lack of funds for expenses we have held no meetings as such 
except one held in Boise, Idaho, in conjunction with the Western Members 
of the Joint Commission on Rural Work of the General Convention which 
was called jointly by the Rev. Clifford Samuelson of the Home Missions 
Department of the National Council and the Chairman of the Provincial 
Commission on Rural Work. 


Last summer we took part in two Town and Country Institutes. Our 
attendance for a number of reasons was somewhat smaller than in the past 
few years. Yet both at the State College of Washington at Pullman and also 
at the State College of Oregon at Corvallis our group played the most influ- 
ential part of any of the groups. As in past years the cost to those attending 
was met by the Bishops sending Clergy and the Department of Home Mis- 
sions through our Provincial Commission. As usual the amount coming 
from the Bishops was somewhat more than half the expense. I think that as 
long as our Bishops of this Province keep up their end in this fashion we 
will be able to continue getting the additional amount from the general work. 


Already for 1947 we have taken part in the Institute at Davis, California. 
Our attendance was not great there, April 7th to the 10th, yet at the closing 
it was reported that the Episcopalian group had contributed more to the 
success of the Institute than any other group. 


July 7th to July 18th at the State College of Washington we will take 
part in the Town and Country Institute and from July 21st to 25th we will 
participate in the Town and Country Conference at the State College of 
Oregon at Corvallis. Letters regarding these and the methods for meeting 
the expenses of those attending have already been sent to the Bishops and 
some 225 Clergy and workers of the Province who have been reported to us 
as Rural Workers by their Bishops. We hope that we will have a goodly 
number in attendance at both of these Institutes. 


At Corvallis last summer the Provincial Branch of the Rural Workers 
Fellowship was started with the Rev. Norman Young of Lodi, California, 
as the Secretary and Treasurer. We now have a small membership and hope 
for development. During the year several circular letters have been sent to 
all the 225 rural leaders on our lists telling them of some of the interesting 
things in Provincial Rural Life. 


One other Institute is fathered in the Province by the Rev. David Clark 
of Fort Defiance in Arizona. This is for those in Arizona and New Mexico 
and is handled separate from your Commission. It should be further stated 
that in the plans of the National Groups the Institute at Pullman, Wash- 
ington, draws men from western Wyoming and Montana. 


Dean Shires of the Church Divinity School will say more regarding this 
but I think the Rural Commission should remind all the Bishops and Clergy 
of the Summer School for refresher work that will be held at Berkeley from 
June 23rd to July 25th. Here is an opportunity for our Provincial Clergy 
to brush up their thinking under the best of leadership and to renew their 
touch with academic life. We hope that this will be found useful by a con- 
siderable number of our Provincial Clergy. I am having copies of this 
announcement made and will send them to my whole list soon when I mail 
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out the final announcements of the summer Institutes and the programs 
from Pullman and Corvallis. 


At the Boise Conference, Feb. 12th and 13th, a definite program was 
made for our Provincial work for the coming years. We will begin in Sep- 
tember, 1947, to put this program into operation and it will come to its 
fullness with the beginning of the school year of 1948. A full report of the 
Boise Conference is being prepared at the Church headquarters, 281 
Fourth Ave., New York City, and as soon as received will be mailed to all 
the Bishops and Rural Church workers of the Province. I had hoped to 
have copies here for distribution but they have not yet reached me. The 
plan in brief is that beginning with the fall term of the Church Divinity 
School in September, 1948, we will have a full time professor of Rural Life 
in residence there who will, to quote Dean Squires, “for two quarters will 
teach a certain amount of required work, that is, work which everyone will 
be expected to take. In addition to that he would probably have at least 
two or three courses of a more advanced nature which would be on the 
elective basis and which would be taken by men whose Bishops wished 
them to have fuller instruction in rural work.The course in general would 
run along the following lines: 


“1. Rural Sociology, which is an approach to the whole field of rural 
work (on a non-denominational basis) where the Church is presented as 
only one factor among many in the rural social situation. 


“2. The Church and the Rural Community. This is a course where 
the relation of the Church to all other factors in the rural situation is ac- 
centuated. 


“3. Rural Church Organization and Methods. This material is to be 
presented from the Episcopal point of view and will probably require two 
or three seminars to present fully.” 


We hope that the other two quarters will be taken up in field work. 
Here the professor would lead in making surveys with students and others 
under the direction of the Bishops in various sections of the Province as 
requested. Such surveys have recently been made in Montana and Idaho 
and have brought to the fore many opportunities and also have suggested 
methods for meeting needs. Also he would lead conferences and institutes 
and in the Province continually present the call for young men for our 
ministry. He would develop a plan of making the Seminary a force in the 
Province and interest the Province in our Seminary. It is also hoped that 
he will be able to head Correspondence Courses for men in the scattered 
field. Of course these are only suggested plans which will develop as time 
passes. We discovered that it was difficult to find the man for the task. He 
must be one who knows the rural field, preferably our western field and 
at the same time he must also be one that would be academically accept- 
able. Under the lead of the National Department of Rural Work the plan 
is to send the one we think to be the right man for this to college for ad- 
vanced work and advanced degree during the year 1947-48, and then have 
him begin full time work September 1948. 


In the meantime, that we may not loose too much time, arrangements 
are being made with the Rev. Dargan Burr, who is just finishing his ad- 
vanced work, as mentioned above, to be at the Divinity School of the Pa- 
cific for one "full quarter, either the winter or spring quarter for teaching 
and one other quarter for field work. This will be during the year following 
September 1947. In addition to this the Chairman of your Provincial Com- 
mission has been asked to continue during this period supervising the 
summer institutes and to give as much additional time as possible to ad- 
vancing the field work in the Province. 


I should say further that the plans have been made to finance all this 
over a period of five years so as to give it a real trial and to give confidence 
to our professor, the Seminary and the other leaders in the field. 
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Your Commission is somewhat proud of our accomplishments and hope 
that the Province as a whole will rise to the opportunity and back every 
phase of the plan as it comes into operation. 


We should further state that in and through the National Rural Com- 
mission there are a number of other plans that give opportunity to our 
Clergy for further specialized training and for securing assistance from 
trained men in fields that need further help in developing and working. 
These phases of development and help will be brought to the attention of 
the Bishops through the year and should be great helps in advancing work 
in many fields.

APPENDIX | 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SEAMEN’S WORK 


In the early days of our Province the Church carried on its work of 
hospitality to the Merchant Seamen who came to this coast, through def- 
initely organized centers in at least the four ports of Seattle, San Fran- 
cisco, San Pedro and San Diego. This Ministry of the Church was main- 
tained and unified by the Seamen’s Church Institute of America, although 
these centers were practically autonomous and self-supporting branches 
of the Seamen’s Church Institute functioning under the direction of a 
Clergyman who served as Chaplain and Superintendent. 


Furthermore the Diocese in which the Institute was located supported 
the necessary budget often with the help of the Community Chest. For 
many years this over-all association of the National Seamen’s Institute 
with its General Secretary, has been out of existence. This has left it to 
each Diocese concerned to entirely support and direct this work with the 
result that the Seamen’s Church Institute of Los Angeles with its old 
buildings at San Pedro is the only place where Merchant Seamen coming 
to our coast receive the hospitality and welcome ministry of our Church. 


There is great need among the men after back from sea for experienced 
ministry, for their practical physical needs in a strange port and often for 
definite spiritual counsel and help, to say nothing of a place they can feel 
is a Christian home ashore where they know they are among friends. There 
is the same kind of opportunity to serve these men in Seattle, San Fran- 
cisco and San Diego, but we are carrying on in a constructive way in what 
is more than a Diocesan responsibility at the Port of Los Angeles (at San 
Pedro). 


The Chaplain, the Rev. Robert B. Gooden, Jr., has been doing a re- 
markably good job and the Merchant Seamen have a high regard for him, 
but our equipment is woefully inadequate for the hundreds of seamen who 
come to us each month. The Seamen’s Church Institute in New York has 
a thirteen-story building, sleeps 2500 men a week, has a _ beautiful chapel 
and three Chaplains and seamen the world over bless the Episcopal Church 
for its interest and protection in this home ashore in New York. They look 
for the same care on this coast—and with no chapel, only a few available 
beds, and a small building we paid the government one dollar for 25 years 
ago—in this one port of the whole Pacific Coast, we are trying to meet 
this very human need of men who form a distinct class and are strangers 
at our doors. The following brief statement of our (may I call him) Pro- 
vincial Chaplain for Seamen’s work, the Rev. Robert B. Gooden, Jr., wiil 


be of interest to us.

THE SEAMEN’S CHURCH INSTITUTE OF LOS ANGELES 


The primary purpose of the Seamen’s Church Institute of Los Angeles 
is to reach the souls of the men it serves. In order to do this, it must first 
provide the physical comforts of home. It must attract men with the sat- 
isfaction of those needs they first feel when ashore, namely, lodging, good 
food, recreational and club facilities. 


Our present building is inadequate and outmoded. Consequently, we 
are not able to reach all the men who would, nor to provide many needed 
services. We are in need of a new building with the modern conveniences, 
comforts and space that our present building lacks. Such a building would 
be a sound investment, not only from a spiritual standpoint, but also from 
a business standpoint, because the men who come to us are active ,em- 
ployed men, who would be willing and glad to pay for lodging, meals, and 
other needed services. They would be grateful for a modern comfortable 
building, reserved for them. It would symbolize to them our care and con- 
cern for them, and memorialize those brave seamen who made the su- 
preme sacrifice in this last war. The seamen would support such an institu- 
tion one hundred per cent. We cannot expect them to build it. 


The missionary program of the Church is not considered the sole 
responsibility of any one diocese, but of the entire Church. The Seamen’s 
Church Institute of Los Angeles is the only organization of the Episcopal 
Church on the Pacific Coast, which seeks to bring Christ to the merchant 
seamen. Rightly speaking, the responsibility of this missionary program 
should not rest entirely upon the Diocese of Los Angeles, but upon the 
entire Communicant strength of the Province of the Pacific. 


It might be of interest to know that the majority of the seamen who 
come to the Institute are not from Southern California but Northern and 
Central California and the states that comprise the Province of the Pacific. 
With the support of the Province it would not be difficult to build.

APPENDIX J 


REPORT TO THE SYNOD OF THE PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC 
FOR THE ACADEMIC YEAR 1946-47 


Members of the Synod. 
Gentlemen: 


The work of the Church Divinity School for the past year has been 
most encouraging. The steady growth of the past ten years has continued, 
and in every department the work has been strengthened perceptibly. The 
recognition of the standard quality of our teaching and equipment a year 
and a half ago by the Accrediting Committee of the American Association 
of Theological Schools was not only a satisfaction to the students, trustees 
and faculty but it has also supplied a definite impulse to larger accomplish- 
ments in this direction. We have been encouraged to emphasize the things 
that count, to eliminate weakness and to keep abreast of the best educa- 
tional procedure. We have enjoyed the academic recognition of the schol- 
arly institutions of the West and elsewhere. We have had inquiries from 
students further afield as is reflected in the wider geographical representa- 
tion of the present student body. In addition our enrollment of full-time 
students this year is the largest in the history of the School. It is also evi- 
dent that the Church in the Province in all quarters is year by year more 
interested in our common task of building a strong theological institution 
in the West, and is more solidly behind us in the concerns that matter, 
such as helping us with the financial burden, sending us students of quality, 
using our resources more widely and manifesting a real interest that makes 
for encouragement and morale. The population growth of the Province, 
with all that it implies in future demands for more clergy to man the ex- 
panding Church in this Pacific area, has seemed to accentuate more than 
ever the necessity for’ this School so strategically located. 


Enrollment— 


Thirty-four full-time students have enrolled this year at the Church 
Divinity School, a number that is an all-time high. It is fortunate that we 
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acquired Denniston Hall two years ago in anticipation of this expansion 
in our student body. We have had accommodations to care for all students 
only because a number of the men have been married and have secured 
living quarters in the community. It has been no easy matter to obtain 
apartments for these married students, but so far all have been accommo- 
dated, thanks to the prevalence of war-time emergency housing in the Bay 
region. The thirty-four men have come to us trom seventeen ecclesiastical 
jurisdictions as follows: Los Angeles 6, Oregon 5, California 3, San Joaquin 
3, Sacramento 3, Oklahoma 2, West Missouri 2, one each from Spokane, 
Nevada, Utah, North Texas, Wyoming, New Mexico, Olympia, Northern 
Michigan, Mexico and China. In addition to our own students we have had 
eight women from St. Margaret’s House. Fifteen students from the Pacific 
School of Religion have enrolled in our courses and four from the Starr 
King School for the Ministry. This makes sixty-one in all registered at 
C. D. S. P. for class work, not counting auditors. 


Faculty— 


The faculty of four full-time men and five part-time instructors re- 
mains the same. The Reverend Frederic Williams is teaching Church 
Music this year in place of the Reverend Arthur Farlander. We record 
with regret the loss of Dr. Rankin Barnes as special lecturer in Pastoral 
Theology because of his removal to New York as secretary of the National 
Council. He had served in this capacity for nearly ten years. The literary 
activity of the faculty members has been significant during the year. In 
addition to many articles for scholarly magazines Professors Miller, Parker 
and Whiston have written books for publication. Other members have been 
also writing in their fields. The members of the faculty have been generous 
in responding to invitations in all sections of the Province for lectures and 
conference, a service which emphasizes the fact that one of the major 
purposes of a seminary in a geographical area is thus being fulfilled. Sal- 
aries and professional rank have been increased in the course of the year. 


Summer Session— 


For the fourth successive year we have operated a Summer School. 
Last year’s Summer Session was a joint affair of the four major theological 
schools of the Bay Region with Dr. Parker of our staff acting as co-ordi- 
nator. It was well attended and profitable. This coming summer the Church 
Divinity School will operate another Summer School, acting alone, chiefly 
to enable some of the Veterans to accelerate their preparation. We do not 
purpose to give this service in just this way next year. Registration for 
the present summer session will be open to all who desire to come. 


Students— 


About two-thirds of the student body this year are men who have 
returned from the service and generally of a high level of excellence. The 
higher age level and the maturing experience of their service in the armed 
forces has made for added seriousness of purpose and thoroughness of 
work gratifying to students and faculty alike. Professor Whiston’s work 
in the devotional field has given a richness to the spiritual atmosphere of 
the school as a whole. The initiative of the students in promoting their 
own social life, the missionary cause, their own school publication and 
inter-seminary projects has been particularly noticeable. A large propor- 
tion of the students have been engaged in week-end field work. 


Financial— 

The school is now operating on a budget of approximately $20,000, 
and this is another new high. Our income has been sufficient to meet this 
budget, coming from such sources as income from endowment (about 
$150,000), Unit giving, Theological Sunday offerings, the annual grant 


from the Province and special gifts from parishes who have placed the 
school in their budgets. It will be necessary to develop new income as the 
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school expands and to provide for larger salaries and more administrative 
help. We are counting much on increasing the number of Unit givers when 
we make our next five-year asking. The adding of five hundred more Unit 
givers to those we already have will be a great step in solving our problem. 
A Unit, we remind you, is a gift of ten dollars a year for a period of five 
years. We shall undertake this task in the Spring and Summer of 1948. 


Among the larger gifts that have come to the school in the course of 
the year have been $2000 for scholarship purposes from an anonymous 
giver and $4000 from the estate of Mrs. William Ford Nichols, wife of the 
founder of the school. Such an institution as a Divinity School would seem 
to be an attractive object for testamentary giving to Church people. We 
appeal to the bishops and clergy to suggest this to Church people here in 
the West. It seems to be the best long range program for adding sub- 
stantially to our endowment and other capital needs. 


Library— 


Professor Parker, who has had some library experience, has under- 
taken the general oversight of the Lincoln Library. This has been a great 
service. We have budgeted for the regular acquisition of new books and 
we add many other new books from our Faculty Reviewing service of 
which Dr. Miller is the reviewing editor. We owe a debt to many of the 
clergy, living and dead, who have supplied us with large sections of their 
libraries, and to our Alumni for their annual library grant. At present we 
have an excellent working library for the theological student. Our re- 
sources are enhanced by the proximity of strong library facilities in the 
neighboring university and theological schools. 


Program for Rural Work at Seminary— 


Our plans for the establishment of a Chair of the Rural Ministry in 
the Seminary are much closer to realization as a result of recent con- 
ferences with the Associate Secretary of Domestic Missions, the Reverend 
Clifford Samuelson. The National Council fully approves of our plan of 
establishing a man at the Divinity School who will be an expert in rural 
church work and who will teach students the philosophy and technique 
of rural work, and who will also spend a portion of his time annually in 
the Province in conference with rural workers, in attempting to raise up 
men for the ministry with a particular vocation for the rural field, and 
who will direct during the summer the field work of theological students 
in rural communities. The plan will be put into partial operation in the 
next academic year, when we are hoping for the services of such an ex- 
pert for one full quarter. 


Training School for East Asia— 


Our school is cooperating with the other seminaries in the Bay Area 
to provide training for missionaries, both lay and clerical, who receive ap- 
pointments for work in East Asia. This is the result of consultations 
stretching back over two years with officials of some missionary boards, 
who have asked the seminaries to explore the resources in this area for 
that purpose. At present the fields of study have been set up and courses 
already in existence correlated to provide thorough preparation for China 
and Japan, and East Asia generally. Probably nowhere in the world are 
there larger offerings for this purpose. The University of California alone 
offers 150 courses in the languages, history and culture of East Asia. The 
seminaries are ready if the Church Boards and others desire this service. 


Other Cooperative Plans— 


The Bay Area seminaries have a committee of faculty members ex- 
ploring the possibilities of developing Clinical Training facilities in the 
Bay Region with a view to supplying supervisory clinical experience for 
clergy and theological students such as is now available in New York and 
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Boston. The plans are in a formative stage and will require some time to 
effect. The Clinical Training Association of New York is cooperating, and 
is anxious to assist in every way. It will first be necessary to interest hos- 
pitals, institutions for the mentally ill and delinquent, and other such or- 
ganizations of social welfare to provide themselves with chaplains who 
have received thorough clinical training. Without a body of competent 
supervisors such a program cannot be put into successful operation. The 
Episcopal Church has always been in the forefront in such work elsewhere. 


Loss— 


We record with sorrow the passing of several of our alumni during 
the year. Two of them, William E. Craig and Dr. James P. Turner, were 
members of the Board of Trustees and had given invaluable service during 
the past few years to the school and to the Dean. Dr. Clifford Macon, one 
of the earlier alumni, had been of similar service in his unflagging interest 
and financial assistance. We also wish to record, now that he has passed 
from his high office, our gratitude to Bishop Tucker for his vision as to 
the importance of a strong seminary in the West and his many words and 
acts of encouragement. 


Needs— 


There are the long range needs for a developing institution like ours 
for which a large endowment is probably the answer. That this will come, 
under the providence of God, we do not doubt if the Church in the West 
remains alive to its opportunities and responsibilities in such primary 
matters as building up theological education and theological resources. 
More immediately, however, we need more funds for scholarship assist- 
ance, more faculty residences, a building containing apartments for mar- 
ried students, and more parishes willing to put the school into their parish 
budgets for substantial sums. It will also be wise for the school to acquire, 
as it can, more property adjacent to our present campus as opportunity 
offers. It is doubtful if any seminary in the Church is more or as favorably 
located as ours, in proximity to a great university and neighboring theo- 
logical schools. As far as can now be foreseen it will not be easier but 
rather more difficult to obtain property this close to the university as the 
years go by. 


In conclusion I should like to reiterate what I have said before that 
it is the attitude of the Church in the Province as a whole that is of the 
greatest significance in the present and future of the school. What the 
Church in the Whole West comes to feel about the necessity of creating 
theological resources here in our midst, about the value of building up a 
native clergy, recruited and trained here, will be determinative in the 
future status of the school. It is the very fact that this interest year by 
year is growing that is significant. The Theological Sunday offering brought 
us gifts from over two hundred parishes and missions last year and prob- 
ably a like number this year, or more. The Bishops of the Province, headed 
by Bishop Gooden who has been a most helpful president of the Board, 
and the clergy are giving cooperation. For this indispensable help we who 
are at Berkeley extend to the Synod of the Province our deep appreciation.

APPENDIX K 
REPORT TO PROVINCE EIGHT FOR YEAR 1946-47 


Saint Margaret’s House is nationally recognized as a training center 
where women are prepared for professional~Church work. 


This recognition is manifested inthe aréas from which the students 
come for training. In the year since May,, 1946, eleven women have en- 
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rolled. One, from the District of Arizona, enrolled for a refresher course 
in the summer of 1946. Of the ten enrolled for the academic year 1946-47, 
one comes from the Diocese of Massachusetts; one from the Diocese of 
Delaware; one from the Diocese of Florida; one from Southern Ohio; 
one trom Nebraska; one from Oregon; two from Idaho, and two from 
Los Angeles. The number of students is slowly increasing. I reported an 
enroliment of seven at the last Synod, of eleven at this Synod. 


There is need for more trained women than our schools are releasing 
This fact was made quite clear at the time of General Convention. One 
evening was devoted to Personnel in which the needs and the processes of 
recruiting and training women was depicted. Calls for women workers were 
made by bishops from overseas, by bishops of areas including vast rural 
fields, by those seeking college workers, and by those seeking directors 
of Christian Education. These needs should be made known to the young 
women of the Church through their parishes, and on the campuses by col- 
lege workers and diocesan personnel officers. Saint Margaret’s House must 
enlarge its student body to share with the other three training centers in 
meeting the demand. In that cause I have spoken to parish Woman’s 
Auxiliary groups and to college groups. In addition, we have prepared and 
circulated the pamphlet entitled “It’s Got Everything.” This pamphlet 
describes the professional work of four of our graduates. 


It is not the housing situation that limits the number in our case. In 
that we are nearly unique. Saint Margaret’s House provides room for 
twenty-eight persons. All rooms not occupied by students in training, Dean 
and House Manager are rented by students at the University of California. 
The rent from these students, with the amounts paid for board and room 
by students in training, cares for the expenses of the house—food, domes- 
tic help, heat, light, upkeep, etc. We can replace the University students 
by training and maintain our budget balance. 


There are deterrents, however, against enlarging the training group. 
They lie in the field of curriculum. A vital part of preparation for pro- 
fessional work is the field work experience. It is difficult now to place each 
student in a situation through which she will learn while serving. These 
experiences must be directed and controlled if they are to prove bene- 
ficial both to student and group. The second deterrent is lack of time on 
my part for coordinating the work, supervising and counselling. 


A second manifestation of our national recognition is the fact that 
appeals for workers are directed to us by National Headquarters. We have 
been visited by the secretary, Chaplain Titus, who recruits for overseas 
work. His visit was successful. One of the outgoing class has accepted an 
appointment to be director of Christian Education in the District of Li- 
beria; a second has accepted the position of head of St. Mary’s Home in 
Honolulu; a third is under appointment to work in Japan; a fourth is 
gathering ‘strength after three years’ internment in the Philippines in order 
to return to the foreign field. Indirectly, Chaplain Titus was the means 
of taking our house mother to be the house mother of St. Mary’s Home in 
Honolulu. A second visitor, Mr. Samuelson from the National Home 
Department, has presented the needs of the rural field and enlisted one 
student for the summer rural work project in Missouri. We have been 
visited by the National Executive of the Girls’ Friendly Society and the 
National Executive of Social Service. And finally, through the National 
Department of Christian Education, we receive notices of vacancies in 
parish positions. 


Last year I reported on the appointment of diocesan personnel secre- 
taries by the Woman’s Auxiliary. Through these officers our work of re- 
cruiting will eventually be lightened. This year I am happy to tell you of 
the establishment by the Presiding Bishop of a Bureau of Occupations 
at Church Missions House in New York. Through this bureau, the many 
tangles of placement will be straightened out. Saint Margaret’s graduates 
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will be enrolled. Original placement and future changes of position can be 
cared for at the National Office, and not handled through the training center 
or by individual arrangement. 


An effort is being made to have Saint Margaret’s students assist in the 
work to be done by the Church in this area. Field work is the name given 
this service. It includes teaching classes in Church Schools and Weekday 
Religious Education projects, leading clubs, assisting in local college 
groups. For the Diocese we continue the ministry to the isolated. This 
year we have worked in the Province through the Department of College 
Work. A student preparing to become a college worker has carried out 
under direction a survey of the college work in the Province. These field 
work assignments are real learning experiences, but they are also real 
service projects. 


There has been a growing ecumenical interest in our student and 
training activity this year. The women students at the Pacific School of 
Religion and Saint Margaret’s students have entertained each other and 
have cooperated in study assignments. Saint Margaret’s entertained the 
students of the Pacific Regional Interseminary Conference. Three Saint 
Margaret’s students have received financial assistance from the National 
Woman’s Auxiliary to enable them to attend the National Interseminary 
Conference at Oxford, Ohio, in June. Two of these students will be dis- 
cussion leaders. 


The three needs in our training are the development of specifics in 
preparing for rural work and for work overseas, and the inauguration of 
the type of training known as clinical pastoral training. In this latter 
training the religious worker attains knowledge of the functioning of per- 
sonality and of stress situations through which people must go in our 
society. In all three, progress is being made by the combinations of theo- 
logical schools on our hill or in the Bay Area. Saint Margaret’s students 
will benefit. immeasurably; therefore, Saint Margaret’s House, the institu- 
tion, must assist in their achievement. 


I take pleasure in reporting that the mortgage on Saint Margaret’s 
House is now down to $2,500. This year marks the 40th anniversary since 
the conception of this training center. We hope to celebrate in the fall and 
would like to be debt free on that occasion.

TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING

Medford, Oregon 
April 30-May 2 


The 25th annual meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary to the National 
Council, Province of the Pacific, was called to order by the president, 
Mrs. Edward Colcock, in Zion Lutheran Church on Wednesday morning, 
April 30th, at 11:30. That morning at 7:30 the Woman’s Auxiliary had 
joined with the Synod in a Corporate Communion, with the president of 
the Province as celebrant, assisted by the Bishop of Oregon, the rector of 
St. Mark’s parish and the Secretary of the Synod. The opening joint serv- 
ice was held at 10 o’clock with the Bishop of Spokane as the preacher. 


Following roll call which showed a quorum present, the meeting was 
declared in session. In an informal message the president extended greet- 
ings and read messages from some of the provincial officers and chairmen 
who were unable to be present. She then introduced Mrs. George Bend- 
shadler, president of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the host Diocese, who ex- 
tended greetings and a cordial welcome to the Diocese of Oregon. A 
gracious response was given by Mrs. D. O. Hood, president of the Auxiliary 
of Medford, expressing the pleasure of the women and the honor they felt 
it to be, in having the Synod meet with them. 


The report of the treasurer was read and accepted for filing. 


Then followed the introduction of three visitors from the National 
office, and of the Provincial officers and members of the Board. 


The report of the survey committee, recently compiled and mimeo- 
graphed, was distributed and proved of value during the sessions as giving 
a basic background for some of the committee and Province projects 
reports. 


Adjournment for luncheon. 


Wednesday Afternoon 


The meeting reconvened at 2:00 and the first order of business was 
the reading of the following letter of greeting from Miss Anne Patton, 
representative on the National Council, which was read by Mrs. St. Elmo 
Coombs of the Diocese of Los Angeles: 


Dear Friends and Fellow Workers: 


Today at your great Provincial meeting I greet you, my thoughts and 
prayers are with you, and I know that from this meeting you will all go 
forth with a renewed enthusiasm and increased zeal. 


The National Council of your Church has just met in New York, and 
our Presiding Bishop, Bishop Sherrill, has asked the Council to plan a 
great program of re-converting our people, in making them aware of their 
responsibility in this world of today, where without God, we are indeed 
lost. We stand today on a mountain side and it is for us, the people of the 
world to choose, whether to climb to the heights and the sunshine or enter 
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the depths and destruction. So it is to us Church people that the others 
look for help and for the guides to lead them. We must not, we cannot fail. 


That is why Bishop Sherrill plans this campaign of Evangelism. You 
will hear more of it in the Fall during the every member canvas, but in 
the meantime think and pray, and ask yourselves what can I do? 


Also at the Council meeting it was voted to ask Bishop John Bentley 
of Alaska to be the new Vice-President of the Council and head of the 
Overseas Department. We all hope that he will be able to undertake this 
very important post. 


The Presiding Bishop’s Fund for Refugees is one we must all back 
to the fullest, and never have the Christian peoples of the world needed 
our helping hand more. 


Once again I greet you and regret I cannot be with you. I am

The president then introduced Mrs. D. D. Taber, worker from the 
National staff, who has been doing field work for 24 years. Her appointment 
comes from the National Council and she told something of the functions 
and policies of the different departments of the National Executive Board 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary. She spoke of the Bishop’s Fund for World Re- 
lief and of their depending on the 8th Province to help out with this. A 
plea was made for more women workers and Mrs. Taber said that one 
weakness in women’s work was our seeming to forget whose work we are 
doing and on whose strength we are depending. Power must come upon 
us before we can go out to witness. 


A report from the National Executive Board was given by Mrs. Sam 
Morris, 8th Province representative on that board. She gave some excerpts 
from the letter giving the last meeting in detail which she has ready for 
mailing. The message Bishop Sherrill gave this meeting was the necessity 
for thinking in terms of life and service of the Church. Mrs. Morris re- 
ported on some of the conferences held and said that the executive board is 
divided into committees, each member being on two, hers being the Per- 
sonnel and Finance Committees. She told of 103 vacancies now existing 
and the urgent need for recruits and of two resolutions passed pertaining 
to minority groups. 


Mrs. Theodore O. Wedel, a member at large on the National Executive 
Board of the Woman’s Auxiliary and the Christian Social Relations chair- 
man of the United Council of Churchwomen, was then introduced by the 
president. Mrs. Wedel gave an address on The Christian Woman Faces Her 
Community, which was very inspirational and full of concrete suggestions. 
She spoke of Christian Social Relations as being very inclusive and chal- 
lenging. The Church has been thought of as rather remote from the 
problems of the day but there is a recent growth of activity on the part 
of church people to make the church foremost in these problems. On all 
new pieces of legislation the senators and representatives want the reac- 
tion of the Churchwomen. Church work is the most important work a 
woman can do. People have been drifting away from God and the country 
is full of fear and insecurity. Basically the troubles of the world are 
theological troubles. Social relations means living together in society. She 
cited the following as being problems in the minds of church groups: 


(1) Racial relations— 
Making some progress. 


Sense and Non-Sense—a pamphlet by Alpenfels highly recom- 
mended. 


Learn something about it—then do something about it. 
S7 


(2) Displaced persons—question before Congress at the present— 
800,000 people in virtual concentration camps. 


Only 20 per cent Jewish. 


Natural responsibility of U. S. as we have more resources to care 
for these people than other countries. 


Concern of Christian people. 


(3) What is happening to young people and children of our country. 
Need for better child welfare conditions. 
Standards of education have been lowered. 


(4) Religious Education— 
What is being done in your schools and Sunday Schools. 


(5) Recreational facilities—adequate? 
(6) Child labor laws. 

(7) Juvenile courts and detention homes. 
(8) Church and economic problems. 

(9) Helping Diocesan Institutions. 


(10) Working through Councils of Churchwomen. 
“Ye shall be witnesses—theme for the next three years. 


The president announced the appointment of the following committees: 


Nominations—Mrs. Elmer Christie, chairman; Mrs. St. Elmo Coombs; 
Mrs. Sam Morris. 


Credentials and Registration—Mrs. D. O. Hood. 


Continuation—Mrs. Robert Vickery, chairman, with District and 
Diocesan presidents. 


The business session adjourned at 3:30. Departmental conference 
groups were held. 


The Synod dinner was held at 6:30 at the Rogue Valley Country Club. 
The theme—The Church in the West Is Growing Up. Speakers were Dean 
Shire, Bishop Clark and Bishop Walters. 


Thursday Morning—May 1 


The meeting was called to order at 9:00 o’clock by the president, and 
opened with devotions led by Mrs. Louis C. Sanford. Prayers were offered 
in memory of Margaret Todt, District of Arizona; Frances Schallen- 
berger, Diocese of California; Kate B. Wotkyns, Ada Malpas, Laura 
Grover Smith, Diocese of Los Angeles; Winifred Hendrickson, Diocese 
of Oregon, and Carrie Segerstrom, District of San Joaquin. 


Next on the program was a discussion of the three Provincial projects. 
Mrs. Colcock told of the Provincial Presidents’ conference at Tri-ennial and 
of the outstanding leadership training project of the 5th Province which 
is considered one of the finest in the country, giving something of its out- 
line and setup. Mrs. Allison Baer, chairman of St. Margaret’s House, had 
no written report but gave some informal impressions of the House and its 
work. She then presented Dean Grammer who read her report which will 
be found in the proceedings of the Synod. 


In the absence of Mrs. Lloyd Gray, chairman of the Mothers’ Me- 
morial Fund, her report was read by Mrs. St. Elmo Coombs and accepted 
for filing. A discussion followed as to the extent of our aid to Deaconess 
House. It was moved by Mrs. Polivka, seconded by Mrs. Burr and duly 
carried that the body authorize the continuation committee to bring in a 
resolution relative to our support for Deaconess House. 
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There was no written report from Mrs. Charles Power, chairman for 
the Florence Baxter Memorial Fund. She read the financial statement 
which appears in the report of the treasurer and asked for suggestions as 
to the best way of administering the funds. It was moved and duly car- 
ried that it be referred to the continuation committee. 


Following this came the presentation and discussion of the budget. 
Notice of the increase had been sent to all presidents, asking them to see 
that their delegates came instructed as to what share of this larger budget 
they could take. The calling for the pledges for the dues was postponed 
until Friday morning.

Miss Evangeline Lewis, public relations officer of Annie Wright 
Seminary, was presented and gave a very illuminating and instructive talk 
on Church schools in the 8th Province. She found a prejudice in the West 
against private schools, due in part to lack of knowledge. Their chief 
advantages were their freedom from political influence, freedom from the 
influence of pressure groups and freedom of choice in selecting staff, 
teachers and methods. She gave 3 parts of the philosophy of the indepen- 
dent schools—their A B C’s— 


(1) Atmosphere important—ideals taught to combat pagan influence 
of advertisements, radio, movies, comics. 


(2) Breeding. 


(3) Community life— 
Makes child less selfish. 
Makes child more cooperative. 
Makes child mature faster. 


Greetings were brought from the Medford Council of Churchwomen 
by Mrs. W. T. Frost in a very gracious and cordial manner. An invitation 
had been given to as many of the Episcopal women as they could accom- 
modate to be their guests at their May fellowship luncheon that noon. 


Meeting adjourned for a joint session with the Synod where the Youth 
work was presented by the president, Mr. David Gordon, the Woman’s 
Auxiliary work in the Province by their president, Mrs. Colcock, and the 
need of an Evangelistic program by the Rev. Mr. Merrix, Field Officer of 
the National Council. 
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Thursday Afternoon 


The afternoon session reconvened at 2:00 o’clock with the vice-presi- 
dent, Mrs. E. Leslie Rolls in the chair. 


Mrs. Rolls called for the reports of Provincial organizations. Mrs. 
V. H. Harris gave the one for the Girls’ Friendly Society which was ac- 
cepted for filing. Mrs. W. Bertrand Stevens told of one of the projects 
of the Daughters of the King, Janvier House, which is located in La 
Crescenta, California, at 2422 Fairmount Ave. All church people are in- 
vited to make use of the house with no expense for a period of two weeks. 
It can accommodate five guests but advance notice should be given. This 
property was left to the Bishop of Los Angeles to be used by all Church 
workers. The report on Youth work sent by Miss Janice Overfield, chair. 
man, was read by the secretary and accepted for filing. 


Mrs. Helen Gibson Hogue, National Executive Secretary of the Girls’ 
Friendly Society, gave a very stimulating talk on their aims and work and 
a challenge to the women of the Auxiliary to feel their responsibility to 
get behind this program and support it through their interest and Jeader- 
ship. Mrs. Hogue said the church had been making a survey of the relation 
of the Girls’ Friendly Society to the whole body of the church and that 
this report had recently been accepted. The National Council has accepted 
them as having a specific job under the church and this organization is 
recognized as the week day one for girls. It trains them to be the right 
sort of church women and bridges the gap between girls and women of the 
auxiliary. It is building the church of the future. Their program has wor- 
ship and religion at its center and translates them into their every day 
living. At the age of 21 they go into the adult woman’s program. Mrs. 
Hogue recommended that there be five outstanding women in a parish on 
the advisory committee for the G. F. S. groups and that the leader report 
to this committee. She also advised that the committee see to it that the 
groups keep moving up to the next age program. 


A motion was made by Mrs. Frank Kerr, duly seconded and carried 
that some arrangement be made to have the sermon Bishop Cross preached 
at the opening session of the Synod printed and made available to the 
delegates. The secretary was delegated to take this matter up with the 
secretary of the Synod. 


The next order of business was the report of the Credentials Com- 
mittee as prepared by Mrs. Hood which showed 46 delegates, 4 alternates, 
3 National officers, 7 Provincial officers and 20 visitors present, one of the 
visitors being from St. Paul. The Dioceses of California, Los Angeles and 
Oregon and the Districts of Eastern Oregon, Idaho and Spokane had their 
full delegation. All Dioceses and Districts were represented, with the ex- 
ception of Alaska, Honolulu and the Philippines. 


Following adjournment of the business session, conference groups 
were again held 


Tea was served by the women of St. Mark’s parish to the Auxiliary 
and Synod from 4 until 6 o’clock. 


In the evening a mass meeting was held in the Medford High School 
auditorium when the Rt. Rev. Edward L. Parsons delivered an historical 
address on the Rt. Rev. Daniel Sylvester Tuttle, commemorating the 80th 
anniversary of his consecration as Bishop, 


Friday Morning 


The final business session was called to order at 9 o’clock by the 
president. The first order of business was the adoption of the budget 
which called for increased pledges. Many Dioceses and Districts reported 
substantial raises—two Districts doubled the amount of their dues—a few 
were not ready to pledge as some of their delegates had left. The in-

creases totalled the budget to $450—$100 short of the proposed one, but 
the treasurer asked for its acceptance as she felt the balance carried over 
in the General Fund would take care of that deficit for the coming year. 
It was her hope that by the next annual meeting, that $100 would be ab- 
aa additional pledges. It was moved and carried to adopt the budget 
fo) R 


The Auxiliary was honored to have messages brought to this session 
by several distinguished members of the Synod. Bishop Block brought 
greetings and a message of appreciation from the Synod to Mrs. Colcock 
and the women. Bishop Dagwell as host Bishop, accompanied by the Rev. 
George Turney of Medford, gave a few words of greeting. The Rev. Mr. 
Crittenden, Executive Secretary, Division of Youth, spoke of the begin- 
nings and the growth of this work and of the organization. The National 
Youth committee meets every year, with one representative from each 
Province, to make the yearly program. The National Youth convention 
legislates and attempts to form a general structure in which all the youth 
can take part. Five delegates will go to the meeting in Oslo and the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, National Executive Board has already voted $1,000 
toward their expenses. Mr. Crittenden gave the following suggestions: 


Encourage religion in the home. 

Encourage attendance at Church School and youth activities. 

Give financial and other assistance. 

Provide leadership and training classes. 

Archdeacon Buckley spoke briefly of the forward looking program 


for rural work, with a five years’ scope being prepared. 
Conference reports were called for. 


Election of officers was held and, as there were no nominations from 
the floor, the secretary was instructed to cast a unanimous ballot for the 
names as presented by the nominating committee. 


Mrs. Vickery, for the continuation committee, presented the follow- 
ing resolutions: 


Whereas, Evangelism is the keynote of the entire Church program, and 


Whereas, it is the responsibility of the delegates to the Provincial 
meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary to carry back to their districts and 
dioceses the inspiration of the sermon of Bishop Cross, therefore, 


Be It Resolved: That the women cooperate with their bishops and 
rectors to carry out the program to the fullest extent. 


Whereas, world peace must be the concern of every Christian woman, 


Be It Resolved: That the 25th annual meeting of the Woman’s Auxil- 
iary of the Province of the Pacific make it part of the program of the 
women of the Church to study and understand the questions coming before 
the United Nations and make known where possible their position as a 
spiritual force to the U. S. delegates. 


Whereas, we as Christian women are not living up to all our responsi- 
bilities and privileges, therefore, 


Be It Resolved: That we urge the women of the church to actively 
participate in community projects for improvement of social conditions, 
such as youth work, inter-racial understanding, cooperation with Council 
of Churchwomen, and intelligent use of the ballot. 


Whereas, sympathetic understanding and cooperation between the 
clergy and the women of the Church is essential in order that the women 
may participate fully in the world-wide program of the Church, therefore, 
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Be It Resolved: That we earnestly request of the clergy their active 
support of our program. 


Whereas, it is important that the chairman of the Mothers’ Memorial 
Fund for retired missionaries should have complete information about the 
funds available, therefore, 


Be It Resolved: That the diocesan and district treasurers of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary of the 8th Province be requested to send all funds 
directly to the Provincial chairman, 


Be It Further Resolved: That the Provincial chairman appoint a com- 
mittee whose responsibility it will be to carry on investigations and pass 
on individual cases, 


Be It Further Resolved: That the amount of $25 a month being given 
to the Deaconess House in Los Angeles be increased to $50 a month. 


Be It Resolved: That the chairman of the Florence Baxter Memorial 
Fund shall be asked to appoint a committee who will take the responsi- 
bility of investigating the needs for work among the blind and dispersing 
of funds. 

Resolution on Status of the American Indian (full resolution in Synod 


proceedings). 


All the above resolutions were acted on separately, duly seconded 
and passed. 


Be It Resolved: That the thanks and appreciation of the women of 
the 8th Province, assembled in their annual meeting, be extended to the 
rector and the women of St. Mark’s Church for their gracious hospitality; 
and to the Medford Council of Churchwomen for their courtesy; that 
greetings and expressions of regret for their absence be sent to Miss Anne 
Patton, Mrs. W. L. Van Schaick, Mrs. George Batte, Miss Janice Over- 
field, Mrs. Lloyd Gray, Mrs. Walter Mitchell and Miss Rebekah Hibbard; 
to the Lutheran Church for their generous cooperation in contributing to 
our comfort by the use of their beautiful church building. 


Be It Further Resolved: That we express to Mrs. Edward Colcock 
our warm appreciation for her efficient and untiring service as our presi- 
dent in the last three years, and our sincere good wishes for her success 
as president of the Diocese of Olympia. 


These resolutions were duly carried. 


Mrs. Rolls was asked to present a resolution to the Synod. The fol- 
lowing was moved, seconded, and carried: 


Be It Resolved: That the members of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the 
Province of the Pacific in annual meeting assembled express to the mem- 
bers of the Synod their sincere appreciation for the recognition given 
them, especially at this particular Synod, and pledge to them their con- 
tinued cooperation and help. 


The secretary reported that she had taken up the matter of having 
the sermon by Bishop Cross printed and that the Synod secretary, the Rev. 
Mr. Lockwood, felt it could be done if the sermon were in manuscript 
form which he would ascertain. 


Reports from the chairmen of committees were accepted by title. 


Mrs. Vickery, the new president, was presented and gave a brief 
message. 


No further business appearing, the president declared the 25th annual 
meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the 8th Province adjourned. 
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_ The Auxiliary joined the Synod for the closing service where Mrs. 
Vickery spoke for the Auxiliary and the Rt. Rev. Lane W. Barton gave 
the closing meditation.

THE YOUTH CONVENTION 


At the 1947 Synod history was made in the field of the Youth Work 
of the Province. For many years the Province has had a Department of 
Youth, manned by adults with little or no Youth representation, no pro- 
vincial-wide Youth contact. Our Province was the last to set up a Pro- 
vincial organization of the Youth themselves and this was done this year 
at Synod. Of the twelve Continental! Jurisdictions, eleven were represented 
at Medford by representative young people and adult advisors. Mr. David 
Gordon of Oregon was the temporary president of this official meeting. The 
two and a half day conference was spent under the leadership of the Rev. 
William Crittenden, National Executive Secretary of the Division of 
Youth, in discussing the idea and program of the United Movement of the 
Church’s Youth, the make-up of the National Youth Commission, the Pro- 
motion and Program technique of Youth work in the Diocese and Parish. 
A Constitution and By-Laws was adopted providing for elected repre- 
sentatives, Dioceses and Missionary Districts forming a Provincial Youth 
Commission to meet once a year at time of the Synod. Officers for 1947-48 
were elected as follows: 


President, Jack Lewis, Spokane; Vice-President, Gary Nefsinger, Idaho; 
Vice-President, Caroline Casey, Arizona; Vice-President, Jack Edmunds, 
California; Recording Secretary, Jo Ann Gardner, Idaho; Corresponding 
Secretary, Mary Anne Walter, San Joaquin; Treasurer, Mike Haggerty, 
Oregon.
